A  10  by 
12-foot  house  will  hold  from  250  to 
300  chicks — no  more!

poultry  industry  has  just  about 
reached  the  limit  of  its  growth  and 
development  should  read  the  article 
on  the  need  for  research  on  egg  and 
poultry  by-products  by  Dr.  M.  A. 
Jull  in  this  issue. 

Any  period  of  low  egg  and  poultry 
prices  creates  a  feeling  of  pessimism 
as  to  the  future  of  poultry  raising. 
Some  even  think  that  efTiciency  in 
production  methods  has  progressed 
too  far,  an  idea  that  would  spell  doom 
for  poultry  raisers  if  put  into  practice. 
But  what  about  the  additional  income 
that  might  come  to  the  poultry  indus- 
try if  u.ses  were  found  for  some  of  its 
wastes  and  surplus  products? 

Big  industries  have  been  built 
around  by-products.  A  well-known 
insulation  board  is  made  from  the 
fiber  of  sugar  cane.  The  soybean  has 
furnished  a  constituent  of  the  paint 
which  is  used  on  millions  of  automo- 
biles today.  Countless  examples  of  in- 
dustrial research,  which  have  resulted 
in  other  uses  for  farm  products  and 
which  have  made  jobs  for  thousands 
of  men,  could  be  cited. 

Egg  whites,  a  product  of  egg 
breaking  plants,  do  not  find  as  ready 
use  as  yolks.  What  might  it  mean  to 
egg  prices  if  new  ways  could  be  found 
to  utilize  egg  whites  in  some  indus- 
trial process?  And  what  about  egg 
shells  from  the  breaking  plants, 
feathers  and  offal  from  poultry  kill- 
ing and  dressing  plants,  and  the  mil- 
lions of  eggs  tested  out  of  incubators  ? 

No  one  can  predict  what  might  be 
the  outcome  of  a  .search  for  new  uses 
for  the  wastes  and  by-products  of  the 
poultry  industry.  Not  having  its  own 
facilities  for  carrying  on  this  type  of 
research,  however,  the  poultry  indus- 
try must  necessarily  look  to  the  gov- 


ernment to  conduct  this  type  of  work 
just  as  it  is  doing  for  sweet  potato 
growers,  peanut  growers  and  others.

the  close  of  the  Seventh  World's  Poul- 
try Congress  to  look  into  the  matter 
of  a  long-time  program  to  encourage 
the  consumption  of  eggs  and  poultry 
has  not  had  much  to  say  about  it.self, 
it  has  met  several  times  and  has 
already  drawn  up  a  suggested  pro- 
gram for  financing  the  undertaking. 

It  is  proposed  that  funds  be  raised 
from  four  main  groups,  largest  of 
which  is  to  consist  of  producers, 
hatchery  operators  and  original  re- 
ceivers who  will  be  asked  to  supply 
35  per  cent  of  the  funds.  The  original 
receivers  would  include  auctions,  co- 
operative groups,  processors,  packers 
and  others. 

Feed  manufacturers  and  dealers 
would  be  looked  upon  to  supply  25 
per  cent  of  the  funds;  allied  trades, 
including  manufacturers  of  egg  cases, 
cartons,  chick  boxes,  incubators, 
brooders,  dressing  plant  equipment, 
etc..  20  per  cent;  and  handlers  of  eggs 
and  poultry,  between  the  original  re- 
ceivers and  the  ultimate  retail  dis- 
tributor, 20  per  cent. 

Committees  have  been  appointed  to 
contact  each  of  the  groups  in  order  to 
get  the  work  underway.  When  the 
details  of  the  plan  for  raising  funds 
are  released,  every  poultry  producer 
should  lend  his  support  to  this  drive. 
No  one  should  look  to  this  egg  con- 
sumption campaign  to  perform  mira- 
cles in  jumping  egg  prices,  but  we  do 
need  a  steady  stream  of  promotion  on 
the  uses  of  eggs  to  prevent  inroads  by 
other  foods  that  are  now  more  widely 
advertised.

Only  a  few  days  after  the 
mailing  of  the  issue  was  completed,  the 
advertiser  informed  ns  to  cancel  all 
further  advertising. 

Regardless  of  what  policies  may  be 
pursued  by  other  publications,  Etery- 
bodys  Poultry  Magazine  will  not  publish 
any  chick  prices  under  $5.00  per  hundred, 
unless  the  kind  of  chicks  is  specifically 
described.  It  will  continue  to  turn  down 
adverti>ing  which  does  not  meet  this  re- 
quirement for  the  reason  that  it  may  be 
misleading  to  our   subscribers.

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How  Do  You 


Buy  Chicks? 


Look  Beyond  the  Price  ToLg  in  Your  Purchase 


By  Ross  L.  Holmaa 


WHEN  we  buy  our  stock  of 
chicks  this  season,  one  thing 
we  can't  afford  to  forget  is 
that  we  are  investing  in  future  possi- 
bilities rather  than  present  needs.  If 
we  are  getting  them  for  flock  replace- 
ment, we  are  making  a  purchase  we 
will  not  get  to  use  for  five  or  six 
months,  and  we  are  going  to  have  to 
put  quite  a  bit  of  money  into  it  besides 
the  cost  price  before  we  get  the  good 
of  it.  Naturally  an  investment  that, 
with  all  its  attendant  risks,  has  to  be 
nursed  that  long  before  a  cent  of 
revenue  can  be  expected,  should  sug- 
gest a  careful  approach. 

Shop  for  Quality 

The  price  paid  for  a  chick  is  a  very 
small  part  of  carrying  that  chick  to 
maturity  and  through  a  year  of  egg 
production,  and  the  number  of  eggs 


who  specialize  in  this  work. 

But  even  with  the  greatly  improved 
conditions  in  the  hatching  industry, 
many  chick  producers  succumb  to  the 
pressure  to  sell  chicks  priced  too  low 
for  quality  when  poultrymen  insist  on 
buying  that  kind.  It  takes  quite  a  bit 
of  money  for  a  hatcheryman  to 
supervise  properly  the  birds  of  his 
supply  flock  owners  in  order  to  get 
the  stock  of  chicks  he  can  conscien- 
tiously recommend  to  his  customers. 
For  this  reason,  it  is  ridiculous  to 
expect  to  buy  chicks  of  high  produc- 
ing po.ssibilities  as  cheaply  as  some 
bu\ers  seem  to  hope  to  get  them. 

Among  other  things  a  hatchery,  to 
supply  quality  stock,  must  spend 
weeks  or  months  rigidly  culling  its 
supply  flocks,  checking  the  birds 
against  disease,  breed  disqualifica- 
tions, and  for  a  strong,  vigorous 
ancestry.  In  addition  to  this  the 
proper  mating  of  the  flocks  with 
males  from  high  producing  dams  is  a 
very  important  part  of  the  job.  A 
hatcheryman  with  the  kind  of  con- 
science we  want  him  to  have  cannot 
do  otherwise  than  make  a  careful  and 
necessarily  expensive  selection  of  the 
birds  that  are  to  be  the  ancestors  of 
our  chicks. 

Look  Beyond  the  Price  Tag 

Naturally  chicks  of  such  parentage 
are  worth  more  than  tho.se  of  un- 
known breeding.  Where  a  chick  buyer 
keeps  his  eyes  glued  to  the  price  tag, 
ignoring  all  other  considerations,  he 
is  either  going  to  have  to  be  satisfied 
with  chicks  of  inferior  breeding,  or  he 
is  going  to  have  to  get  them  away 
from  the  hatcheryman  at  less  than 
what  it  costs  him  to  produce  them. 

Many  hatcheries  and  breeders  have 
different  matings  from  which  buyers 
may  select  their  stock.  For  the  most 
part  these  matings  are  based  on  the 
egg  records  of  the  birds  and  their 
ancestors,  and  different  prices  are 
asked  for  different  matings.  All  mat- 
ings are  also  selected  for  vigor  and 
livability.  While,  of  course,  poultry- 
men  can  easily  buy  their  chicks  too 
I  l'lea.'<e   turn    to   pane   2'.t  | 
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that  are  laid  after  maturity  is  the 
only  return  we  are  going  to  get  on 
that  original  investment.  For  this 
reason,  it  would  appear  to  be  far  more 
essential  to  shop  around  for  quality 
than  for  price,  even  though  both  are 
important.  We  have  seen  more  dis- 
astrous results  in  rai.sing  chicks  as  a 
result  of  the  buyer  being  too  bargain 
conscious  than  for  any  other  cause. 

The  hatching  industry  is  maintained 
on  a  much  higher  standard  of  ethics 
than  ever  before.

Housewives  Will  Pay 
More  for  Qood  Eggs

HOW  much  can  the  consumer 
afford  to  pay  for  eggs?  That  is 
a  question  that  should  worry 
every  egg  producer  even  more  than 
the    egg    consumer.     The    only     fair 


answer  to  this  question  is  that  the 
value  of  eggs  to  the  consumer  de- 
pends upon  the  quality  and  the  size 
of  the  eggs  in  relation  to  the  prevail- 
ing price. 

Poultry  students  at  the  Ohio  State 
University  made  a  study  of  the  rela- 
tion of  price  to  the  size  and  quality  of 
eggs  in  retail  stores  in  Columbus 
several  years  ago.  Later  the  super- 
visor of  Federal  egg-grading  in  Ohio 
made  similar  studies  each  year  cover- 
ing all  of  the  major  cities  in  Ohio.  A 
.summary  of  the  findin-js  of  these 
studies  showed  little  if  any  relation-

ship  between  the  prices  paid  and  the 
quality  or  size  of  eggs  procured. 

Typical  of  the  findings  of  the  study 
were  purchases  made  in  Columbus. 
Ohio,  on  October  16, 1937,  of  two  dozen 
eggs,  each  having  identically  the  same 
weight  and  identically  the  same  num- 
ber of  Extra  and  Standard  quality 
eggs.  One  dozen  sold  for  53  cents  and 
the  other  for  35  cents.  The  previous 
year  the  dozen  selling  at  the  lowest 
price  were  actually  better  than  the 
dozen  selling  at  the  highest  price  of 
21  cents  more. 

Surely,  Ohio  is  not  the  only  state 
in  the  country  in  which  this  condition 
e.xists  and  surely  this  condition  must 
be  one  of  the  basic  problems  handi- 
capping the  growth  in  per  capita  con- 
sumption of  eggs  in  this  country.  Per- 
haps no  food  commodity  is  purchased 
today  in  the  average  Midwest  city 
with  less  assurance  of  getting  quality 
commensurate  with  the  price  paid 
than  is  true  of  eggs. 

Much  progress  has  been  reported 
on  the  solution  of  this  problem  by 
many  of  the  eastern  states  through 
the  so-called  "Fresh  Egg  Legislation," 
but  in  Ohio  practically  all  eggs  re- 
gardless of  their  quality  are  sold  as 
fresh  eggs.  In  fact,  I  doubt  if  a  re- 
tailer could  sell  eggs  if  he  did  not 
give  the  consumer  assurance  that  they 
were  fresh,  and  again  regardless  of 
their  quality! 

The   Fisher  Quality   Egg  Program 

Most  Midwest  housewives  are  price 
conscious  so  that  Midwest  cities  are 
still  predominantly  low  price  egg 
markets.  In  Cleveland,  however,  the 
Fisher  Brothers  Grocery  Company,  a 
local  chain  of  approximately  300 
quality  food  stores,  is  demonstrating

that  Midwest  housewives  will  pay  a 
premium  for  good  eggs,  provided  a 
retailing  system  is  developed  that  will 
guarantee  consumers  good  eggs  when 
the  premium  is  paid. 

Despite  previous  efforts  of  this  or- 
ganization to  handle  good  quality 
eggs,  numerous  complaints  were  re- 
ceived from  customers  each  year  dur- 
ing the  hot  summer  and  autumn 
months.  It  was  difficult  to  get  eggs  of 
uniform  good  grade.  Distributors 
made  the  grades  to  suit  the  condition 
of  the  market:  during  the  spring  when 
good  eggs  were  plentiful,  everything 
worked  smoothly,  but  during  the 
autumn  when  good  eggs  were  scare, 
the  grade  requirements  were  lowered 
and  consumer  complaints  were  com- 
mon.

A  uniform  product  must  be  assured, 
and.  consequently,  the  eggs  were 
packed  under  government  supervision, 
and  every  carton  was  sealed  with  the 
government  certificate  of  quality. 

Certificate  Wins  Confidence 

The  use  of  government  certificate 
of  quality  was  fundamental  and 
essential  in  securing  the  confidence  of 
the  consumers  that  here  were  eggs  of 
superior  quality  —  uniform  and  de- 
pendable. 

Producers  had  given  much  attention 
to  the  problems  of  quality  egg  pro- 
duction and  the  proper  handling  to 
preserve  quality.  They  had  studied 
grades  and  gained  confidence  in  the 
fairness  of  the  government  egg  grad- 
ing program,  but  they  had  given  little 
attention  to  the  problems  that  might 
arise  in  the  distribution  process  after 
the  eggs  left  the  country  packing 
plant.  This  had  proved  to  be  an 
almost  fatal  oversight,  because  it  was 
a  clear  case  of  the  whole  program 
being  no  stronger  than  its  weakest 
link.  The  weak  link  was  the  failure  to 
develop  any  program  to  secure  con- 
sumer acceptance  of  the  quality  egg 
program. 

Con.sequently,  Fishers  approached 
the  problem  with  caution  and  a  de- 
tailed program  was  developed,  criti- 
cized, built  and  rebuilt  by  the  chief 
executive  of  this  organization  before 
any  publicity  or  advertising  was  re- 
leased. The  fact  that  the  chief  execu- 
tives worked  out  the  program  meant 
that  it  commanded  constant  attention.

WHILE  gazing  intently  at 
a  refrigerated  show  case 
in  the  auditorium  at  the 
World's  Poultry  Congress,  a 
man  walked  up  to  me  and  said: 
"Stranger — that's  some  bird." 

"It  certainly  is,"  I  agreed,  for 
we  were  looking  at  the  sweep- 
stake winner  of  the  dressed  tur- 
key show.  The  rosettes  and  rib- 
bon were  wide,  but  not  wide 
enough  to  hide  much  of  the 
expansive  well-fleshed  breast  of 
the  prize  winner.  The  sign  over- 
head spoke  of  the  "Broad 
Breasted  Bronze  Turkey,"  but 
to  many  people  that  was  only  a 
description  of  the  bird  not  the 
special  name  given  to  this  strain 
of  birds. 

"They  sure  named  them 
right,"  remarked  the  talkative 
man  who  by  this  time  was  not 
calling  me  stranger.  Together 
we  noted  the  heavy  fleshing  of 
the  breast,  the  short,  round  and 
very  plump  leg  and  the  com- 
plete ab.sence  of  pouchiness  in 
the  crop  and  neck  region.  The 
name,    by    the    way,    was    the

unanimous  choice  of  a  committee  of 
breeders. 

Came  from    Norlhwest 

Since  this  strain  of  birds  attracted 
so  much  attention  at  Clevetand,  there 
have  been  a  great  many  inquiries  re- 
garding their  origin.  They  came  from 
the  Pacific  northwest  and  several 
breeders  are  now  advertising  this 
strain.  They  are  the  result  of  years  of 
selection  for  a  market  type,  and  there 
appears  to  be  much  discu.ssion  and 
confusion  as  to  the  exact  originator. 

It  might  be  called  an  international 
(juestion,  because  blood  from  a  flock 
in  British  Columbia  was  used  .several 
years  ago.  These  birds  trace  back  to 
a  shipment  from  England  that  were 
noted  for  their  extreme  size  and  very 
broad  breast. 

The  American  model  is  lighter  than 
this  imported  stock.  The  West  Coast 
breeders  have  for  a  number  of  years 
been  using  calipers  and  .scales  in  se- 
lecting their  breeding  pens.  They 
insisted  on  quick  maturity  and  have 
secured  birds  that  carried  a  broad 
breast  and  a  short  shank  from  their 
own  strains.  All  of  this  selection  and 
adaptation  of  strain  has  gone  into  the 
foundation  stock  of  Broad  Breasted 
Turkeys.

Millions  of  dollars  probably 
could  be  added  to  the  income 
of  poultry  raisers  if  new 
uses  were  found  for  its  by- 
products— infertile  incubator 
eggs,  surplus  egg  ivhites,  egg 
»hells,  offal  from  poultry 
dressing  plants,  poultry  man- 
urCf  feathers,  etc.  —  Editor. 


EVERYBODY  interested  in  the 
poultry  business  of  the  United 
States  should  know  that  indus- 
try spends  on  the  average  about  3 
per  cent  of  its  gross  income  on  re- 
search, whereas  federal  and  state 
agencies  spend  only  about  one-seventh 
of  1  per  cent  of  the  national  agricul- 
tural income  on  research  related  to 
agriculture. 

Research  is  a  splendid  investment 
for  Improving  conditions  in  any  in- 
dustry and  for  increasing  the  profits 
of  the  producer.  During  the  past 
quarter  of  a  century,  however,  most 
of  the  poultry  re.search  funds  that 
have  been  made  available  by  federal 
and  state  governments  have  been 
used  to  promote  efflciency  in  produc- 
tion. The  value  of  this  research  to 
producers  is  thoroughly  appreciated 
by  most  of  them  because  they  are 
able  to  make  greater  profits  out  of 
increased  egg  production  through  the 
adoption  of  improved  feeding  prac- 
tices and  better  methods  of  breeding 
that  have  resulted  from  research. 
Losses  from  disease  have  also  been 
curtailed  considerably  as  a  result  of 
research  findings. 

More  recently,  research  workers 
are  turning  to  the  products  of  the  in- 


dustry with  a  view  toward  improving 
their  quality  and  decreasing  the  losses 
in  shipping  eggs  and  poultry  meat  of 
various  kinds.  There  is  .still  much  to 
be  accomplished  for  the  simple  reason 
that  every  year  in  the  United  States 
many  millions  of  dollars  are  lost  be- 
cause of  poor  quality  stock,  inferior 
diets  that  are  sometimes  fed,  bad 
management  practices  which  are 
sometimes  followed,  and  the  wastage 
which  normally  occurs  in  marketing 
eggs  and  other  poultry  products. 

In  addition,  there  is  much  need  for 
undertaking  research  on  the  use  of 
the  by-products  of  the  poultry  indus- 
try. The  Federal  Government  has 
recently  appropriated  money  to  estab- 
lish four  regional  research  labora- 
tories: one  for  the  South,  one  for  the 
West,  one  for  the  Middle  West,  and 
one  for  the  East.  These  research 
laboratories  have  been  established 
for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  re- 
search on  the  non-food  uses  of  various 
agricultural  products  including  cot- 
ton, sweet  potatoes,  peanuts,  tobacco, 
apples.  Irish  potatoes,  milk  products, 
vegetables,  corn,  wheat,  fruits,  and 
alfalfa.  Poultry  and  poultry  products 
are  not  included  in  the  list  of  pro- 
jects to  be  undertaken.

non-food  uses  of  various  agricultural 
products.  Judging  from  what  has 
already  been  accomplished,  it  would 
appear  that  the  four  regional  research 
laboratories  can  accomplish  much  for 
the  different  commodities  which  have 
been  mentioned  above. 

Soybeans  are  a  very  important  crop 
in  the  United  States,  and  by-products 
of  soybeans  are  used  in  many  differ- 
ent ways  in  the  industries,  including 
soybean  oil  for  paints.  From  corn 
there  are  manufactured  such  things  as 
sizing  material  for  the  backs  of  car- 
pets, adhesives,  rayon  fiber,  and  a 
tanning  agent.  Protein  from  alfalfa  is 
used  for  making  plastics.  Grape  seeds 
yield  an  oil  used  in  lubricants  and 
soaps.  Zein  is  a  protein  in  corn,  and 
is  used  in  making  plastics,  waterproof 
wrappers,  quick  drying  printing  ink, 
films  and  fibers.  Cattle  grease  is  a 
source  of  glycerol  that  may  be  used 
either  as  an  anti-freeze  for  the  family 
car,  or  to  incorporate  in  explosive 
dynamite. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the 
practice  of  marketing  full-drawn 
poultry  is  contributing  to  more  effi-

OF  A  POULTRYMAN

Wayne  County,  Ohio 


Jan.  1 — ^Like  the  two-headed  Roman 
God,  Janus,  who  looked  backward  as 
well  as  forward,  I  sat  down  today  in 
solemn  reflection.  Nineteen-thirty- 
eight  was  good  to  me;  I  have  no  fault 
to  find.  I  have  the  mental  satisfaction 
in  the  year's  work,  and  frankly,  I  am 
hard  to  please.  First,  I  bought  a  new 
truck  which  has  proved  entirely  satis- 
factory. Next  there  were  four  build- 
ings painted  and  put  in  good  repair. 
The  last  accomplishment,  outside  of 
paying  taxes  and  our  living  expenses, 
was  the  construction  of  our  tenant 
house.  This  is  a  six-room  modern 
bungalow.  I  have  also  cast  a  wary 
eye  into  the  new  year.  If  my  fore- 
sight could  only  be  as  good  as  the 
hind  sight,  life  would  be  a  pleasant 
dream. 

Jan.  2  —  We  are  working  holiday 
hours  again  today.  Harold  and  May 
are  both  "over  home"  and  this  leaves 
Old  Man  White  and  his  son,  Donn 
Lee,  to  carry  on.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  last  few  days  have  all  been 
holidays,  a  kind  of  work  again,  play 
again,  gone  again  affair.  After  today 
we  will  have  to  settle  down,  to  put  on 
the  old  harness,  to  put  the  nose  on 
the  old  grind  stone.  But  Donnie  and  I 
step  right  alcng  with  the  work, 
especially  if  nothing  very  serious 
looms  up  before  us. 

It  took  both  of  us  a  half  hour  to 
locate  a  pullet  in  the  west  house  this 
afternoon.  This  bird  had  a  few  drops 
of  blood  on  her  due  to  picking,  so 
treatment  was  in  order.  The  old  say- 
ing, "a  stitch  in  time — "  holds  abso- 
lutely true  in  such  cases, 

Jan.  3 — I  was  the  first  producer  to 
the  auction  with  eggs  this  morning. 
Guess  the  others  had  a  little  hold-over 
from  the  double  holidays.  It  is  nice  to 
know  that  one  is  the  early  bird.  If 
the  selling  price  was  based  on  the 
order  in  which  they  were  delivered  to 
the  auction,  i.e.,  the  highest  price 
being  paid  for  those  delivered  first,  it 
would  make  an  entirely  different 
story.  Someone  would  probably  get 
killed  in  the  rush,  or  at  least  badly 
mangled.  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if 
some  producers  would  try  to  deliver 
eggs  before  they  were  laid. 

Jan.  4 — Dennis  Hiner,  of  over  New 
Pittsburgh  way,  is  evidently  on  the 
program  committee  for  their  Farmer's 
Institute.  Anyway  he  was  in  search  of 
a  chicken  speaker  and  phoned  me.  As 
I    am    listed    in    the    Ohio    Institute 
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Speakers  Directory,  I  thought  it  was 
high  time  I  was  putting  out  some- 
thing Last  year,  due  to  the  Master 
Farmer  award  at  the  University,  I 
had  to  refuse  a  couple  of  invitations. 
What  is  puzzling  me  is  a  timely  topic. 
The  farmers  of  this  county  are  ex- 
ceptionally well  posted  in  poultry 
husbandry.  I  am  thinking  of  discuss- 
ing the  construction  of  the  bended- 
bow  rafter  brooder  house.  It  will 
probably  be  best  to  confer  with  my 
cohorts,  Ralph  Treat  and  Verne 
Chamberlin.  They  have  such  level 
heads. 

Jan.  6 — If  this  kind  of  weather  con- 
tinues much  longer,  snakes  will  start 
to  lay  eggs.  One  of  the  natives  told 
me  that  he  had  removed  his  winter 
underwear.  From  the  way  he  spoke, 
I  inferred  that  he  had  been  sewed  in 
for  the  winter. 

A  bunch  of  the  hens  on  the  first 
floor  are  in  a  full  molt.  It  has  been 
such  an  open  fall  and  winter  that  they 
didn't  take  time  out  to  molt  but  just 
kept  on  laying.  They  have  the  right 
idea;  molt  when  eggs  are  cheap  and 
lay  when  they  are  high  priced.  It  also 
helps  to  balance  production  through- 
out the  year, 

Jan.  7  —  Georgianna,  Donnie's  reg- 
istered Jersey  calf,  has  been  moved 
over  to  the  maternity  hospital.  She  is 
the  daughter  of  Rosy  Marie.  How 
time  does  fly.  This  will  be  the  third 
generation. 

Production  is  increasing  among  the 
layers  too.  Decreased  prices,  increased 
production,  so  the  old  weekly  egg 
check  should  be  about  the  same.  That 
is  what  I  need,  a  guaranteed  weekly 
income.  Then  all  above  the  stated 
amount  would  be  gravy.  But  for  some 
reason  or  other  it  doesn't  seem  to 
work  that  way.  When  everything  is 
lovely  I  fly  high;  I  am  prosperous.  If 
a   cloud   should    come   up   I   burrow 


around  like  a  mole.  And  still  I  keep 
plugging  away,  cleaning  boards, 
gathering  eggs,  packing,  feeding,  a 
chamber-maid  in  a  chicken  house. 
That  is  me,  the  Old  Man. 

Jan.  9 — Wm.  Wile  came  over  and 
we  started  to  clean  up  the  west  fence 
row.  There  are  several  old  black 
cherry  trees  that  have  passed  beyond 
the  productive  stage.  Some  of  them 
should  make  saw  logs.  I  am  told  that 
black  cherry  is  better  for  cabinet 
work  than  wild  chery. 

I  noticed  a  bird  going  around  in 
circles  this  afternoon  while  feeding. 
Examination  showed  that  she  was 
blind  in  one  eye.  I  don't  like  that  kind 
of  business,  but  I  don't  know  what  to 
do  about  it.  I  realize  what  this  blind- 
ness means,  so  I  will  have  to  cast  a 
suspicious  eye  around  the  hennery.  If 
I  find  much  more  of  it  I  suppose  I 
will  be  going  around  in  circles  too. 

Jan.  10 — Another  one  of  those  few 
and  far  between  holidays  in  which 
anticipation  is  more  than  50  per  cent 
of  realization.  Had  to  make  a  little 
trip  to  Cleveland,  so  I  combined 
pleasure  with  business.  I  have  profit 
and  loss,  sweet  and  bitter  with  these 
chickens  so  it  seems  only  fair  to  com- 
bine pleasure  with  business  when  I 
do  get  a  chance  to  leave  the  ranch 
for  a  few  hours.  Kid  White  went 
along  as  far  as  Independence,  which 
is  located  on  the  outskirts  of  Cleve- 
land. She  visited  the  Buskirk's,  while 
I  drove  on  in  town.  The  trip  was 
rather  uneventful  with  the  exception 
that  I  got  lost  coming  home.

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vited  me  to  go  with  them.  They  will 
come  home  Tuesday  night.  Walter 
Buss  and  his  wife  have  invited  Kid 
White  and  me  to  go  down  Tuesday 
morning  and  come  home  Thursday 
night.  The  Kid  and  I  are  in  a  quan- 
dary; we  don't  know  what  to  do. 

A  few  days  ago  I  tried  to  work  my 
head  and,  practically  speaking,  put 
both  feet  into  it.  The  boards  were 
cleaned  ahead  of  time  and  then  when 
I  had  counted  on  cleaning  them  again, 
along  comes  this  cold  weather.  Now 
it  is  impossible  to  clean  them  and  the 
accumulation  is  more  and  more  each 
night. 

Jan.  27 — It  is  great  to  work  the  old 
head  and  have  it  work.  Last  night  I 
could  tell  at  a  casual  glance  that  the 
thermometer  was  dropping.  So  at 
12:30.  I  went  out  and  drained  the 
pipes.  It's  great  to  have  water  run  out 
of  a  pipe  instead  of  having  to  thaw 
out  the  ice.  It's  great  to  open  a  valve 
and  let  the  law  of  gravity  take  its 
course  instead  of  soaking  burlap  bags 
in  hot  water.  It's  great  to  have  that 
old  peace  of  mind  instead  of  a  con- 
stant dread  of  what  might  be  taking 
place.  Yes.  it  was  time  well  spent  for 
this  morning  it  was  cold,  well  nigh 
zero.  But  the  work  went  just  as 
smooth  as  silk. 

Jan.  28 — Little  warmer  today.  Don- 
nie  was  home,  so  Harold  and  I  had 
more  time,  as  Donnie  gathers  all  the 
eggs  on  Saturdays.  The  droppings  in 
the  first  two  floors  of  the  barn  were 
loose,  but  in  the  west  house  it  was  a 
different  story.  It  was  necessary  to 
use  the  ice  hoe  first.  Frozen  droppings 
don't  pack  very  well  on  the  wheel- 
barrow, which,  of  course,  meant  more 
loads.  By  and  large  it  took  about  four 
times  as  long  to  do  the  work.  But  the 
point  is  that  we  did  get  that  much 
done.

If  the  lailiioads  are  so  good 


THAT'S  a  sensible  question,  and 
we'd  like  to  answer  it,  because 
business  success  in  these  United  States 
is  judged  pretty  much  by  whether  or 
not  you're  able  to  make  money.

Or  it  includes  ability  to  handle  the 
traffic  and  in  1939— when  records  of 
grain  receipts  for  a  day,  for  a  week, 
or  for  a  whole  season  were  again 
broken  at  important  markets  in  both 
the  winter  and  spring  wheat  belts— 
the  railroads  handled  the  job  with- 
out a  sign  of  car  shortage. 

Or  it  includes  speed— dind  the  rail 
roads  in  the  past  twenty  years  have 
stepped  up  freight  speed  by  more 
than  60%  —  with  similar  improve- 
ments in  passenger  schedules. 


Or  it  includes  cost  of  service— znd 
the  railroads  today  haul  a  ton  a  mile 
at  an  average  cost  that's  about  the 
same  you  pay  for  a  penny  postcard. 

But  when  it  comes  to  financial  suc- 
cess—you run  into  this  situation: 

Railroads  meet  all  their  own  costs 
and  help  support  the  government  as 
well.  They  operate  under  the  strict 
control  of  rules  and  regulations 
built  up  over  the  past  50  years  on 
the  theory  that  they  are  a  monop)oly, 
but  actually  they  compete  with  other 
forms  of  transportation  which  are 
promoted  and  subsidized  by  govern- 
ment. 

The  effect  of  such  inequality  is  to 
decrease  railroad  traffic  and  reduce 
railroad  earnings. 

There  is  no  question  of  the  railroads' 
ability  to  do  the  job  for  farmers  or 
for  the  nation  from  an  operating 
standpoint. 

From  the  standpoint  of  earnings,  all 
they  need  to  make  a  living  is  a  fair 
chance  to  meet  other  forms  of  trans- 
portation on  equal  terms. 
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Jan.  30 — Well,  we  came  down  the 
home  stretch  today.  The  weather 
broke  and  we  cleaned  boards.  Not 
only  did  we  clean  those  that  hadn't 
been  cleaned,  but  we  also  cleaned 
those  that  were  cleaned  Saturday,  the 
whole  works.

.\. — One  strong,  vigorous  torn  can  handle 
satisfactorily  from  12  to  15  breeding  hens. 
When  25  or  :{0  hens  are  in  «)ne  pen,  it  i.s  a 
g(><)<l  plan  to  have  two  toms  which  can  be 
alternated  so  that  one  will  be  with  the 
hens  <»ne  day,  and  the  other  the  next.  In 
large  Hocks,  the  necessary  ratio  of  toms 
to  hens  may  be  a  little  smaller,  according 
to  Cornell    I'niversity  turkey  spe<Malists. 

It  is  generally  considered  advi.sable  to 
place  the  toms  with  the  hens  at  least  two 
to  fi)ur  weeks  before  the  first  eggs  are 
prfMluced  to  give  the  birds  sufficient  time 
to  adjust  themselves  to  their  environment. 

A  Good   Poultry  House  Floor 

</• — I  itni  iilamiing  to  ImlM  a  two-story 
laying  house.  The  bottom  floor  is  to  be 
IVi  feet  in  the  ground  with  a  concrete 
wall.  What  kind  of  floor  should  I  use? 
Would  a  dirt  floor  he  too  damp?— H.  E.  N..

A. —  Floors  which  are  ditficult  to  keep 
clean  and  which  have  a  tendency  to  be 
«lani|)  because  of  soil  moisture  are  a 
constant  n»eiia<  «•  to  the  poultry  raiser.  A 
tlirt  fIor>r  not  only  would  be  damp  and 
hard  to  keep  clean,  l)Ut  wcjuld  alltjw 
roilents  to  enter  the  house,  and  for  these 
reasons   is   not    ver.v   desirable.

Proof  Floors  for  Poultry  Flou.ses,"  which 
will  give  .vou  plans  for  the  construction  of 
various  types  of  poultry  hou.se  floors 
which  have  been  found  quite  successful  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.

Cull   the    Neck   Molters? 

H. — .\bout  75  of  my  March  hatched  pul- 
lets are  going  through  a  neck  molt.  Would 
you  advise  keeping  these?  How  long  will 
it  take  before  they  start  laying  again? — 
S.    1..,  Conn. 

A. — The  neck  molt  or  fall  molt,  as  it  is 
fre(|uently  called,  is  a  condition  experi- 
enced by  early  hatched  pullets  and  comes 
during  the  first  fall  that  the  birds  are  in 
laying  condition.  The  birds  may  be  laying 
from  two  to  five  months  when  this  con- 
•lition  develops.  This  should  not  be  con- 
fused with  the  annual  mf)It  of  mf)st  layers, 
whiili  is  complete  in  nature  and  occurs  at 
the  end  of  the  first  laying  year.  This  first 
laying  year  may  be  12  or  more  months  in 
length. 

ISirds  whi<'h  are  passing  through  the 
annual  molt  usually  go  out  of  production, 
although  many  bird.s  will  molt  and  lay  at 
the  same  time.   We   usually  consider   it  a

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good  time  to  cull  the  layers  when  they 
start  into  their  annual  molt,  but  this  is 
not  the.  </ase  with  the  partial  molt  or  neck 
molt.  These  pullets  have  laid  only  for  a 
few  months,  possibly,  and  after  the  neck 
molt  is  over  they  will  be  back  in  pro- 
duction again  and  should  lay  well  into  the 
next  summer  and  fall. 

How  long  it  wHl  take  l)efore  the  Ijirds 
start  laying  again  depends  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  birds  at  the  time  they  go 
into  the  molt  and  the  management  which 
is  used  during  the  molting  period.  Gen- 
erally, however,  a  partial  molt  of  this 
type  is  a  matter  of  from  four  to  six  weeks. 
Keep  plenty  of  goml  mash  before  the 
birds  and  do  everything  possible  to  en- 
courage activity  and  feed  consumption. 
This  is  quite  necessary  for  proper  feather 
develo|>ment  and  maintenance  of  body 
weight. 

Small  Egg  Size 

Q. — Lately  I  have  gathered  quite  a  few 
small  fgg.s,  about  the  size  of  pigeon  eggs. 
I>oes  this  mean  that  these  pullets  have 
laid  their  last  egg? — S.  L.,  Conn. 

.\. — The  fact  that  you  have  been  gather- 
ing a  large  number  of  very  small  eggs 
does  not  indicate  at  all  that  your  pullets 
have  laid  their  last  eggs.  Kgg  size  Is  an 
inherited  trait,  but  large  egg  size  and 
weiglit  al.so  depend  upon  careful  and 
correct  feeding  and  management  of  the 
birds.  Keep  plenty  of  good  laying  mash, 
oyster  shells  and  grit  before  the  birds  at 
all  times.  Also  be  sure  they  get  plenty  of 
clean,  fresh  water. 


The  Situation 

BRIEFLY  REVIEWED 


Kjrg  prW'es  have  dropjied  to  lower  levels 
during  the  past  month,  the  Federal  Sur- 
plus Commodities  Corporation  stepping 
into  the  picture  again  on  December  12  in 
an  effort  to  bolster  the  market.  Nearby 
special  whites  brought  2.'>»/i  cents  a  dozen 
at  .\ew  York  City  on  December  19,  com- 
pared with  35  cents  a  dozen  the  same  day 
last  year.  Nearby  special  browns  were 
quoted  at  24  cents  a  dozen  December  19 
this  year,  compared  with  34  cents  a  dozen 
last  year.  Mixed  color  firsts  .sold  for  20 >4 
cents  a  dozen  this  year,  compared  with 
TiV-i   cents   a   dozen   December   19,   1938. 

Euir  prodnotion,  as  indicated  by  receipts 
at  the  four  major  markets  (New  York. 
Chicago,  Boston,  and  Philadelphia)  from 
November  1  through  December  9,  was 
7.9  per  cent  greater  than  during  the  same 
period  last  year,  but  3.6  per  cent  less 
than  that  of  two  years  ago. 

Fprir  ronsiimption,  as  shown  by  trade 
output  at  the  four  leading  markets  during 
the  six  weeks  ending  December  9,  was  4.9 
per  cent  greater  than  that  during  the 
same  period   a  year  ago.

cient  utilization  of  by-products,  for 
most  by-products  assume  value  only 
when  they  are  available  in  large 
quantities.  As  an  example,  the  re- 
covery and  use  of  the  endocrine 
glands  may  be  cited.  The  pituitary, 
thyroid,  parathyroid,  adrenals,  pan- 
creas, and  gonads  of  chickens  have 
the  same  properties  and  medicinal 
uses  as  the  same  glands  in  cattle  and 
swine,  and  while  some  of  these  glands 
are  too  small  in  poultry  for  practical 
recovery,  others  are  being  recovered 
at  the  present  time  in  some  killing 
and  dressing  plants.       ^  i 

^  Another  by-product  that  has  in- 
creased in  importance  as  the  result  of 
the  increase  in  full-drawn  poultry  is 
the  offal.  This  material  is  processed 
and  converted  into  fertilizer. 

Feathers  constitute  one  by-product 
of  which  the  importance  has  long 
been  recognized.  The  drying  and  sav- 
ing of  feathers  from  individual  birds 
has  been  replaced  by  machine  meth- 
ods in  the  large  killing  and  dressing 
plants.  Feathers  are  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  pillows,  cushions, 
mattresses,  dusters,  and  millinery.

Some  of  the  by-product  uses  men- 
tioned are  minor  ones,  but  there  is 
one  by-product  not  yet  mentioned 
which  probably  has  greater  total 
value  than  any  other  by-product.  This 
product  is  poultry  manure.  Because 
of  the  relatively  large  proportion  of 
concentrates  and  small  proportion  of 
roughage  consumed  by  poultry  in 
comparison  with  other  farm  animals, 
poultry  manure  is  richer  in  nitrogen 
and  phosphoric  acid  than  are  other 
manures  and  is  worthy  of  special  care 
and  attention. 

Possibilities  for  Research 
For  the  convenience  of  those  inter- 
ested, the  following  nine  items  are 
listed  for  the  purpose  of  focusing 
attention  upon  available  by-products 
of  the  poultry  industry  and  the  pos- 
sible non-food  uses  to  which  they  may 
be  put  as  the  result  of  research: 

1.  rtilization  of  many  thousand  pounds 
annually  of  glandular  portions  of  poultry 
offal  in  the  preparation  of  hormones  for 
fundamental  biological  research  with 
\arious   classes   of  animals. 

2.  rtilization  of  many  million  jiounds 
annuall.v  of  blood,  offal,  deail  birds  and 
manure   obtahied    from   slaughtered    birds. 

:?.  rtilization  of  several  million  pounds 
amiually  of  feathers  for  insulation  or 
olhtr  industrial  puri)oses,  and  as  a  source 
of  c.\stine. 

4.  t'tili/.al  ion  of  about  TOO  carloails  an- 
nually of  incubator  reje<'ts  for  industrial 
or   fertilizer  purposes. 

.'>.  rtilization  of  several  thousand  pounds 
annualb  of  feet  and  shanks  as  sources 
of  tibt-rs,   <atgut  and   for  other  purposes. 

(1.  rtilization  of  thou.sands  of  ixmnds 
annually  of  egg  shells  obtained  from  egg 
breaking   plants. 

7.  rtilization  of  yolk  oils  in  the  taiming 
of  l«-ather,  the  manufa<'ture  of  soap,  <'os- 
inetics  and  vitamin  c«)ncentrates  ff)r 
animal  feeding. 

K.  rtilization  of  surplus  <'gg  whites, 
particularly  from  the  stainii»oint  of  the 
ilevelopnieiit  of  therniojilastic  adhesives. 

9.  I'tilization  of  enormous  (piantities  of 
inedible  and  other  bad  eggs  and  emaciated 
ami  diseased  poultry  as  dog  and  fox  food. 

Basic  Research  Necessary 

In  Senate  Document  No.  65,  re- 
cently published  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  dealing  with  the  survey 
made  by  officials  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  looking  toward  the  de- 
velopment of  specific  research  pro- 
jects to  be  undertaken  at  the  research 
laboratories,  is  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"Uesearch  now  in  progress  with  food  as 
an  objective  may  be  adaptable  to  non- 
food industrialization  of  these  materials, 
but  most  of  the  projects  now  umler  way 
in  re.search  laboratories,  as  well  as  those 
which  liave  been  suggested  to  the  Hepart- 
nient,  do  not  give  promise  of  immediate 
results   f>!i   a   de\tlo|)inental    basis." 

'ihis  appears  to  be  a  very  peculiar 
sta'ement  for  the  Department  to 
make,  because  it  is  tantamount  to 
saying  that  inasmuch  as  certain  lines 
of  research  work  have  not  been  un- 
dertaken, the  government  should  not 
assist  in  fostering  them.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  inability  on  the  part  of 
the  poultry  industry  to  undertake 
much  needed  research  on  the  non- 
food utilization  of  poultry  by-products 
is  the  very  reason  why  the  Govern-

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ment  should  come  to  the  assistance  of 
the  poultry  industry. 

The  Government  has  done  a  great 
deal  for  the  soybean  industry  and  for 
many  other  crops,  the  economic  im- 
portance of  which  is  not  nearly  as 
great  as  the  poultry  industry.  With 
this  in  mind,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
Government  should  undertake  basic 
research  which  will  finally  lead  to 
the  development  of  processes  for 
manufacturing  as  many  articles  as 
possible  out  of  various  poultry  by- 
products for  non-food  use. 

Exploring  the  Egg 

Basic  research  should  be  under- 
taken for  the  purpose  of  isolating 
such  biological  principles  as  lysozyme 
of  egg  white,  an  agent  which  digests 
certain  types  of  micro-organisms.  Re- 
search should  also  be  undertaken 
looking  toward  the  isolation  of  the 
antitryptic  compound  of  egg  white,  an 
agent  which  inhibits  the  action  of 
protein-splitting  enzymes  like  trypsin. 
Research  should  also  be  undertaken 
concerning  the  possible  indu.strial  uses 
of  lecithin  from  egg  yolk,  for  it  has 
already  been  determined  that  when 
lecithin,  derived  from  soybeans,  is 
added  to  lead-ethyl  gasoline,  the  for- 
mation of  cloudiness  in  the  fluid  is 
prevented,  and  an  anti-knock  gasoline 
is  produced. 

Research  should  be  conducted  on 
the  utilization  of  egg  albumen  as  a 
thermoplastic  adhesive,  as  a  clarifying 
agent  in  wines,  for  calico  print,  for 
color  photography,  as  sizing  for  paper, 
as  a  reagent  in  dyeing,  and  in  the 
preparation  of  such  compounds  as 
ammonium,  iodine,  and  quinine  al- 
buminate. 

Research  should  also  be  conducted 
on  the  more  efficient  utilization  of  in- 
cubator rejects  and  rots  for  tanning 
leather.  Research  should  also  be  con- 
ducted looking  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  vaccine  preparations  from 
chick  embryos.  It  is  possible  that  re- 
search might  accomplish  something  in 
the  direction  of  recovering  small 
fibrils  of  feathers  for  spinning  and 
weaving  purposes.  Other  lines  of  re- 
search should  also  be  undertaken  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  most 
efficient  utilization  of  several  by- 
products of  the  industry  that  are  com- 
pletely wasted.  Research  might  well 
be  undertaken  at  one  or  more  of  the 
laboratories  which  might  easily  lead 
to  the  saving  of  several  million  dol- 
lars annually.

Wow  Fisher  Stores  Sell 
More  Quality  Eggs 

[Continued  from  page  7] 

Attempts  have  been  made  by  man- 
agers of  the  egg  departments  of  other 
chain  organizations  in  Ohio  to  develop 
quality  egg  programs,  but  because  the 
programs  have  lacked  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  chief  executives,  they 
have  failed  to  get  the  support  of  the 
store  managers. 

An   Educational   Job 

The  thoroughness  with  which  the 
details  of  this  program  of  retailing 
government  graded  eggs  was  de- 
veloped and  the  precision  with  which 
it  has  been  carried  out.  are  doubtless 
factors  fundamental  to  the  success  of 
any  large-scale  quality  egg  retail 
marketing  program  in  the  Midwest. 
The  program  involved  a  considerable 
amount  of  educational  work. 

First,  the  store  executives,  who  on 
the  basis  of  their  past  experience 
were  reluctant  to  believe  that  good 
eggs  were  obtainable  from  Ohio  pro- 
ducers during  the  summer  months, 
had  to  be  convinced  that  a  supply  was 
obtainable. 

Second,  the  store  managers,  who 
previously  had  handled  eggs  as  any 
other  commodity,  had  to  be  impressed 
with  the  perishability  of  eggs. 

Third,  consumers  needed  to  be 
educated  to  the  fact  that  eggs  of  guar- 
anteed quality  were  available  at  the 
Fisher  Store  in  their  neighborhood. 

The  supervisor  of  state-federal  egg 
grading  in  Ohio  and  the  poultry  ex- 
tension specialists  held  meetings  with 
the  store  executives,  store  supervisors 
and  store  managers  to  explain  what 
was  involved  in  the  production  of 
quality  eggs,  how  eggs  must  be 
handled  by  farmers,  processors  and 
retailers  to  preserve  that  quality  and 
how    the    quality    of    the    different

light. 

The  problem  of  education  of  the 
consumer  was  more  complicated  and 
was  accomplished  largely  through  de- 
veloping the  advertising  campaign 
into  a  consumer  educational  program^ 

The  advertising  and  sales  promo- 
tional literature  emphasized  the  co- 
operative responsibility  of  the  four 
agencies  involved  in  the  program;  the 
Ohio  farmers  who  produced  the  eggs, 
the  Ohio  Farm  Bureau  Cooperative 
Association  which  collected  the  eggs 
at  country  points,  the  United  States 
Government  which  made  the  final 
inspection  and  supervised  the  sealing 
of  the  cartons,  and  the  chain  organi- 
zation store,  which  rushed  the  eggs 
to  the  consumer. 

A  competitive  store  used  phrases 
like  the  following  in  its  advertising  to 
convince  consumers  of  the  quality  of 
eggs  they  sold: 

"None  of  the  chickens  that  produced 
these  eKBs  .speak  French,  wear  evening? 
Kowns,  or  drink  Martinis,  just  the  old- 
fashioned,  honu'-lovins  kind  that  ri.se 
early,  work  hard,  and  so  to  bed  with  the 
chickens  and  they  sleep  in  feather  beds 
too.  Just  Rood  eggs — breakfast,  lunch  or 
dinner  —  one  crack  and  everyone  smiles — 
that's  really  fresh." 

A  Typical  Fisher  Egg  Ad 

Compare  the  actual  information  re- 
garding the  quality  of  eggs  offered  for 
sale  in  the  above  advertisement  with 
a  typical  half  page  Fisher  advertise- 
ment showing  Uncle  Sam  holding  a 
carton  of  White  Gem  eggs  and  point- 
ing to  the  certificate  of  quality  with 
the  following  statement:

"First:  White  Gem  eggs  are  laid  on 
nearby  Ohio  farms,  by  hens  bred  and 
scientifically  fed,  according  to  formulae 
developed  by  the  Ohio  F'arm  Rureau  Co- 
operative As.sociation  to  produce  eggs  of 
quality. 

"Second:  The  Ohio  Farm  Bureau  Co- 
operative Assoi'iation  collect.^  these  eggs, 
candles  and  grades  them,  and  rushes  them 
to  the  Cleveland  Terminal,  largely  during 
the  night. 

"Third  :  Inspectors  licensed  by  the  Fed- 
eral Department  of  Agriculture  as  well  as 
by  the  State  Department,  again  grade 
these  eggs,  certify  their  quality,  supervise 
their  packing  into  cartons  sealed  with  the 
dated   certificates   of  quality.

Billboards  Used  in  Advertising 

In  addition  to  half  page  advertise- 
ments in  the  Sunday  newspapers  over 
a  period  of  several  weeks,  the  organi- 
zation also  used  68  billboards  scat- 
tered over  the  city,  to  tell  the  story 
of  the  quality  egg  program.  The 
stores  used  large  display  signs  and 
special  counter  display  signs  empha- 
sizing the  Government  "Certificates  of 
Quality"  used  to  seal  the  cartons  of 
White  Gem  Eggs  as  a  guarantee  of 
satisfaction  to  the  consumer. 

A  display  truck  with  float  featuring 
the  egg  program,  was  run  through 
every  section  of  the  city  during  the 
first  few  weeks  and  the  trucks  de- 
livering foods  to  the  Fisher  Stores  all 
carried  signs  telling  about  the  quality 
egg  program. 

Truck  Deliveries  to  Stores 
The  program  also  involved  changing 
physical  equipment  and  the  develop- 
ment of  proper  methods  of  handling 
quality  eggs  by  the  retail  organization 
itself.  Eggs  had  previously  been  de- 
livered to  the  stores  once  or  twice  a 
week,  with  the  other  merchandise, 
but  with  the  development  of  this  pro- 
gram, three  new  trucks  were  used  to 
deliver  eggs  and  butter  only.  These 
trucks  were  insulated  on  the  top, 
sides,  and  bottom  with  4  inches  of 
cork,  and  a  schedule  was  worked  out 
to  guarantee  delivery  to  every  store 
three  times  a  week. 

The  truck  drivers  are  not  salesmen, 
and,  therefore,  have  no  tendency  to 
overstock  the  stores;  in  fact,  it  is  the 
driver's  responsibility  to  limit  the 
store  manager  to  a  2-day  supply  of 
eggs.  The  store  supervisors  further 
guard  against  the  egg  stock  accumu- 
lating by  checking  the  dates  on  the 
certificate  of  quality  sealing  the  car- 
tons and  any  carton  that  is  5  days 
old  is  broken  open  and  the  eggs  placed 
in  the  lower  grade  sold  by  the  stores. 
The  eggs  are  kept  in  refrigerator 
show-cases  in  the  stores  and  empty 
cartons  are  used  in  the  counter  dis- 
plays. This  practice  has  since  been 
generally  adopted  during  the  summer 
months  by  the  better  retail  organi- 
zations in  Cleveland. 

The  guarantee  of  satisfaction  to  the 
consumer  was  further  guarded  by  in- 
serts placed  in  the  cartons  telling  the 
consumer  how  carefully  the  eggs  had 
been  handled  until  the  time  she  had 
purchased  them  and  urging  her  to 
keep  the  eggs  in  the  refrigerator  until 
they  were  used. 

Complaints  Practically  Eliminated 
Perhaps  the  greatest  source  of  sat- 
isfaction to  the  Fisher  organization  in 
this  program  of  retailing  government 
graded  eggs  has  been  the  almost  com- 
plete elimination  of  complaints  from 
customers.

ment inspector  or  by  a  member  of  the 
Farm  Bureau  Cooperative  Associa- 
tion; 22  of  the  complaints  were  found 
legitimate. 

More   High   Grade  Eggs  Sold 

This  chain  organization  has  always 
sold  two  grades  of  eggs;  one  a  fine 
quality  high  priced  egg,  the  other  a 
lower  priced  ordinary  quality  egg. 
With  the  adoption  of  the  program  to 
guarantee  the  consumer  fine  quality 
eggs  by  virtue  of  sealing  the  cartons 
with  the  government  certificate  of 
quality,  the  percentage  of  the  total 
volume  of  eggs  represented  by  the 
high  quality  grade  has  shown  a 
material  rise. 

During  the  last  two  years  a  fine 
quality  medium-size  egg  has  also  been 
sold  during  the  high-price  season  with 
a  tendency  to  keep  people  using  the 
fine  quality  eggs  throughout  the  year, 
although  they  shift  from  the  large  to 
the  medium  size  during  the  high  price 
season. 

The  publicity  given  to  the  sale  of 
good  eggs  has  resulted  in  the  other 
large  retail  organizations  in  Cleveland 
selling  better  quality  eggs,  too.  Other 
chain  organizations  usually  sell  eggs 
at  a  substantially  higher  price  in 
Cleveland  than  in  other  Ohio  cities, 
even  though  they  carry  the  same 
I  brand    name,    but    examination    has 

n  I       "  always  shown  that  the  eggs  sold  in 

Cleveland  are  better  quality  eggs. 

The  publicity  given  this  program 
has  no  doubt  helped  to  expand  the 
demand  for  quality  eggs  in  all  north- 
eastern Ohio.  The  volume  of  the 
Woostcr  Auction  eggs  which  are  going 
to  Ohio  outlets  has  increased  about 
700  per  cent  in  the  last  7  years,  and 
during  the  first  year's  operation  of  the 
Vei*sailles  Egg  Auction  in  western 
Ohio,  approximately  55  per  cent  of 
the  eggs  were  sold  in  northeastern 
Ohio  markets.

Barfy  Brooding 

Sound  Business  Practice 

Early  winter  brooding  has  been 
given  a  real  boost  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  all  because  starting  early 
chicks  has  been  found  a  sound  and 
profitable  business  practice  for  the 
commercial  flock  owner. 

One  of  the  chief  reasons  why  many 
poultrymen  are  starting  to  brood  in 
January  and  February  is  that  these 
chicks  come  into  production  early 
enough  in  the  summer  to  be  laying 
large  eggs — and  lots  of  them — right 
when  prices  are  highest.  Studies  at 
Delaware  and  New  Hampshire  both 
show  that  early  hatched  birds  will 
make  greater  egg  profits  during  the 
year.  By  having  at  least  part  of  the 
flock  early  hatched  layers,  it  is 
possible  to  obtain  a  more  uniform 
rate  of  production  throughout  the 
year,  a  matter  of  great  importance  to 
those  poultrymen  who  must  have  a 
Steady  supply  of  quality  eggs  for  a 
year  'round  trade. 

Another  important  advantage  i.s 
that  early  chicks  will  grow  rapidly 
and  the  cockerels  will  be  ready  for 
market  in  March  and  April  before 
broiler  prices  begin  to  drop. 

Most  poultrymen  can  give  the  chicks 
more  attention  during  January, 
February  and  March.  Other  impor- 
tant jobs  come  later  on.  Thus,  it  is 
possible  to  do  a  better  brooding  job 
and  at  the  same  time  distribute  the 
labor  load  more  evenly  over  the  year. 
Early  brooding  also  gives  you  a 
chance  to  use  your  equipment  again 
for  a  later  brood.  More  efficient  use 
of  equipment  means  greater  profits. 

It  is  generally  easier  to  regulate 
the  stoves  and  maintain  the  proper 
brooding  temperature  during  the  win- 
ter. This  means  less  crowding,  less 
chance  for  smothering  and  colds. 
Little  trouble  generally  results  from 
coccidiosis  in  January  and  February' 
hatched  chicks,  primarily  because 
coccidia  need  warm,  moist  conditions 
to  thrive.   Early  chicks  are   usually

A  final  point,  but  one  certainly 
worth  considering,  is  that  early 
hatched  chicks  come  from  the  best 
breeders,  birds  which  are  laying  well 
during  the  late  fall  and  early  winter 
months,  and  this  quality  is  lil<ely  to 
be  transmitted  to  the  chicks. 


Select  Only  the  Vigorous 

Males  for  Breeding  Pens 

If  prospective  breeding  males  are 
still  running  on  range,  it  will  be  well 
to  confine  them  together  for  a  week 
or  ten  days  to  help  finish  off  their 
appearance  and  give  you  an  accurate 
idea  of  their  type  and  body  carriage. 
This  confinement  will  promote  some 
fighting  among  the  more  aggressive 
males,  but  will  eliminate  to  a  great 
extent  fighting  in  the  breeding  pens 
later  on.  This  will  give  you  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  which  birds  stay  on  the 
roosts  or  in  the  corners  away  from 
the  rest  of  the  males.  Such  birds 
usually  should  not  be  candidates  for 
the  breeding  pens. 

In  the  final  selection  of  males,  the 
deciding  factor,  according  to  D.  H. 
Horton,  head  of  poultry  department 
at  New  York  State  Institute  of  Ap- 
plied Agriculture,  should  be  vitality 
as  evidenced  by  an  alert,  upright 
carriage,  a  full  eye,  a  good  appetite 
and  a  thrifty  appearance.  All  birds 
that  show  any  weakness,  defects,  or 
breed  disqualifications  should  be  dis- 
carded. If  the  males  have  good  pedi- 
grees, so  much  the  better,  but  Horton 
believes  that  a  bird  with  lots  of  vigor 
and  a  medium  pedigree  is  more  de- 
sirable than  one  with  an  excellent 
pedigree  but  little  vigor. 

It  is  a  safe  plan  to  start  the  year 
with  at  least  two  spare  males  per  100 
female  breeders.

the  hens,  from  20  to  35  pounds  for  the 
toms,  while  old  toms  range  from  30 
to  50  pounds.  The  prize  winning  bird 
at  Cleveland,  a  yearling  torn,  weighed, 
when  dressed,  a  little  over  40  pounds. 
In  color  the  birds  carry  the  char- 
acteristic barred  feather  pattern  of 
the  Bronze  turkey,  but  lack  the  ex- 
hibition copper  bronzing  on  the  back 
and  tail.  In  time  this  feature  will  un- 
doubtedly be  improved,  for  the 
breeders'  objectives  have  been  more 
for  a  market  type  of  carcass  than  for 
an  exhibition  color. 

Economical  Gains 

Practical  turkey  raisers  are  asking, 
"How  will  this  type  and  size  of  bird 
fit  into  the  turkey  marketing  picture  ?" 
The  quick  maturing  feature  will  be 
very  popular  because  of  the  low  rate 
of  feed  consumption  per  pound  of 
gain — this  makes  toward  economical 
production. 

The  average  size  of  the  bird  is  not 
one  that  moves  readily  into  family 
consumption.  The  chain  stores  re- 
ported that  73  per  cent  of  their  de- 
mand came  for  birds  under  14  pounds 
in  size.  The  hotel  and  cafe  trade  pre- 
fer the  larger  size  birds  -  also,  they 
want  birds  with  a  big  percentage  of 
white  meat  and  the  Broad  Breasted 
Bronze  fulfill  this  requirement.  The 
texture  of  the  meat  is  also  reported 
to  be  very  fine  grained  another  point 
in  their  favor. 

Because  of  the  demand  for  family 
trade,  the  small  turkey  commands  a

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premium  in  price  per  pound  at  certain 
seasons  of  the  year.  With  a  greater 
percentage  of  large  birds  on  the  mar- 
ket, this  premium  may  be  increased 
and  the  producers  of  the  large  type 
will  be  forced  to  meet  this  differential 
by  more  economical  production.  With 
a  smaller  number  of  poults  to  hatch 
and  brood  and  with  a  quick  maturing 
type,  they  may  be  able  to  demonstrate 
a  lower  cost  per  pound  of  bird. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  "small 
type"  of  turkey  has  been  a  much  dis- 
cussed subject  among  turkey  raisers. 
One  group  of  growers  was  very  active 
in  promoting  what  was  popularly 
called  the  "Baby  Beef"  turkey.  The 
Nittany  breed  made  its  bow  and  has 
its  share  of  enthusiastic  advocates. 
The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  also  developing  a  small,  white- 
feathered  type  which  the  newspaper 
men  have  called  the  "Streamlined 
Turkey."  None  of  these  streamlined 
birds  has  been  raised  on  private 
farms,  but  the  research  workers  have 
demonstrated  that  by  modern  breed- 
ing methods  such  a  type  can  be  pro- 
duced. 

Crossing  Has  Been  Attempted 
It  may  be  that  some  of  those  breed- 
ing methods  will  be  applied  to  this 
Broad  Breasted  strain,  and  the  aver- 
age weight  of  the  carcass  reduced. 
Certain  breeders  have  already  tried 
crossing  a  broad  breasted  strain  with 
a  smaller  bird  and  have  experienced 
unusual  difficulty  in  getting  fertile 
eggs.  Only  recently  the  technique  of 
artificial  insemination  with  turkeys 
ha.-,  been  perfected,  and  this  method 
will  be  in  u.se  to  some  extent  by  cer- 
tain breeders.  This  technique  must 
only  be  considered  as  a  tool  for  breed- 
ing operations  such  as  the  trapnest 
and  progeny  testing. 

Compares  With  Cornish 
Someone  has  compared  this  broad- 
breasted  strain  of  turkeys  to  the  Cor- 
nish breed  of  chicken.  Both  have  an 
unusual  breast  development,  but  this 
factor  alone  will  not  guarantee  a  wide 
popularity  of  the  strain  or  breed.  The 
Cornish  breed  is  seen  only  occasional- 
ly in  the  broiler  production  areas  of 
the  East  or  the  heavy  roaster  pro- 
duction area  of  the  Corn  Belt. 

The  future  of  the  strain  lies  in  the 
hands  of  the  breeders  who  will 
analyze  the  public  demand  and  then 
proceed  to  shape  their  breeding 
efforts  accordingly.  It's  a  big  breed 
now  and  capable  of  producing  tons  of 
turkey  meat  economically.  Can  the 
market  for  large  birds  be  flooded 
easier  than  the  family  demand  for 
small  birds?  Nobody,  as  far  as  I 
know,  can  at  the  present  time  answer 
that  question  authoritatively. 

A  few  years  ago  an  experiment  in 
merchandising  was  tried  and  a  half 
turkey  was  offered  for  sale.  Somehow 
this  did  not  seem  to  become  popular. 
The  sale  of  poultry  by  the  piece  some- 
times called  "cut  up  chicken"  is  grow- 
ing in  certain  Eastern  markets.  Can 
we  employ  this  same  method  for  tur- 
keys? All  of  these  .subjects  are  re-

walked  on  the  croiind  where  natural  action  will  disclose 
faults  In  symmetry.  While  it  is  permlssable  for  the 
l)ack  to  be  practically  horizontal,  any  tendency  to  tilt 
fonvard  or  to  stilted  walk  should  be  severely  cut.  Any 
tendency  to  bowed  or  crooked  legs  or  enlarged  hock 
joints  can  he  cut  here  as  well  as  under  the  Item 
"Legs  and  Thighs."  The  general  outline  of  the  body 
should  be  rectangular  and  massive.  The  breast  should 
bo  practically  parallel  to  the  back.  The  common  tendencj- 
for  tlie  l)ody  to  fall  away  rapidly  In  depth  toward  the 
rear  of  the  carcass   should   be   severely  cut. 

Breed   Character — 5   points 

Color  and  oilier  lireed  characters  In  general  confor- 
mation  with    existing    standards    of   the   breed. 

Condition  and   Vigor — ID  points 

Condition  and  vigor  denote  the  health  and  well  being 
of  the  bird.  They  are  Indicated  by  alert  appearance, 
the  silken  sheen  of  the  feathers,  the  l)readth  of  feathei 
and  Its  (luality,  whether  soft  or  brittle,  expression  of 
the  face,  color  and  condition  of  the  coruncular  develop- 
ment, ea.so  anil  readiness  of  locomotion  and  the  general 
attitude  of  the  bird.  We  are  dealing  witli  a  type  of 
turkey  not  common  under  natural  conditions,  in  a 
measure  witli  an  artificial  development,  and  native 
stamina  and  vigor  are  essential  in  the  propogatlon  of 
tho  strain.  A  bird  lacking  in  vigor  (lulle  often  Is 
deficient  in  the  ability  to  put  on  flesh,  or  to  fatten 
properly,  and  quick  and  early  development  of  both  of 
these  qualities  Is  essential  in  this  breed.  Karly  ma- 
turity as  evidenced  by  freedom  from  pin  feathers  is  one 
of   tlio  outstanding   qualities  of   this  type   of   bird. 

Head  and   Neck — 5  points 

The  shape  of  the  head  denotes  feeding  <iualities  ami. 
In  tho  torn,  masculinity.  The  head  should  lie  short, 
broad,  massive  with  strong  curved  beak.  The  eyes 
«hould  be  alert  and  bright,  denoting  health,  vigor  and 
stamina.  The  neck  should  be  of  medium  length,  strong 
and  in  proiwrtlon  to  the  balance  of  the  t)ird.  lioth 
extra  long  and  unduly  short  or  slender  necks  sliould 
be  cut. 

Wings  and  Shoulders— 5  points 

Wings  should  be  proportional  In  size  to  balance  of 
body  an<l  strongly  and  tlrmiy  carried,  as  drooi)y  wings 
denote  lack  of  vigor  and  stamina.  Shoulders  should  be 
square,  wide  and  Hat.  While  tlie  shoulders  carry  little 
meat,  it  Is  impossible  to  get  a  rectangular  l)otly  and 
Hiilth   of  breast   without    square,    whle   slioulilers. 

Back  and  Spring   of    Rib — 15   points 

Hack  should  l)e  broad  and  relatively  flat.  The  width 
fihould  cairy  well  back  to  the  tail  head  ami  l)e  fret 
from  taiierliig.  Tlie  upper  back  should  he  Hat  lielweeii 
the  shoulilers,  with  ample  width.  A  bird  lacking  In 
width  of  back  anil  spring  of  rib  cannot  carry  the  typo 
of  breast  required  In  this  breed.  A  narrow,  sloping 
back  denotes  lack  of  room  in  the  body  cavltv  for 
eittier  fooil  consutnptlon  or  the  proper  operations  of 
the  digestive  tract.  A  back  that  tapers  toward  the  rear 
indicates  that  the  entire  body  tendency  Is  toward  a 
light  rear  end  and  lack  of  balance  or  symmetry.  Heart 
girth  is  ImiHirtant  In  that  any  deficiency  here  not  only 
denotes  lack  of  constitutional  vigor,  hut  destroys  the 
rectangular  shape  sought  In  boily  development.  Lack 
of  spring  of  rib  means  there  is  less  nioin  in  the  body 
cavity  for  lungs  and  other  essential  organs;  and  lack 
of   body  capacity. 

Breast — 30    points 

Tlie  brea<t.  more  than  any  other  section,  sells  the 
dressed  turkey.  The  breast  should  be  wide,  with 
extremely  heavy  flesh,  and  carry  its  width  well  back. 
The  front  of  the  breast,  over  the  wishbone,  shouM  be 
heavily  fleshed.  The  tiesh  should  extend  well  over  the 
ribs,  smoothly  and  symmetrically,  with  the  face  of  the 
breast  practically  flat  in  lireadth.  .Vny  tendency  for 
the  flesh  to  cut  away  sharply  at  the  junction  of  the 
ribs  should  be  sharply  discouraged.  The  front  of  the 
keel  l>one  should  be  carried  well  fonvard.  The  keel 
bone  Itself  sliould  be  straight  except  for  a  slight  upwar<l 
curvature  at  the  rear,  with  no  temlency  to  a  knob  on 
the  front  end.  The  rear  end  of  the  breast  should  »)e 
blunt,  not  narrow  out  to  a  long  point.  The  breast 
should  be  parallel  to  the  back  and  should  be  deep 
enough  to  make  the  bird  symnielrical.  The  keel  bon.' 
should  be  of  sufficient  length  to  intersect  the  flesh  of 
the  thighs  when  the  bird  is  suspendeil.  The  tendency 
toward  an  "hour  glass"  breast,  extreme  width  In  front 
and  swiftly  tapering,  should  be  severely  discouraged. 
Too  short  a  breast  should  also  be  heavily  cut,  for 
while  width  Is  perhaps  more  to  be  desired  than 
length.  It  is  possible  to  obtain  the  two  In  one  bird. 
The  breast  should  be  free  from  roost  dents  an<l  the 
flesh    should   be    firm    an<l   smoothly   placed. 

Legs  and   Thighs — 10   points 

Thick  fleshed  In  upper  part  of  thigh,  sharply  taper- 
ing to  clean  cut  hocks.  »4hanks  of  moilerate  length  in 
proportion  to  the  balance  of  bird.  Bone  strong  but 
showing  no  coarseness.  Feet  fairly  large  to  hold  heavy 
iMKiy.  but  not  big  and  c«)arse :  toes  straight.  Legs 
attached  well  forward  on  the  tiody  to  balance  great 
weight;  not  behind  it.  I.#gs  straight  with  no  tendency 
to  bow;  hocks  clean  cut  with  no  pulTiness;  action  free 
and  easy.  The  flesh  on  the  thighs  should  be  extremely 
heavy  and  carry  low  down  on  the  thigh,  but  not 
extend  to  hock  Itself,  where  fleshiness  shows  a  tendency 
to  iMJth   weakness   and  coarseness.

high,  it  is  more  important  to  locate 
the  quality  first  and  consider  the  price 
later  than  to  hunt  for  bargains  hop- 
ing the  quality  will  fall  in  line. 

Better  Chicks  Mean  More  Profit 

Where  a  chick  is  to  be  matured  into 
a  future  layer  the  price  paid  should 
be  based  not  on  how  much  cheaper 
one  chick  can  be  bought  than  another, 
but  on  how  much  more  profit  over  the 
cost  of  raising  and  feeding  for  egg 
production  one  will  produce  than  the 
other.  A  few  cents  difference  in  the 
purchase  price  can  mean  very  little 
when  the  far  greater  cost  of  growing 
them  to  maturity  and  maintaining 
them  afterward  is  practically  the 
same  with  good  chicks  as  with  sorry 
ones.  Whether  a  chick  costs  6  cents 
or  16  cents  when  purchased  at  the 
hatchery  isn't  anything  like  as  im- 
portant as  whether  it  will  produce  80 
or  180  eggs  the  year  after  it  matures. 

No  one  but  a  wealthy  person  can 
afford  to  buy  cheap  chicks,  because 
no  one  but  a  person  with  plenty  of 
money  can  stand  the  losses  that  result 
from  such  a  purchase.  When  a  person 
buys  a  pair  of  shoes  that  fall  to  pieces 
after  a  few  wears,  he  is  stung,  but  it 
doesn't  take  him  long  to  find  it  out. 
He  can  replace  them  immediately 
with  a  better  pair  and  forget  his  loss. 
But  the  losses  on  a  bad  chick  pur- 
chase continue  on  and  on  through  a 
period  of  expensive  growing  and  a 
season  of  unprofitable  egg  production.

inch  of  feeding  space.  Order  new 
feeders  now,  if  necessary.  Have  them 
absolutely  germ-free  when  the  "big" 
day  arrives. 

Don't  Forget  Chick  Guards 

Guards  are  valuable  in  keeping 
chicks  near  the  stove  and  in  prevent- 
ing crowding  and  chilling.  Most 
guards  are  10  to  15  inches  high,  are 
adjustable  so  as  to  form  a  circle 
around  the  stove,  and  are  made  of 
galvanized  metal,  wire  cloth,  pliable 
board  or  other  materials.  Have  them 
ready  before  the  chicks  arrive. 

Look  for  Possible  Drafts 

Floor  drafts  on  chicks  are  often 
disastrous.  Make  sure  there  are  none 
in  your  brooder  house.  Putty  all  loose 
window  panes.  Cover  any  cracks  in 
the  floor  or  walls.  Be  sure  the  dooi 
closes  tightly.  Catch  these  chances 
for  chills  now. 

Double-Check  the  Stove 

Set  the  stove  up  long  before  chicks 
are  to  come  so  you  can  regulate  it 
and  get  it  working  properly.  Run  it 
at  least  a  day  or  two  before  chicks 
arrive.  Be  sure  all  parts  are  there. 
Tighten  all  nuts  and  bolts.  If  it's  an 
oil  burner,  be  sure  oil  lines  are  clean. 
Have  spare  parts  on  hand  in  case  of 
emergency. 

Prevent  Brooder  House  Fires 

Set  stoves  on  galvanized  metal  or 
other  foundation  that  will  not  bum. 
Scatter  sand  around  beneath  the 
hover  to  prevent  sparks  or  coals  from 
setting  litter  on  fire.  Some  litters,  like 
peat  moss,  are  non-inflammable.  Be 
sure  stove  pipes  are  not  rusted 
through.  Always  follow  carefully  all 
directions  of  stove  manufacturer. 
Check  electric  wiring.  Loose  connec- 
tions or  worn  and  frazzled  wires  are 
dangerous.

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Keep  Rear  Ventilator 
Slots  Closed  in  Winter 

In  mid-winter,  when  the  tempera- 
ture is  generally  low  and  when  the 
weather  can  change  very  rapidly,  it 
does  not  pay  to  take  a  chance  on 
opening  rear  slot  ventilators,  accord- 
ing to  William  C.  Sanctuary,  poultry 
housing  specialist  at  Massachusetts 
State  College. 

Sluggish  circulation  in  the  rear  of 
large  pens,  caused  by  warmer  outside 
than  inside  temperatures,  absence  of 
wind  and  moist  inside  air,  may  cause 
stuffiness  and  strong  ammonia  fumes. 
Ammonia  fumes  have  to  be  very 
strong  to  cause  discomfort  to  the 
birds,  however,  and  it  is  better  to 
have  a  slight  over-stuffiness  for  a 
short  time  than  bring  about  drafty 
changes  affecting  the  birds'  comfort. 
Under  no  circumstances,  cautions 
Sanctuary,  should  a  rear  ventilator 
be  placed  so  that  a  direct  draft  falls 
upon  the  birds  at  any  season  of  the 
year. 


Keep  the  Litter  Dry 

Damp,  cold  litter  is  harmful  to 
chicks.  Good  litter  -hould  be  free  of 
must,  mold  and  dust.  Store  your  litter 
where  it  will  stay  clean  and  dry.  Have 
it  warm  for  the  chicks  when  they 
arrive. 


Dim  Night  Lights  Help 

The  u.se  of  dim  all-night  lights  in 
the  brooding  quarters  is  worthwhile 
in  preventing  crowding,  overheating 
and  chilling.  It  does  away  with  put- 
ting the  chicks  "to  bed."  A  10-watt 
bulb  on  each  side  of  the  stove  in  a 
10  by  12-foot  house,  does  the  trick.  No 
shades  for  bulbs  are  needed. 


Make  Chick  Perches  Now 

While  you  are  preparing  the  brooder 
house  for  the  chicks,  equip  it  with 
chick  perches.  The  sooner  you  can 
teach  the  chicks  to  roost  at  night,  the 
bet  ter.

IF  anyone  told  you  that  you  could 
get  17  months  of  profitable  produc- 
tion from  your  pullets,  what  would 
you  say?  For  one  thing,  you'd  say, 
"how" — and  next,  you'd  probably  say 
"where."  The  barracks  system  has 
been  used  in  several  states  for  molt- 
ing old  hens,  for  summer  trapping, 
and  for  early  pullets. 

But  most  barracks  houses  are 
pretty  sketchy,  built  as  large  summer 
shelters  and  not  much  else.  Here  is  a 
story  about  a  new  type  of  barracks 
house,  an  all-purpose  building  built  to 
stand  for  years  and  to  serve  a  dozen 
uses.  It's  a  house  that  could  be  used 
on  every  poultry  farm;  the  facts  on 
its  use  prove  that  it  has  been  profit- 
able. 

A   Poultry   Farm   First 

Mount  Fair  Farm  of  Connecticut  is 
not  a  "fancy  farm."   It  has  a  dairy 


department  and  a  poultry  department, 
and  is  owned  by  S.  McLean  Bucking- 
ham. Any  farmer  in  Connecticut,  and 
almost  any  farmer  in  New  England, 
knows  that  Mr.  Buckingham  is  a  real 
farmer  who  doesn't  have  much  time 
to  work  on  the  farm.  He  has  been 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  in  Con- 
necticut, and  is  now  Milk  Commis- 
sioner. Because  of  the  many  hours  he 
has  to  spend  in  Hartford,  it's  neces- 
sary to  have  good  men  to  manage 
things  at  the  farm. 

The  poultry  department  at  Mount 
Fair  is  under  the  direction  of  W.  C. 
(Cliff)  Peck,  who  was  trained  as  a 
poultryman  at  the  Storrs  Laying  Con- 
test under  the  watchful  eye  of  W.  F. 
Kirkpatrick.  The  combination  of  these 
two  men  has  meant  that  the  poor  hens 
at  Mount  Fair  Farm  had  to  pay  their 
way— or  they  lost  their  heads.  Mount 
Fair  is  first  of  all  a  paying  commer- 
cial poultry  farm,  and  besides  that  it 
is  an  R.O.P.  pedigree  breeding  farm. 
I've  made  this  point  because  the  bar- 
racks house  is  something  that  can  be

just  to  a  breeder. 

Chicks  Hatched   Early 

The  chicks  to  be  raised  for  flock 
replacement  at  Mount  Fair  Farm  are 
always  hatched  early  —  in  January 
and  February.  Consequently,  Cliff 
always  has  the  problem  of  keeping  his 
pullets  from  molting  in  the  fall.  He 
also  had  the  problem  of  what  to  do 
with  his  hens,  until  he  built  the  bar- 
racks house.  The  house  was  finished 
this  last  year. 

In  the  first  week  of  June,  1939,  they 
moved  700  laying  hens  into  the  house. 
The  hinged  sides  were  opened  up, 
nests  and  roosts  and  dropping  pits  had 
been  installed,  and  Cliff  waited  for 
production  to  drop.  Instead  of  that, 
those  hens  that  had  been  laying  for 
13  months,  and  acted  as  if  they'd  had 
about  enough  of  it,  increased  their 
production.  They  laid  at  about  60  per 
cent  until  August,  when  they  started 
to  slip  a  little.  Production  continued 
to  drop  gradually;  so  in  late  Septem- 
ber with  a  pretty  good  market  for 
hens,  they  let  the  whole  bunch  go. 

17  Months  Profitable  Yield 

Since  most  of  these  hens  had  been 
producing  for  13  months  when  moved, 
Cliff  was  able  to  get  17  months  of 
profitable  production  out  of  his  birds 
before  sending  them  to  market.  It 
isn't  impossible — even  though  it  might 
sound  impossible. 

Other  Uses  for  Barracks  House 

Before  putting  in  the  700  hens,  the 
house  had  been  u.sed  in  the  spring  of 
1939  to  hold  700  pullets  that  were 
about  ten  weeks  old,  previous  to 
sending  them  out  on  range.  After  the 
hens  went  to  market,  the  house  was 
cleaned  out  in  October  and  the  sides 
lowered  for  winter.  It  has  been 
equipped  with  auxiliary  heat,  and  in 
December  was  filled  with  chicks 
under  electric  brooders. 

The  house  could  also  be  used  for 
finishing  off  broilers,  for  molting  hens 
in  the  Fall  while  the  other  houses  are 
being  cleaned,  and  for  that  bunch  of 
May  or  June  hatched  pullets  that  you 
might  raise  to  fill  out  your  production. 
Such  a  house  would  fit  nicely  into  a 
program  which  includes  Fall-hatched 
chicks.  In  other  words,  it's  an  all- 
purpose  house  which  rounds  out  the 
chicken  farm  and  makes  it  possible  to 
get  a  lot  more  use  out  of  both  birds 
and  buildings. 

Three  Sides  Hinged 
There  are  many  interesting  things 
about  the  construction  of  this  bar- 
racks house,  departures  from  standard 
poultry  houses  which  make  possible 
the  wide  variety  of  uses.  Most  un- 
usual, of  course,  are  the  hinged  sides, 
which  look  so  peculiar  in  the  pictures. 
Three  sides  are  hinged  at  the  top  and 
left  up,  so  that  there  is  almost  half 
again  as  much  shade  and  shelter  from 
weather  as  is  available  in  any  range 
shelter  or  brooder  house.  (To  page  34) 
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THERE  is  a  definite  need  for  vitamin  A  in 
poultry  rations.

Basically,  the  house  has  many  of 
the  features  of  the  standard  Connecti- 
cut type  laying  house,  with  controlled 
ventilation  and  cold  air  intakes.  There 
is  running  water  in  the  house,  of 
course, 

24  by  50  Feet  in  Size 

Outside  measurements  are  24  by  50 
feet,  with  the  long  side  facing  South. 
There  is  a  cement  floor,  made  up  of  3 
inches  of  rough  cement  and  1  inch  of 
finish  cement,  trowelled  smooth.  The 
trenched  foundation  is  42  inches  deep, 
and  rises  1  inch  above  the  floor  as  a 
base  for  the  sills. 

Framing  throughout  is  well-braced 
and  substantial  because  of  the  large 
size  of  the  building,  with  4  by  6-inch 
sills  and  6  by  6-inch  corner  posts, 
which  are  57*2  inches  high.  Plates  are 
three  2  by  6's  on  top  of  each  other; 
the  back  wall  has  five  posts,  plus  the 
corner  posts,  all  6  by  6  inches.  End 
plates  lap  on  side  plates.  The  doors 
are  hinged  from  the  plate  and  swing 
up  in  line  with  the  roof  in  back.  The 
walls  on  the  side  swing  up  higher  than 
those  in  the  rear,  thus  giving  head 
room  to  walk  under.  There  is  a  door 
for  winter  u.se  in  the  middle  panel  of 
the  west  end. 

Siding  is  4-inch  fir  flooring  laid  in 
paint.  Framing  of  the  wall  panel 
doors  is  2  x  3  inches.  There  is  an  8- 
inch  pitch  to  the  roof,  which  has  paper 
shingles.  Ceiling  joists  are  2  by  6-inch, 
2  feet  on  center;  the  attic  is  floored 
for  storage,  with  about  4  feet  clear- 
ance in  the  center.  The  ceiling  joists 
are  tied  to  the  ridge  pole. 

The  front,  or  South,  wall  is  in  most 
ways  like  those  in  the  Connecticut  24 
by  24  hou.se,  with  a  double  wall,  a 
false  plate  in  front  to  allow  for  the 
controlled  ventilation.  The  windows 
are  6-light  10  by  12  sash,  set  in  bat- 
teries of  two.  Ceiling  height  inside  is 
about  6  feet,  6  inches. 

Equipped  for  Convenience 
When  equipped  for  laying  hens, 
there  were  feed  hoppers  outside,  all 
around  the  building,  as  well  as  feeders 
inside.  A  battery  of  nests  three  high 
facing  front  and  back  provided  egg 
laying  quarters.  Droppings  pits  were 
u.sed,  20  inches  deep,  with  regulation 
Connecticut  type  roosts,  built  in  sec- 
tions 4  by  8  feet  and  resting  on  twa 
by  twelves,  well  braced. 

One  requirement  for  this  type  of 
house  is  a  tight  fence  around  its  yard. 
As  you  can  .see  from  the  picture,  the 
birds  were  given  a  generous  piece  of 
land  as  a  run,  all  around  the  building. 

Just  Good  Management 
Aside  from  their  extensive  breeding 
program  and  their  stressing  of  hen- 
housed  flock  averages  in  their  pub- 
lished records.  Mount  Fair  is  con- 
spicuous for  its  common-sense  poultry 
management.  Feeding,  cleanin*;.  mar- 
keting, and  culling  have  all  been 
studied  carefully  from  the  manage- 
ment standpoint,  in  order  to  make 
every  dollar  of  cost  go  further,  and 


<• 


every  dollar  of  receipts  be  bigger.  As 
a  result.  Mount  Fair's  poultry  depart- 
ment is  a  well-paying  proposition. 

This  barracks  house  is  one  of  the 
results  of  this  study  of  their  own 
needs,  and  is  one  more  reason  why 
the  farm  should  do  an  even  better  job 
of  profit-making.  An  adaptation  of  the 
barracks  house  in  general  use,  it  is 
both  more  useful  and  better  planned 
for  use  on  the  general  poultry  farm. 
Most  poultrymen  would  find  such  a 
house  a  solution  of  several  of  their 
problems.

After  remodeling  an  old  laving  house 
into  this  31  by  212-foot  house,  Edwin 
Carey,  Ohio  White  Leghorn  breeder,  de- 
cided that  this  new  version  surpassed  any 
other  laying  house  he  has  had  before  from 
the  standpoint  of  efficiency  in  caring  for 
the  birds. 

He  used  2  by  o's  for  the  rafters,  lining 
the  underside  with  galvanized  sheet  metal 
and  filling  the  .space  between  it  and  the 
metal  roof  with  straw  for  insulation.  He 
has  no  trouble  maintaining  a  .satisfactory 
temperature  in  the  house  during  cold 
weather.  The  windows  are  not  as  numer- 
ous as  in  most  laying  hou.ses,  being 
centered  in  10-foot  lineal  sections,  and 
this  aids  in  preventing  the  house  from 
becoming  too  cold   in  winter. 

The  window  sash  tip  back  at  the  top, 
permitting  fresh  air  to  come  into  the  house 
in  this  manner.  In  extreme  cold  weather, 
the  windows  are  closed  tight  and  ventila- 


tion is  secured  through  a  6-Inch  opening 
along  the  front  of  the  hou.se  just  under 
the  eaves.  The  extent  of  the  opening  can 
be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the 
weather. 

Feed  bins  are  built  right  into  the  house 
and  have  sufficient  capacity  to  hold  a  two 
week's  supply  of  mash,  grain  and  oats. 
Droppings  pits  are  used  as  another  means 
of  .saving  labor.  When  the  hou.se  is  to  be 
cleaned,  Carey  drives  a  1^  ton  truck 
down  through  the  middle  of  the  house 
He  al.so  has  a  4-wheel.  rubber-tired  wagon 
which  IS  u.sed  in  cleaning.  Some  poultry- 
men  he  declares,  believe  that  this  method 
of  cleaning  would  frighten  the  birds,  but 
this  has  never  been  his  experience. 

Deep  nests  filled  with  oat  hulls  for  nest- 
ing material  are  used  as  another  labor 
.saving  stunt.  Carey  has  less  trouble  with 
dirty  eggs,  and,  of  course,  that  saves  a 
lot  of  time  when  packing  eggs. 
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second  position  in  this  breed.  E.  A.  Hint's 
team  at  Storrs  is  still  on  top  in  the  White 
Rock  section,  with  Townsley  Trapnest 
Farm's  entry  at  Georgia  a  close  second 

E.  B.  Parmenter's  high  hen  at  Storrs 
has  grabbed  the  lead  among  all  15,353  in- 
dividual producers,  having  a  score  of 
65.75  points  and  60  eggs  in  the  61  days 
thus  far. 

Georgia  leads  all  standard  tests  In 
average  production  through  the  two 
months,  with  an  average  of  40.5  eggs  and 
38. 1  points  per  bird.  This  is  more  than  4 
eggs  per  bird  better  than  Georgia  had  a 
year  ago.  I^ennsylvania  ranks  in  second 
place,  followed  in  order  by  Texas,  Storrs 
and  Oklahoma. 

A  comparison  of  records  to  December  1 
with  tho.se  of  the  same  time  last  year, 
shows  that  in  every  one  of  the  popular^ 
breeds  in  which  most  of  the  pens  are  en- 
tered, the  leaders  this  year  far  surpa.ss 
those  of  a  year  ago  in  number  of  eggs 
and  points  earned. 

Illinois  Test  Completes  First  Month 

Walter  Swanson's  White  Leghorns  at 
the  Quincy,  Illinois  Non-Standard  Test 
were  on  top  at  the  end  of  the  first  month. 
Close  behind  came  John  M.  Pfeifer's  New 
Hampshires.  A  New  Hampshire  entered 
by  Pfeifer  was  highest  individual,  having 
earned  29.45  points  from  27  eggs  during 
November.

Wool 
Is  made  from  fibres  extremely  sensitive  to 
moisture.

FMunge  into  tepid  suds  ami  keep  s(|u«ez:ing 
gently,  never  wringing  or  twisting  hard. 
Put  through  a  second  suds  and  rinse  in 
.several  tepid  water.s.  I'ress  out  all  the 
water  possible  and  roll  in  a  heavy  turkish 
towel.  After  most  of  the  moisture  has 
been  absorbed,  use  thumb  tacks  to  pin  it 
down  to  the  pencilled  outline  taken  before 
washing.  Dry  in  the  shade  slowly.  If 
pre.ssing  is  necessary  u.se  a  warm  Iron 
over  a  damp  cloth.  Light  brushing  with  a 
clean  hair  brush  will  raise  the  woolly  nap.

2.  Plan  to  make  straight  rows  run- 
ning from  edge  to  edge  of  the  garden; 
you'll  save  time,  space  and  moisture. 

3.  Run  rows  north  and  south  as 
nearly  as  possible  so  plants  will  shade 
one  another  less,  will  make  more 
rapid  growth. 

4.  Place  tall  growing  crops  on  the 
north  side. 

5.  Arrange  rows  according  to  dates 
of  planting  where  possible.

Practice  Intercropping 

Plan  to  practice  intercropping  and 
succession  cropping  as  much  as  pos- 
sible this  year  if  the  plot  is  small. 
Good  examples  of  intercropping  are: 
radishes  between  rows  of  lettuce; 
lettuce  between  cabbage;  radishes 
seeded  sparingly  with  parsnips,  car- 
rots; beans  between  rows  of  late 
celery.  Succession  cropping  is  planting 
such  crops  as  late  celery,  beets,  car- 
rots, and  cabbage  after  such  crops  as 
peas,  onions,  lettuce,  spinach. 

Winter  Mulches  Help 

Spreading  a  thick  layer  of  peat 
moss  or  another  good  mulch  over  the 
garden,  around  the  strawberry  plants, 
and  mounding  around  roses  and  other 
perennials  is  a  good  practice.  Plants 
will  winter  better,  be  more  fruitful 
next  summer.  Tests  in  Ohio  showed 
that  raspberry  canes  in  well-mulched 
plots  were  more  vigorous  and  had  far 
better  yields  the  following  season. 

Odd  Jobs  for  Inside 

Stormy  weather  outside — but  there 
is  plenty  that  can  be  done  indoors. 
How  about  going  over  all  the  tools, 
cleaning  off  the  mud  and  dirt  that 
was  forgotten?  Why  not  paint  those 
handles  with  a  bright  colored  paint 
now  so  the  tools  will  be  easy  to  keep 
track  of  next  summer?  Clean  off  rust 
and  oil  the  rusty  tools.  Better  oil  the 
mower  and  other  machines  and 
motors,  too!  Get  the  tool  room  in  A-1 
condition. 

Locating  the  Strawberry  Patch 

Soils  with  heavy  clay  content  are 
likely  to  cause  strawberry  plants  to 
"heave"  and  freeze  over  winter.  Se- 
lect loams  that  hold  moisture  well, 
but  are  loose  enough  to  be  cultivated 
easily.  Sandy  or  gravelly  soils  and 
those  with  slope,  giving  a  maximum 
of  sunshine,  help  in  early  ripening. 
Avoid  wind-swept  areas  where  snow 
does  not  mantle  the  ground.  Don't 
plant  strawberries  in  a  sod  soil.

operators.  To  a  lesser  extept  this  form  of 
cold  also  occurs  among  birds  of  all  ages 
kept  ill  a  more  traditional  environment, 
such  as  on  a  litter  covered  floor. 

.J.  15.  Xelson  of  the  Mockefeller  Institute 
of  Medical  Research,  in  the  .Journal  of 
l-:xi)erimental  Medicine  (Vols,  fi,*?  &  64) 
reports  the  existence  of  at  least  two 
forms  of  this  catarrhal  inflanniiation  of 
the  nasal  niusous  membranes,  attended  by 
a  discharge  of  water  and  nuicus  from  nos- 
trils and  eyes.  The.se  two  forms  differ  in 
the  lenjrth  of  the  so-called  incubation 
period  of  the  infection,  re(piiring  in  one 
never  mf)re  than  three  days,  in  the  other, 
never  less  than  nine  days.  Haemophilus 
Kallinarum  was  always  found  with  coryza 
of  rapid  on.set,  never  with  coryza  of  slow 
onset. 

The  form  of  coryza  characterized  by  a 
slow  onset  could  l)e  produced  in  eggs,  if 
inoculation  took  place  before  the  fourth 
flay.  The  organisms  were  never  found  in 
eml>ryos.  I»ut  when  these  cocco-bacilliform 
bodies  were  introduced  into  the  nasal 
passages  of  healthy  chicks,  virtually  all 
developed  coryza,  l)Ut  only  one  half  of  the 
number  of  infected  chicks  showed  external 
symptom.s.

Tlie  lieneflts.  It  any,  from  exercise  of  the 

birds  have  never  been  .^satisfactorily 
demonstrated  one  way  or  another.  In  rats, 
forced  exercise  inrrea.sed  feeding  efficiency 
and  reduced  the  .severity  of  manifestations 
of  vitamin  A  deficiency.  Apparently  forced 
exerci.se  had  a  beneficial  effect  on  inte.stinal 
motility  when  compared  with  animals  ex- 
erci.sing  voluntarily   or  confined. 

I>r.  X.  15.  c;uerrant  and  co-workers  at 
the  I'ennsylvania  State  College  also  pro- 
duced evidence  suggesting  a  relationship 
l>etween  completeness  of  diet  and  ))hysical 
activity  (.lournal  of  .Nutrition,  Vol.  17,  Xo. 
')).  Probably  the  diet  should  be  considered 
the  cau.se,  the  activity  the  effect.  Early 
te.xts  condu<'ted  at  .lohns  Hopkins  Tnlver- 
sity  with  mice  also  suggested  some  ad- 
vantages from  exercl.se,  but  the  .same 
advatUages  could  also  be  secured  liy 
limiting  the  feed  sui)ply  and  thus  prevent- 
ing the  animals  from  putting  on  excess 
weight. 

T«)  what  extent  such  tests  are  applicable 
to  poultry.  Is  of  <ourse  subject  to  con- 
jecture. -Nevertheless,  these  reports  should 
be  looked  upon  "as  straws  in  the  wind," 
reminding  us  that  the  (|uestion  of  exercise 
can  not  l)e  answered,  as  yet,  with  any 
degree  of  finality.

When  in  a  beheadetl  cliicken  dead?  Xot 
Itifreiiuently  courts  have  to  consider  this 
<luestion  in  connection  with  lawsuits 
brought  by  individuals  or  agencies  inter- 
ested in  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
animal.s. 

A  decapitated  chicken  can  not  stand  up, 
jump  or  fly  in  the  accertted  physiologic 
meaning  of  these  terms.  The  .Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  As.sociation  (Vol. 
li:{,  Xo.  11,  1939)  stated,  that  if  such 
movements  do  occur  after  the  chicken's 
head  is  chopped  off,  they  are  in  all  prob- 
ability induced  primarily  by  stimulation 
of  the  centers  of  the  si)inal  cord.  Such 
stimulation  is  the  result  of  suspension  of 
breathing,  due  to  failure  of  the  supply  of 
oxygen.  Thus,  a  chicken  Is  physiologically 
dead  the  very  moment  It  has  lost  its  head.

I'urutyphoiil    in   turkeys  is   increa.sing   In 

prevalence  and  economic  Importance.  A 
study  made  by  Dr.s.  H.  S.  I'omeroy  and 
II.  Fenstermacher  of  the  I'niversity  of 
.Mimiesota  represents  one  of  the  Important 
<'ontrH)Utlons    to    our    knowledge    of    this 


disease.  In  addition  to  the  identification 
f)f  some  of  the  organisms  of  the  Sal- 
monella group  which  cause  this  disease, 
one  of  the  more  conuuon  paratyphoid 
microbes  was  found  present  in  hatciiing 
eggs,  in  dead-in-the-shell  poults  and  In  the 
ovaries  and  oviduct   of   infected   lilrds. 

As  with  pullorum  disease  in  chicks,  the 
practical  approach  to  the  problem  is 
through  the  application  of  blood  tests  to 
detect  infected  individuals  in  the  breeding 
fiock.  Thus,  the  development  of  a  .satis- 
factory antigen  should  be  the  next  logical 
step.  (Journal  of  the  American  Vet.  Med. 
A.ss'n,  Vol.  47,   Xo.   2).

The  agent  causing  laryngotracheitis  has 

been  found  not  only  in  the  respiratory 
organs,  but  also  In  the  al)dominal  cavity, 
and  the  intestines.  Indeed,  accor<ling  to 
l:)r.  C  A.  .Martin  of  the  Spanish  Institute 
of  Animal  Biology,  the  richest  concentra- 
tion of  this  virus  is  to  be  found  in  the 
mucous  walls  of  the  duodenum.  Lice, 
mites  and  other  external  parasites  are 
capable  of  transmitting  the  infection. 
Kxperimentally,  the  di.sease  can  be  i>ro- 
duced  through  the  digestive  as  well  as  the 
respiratory  tract  and  thrr>ugh  the  skin 
when  the  skin  is  injured.  Martin  feels  that 
the  name  laryngotracheltis  is  not  satisfac- 
tory since  other  organs  are  affected.  (Re- 
port by  the  Inst,  of  .\nimal  Riologv, 
•Madrid,  Vol.   4,  p.   7).

Inoculation  against  blackhead  has  nuide 
a  big  step  forward,  towanl  practical 
realization,  as  a  result  of  the  experimental 
Inquiry  by  famed  Dr.  K.  K.  Tyzzer  of  the 
Harvard  Medical  School.  pul>llshed  in  the 
.lournal  of  Comparative  I'athology.  4!t,  p. 
2sr>.  Some  birds  l»ecame  completely  Im- 
mune to  the  di.sease.  In  partially  im- 
munized i>irds,  the  disease  was  delayed, 
of  shorter  duration  and  reduced  .severity. 
According  to  recent  reports,  this  principle 
of  investigation  is  being  applied  in  Creat 
ISritain  under  practical  conditions  with 
very    satisfactory    results. 

The  now  generally  accepted  fact  that 
the  egg  of  the  pin  worm  found  in  the 
blind  Intestines  of  turkeys  or  chickens  is 
an  Intermediate  host  of  the  organism 
causing  blackhead  Is  further  demon- 
strated by  Tyzzer.  I>r.  A.  .J.  Durant  of 
the  Ml.ssouri  State  lOxperiment  Station, 
virtually  Incriminates  these  worms  as  the 
intermediate  host,  since  his  observations 
suggest  that  turkeys  seldom  contract 
blackhead  in  the  absence  of  the  caeca! 
worm  (.11.  Am.  Vet.  .Med.  Assn.  Vol.  90,  p. 
.-.96),

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With  Your  Flock 
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Prevent  Toe-Picking 

This  vice  and  other  forms  of  canni- 
balism usually  start  when  chicks  are 
hungry,  crowded,  chilled,  overheated 
or  inactive.  Sunlight  can't  be  blamed 
for  toe-picking.  Give  chicks  plenty  of 
room.  Feed  grain  in  litter,  if  neces- 
sary, to  induce  activity  and  keep 
chicks  busy.  Keeping  on  hand  a  re- 
commended anti-pick  salve  or  oint- 
ment is  a  good  precaution,  and  an 
application  may  help  to  discourage 
cannibalism. 

Handle  Chicks  Carefully 

Talk  to  the  chicks  as  you  work 
around  them.  Avoid  quick  motions  or 
loud  noises  that  will  send  the  flock 
piling  into  a  corner  where  some  chicks 
soon  will  suffocate.  Once  chicks  are 
frightened,  they  stampede  often.  Kind 
treatment  of  all  stock  always  pays 
dividends. 

Don't  Overheat  the  Chicks 

More  chicks  are  lost  each  year  from 
overheating  than  from  chilling.  You're 
not  following  Mother  Nature's  plan 
by  keeping  brooding  temperatures 
high.  The  cool  room  idea  in  which  the 
chicks  can  run  out  for  feed  and  water 
and  then  hurry  back  to  get  warm  has 
produced  stronger,  healthier  chicks  in 
many  cases.  Some  successful  poultry- 
men  find  that  getting  the  chicks  out 
on  clean  ground,  no  matter  what  the 
temperature,  helps  in  raising  huskier 
chicks. 

Cull  the  Weak  Chicks 

Start  culling  backward  or  unthrifty 
chicks  right  away.  Don't  nurse  along 
chicks  that  fail  to  develop  properly  or 
show  signs  of  disease.  With  good 
chicks  to  begin  with,  and  proper 
brooding  conditions,  you  should  have 
few  chicks  that  can't  make  the  grade, 
but  trying  to  raise  weaklings  is  not 
good  management. 

Separate  the  Sexes  Early 

Most    successful   poultrymen   sepa- 
rate the  sexes  as  soon  as  they  can  be 
told    apart.    Advantages    are    better

During  late  Decem- 
rj^  ^\_  ber  and  early  January, 

Strengthen  ^^  appeared  that  cold 
weather  no  longer  e.xerted  as  much 
influence  on  egg  prices  as  it  did  years 
ago.  Flocks  are  better  housed  these 
days.  Cold  spells  don't  affect  them  so 
readily. 

But  the  continued  freezing  weather 
and  sub-zero  temperatures  in  many 
areas  during  the  first  three  weeks  of 
January  finally  had  its  effect.  As  this 
issue  goes  to  press,  prices  on  eggs  are 
several  cents  a  dozen  higher  than  they 
were  a  year  ago — a  condition  of  which 
many  poultry  raisers  may  not  be 
aware. 

The  New  York  market  on  January 
22  quoted  mixed  color  firsts  at  23 
cents  in  contrast  to  17^4  cents  a  year 
ago.  Nearby  and  Midwestern  White 
E.xchange  Specials  brought  25  cents 
against  2\%  cents  a  year  ago. 

Low  egg  prices  in  December  and 
eaiiy  January  have  cut  down  mater- 
ially on  the  orders  for  early  chicks. 
The  government's  last  hatching  report 
indicated  that  bookings  were  off  about 
25  per  cent.  A  reduction  in  the  hatch- 
ings of  chicks  this  year  is  what  we 
should  normally  expect  anyway  after 
a  hatching  season  like  1938  which 
broke  all  previous  records. 

But  very  likely,  if  the  feed  situation 
doesn't  become  extremely  bad,  late 
next  summer  and  early  next  fall, 
there  will  be  a  lot  of  poultry  raisers 
who  will  be  wishing  that  they  had  the 
usual  number  of  pullets  coming  into 
production.  It  happens  practically 
every  time  following  a  sea:>on  when 
chick  sales  are  off. 

The  trouble  with  most  poultry 
raisers  and  this  is  true  of  producers 
of  other  farm  crops  as  well  is  that 
they  expand  heavily  v/hen  everyone 
seems  to  be  making  money.  And  the 
usual  result  is  that  they  are  in  the 
chicken    business    heavily    when    the 


profits  are  slim,  and  they  are  out 
when  there  is  money  to  be  made. 
Poultry  raisers  smart  enough  to  real- 
ize this  fact  make  it  a  point  to  have  a 
normal  number  of  pullets  when  these 
in-and-outers  are  out,  which  means 
that  they  purchase  the  usual  number 
of  chicks.

The  Inter- 
national Baby  Chick  A.s.sociation.  the 
Institute  of  American  Poultry  Indus- 
tries and  the  New  England  Fresh  Egg 
Institute  have  had  a  rich  experience 
to  draw  upon.  Those  experiences  can 
be  used  to  advantage. 

Homer  Huntington  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Fresh  Egg  Institute  tells  of  a 
restaurant  owner  who  was  serving 
good  eggs,  but  who  doubled  his  sales 
of  eggs  in  a  short  time  by  following 
the  suggestion  that  a  slicker  be  pasted 
on  the  menu  to  indicate  that  "New 
England  Fresh  Eggs"  were  bein^; 
served.  Simple,  of  course,  yet  such 
methods  are  effective. 

No  name  has  been  selected  for  the 
egg  board,  but  whatever  name  is  se-

Industry  Accepts  Planning  Committee^s 


Consumption  Program 


ISIational  Board  to  be  Created— $50,000  a  Year 
for  Two  Years  Recommended  as  Qoal  on  Funds 

By  Roland  C.  Hartman 


THE  Seventh  World's  Poultry 
Congress  held  at  Cleveland  last 
summer  is  recognized  as  the 
greatest  event  ever  held  in  the  history 
of  the  poultry  industry  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  the  first  time  that  all 
phases  of  the  industry  had  been 
brought  together  to  do  a  job. 

So  as  not  to  lose  the  value  of  the 
all-industry  organization  which  had 
been  developed  as  a  result  of  the 
Congress,  the  Congress  Executive 
Board  was  empowered  at  a  mass 
meeting,  held  on  August  5.  1939,  to 
act  as  a  National  Planning  Committee 
to  develop  ideas  for  a  long-time  egg 
and  poultry  consumption  program, 
submitting  its  recommendations  to  the 
poultry  industry  early  in  1940. 

On  January  16,  in  Chicago,  repre- 
sentatives of  more  than  a  score  of 
regional  and  national  poultry  organi- 
zations listened  to  the  plan  which  had 
been  developed  by  the  committee, 
discus.sed  its  various  angles,  took  off 
the  rough  edges,  and  then  voted  their 
approval. 

To  Create   National    Board 

Under  the  plan,  a  national  board 
the    name    for   which    had    not    been 
chosen — will   be  established.  It   is  to 


consist  of  one  representative  chosen 
by  each  national  and  regional  associa- 
tion of  producers,  breeders,  hatchery 
operators.  co-operative  marketing 
groups,  processors,  packers,  distribu- 
tors, feed  manufacturers,  feed  dealers, 
equipment  manufacturers,  supply 
manufacturers,  and  others. 

More  than  40  organizations  have 
already  been  invited  to  select  their 
representatives,  and  provision  is  made 
that  a  meeting  of  the  organization 
may  be  called  as  soon  as  a  minimum 
of  10  delegates  have  been  appointed, 
but  this  meeting  is  to  take  place  not 
later  than  July  25,  1940.  Until  such 
time  as  the  national  board  is  selected, 
the  Planning  Committee  will  continue 
to  function. 

Primarily  a  Producer  Setup 

While  the  national  board  will  in- 
clude all  pha.ses  of  the  poultry  indus- 
try, it  is  intended  that  it  is  to  be  pri- 
marily an  organization  of  producers 
who  will  have  the  major  responsibility 
in  connection  with  its  operation. 

The  Planning  Committee  recom- 
mended that  for  the  first  two  years 
operation  a  minimum  of  $50,000  per 
year  bo  raised  by  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions   and    that    a    minimum    of 


$30,000  be  a.ssured  before  the  National 
Board  would  actually  begin  work.  No 
pledged  money  was  to  bo  called  in 
until  this  $30,000  minimum  was 
assured. 

The  first  organization  to  come 
through  with  a  definite  pledge  was  the 
Poultry  Publishers  As.sociation  which 
agreed  to  supply  $1,200.00.  This  con- 
tribution represented  pledges  made 
by  the  American  Poultry  Journal. 
Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine,  Poul- 
try Item  and  Poultry  Tribune.  The 
American  Feed  Manufacturers  As.so- 
ciaiton  agreed  to  furnish  ,$2,000.00. 

It  was  considered  more  desirable  to 
raise  the  funds  for  the  initial  financ- 
ing by  popular  subscription  from  the 
organizations  which  have  a  large 
stake  in  the  poultry  industry  rather 
than  to  attempt  to  raise  the  money  by 
small  contributions.  The  board  which 
would  be  created  would  then  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
working  out  a  plan  of  permanent 
financing  which  would  include  all 
pha.ses  of  the  industry  and  raise  the 
funds  by  a  fair  a.ssessment.  The  in- 
dustry has  been  divided  into  the  fol- 
lowing four  groups: 

1.  Tiatclierymon,  auntioiis,  cooperative 
niark«'titip  groups,  processors  and  packers, 
hucksters,  and  all  original  receivers  of 
cBKs  and  live  poultry,  and  farm  dressed 
turkeys. 

-.  Manufacturers  of  poultry  feeds,  mixed 
feeds,  separate  ingrredients,  specialty  in- 
gredients, feed  dealers,  etc. 

:'..  Manufacturers  of  poultry  boxes,  fibre 

or  wood ;   egg  cases,   wood   or   fibre ;   egg 

cartons;    fillers   and    flats   for   egg   ca.ses ; 

egg  cans,  chick  boxes  ;  incubators  ;  brood-

Livahility  for  First  Four 
Weeks  Averages  Over  98%

NOT  long  ago,  I  spent  a  pleasant 
afternoon  with  Jim  Warren  on 
his  Massachusetts  breeding 
farm.  Jim  is  well  known  as  one  of 
the  top  ranking  "Red  breeders"  in  the 
East.  An  extremely  practical  fellow 
who  has  come  through  the  hard  school 
of  experience  with  his  feet  firmly  on 
the  ground.  Success  has  not  swelled 
the  head  nor  dimmed  the  vision.  It  has 
only  whetted  the  appetite  for  bigger 
and  broader  horizons. 

I  wanted  to  know  how  Jim  Warren 
brooded  his  chickens.  He  puts  out 
from  30.000  to  40.000  each  year,  and 
his  average  mortality  runs  le.ss  than 
2  per  cent  during  the  first  four  weeks, 
under  normal  conditions.  Such  efTi- 
ciency  over  a  period  of  years  couldn't 
be  accidental.  It  must  be  in  the 
method. 

But  good  breeders,  like  good  cooks, 
do  little  things  as  they  go  along  which 
never  .seem  important  enough  to  men- 
tion in  the  recipe  or  the  plan,  but 
which  usually  make  the  difference 
between  mediocrity  and  stardom.

"Be   Alert"— His   Slogan 

There  is  no  rule-by-thumb  practiced 
on  the  Warren  Farm.  Jim  Warren 
doesn't  work  that  way.  "Be  alert 
every  minute  of  the  day  and  night" 
is  his  slogan  for  successful  chick 
brooding.  His  men  are  trained  to 
watch   the  chicks  and   be  guided   by 


their  movements.   He  -aims   to   keep 
them  comfortable  at  all  times. 

Being  a  practical  fellow  and  appre- 
ciating the  need  for  holding  the 
plant's  overhead  to  a  minimum  and 
keeping  it  versatile.  Warren  does  not 
insist  on  uniform  brooder  houses.  He 
admits  it  makes  a  prettier  picture,  but 
his  records  show  that  his  chicks  come 
through  just  as  nicely  in  other  quar- 
ters which  have  been  temporarily 
converted  for  the  purpose. 

Cleaning  is  Thorough 

For  many  years  he  has  adopted  an 
old  dwelling  on  the  Madbrook  Farm 
with  splendid  success.  Empty  floors  in 
a  multiple-deck  house  are  pressed  in- 
to service  and  of  course,  many  mod- 
ern specially  designed  brooder  houses 
are  also  used.  One  point  on  which  he 
is  adamant  is  sanitation.  Before  a 
stove  is  carried  in  and  set  up,  the 
brooding  quarters  are  scraped  clean 
and  thoroughly  scrubbed  from  top  to 
bottom  with  a  coal  tar  disinfectant. 
Pans  containing  disinfectant  are 
placed  at  the  entrance  to  all  brooder 
houses  and  attendants  must   step   in 


them  every  time  they  go  to  and  from 
the  house. 

The  stoves  are  running  about  three 
days  before  the  chicks  are  placed 
under  them.  The  temperatures  are 
carefully  adjusted  and  everything  is 
tested  to  be  sure  it  is  in  proper  work- 
ing condition.  Tests  are  made  to  be 
sure  there  are  no  fioor  drafts.  Regular 
brooder  houses  resting  on  posts  above 
the  ground  are  enclosed  from  the  out- 
.side  to  prevent  floor  chilling,  and 
e.xtra  litter  is  used  on  all  the  floors 
inside  to  furni.sh  in.sulation. 

300  to  400  Chicks  to  Stove 

From  300  to  400  chicks  are  placed 
under  each  stove  with  1.000  chick  ca- 
pacity. For  added  .safety,  full  capa- 
cities are  never  utilized.  Wire  me.sh 
lined  with  tar  paper  is  used  to  form  a 
circle  about  the  stove.  It  stands  about 
12  inches  high  and  may  be  adjusted 
to  shorten  or  increa.se  the  radius  of 
the  circle.  By  widening  the  circle  in 
the  morning  and  reducing  it  at  night, 
the  chicks  are  encouraged  to  form  a 
more  .satisfactory  ring  around  the

ALL  roads  seemed  to  lead  to 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  from  January 
15  through  19,  where  approxi- 
mately half  a  million  people  crowded 
the  buildings  housing  the  24th  annual 
Pennsylvania  Farm  Show.

Turkey  Growers  Meet

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Teaching  Chicks  to  Eat

Every  poultry  raiser  has  to  decide  how  he  is 
going  to  start  his  chicks.  For  the  beginner,  this 
is  sometimes  a  difficult  problem.  Five  well- 
known  eastern  breeders,  each  of  whom  has  had 
many  years  of  experience  in  raising  chicks,  here 
describes  how  he  teaches  chicks  to  eat. 


E.  N.  Larrabee

We  use  floor  brooders  exclusively,  with  small  hop- 
lier.s  and  cup  flats  to  spread  the  feed  on.  Though  we 
keep  tlie  feed  Ijefore  them  most  of  the  time,  we  feel 
that  the  best  way  to  teach  chicks  to  eat  is  to  keep  them 
hungry.  We  have  found  that  empty  hoppers  (or  re- 
moval of  hoppers)  for  one  hour  a  day  will  do  the  trick.

Our  l)roodinK  is  principally  done  witli  floor  brooders 
(coal  or  oil),  in  individual  colony  houses.  For  our 
early  hatches,  we  sometimes  use  »»attery  brooders 
during   th«-   first   10  days. 

We  prefer  a  good  comnierciai  cliick  starter,  made 
by  a  reliable  company.  We  have  made  repeated  tests 
of  home-mixed  chick  mashes,  and  have  found  we  get 
mu<h  i)etter  results  with  goo«l  i>repared  mashes.  It 
doesn't  pay  tf>  count  pennies  when  feeding  baity  <-liicks. 

Wc  put  tlu-  mash  on  paper  plates  beffire  tlie  chicks 
aie  put  under  llle  lutver.  We  use  lots  of  tllese  plates,  so 
that  there'll  l>e  no  reason  lor  tlie  <'hicks  to  eat  any 
litter.  We  u.se  the  paper  plates  for  three  »lays ;  then 
we   fill    up   our   small    hoppers. 

.\t  the  end  of  tin-  three  days,  vve  use  the  "start  and 
stop"  s.\stem  of  intermittent  feeding,  permitting  the 
••liicks  to  eat  foi-  two  hours  and  rest  for  one  iiour  at 
a  time.  We  use  intermitt«'nt  f»-eding  until  the  chicks 
are  two  weeks  ol<l,  when  llie\  re<eive  (lieir  first  feeding 
of  flushing  mash.  After  thai,  the  hoppers  are  kepi 
before   the  <hi<"ks  constantly.

We   sprea<l    the    fee<l  on    new    <'up   flats   at    the   start. 
The  drinking   water  is  warmed   for  the  young  i-hicks, 
a    practi«e    which    is    no    trouble   at    all    since    wv    ha\f 
hot   and  c<d(l   lunning  water  in  all   pens. 

We  keep  the  feed  before  the  chicks  at  the  start,  Vmt 
Jake  the  fee«l  away  for  about  an  hour  at  noon.  This 
seems  to  whet  their  appetites,  ami  we  flmi  them 
anxious   for  the  feed   when    it    is  put   <|owii. 

We  fee«l  our  ciiicks  starter  and  fine  chick  feed  as 
soon  as  they  gc»  under  the  stoves,  and  use  grit  and 
charcoal  from  aliout  the  second  day  on.  K'or  the  first 
few  days,  we  feed  the  line  chick  feed  in  the  hoppers 
on  top  of  the  masli,  l»ut  after  that,  we  put  it  in  the 
litter.   whi<'h,  of  course,   is  kept  scrupulously  cb-an.

We  use  electric  floor  broixlers,  and  cover  our  peat 
moss  litter  with  newspapers.  We  scatter  a  little  less 
than  one  quart  of  starting  mash  |»er  100  chicks  on  the 
Itaper,  and  place  one  waterer  to  each  100  chicks, 
around  the  outer  edge  of  the  liover.  Then  we  place 
I  inch  mesh,  one  foot  wide,  poultry  wire  all  around 
the  hover  (about  4  to  6  inches  away  from  the  edge), 
Just   outside   the   waterers. 

Outside  the  wire  we  put  one  4-foot  reel  chick  feeder 
for  each  loO  chicks,  and  outsid*-  the  feeders  a  circle  of 
12  to  14-inch  wide  corrugated  cardboard  (about  14  t<» 
U!   inches  from  the  edge  of  the  hover). 

Twenty-four  hours  after  putting  the  «hiiks  under 
tli»'  hover  we  raise  the  hover,  put  in  clean  newspapers 
and  another  fe»'d  of  mash.  We  th»-n  lower  the  hover; 
and  after  the  clii<'ks  are  Itack  umler,  take  away  the 
inch  mesli  wire,  .\fter  three  <iays,  we  take  out  the 
papers,  take  away  tlie  <'ardl>oaid  <ircle,  and  gradually 
move  the  feeders  and  water  founts  awa.v  from  the 
hover,  a  little  way  each  day.  <  »ur  chick  mortality  under 
this  plan   was  less   than   :!  per  cent    last    \ear.

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Xn  Explanation  of  What  Takes 
Place  in  the  Formation  of  an  Egg 


By  O.  K.  Moore 


IF  someone  were  to  place  end  to 
end  all  eggs  laid  in  the  United 
States  alone,  they  would  encircle 
the  globe  at  Iho  ecjuator  once  every  8 
days!  Although  so  frequently  per- 
formed, the  intricate  processes  of  egg 
formation  hidden  within  the  bird  re- 
main a  mystery  to  most  of  us  poul- 
trymen.  If  you'll  step  backstage  with 
me  for  a  few  minutes  however,  we'll 
preview  this  egg  formation  drama. 
It*s  an  interesting  story,  I'm  sure 
you'll  agree. 

But  first,  before  actually  describing 
egg  formation,  we  must  review  a  few 
processes  that  precede  sexual  matur- 
ity in  a  pullet.  To  make  the  story 
complete  in  fact,  we  must  first  look 
at  a  pullet  from  egghood  to  adulthood. 
Then  we'll  have  the  proper  foundation 
upon  which  to  build  our  hows  and 
whys  of  actual  egg  laying. 

Let's  go  back  until  the  female  chick 
was    an   embryo    in   some   hatchery- 
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man's  incubator.  During  incubation, 
every  ovum,  more  commonly  called 
yolk,  that  a  pullet  will  ever  possess 
makes  its.  appearance.  Ova  (this  is 
the  plural  form  of  the  word  ovum) 
are  the  egg  yolks  that  collectively  are 
called  the  ovary,  and  the  ovary  is 
that  little  bunch  of  immature  yolks 
that  is  attached  to  the  back  of  the 
bird.  Over  3,000  ova  have  been 
counted  even  in  young  chicks,  but 
quite  naturally,  ova  are  very  small, 
like  pin  heads,  until  5  to  8  days  be- 
fore they  drop  one  by  one  from  the 
ovary  and  into  the  oviduct  where  they 
are  transformed  into  complete  eggs. 
Only  a  small  proportion  of  these 
3,000-odd  ova  ever  become  completed 
eggs,  yet  because  of  their  presence,  a 
female  chick  even  when  hatched  has 
the  latent  capacity  to  lay  a  few 
thousand  eggs. 

It's  the  breeding  of  a  bird  that 
determines  when  she  starts  laying. 
Whether  she  lays  upon  reaching  her 
4th,  5th  or  6th  month  depends  upon 
inheritance,  for  the  date  at  which 
sexual  maturity  is  attained  is  in- 
herited. 


When  sexual  maturity  is  reached, 
ova  that  have  boen  growing  slowly 
since  the  bird  was  hatched  begin 
growing  rapidly.  I  Living  grown  rapid- 
ly for  a  period  of  5  to  8  days,  an 
ovum  or  yolk  drops  from  the  ovary 
into  the  mouth  of  the  infundibulum 
•  pronounced  in-fun-dib-u-lum)  or  near 
this  funnel-shaped,  open  end  of  the 
oviduct.  The  oviduct  is  a  very  flexible 
tract,  and  its  infundibulum  is  capable 
of  moving  about  (juile  freely.  It  gen- 
erally moves  direttly  under  any  yolk 
that  is  ready  to  drop  from  the  ovary, 
but  should  it  not  be  in  the  proper 
place  when  the  yolk  falls,  the  yolk 
drops  into  the  body  cavity  and  the  in- 
fundibulum ".scoops"  it  up  from  there. 

How  Egg  Yolk  Is  Formed 
Perhaps  you're  wondering  from 
where  egg  yolk  actually  comes.  Feed 
is  digested  in  the  intestines  and  the 
walls  of  the  intestines  absorb  the 
digested  material.  The  intestinal  walls 
contain  a  network  of  small  blood 
vessels  called  capillaries  which  collect 
the  absorbed  mateiials,  and  the  blood 
in  the.se  capillaries  pa.s.ses  to  various 
parts  of  the  body,  feeding  every  cell 
so  that  each  can  function. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  food 
picked  up  by  the  blood  is  carried  to 
the  ovary  where  it  is  deposited  in  egg 
yolks.    Much    is    transported    to    the 
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oviduct  for  albumen  and  egg  shell 
formation,  too.  In  the  photograph 
you'll  see  that  many  blood  vessels 
pass  over  the  ovary  and  oviduct. 
Blood  "feeds"  the  developing  yolks 
mainly  upon  fats;  the  albumen  re- 
ceives much  protein;  and  the  shell,  of 
course,  gets  calcium  from  the  blood 
stream. 

Whether  the  yolk  is  of  a  light  yel- 
low color  or  dark  depends  upon  the 
feed  that  the  bird  gets.  Green  grasses, 
including  alfalfa  leaf  meal,  and  yellow 
corn  are  rich  in  the  carotinoid  (pro- 
nounced ka-ro-ten-oid)  pigments 
which  make  a  yolk  dark  in  color. 
Light  yolks  are  produced  when  these 
pigments  are  lacking  in  the  feed. 

Yolk  In  Layers 

Now  the  yolk  is  formed  in  concen- 
tric layers.  You'll  see  this  if  you  cut 
a  hard  boiled  egg  yolk  in  two.  If  you 
feed  an  all-mash  ration,  the  yolk 
layers  will  be  uniform  in  color,  but 
if  you  feed  mash  and  scratch,  the 
yolk  layers  will  vary  in  color,  because 
in  this  case,  the  bird  will  consume 
varying  quantities  of  the  carotinoid 
pigments. 

The  yolk  grows  in  a  transparent 
sac,  called  the  yolk  follicle,  which  is 
suspended  from  the  ovary.  Blood 
vessels  pass  over  the  surface  of  the 
sac,  with  the  exception  of  one  area, 
over  a  line  pa.ssing  around  the  sac. 
This  is  called  the  suture  line.  When 
the  yolk  reaches  its  maximum  size, 
the  ti.ssue  along  this  line  splits,  allow- 
ing the  yolk  to  escape  and  drop  to  the 
infundibulum  of  the  oviduct. 

Here  the  germinal  disc  which  rests 
upon  the  surface  of  the  yolk  but  under 
the  vitelline  (pronounced  vi-tel-in) 
membrane,  a  transparent  membrane 
encasing  the  yolk,  is  impregnated  by 
a  sperm,  if  sperm  are  present.  The 
sperm  reaches  the  infundibulum  by 
finding  its  way  through  the  entire 
length  of  the  oviduct.  Semen  contain- 
ing sperm  is  deposited  in  the  cloaca 
of  the  female  by  the  male. 

From  the  infundibulum  the  yolk 
passes  into  the  albumen-secreting  por-

Feb.  1  —  It  was  a  great  vacation, 
the  two  days  of  Farmer's  Week  at 
Ohio  State  University.  Kid  White  and 
I  listened  to  the  lectures,  discussions 
and  arguments  both  days.  We  both 
built  a  few  air  castles  and  made  a 
few  resolutions  about  our  work  in 
the  future.  But  home  certainly  did 
look  good  when  we  pulled  in  our  own 
driveway. 

Yes,  it  is  good  to  get  away  from 
home,  but  it  is  better  to  oome  back 
home.  After  all,  home  to  us  is  far 
more  than  just  a  place  to  eat  and 
sleep.  It  is  where  we  live;  where  we 
work;  where  we  raise  our  children; 
where  all  of  our  interests,  heart,  body 
and  soul,  are  located.  Yes,  home  to  us 
is  all  that  the  word  implies. 

Feb.  2 — The  radio  man  said  that 
the  ground  hog  saw  his  shadow  in 
some  parts  of  the  country.  But  he 
didn't  see  it  here,  for  the  sun  didn't 
shine.  Sunshine  or  no  sunshine,  it 
makes  no  difTerence  with  the  laying 
stock.  Egg  production  is  on  the  up 
and  up.  Even  the  old  hens  are  perking 
to  a  fare-ye-well.  The  four-year-olds 
on  the  third  floor  are  stem  winders. 
Last  November  I  let  them  ride  along 
until  they  finished  laying  before 
marketing  them. 

Feb.  3— Ralph  Treat.  Ralph  Shep- 
pard,  and  I  held  a  little  Farmer's 
Week  of  our  own  this  morning  when 
I  delivered  the  eggs.  We  hashed  the 
whole  thing  over  again  and  as  per 
usual  arrived  at  no  definite  con- 
clusion. We  all  did  agree  that  the 
producers  should  put  out  a  better 
grade  egg  in  the  future. 

But  the  point  is.  how  are  we  to  get 
the  idea  across?  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry 
are  hard  to  convince  that  a  change  in 
methods  of  production  and  better 
care  of  the  product  will  net  them 
more  money.  They  admit  that  it  is  a 
fact,  but  they  also  hate  to  get  out  of 
the  old  rut. 

Feb.  4 — We  managed  to  get  through 
the  cleaning  today  in  pretty  good 
shape.  Had  to  use  the  ice  hoe  in  the 
cast  house,  but  by  the  time  we 
reached  the  other  houses,  the  drop- 
pings had  loosened.  This  cold  weather 
has  been  rather  hard  on  some  of 
these  birds  that  did  not  have  a  very 
strong  constitution.  This  is  a  tech- 
nical explanation  of  a  so-called  run- 
ning gear.  They  will  crop  out,  and 
when  we  find  them,  it  is  the  furnace 
for  them.  Dead  men  don't  tell  tales, 
and  incinerated  birds  don't  spread 
anything. 


Peb.  6  —  I  saw  a  pullet  walking 
around  with  one  wing  drooping.  It 
really  isn't  so  important  in  itself,  but 
the  point  is;  how  far  reaching  will  it 
be? 

It  is  just  such  little  things  that 
make  the  difTerence  between  profit 
and  loss  in  the  long  run.  Sometimes 
the  run  isn't  very  long,  like  a  visitor 
said  today.  Pox  polished  him  off  in 
three  week's  time.  It  was  hot  stuff  for 
him;  when  it  got  started,  it  spread. 

Feb.  7  —  We  have  started  a  new 
schedule  on  cleaning.  Instead  of 
cleaning  all  the  boards  on  one  day,  we 
are  going  to  clean  part  of  the  hou.ses 
on  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  and  the 
remaining  Friday  or  Saturday.  If  the 
weather  should  happen  to  be  bad  on 
Tuesday,  we  will  clean  on  Wednes- 
day. The  same  applies  to  the  latter 
part  of  the  week.  I  work  the  same 
scheme  on  delivering  the  eggs  to  the 
auction.  If  it  is  bad  weather  on  Tues- 
day, I  have  until  Wednesday  night  to 
get  them  delivered. 

Feb.  8  —  Well,  Harold  and  I  had 
things  all  lined  up  to  get  a  pile  of 
work  done  today,  and  we  didn't  get 
anything  accomplished.  A  visitor  in 
the  morning,  one  in  the  afternoon, 
one  after  supper.  It  was  a  great  day 
for  visitors.  Along  about  this  time 
of  the  year  folks  get  all  "het  up" 
about  the  poultry  business.  Something 
gets  in  their  blood,  like  pox  gets  in 
the  blood  stream  of  a  bird.  A  bird 
breaks  out  with  a  great  array  of 
scabs,  whereas  folks  manifest  a  wild 
enthusiasm.  The  results  are  about  the 
same,  both  get  the  birds,  at  least 
temporarily.  If  the  dose  is  severe, 
both  have  success. 

Feb.  10 — We  knocked  them  off  to- 
day, so  we  did.  Eggs  delivered,  food 
and  feed  on  the  return  load,  all 
boards  cleaned,  a  bunch  of  nests  put 
in  good  repair  and  all  the  eggs 
packed.  Really,  it  was  two  day's  work 
in  one.  but  everything  went  just  right. 

It's  great  to  go  down  to  the  cold 
storage   locker   plant   and   get  quick

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frozen  peas,  beans,  lima  beans,  spin- 
ach, dandelions  and  other  good  and 
valuable  foods  for  the  table.  They 
are  foods;  corn,  wheat,  oats  and  mash 
are  feeds.  It  is  a  technical  line  of  de- 
marcation, but  one  is  for  human  con- 
sumption and  the  other  for  animals.

Feb.  14 — I  phoned  the  office  of  one 
of  our  local  manufacturing  plants 
regarding  shavings.  Yes,  they  had 
plenty.  So  I  went  tearing  in  town 
with  the  little  truck.  And  there 
wasn't  a  shaving  to  be  had.  It  was  a 
good  joke  on  me,  worse  than  receiv- 
ing a  comic  Valentine,  one  that  isn't 
complimentary  by  any  means. 

The  auction  bookkeepers,  Florence 
and  Mildred,  seem  to  think  that 
double-yolk  eggs  make  nice  Valen- 
tines. At  least  that  is  what  they  said 
when  I  presented  each  with  a  carton 
of  them  today.  I  wonder  what  Old 
Man  Dowling  and  Old  Man  Senff, 
fathers,  not  husbands  of  the  girls, 
would  think  of  me  if  those  eggs  would 
grade  U.  S.  Rots.  To  spoil  a  man's 
breakfast  with  bad  eggs  would  be 
worse  than  sending  him  an  uncom- 
plimentary Valentine.  Yet  I  wonder 
how  many  producers  spoil  the  con- 
sumer's breakfast  by  selling  him  eggs 
of  poor  quality. 

Feb.  15  —  What  always  seemed 
more  or  less  of  a  joke  to  me  is  the 
fact  that  so  many  poultry  producers 
seem  to  think  that  the  city  folks  have 
to  be  educated  to  eat  good  eggs. 
Frankly,  I  have  never  seen  anyone 
yet  who  relished  bad  eggs. 

I  just  wonder  what  producers 
would  think  of  putting  on  an  indi- 
vidual campaign  on  their  own  farms 
for  better  interior  egg  quality.  We 
have  two  campaigns  going  on  this 
ranch  at  present,  "The  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Dirty  Eggs,"  and  "The 
Anti-Cracked  Egg  Association."  Fur- 
thermore, we  get  results;  today  there 
were  only  11  cracks.  It  narrows  down 
to  a  few  common  sense  ideas  as 
gathering  the  eggs  more  carefulh 
and  keeping  the  nests  in  better  repair. 

Feb.  16 — And  was  it  cold  this  morn- 
ing? The  thermometer  said  6  below 
zero,  and  I  will  tell  the  world  that  is 
cold  in  this  neck  of  the  woods, 
especially  when  the  wind  sweeps 
down  off  of  Lake  Erie.  Fortunately, 
and  I'll  .say  it  was  rare  judgment  on 
Harold's  part,  all  the  pipes  were 
drained.  How  easy  it  is  to  open  a 
drain  cock  and  let  the  water  run  out

of  a  pipe,  to  allow  the  water  to  follow 
the  laws  of  nature  and  seek  its  level. 
One  of  Donnie's  ewes  gave  birth  to 
twin  lambs,  but  we  lost  one,  the 
better  one,  of  course.  It  always  hap- 
pens that  way.  Whenever  I  drop  an 
egg  it  is  always  a  large  U.  S.  Special. 
I  have  never  been  known  to  drop  a 
cracked  egg. 

Feb.  17 — It  sure  is  a  cold  time  of 
the  year  to  be  bom.  We  are  keeping 
the  little  lamb  in  the  house  and  taking 
it  to  visit  the  mother  at  frequent 
intervals.  This  afternoon  Donnie 
shoveled  a  path  through  the  snow  so 
we  could  take  the  lambing  ewes  to 
warmer  quarters.  It  might  do  them 
much  harm  to  v/alk  through  deep 
snow. 

These  highway  workers  put  salt  on 
the  roads  to  melt  the  snow.  A  couple 
of  years  ago  it  melted  the  paint  on 
the  car  to  the  tune  of  $16  damage.

It  is  a  poor 
policy  to  shake  the  tree  if  one  doesn't 
like  the  peaches. 

Feb.  23 — Harold  and  I  have  been 
shelling  corn  during  our  spare  time. 
It  is  new  corn  but  it  has  been  stored 
in  the  block  house  feed  room  and 
garage.  Dry?  Well,  just  about  like 
the  proverbial  bone.  I  feed  the  com 
in  the  sheller  and  Harold  takes  care 
of  the  shelled  corn  and  the  cobs.

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more  manure  and  wetter  manure  at 
that.  Then  things  just  didn't  go  right 
for  some  reason.  But  it  is  a  cinch 
that  the  pasture  is  getting  a  good  top 
dressing  of  fertilizer.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  it  is  receiving  a  deluge.  Twentj 
tons  per  acre  last  year  and  I  vi'ould 
say  about  the  same  amount  again  this 
year.  It  might  be  that  a  repetition  of 
the  dose  will  kill  the  patient.  But 
with  the  rain  and  snows  we  have  had, 
and  what  I  hope  will  come  later,  I 
hope  there  will  be  plenty  of  grass. 

Feb.  27 — Tonight  is  one  of  the  big 
nights  down  around  the  egg  auction. 
It  is  the  first  term  of  the  poultry 
school.  I  have  been  packing  eggs  be- 
tween times  during  the  day  because  I 
want  to  take  them  in  when  I  go.  For 
some  reason  or  other,  I  just  can't  get 
away  from  that  habit  of  making  a 
pay  load  whenever  I  can.  If  1  can  get 
in  there  early  enough,  I  will  be  able 
to  put  on  a  return  load  of  empty 
cases. 

I  am  chaiiTTian  of  the  meeting,  but 
I  am  afraid  most  of  the  students 
won't  recognize  me  wearing  store 
clothes  and  with  my  face  shaved  as 
slick  as  a  peeled  onion.  If  I  would 
plaster  my  hair  down  with  lard  I  am 
sure  no  one  would  recognize  me. 

Feb.  28 — A  little  country  boy  like 
me  simply  can't  stand  it  to  eat  a 
lunch  of  weiner  and  cheese  sand- 
wiches, drink  three  cups  of  black 
coffee  and  then  sleep.

Buy-Bat'k  Soliemes — In  accordance  with 
its  i)oli<y,  Kverybo<lys  Poultry  Magazine 
has  refused  the  advertising  of  a  mink 
farm  operating  on  the  buy-back  plan. 

The  buy-back  plan  has  been  used  in  the 
sale  of  guinea  pigs,  rabbit.s,  cannaries  and 
other  kinds  of  small  stock.  The  usual  pro- 
cedure is  to  sell  breeders  to  the  customer 
with  the  promise  that  the  offspring  will 
be  bought  back  at  substantial  prices.  An 
agreement  having  somewhat  of  a  legal 
api)earance  may  be  given  to  the  customer, 
but  it  is  worded  in  such  a  way  that  there 
is  no  obligation  to  buy-back  the  offsi)ring. 

There  are  fewer  buy-ba<k  schemes  in 
operation  than  was  the  case  some  years 
ago,  but  some  publications  still  carry  this 
type  of  advertising.  It  is  a  waste  of  money 
to  fall  for  schemes  of  this  nature.

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pota.sh  and  phosphoric  acid.  It  is  richer  in 
plant  food  constituents  than  manure  of 
other  farm  animals.  It  is  a  good  idea  to 
add  acid  phosphate  or  superphosphate  to 
the  manure  as  this  tends  to  reduce  the 
loss  of  nitrogen,  and  increases  its  fer- 
tilizer value.  Ammonia  fumes  are  not  as 
noticeable  when  acid  phosphate  is  used. 

I  believe  that  it  is  alright  to  put  the 
manured  litter  on  a  pile  or  to  spread  It 
over  the  pasture  or  lawn  during  the 
winter,  although  much  of  the  nitrogen 
would  leach  out  and  the  fertilizing  value 
of  the  litter  would  be  greatly  reduced  if 
it  were  spread  on  a  plowed  field  during 
the  winter.  The  extent  of  loss  would 
depend  somewhat  upon  the  slope  of  the 
land. 

There  is  no  better  material  that  can  be 
used  with  poultry  dropi)ings  than  peat 
litter,  although  I  am  doubtful  as  to  the 
value  of  this  mixture  in  a  hot  bed.  Poultry 
manure  does  not  produce  as  much  heat  as 
horse  manure,  and  thus  would  not  be  as 
valuable  as  the  latter  in  supplying  heat 
in  the  hot  bed. 

Flightiness  in  Crossbreds 

Q. — Could  you  give  me  any  reason  why 
a  cross  between  a  White  Rock  and  a 
White  Wyandotte  would  have  a  tendency 
to  be  much  wilder  in  batteries  than  either 
a  Brahma-Rock  cross  or  a  Leghorn- 
Minorca  cross? — D.   F.  S.,   Pa. 

A. — White  Rock-White  Wyandotte  cross- 
bred birds  should  be  just  as  calm  and 
mild  tempered  in  batteries  as  either  the 
Drahma-Rock  cro.ss  or  the  Leghorn- 
Minorca  cross.  White  Rocks  and  White 
Wyandottes  are  both  dual-purpose  breeds 
and  generally  have  a  mild  disposition. 
Any  cross  produced  from  Brahmas  prob- 
ably would  tend  to  be  very  mild  natured 
due  to  the  quiet  disposition  of  this  heavy 
breed.  Flightiness  in  birds  of  the  dual- 
purpose  or  heavy  breeds  or  in  crossbreds, 
generally  is  due  to  management  and 
environment   rather  than   to  heredity. 

You  may  be  able  to  overcome  this  diffi- 
culty by  darkening  the  house  in  which 
the  l)atteries  are,  by  keeping  all  strangers 
away  from  the  batteries,  and  by  being 
ju.^t  as  quiet  as  possible  while  working 
around  the  birds.  All  unnecessary  sounds 
should   be  eliminated. 

Breaking   Up  Broodies 

Q. — I  am  having  trouble  with  broodiness 
in  my  Red  chickens.  They  were  hatched 
May  8,  1939.  The  hens  lay  a  few  eggs  and 
then  become  broody.  Some  of  the  hens 
become  broody  even  before  they  start  to 
lay.  Is  there  some  way  I  can  stop  this 
trouble? — A.  K.,  Mass. 

A. — Rhode  Island  Reds  and  other  heavy 
breeds  of  chickens  apparently  have  the 
tendency  to  become  broody  a  great  deal 
more  than  White  Leghorns  and  other  light 
breeds,  although  there  are  many  strains 
of  the  heavy  breeds  that  are  practically 
free  of  broodiness  through  many  years  of 
careful    breeding. 

As  soon  as  you  notice  any  hen  that 
want.s  to  set  on  the  nest,  remove  her  to  a 
Ijroody  coop  whore  she  will  be  well  fed. 
Well  watered  and  will  receive  a  good 
supply  of  fresh  air.  but  is  not  comfortable 
so  she  will  want  to  get  back  on  the 
floor  with  the  rest  of  the  birds.  The  broody 
coop  should  have  a  heavy  wire  or  slat 
lloor  which  is  uncomfortable  for  the  birds. 

Some  pnultrym.-n  like  the  idea  of  put- 
ting a  ring  or  a  band  around  the  hen's 
leg  every  time  she  becomes  broody,  and  if 
a  niiml)er  of  these  rings  are  on  her  leg, 
indicating  that  she  is  a  persistent  broody 
hen,  it  is  a  good  idea  to  remove  her  from 
the  laying  flock.  Certainly,  it  would  be 
poor  judgment  to  breed  from  hens  that 
are   persistent  broodies. 

Another  way  of  breaking  up  broodiness 
to  some  extent  is  to  clo.se  the  nests  about 
4  or  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  after  all 
of  tlie  hens  have  laid.  Don't  let  broodies 
stay  in  the  nests  over  night.

Clearing   House  for   Ideas 

The  Planning  Committee  had  vis- 
ualized that  the  initial  year's  work 
would  consist  largely  of  organizing 
the  industry  .so  that  there  would  be  a 
central  agency  to  act  as  a  clearing 
house  for  ideas  to  promote  the  con- 
sumption of  eggs  and  poultry. 

One  of  the  jobs  of  the  board  would 
be  to  make  survey  of  what  promotion 
and  research  work  is  now  being  done 
in  order  to  avoid  duplication  and  to 
make  available  to  the  industry  that 
which  is  being  done  and  is  in  progress. 
It  would  also  study  and  coordinate 
what  further  research  should  be  done 
in  connection  with  eggs  and  poultry. 
The  next  step  then  would  be  to  for- 
mulate a  plan  which  would  be  used  in 
educating  the  public  to  use  more  eggs 
and  poultry  products. 

While  $50,000  a  year  may  appear 
small  compared  to  the  several  million 
dollars  which  are  spent  annually  to 
promote  oranges  and  also  to  the  funas 
spent  by  the  National  Meat  Board  in 
promoting  meat  consumption,  the  Na- 
tional Planning  Committee  visualizes 
that  the  avenues  which  will  be  used 
for  a  permanent  promotional  program 
would  consist  of  those  which  result  in 
a  lot  of  publicity  for  eggs  and  poultry 
at  a  very  low  cost.  The  committee  has 
recommended  that  the  following  per- 
manent goal  be  the  objective  of  the 
National  Board: 

(a)  Working  cooperatively  with  local, 
state,  regional  and  national  groups  now 
doing  work  with  consumers  and  extending 
this  work  to  areas  not  now  organized. 

(b)  Correlating  ideas  and  work  for  im- 
provement of  the  general  quality  and  care 
of  poultry  and  egg  products,  and  working 
with  local,  state,  regional  and  national 
groups  for  quality  improvement. 

(c)  Preparation  of  pamphlets  and  bulle-

tion  of  the  oviduct  where  40  to  50  per 
cent  of  the  total  bulk  of  the  albumen 
of  the  completed  egg  is  added  about 
the  yolk.  Yet,  this  quantity  of  albu- 
men contains  at  least  90  per  cent  of 
the  total  quantity  of  protein  that  will 
be  found  in  the  albumen  of  a  com- 
pleted egg. 

Fibers  Affect  Albumen  Thickness 

Whether  albumen  is  firm  and  jelly- 
like or  watery  depends  upon  the 
number  and  kind  of  invisible  fibers  of 
which  it  is  constructed.  These  fibers 
are  called  mucin  fibers  and  are  pro- 
duced by  cells  lining  the  wall  of  the 
albumen-secreting  portion  of  the  ovi- 
duct. If  these  cells  produce  a  large 
quantity  of  desirable  fibers,  the  albu- 
men will  be  firm,  otherwise,  it  will  be 
watery.  To  lay  eggs  of  firm  and  thus 
good  albumen  quality,  a  bird  must 
have  inherited  this  characteristic  from 
its  parents.  Heredity,  consequently, 
functions  in  determining  egg  quality. 
The  feed  that  a  layer  gets  has  no  in- 
fluence upon  the  firmness  or  watery- 
ness  of  albumen;  it  is  a  hereditary 
factor. 

Egg  albumen  possesses  a  bacteri- 
cidal property  which  makes  it  difficult 
for  germs  to  live  in  it.  The  yolk  not 
possessing  such  a  property,  hence,  is 
capable  of  carrying  the  pullorum 
organism  from  diseased  parents  to  the 
chick  if  the  egg  is  hatched. 

Yolk  and  Albumen  Rotate 
It  may  be  pointed  out  here  that  as 
the  yolk  and  the  albumen  pass 
through  the  oviduct  it  is  rotated.  Part 
of  the  albumen  becomes  twisted  on 
either  side  of  the  yolk.  These  twisted 
strands  are  called  chalaza  (pro- 
nounced ka-la-za)  and  are  the  cords 
that  one  sees  in  the  albumen  of 
broken-out  eggs. 

Having  passed  through  the  albumen- 
secreting  region,  the  yolk  and  albu- 
men reach  the  isthmus  of  the  oviduct 
where  water  and  salts  are  added  to 
the  albumen.  Two  shell  membranes 
are  deposited  over  the  albumen  here, 
too.  Shell  membranes  adhere  to  the 
inner  surface  of  the  shell  when  an  egg 
is  broken,  so  look  for  them  the  next 
time  you  break  an  egg,  if  you  have 
not  become  acquainted  with  them 
already.

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Shell  Formed  in  Uterus 
Next  the  egg  goes  into  the  uterus 
and  vagina  region  where  it  stops  for 
many  hours.  More  water  and  salts 
filter  through  the  egg  shell  mem- 
branes and  into  the  albumen  here. 
Then,  the  cells  of  the  uterus  start 
laying  down  particles  of  shell  until  an 
entire  shell  with  its  pigment,  if  the 
shell  is  brown  or  tinted,  and  bloom  is 
added.  The  bloom  of  the  shell  is  a 
waxy  coating  over  the  outer  surface. 

Soft  shell  eggs  are  not  necessarily 
due  to  a  poor  diet,  for  an  egg,  if 
carried  through  this  region  too  rapid- 
ly, will  have  a  soft  shell  since  enough 
time  isn't  allowed  for  a  complete  shell 
to  be  deposited. 

While  an  egg  is  in  the  body  of  a 
bird,  it  has  the  same  temperature  as 
the  bird,  or  about  106  to  107  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  The  completed  egg  while 
in  the  bird's  body  has  no  air  cell  as 
the  entire  contents  of  the  shell  is 
filled.  But  when  laid,  the  contents  of 
the  shell  shrink  as  it  cools,  leaving 
the  air  cell  which  normally  will  be 
found  between  the  two  shell  mem- 
branes in  the  large  end  of  the  egg. 


Remember  the  Final  Inspection 

The  final  nightly  checkup  is  of  ut- 
most importance.  Use  a  flashlight  to 
see  if  chicks  are  comfortable  and 
everything  is  alright.  Study  the  wind 
to  see  if  further  window,  ventilator  or 
chimney  flue  adjustments  must  be 
made.  Be  sure  stove  is  working  sat- 
isfactorily and  sufficient  fuel  is  avail- 
able. 


Put  Chick  Fountains  on  Wire 

It's  not  a  bad  idea  to  place  chick 
fountains  on  frames  covered  with  */^- 
inch  mesh  hardware  cloth  after  chicks 
are  a  week  or  two  old.  Chicks  then 
can't  get  at  the  wet  litter  at  the  base 
of  the  fountain  where  coccidiosis  or- 
ganisms thrive.

Figure  Average  Production 
on  Hens  Housed  Basis 

The  hens  housed  method  of  figuring 
average  egg  production  is  coming  into 
more  general  use  and  is  the  one  re- 
commended by  the  New  York  State 
Institute  of  AppUed  Agriculture,  ac- 
cording to  D.  H.  Horton,  head  of 
poultry  department  there. 

In  determining  average  production 
on  this  basis,  one  divides  the  total 
number  of  eggs  produced  during  a 
week,  month  or  year  by  the  maximum 
number  of  hens  and  pullets  housed 
during  the  year.  This  is  the  plan  now 
used  at  all  of  the  standard  egg  laying 
tests,  and  while  being  the  most  simple 
method  of  determining  average  egg 
production,  it  gives  the  most  complete 
and  accurate  picture  of  the  value  of  a 
poultryman's  stock,  claims  Horton.

BRIEFLY  REVIEWED 

Kgg  prices  rontinued  their  downward 
movement  duringr  tlie  pa.st  month  until 
checked  by  extreme  cold  weather  and 
heavy  snow  fall  in  most  sections  of  the 
country.  Nearby  special  whites  sold  for 
25  cents  a  dozen  on  January  24  this  year, 
compared  with  21*^-21%  cents  a  dozen  the 
same  day  last  year.  Nearby  special  browns 
brought  25i/i-25Vi  cents  a  dozen  thi.s  year, 
compared  with  2014  cents  a  dozen  on 
January  24  last  year.  Mi.xed  color  firsts 
were  quoted  at  25-25'^  cents  on  January 
24  this  year,  compared  with  17^  cents  a 
dozen  the  same  day  a  year  ago. 

Egg  production,  as  indicated  by  receipts 
at  the  four  major  markets  (New  York, 
Chicago,  Boston  and  Philadelphia)  from 
Dec.  11,  1939,  through  Jan.  20.  1940.  totaled 
practically  the  same  a.s  that  during  the 
same  period  last  year,  but  because  of  con- 
tinued severe  weather,  receipts  during  the 
week  ending  January  20  dropped  24.5  per 
cent  below  those  of  the  same  week  in 
1938. 

Egg  consumption,  as  shown  by  trade 
output  at  the  four  leading  markets  during 
the  four  weeks  ending  January  6,  was  5.7 
per  cent  less  than  that  during  the  same 
period  a  year  ago. 

Told  storage  holdings  of  shell  eggs  on 
January  1  were  76.4  per  cent  greater  than 
tho.se  on  the  same  day  last  year,  but  21.5 
per  cent  less  than  the  January  1  five-year 
average,  1935-39.  Frozen  eggs  in  storage 
on  January  1  were  14.8  per  cent  more  than 
those  in  storage  on  the  same  day  last 
year,  and  almost  1  per  cent  more  than  the 
5-year  average,  1935-39.  Total  case  equival- 
ent of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  in  stor- 
age January  1  was  23.7  per  cent  greater 
than  that  the  same  day  a  year  ago,  but 
4.7  per  cent  less  than  the  January  1  five- 
year  average. 

Total  frozen  poultry  holdings  on  January 
1  this  year  were  20.3  per  cent  more  than 
those  on  January  1  a  year  ago,  and  21.3 
per  cent  more  than  the  January  1  five- 
year  average,   1935-39.

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To  the   Editor : 

There  is  a  lot  of  talic  about  a  campaign 
to  increase  the  consumption  of  poultry 
products.  From  all  I  hear,  everyone  gen- 
uinely interested  in  the  industry  believes 
that  such  a  campaign  not  only  would  be 
a  good  thing,  but  that  it  Is  ab.solutely 
necessary.  The  question  seems  to  be  how 
to  get  started. 

We  are  told  that  citrus  fruit  growers 
are  annually  spending  $3,400,000  Hawaiian 
pineapple  growers  $750,000,  Washington  ap- 
ple growers  $218,000,  Bartlett  pear  growers 
1130,000.  Other  groups  are  spending  similar 
sums  and  heavy  breakfast  food  and  other 
food  advertising  campaigns  are  helping  to 
divert  attention  from  poultry  profits.  Since 
the  campaigns  go  on  year  after  year,  they 
must  be  proving  successful  and  certainly 
then,  poultry  products  are  suffering  from 
lack  of  similar  advertising. 

We  have  a  capable  committee  at  work 
studying  plans  in  order  to  suggest  a  plan 
for  our  industry.  We  all  know,  however, 
that  this  committee  can  only  suggest — 
they  need  concrete  support  from  a  lot  of 
us  to  get  beyond  the  planning  stage. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  is  ripe  for 
a  lot  of  us  to  come  forward  with  concrete 
offers  of  support  as  a  sound  foundation  on 
which  this  committee  can  base  a  plan. 
Unless  we  do  this,  we'll  never  get  out  of 
the  talking  stage  and,  frankly,  I  can't 
believe  that  this  million  dollar  industry  is 
unable  to  do  what  those  groups  I  have 
mentioned  ha\e  done. 

The  problem  most  talked  about  now  is 
how  to  raise  the  necessary  fund  to  con- 
duct a  campaign.  I  don't  know  how  big 
that  fund  should  be.  I'm  sure  this  indus- 
try can  raise  whatever  is  necessary  with- 
out  hurting  anybody. 

There  has  been  talk  of  an  underwriting 
to  start  the  fund  with  quotas  assigned  to 
each  state.  From  what  I've  heard,  I  don't 
think  many  are  in  favor  of  this  method. 
It  hasn't  been  very  successful  in  the  past 
becau.se  people  may  make  a  lump  sum 
gift  once,  but  they  don't  follow  through 
with  it  the  next  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  I've  heard  a  lot  of 
people  say  they  would  favor  some  form  of 
tax  so  much  per  case  or  do:'.en  eggs  and 
perhaps  so  much  per  bird.  That  seems  to 
l>e  the  fairest  plan.  Of  course,  there  will 
be  indi\iduals  who  won't  do  their  share, 
but  if  the  leaders  will  agree  on  some  such 
plan  and  get  started,  the  others  will  be- 
gin to  fall  in  line  because  they  will  soon 
see  that  it  will  be  not  only  unpopular,  but 
unprofitable  to  hold  out. 

As  I  said,  we  have  a  capable  committee 
at  work  on  a  plan,  but  they  can  only 
submit  a  plan.  It  seems  to  me  that  if 
some  group  would  volunteer  something 
concrete  as  a  basis  for  the  plan,  this  com- 
mittee could  get  much  nearer  to  the  actual 
program  we  all   want. 

Of  course,  the  hatcheryman  cannot  be 
expected  to  raise  this  fund  alone — as  all 
parts  of  the  industry  must  be  represented. 
But,  if  a  group  of  leading  hatcherymen 
will  tell  this  committee  that  they  would 
volunteer  to  pay  a  certain  tax  on  the 
eggs  they  set,  we  would  have  a  movement 
started  that  could  not  be  stopped.  I  don't 
know  what  the  tax  should  be.  I  do  know 
that  a  mere  fraction  of  a  cent  a  dozen  on 
even  a  part  of  the  eggs  produced  in  this 
country  would  produce  a  big  fund. 

After  studying  my  own  business,  I'm 
ready  to  say  that  I  would  willingly  pay  a 
quarter  of  a  cent  on  every  dozen  eggs  I 
set  each  year — and  I  know  that  my  busi- 
ness would  profit  by  that.  I've  been  told 
that  a  quarter  of  a  cent  per  dozen  is 
more  than    will   be   needed.   That  will   be 
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Claud  Graham,  Proprietor  of  Graham 
Poultry  Farm 


Here's  what 
Claud  H.  Graham,  proprie- 
tor of  the  Graham  Poultry 
Farm,  Cairo,  N.  Y.,  has  to 
say  about  his  experience 
with  B-B  Feeds:

growth  of  both  sexes,  stronger  pullets 
better  able  to  make  a  creditable  per- 
formance in  the  laying  house.  Try  it! 
You'll  find  it  pays! 

Let  the  Chicks  Tell  You 

Besides  examining  your  thermo- 
meters frequently  to  see  that  the 
temperature  is  right,  keep  your  eye 
on  the  chicks  themselves.  They'll  tell 
you  whether  it's  too  hot,  too  cold,  or 
just  right.  A  few  minutes  spent  now 
and  then  to  watch  the  chicks  are 
necessary  for  best  brooding  results. 

Encourage  Feed.  Consumption 

You'll  have  greater  success  in 
brooding  if  you  keep  your  chicks 
eating  heartily.  One  way  to  do  this 
is  to  add  just  enough  fresh  feed  to 
last  a  few  hours.  Stirring  the  feed 
occasionally  also  helps.  Be  sure  chicks 
are  never  long  without  feed,  however, 
or  cannibalism  will  surely  start. 

Keep  Chick  Feed  Fresh 

If  your  chick  feed  becomes  damp, 
remove  it  at  once.  Wet  feed  soon  fer- 
ments and  may  cause  much  trouble.

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Feeding  moldy,  musty  feed  is  a  short 
cut  to  disaster. 

Educate  Your  Chicks 

Don't  expect  chicks  to  know  where 
feed,  water  and  heat  are  when  you 
move  them  from  a  battery  brooder  to 
a  brooder  house,  or  make  any  other 
radical  change  in  their  environment. 
You  have  to  show  them  where  to  find 
everything.  You  can  reduce  losses 
from  smothering  by  teaching  chicks 
to  roost  as  soon  as  possible.  They'll 
feather  better  and  be  huskier,  besides. 

Round  Off  the  Corners 

Chicks  can't  pile  up  so  readily  when 
they  can't  be  wedged  into  a  corner. 
It's  a  good  plan  to  place  boards,  heavy 
cardboard,  wire  netting  or  metal 
sheets  across  the  corners  of  the  house 
to  avoid  square  corners. 

Be  Sure  Egg  Scales  are  Level 

Better  check  your  egg  scales  at 
once  to  see  they  rest  on  an  absolutely 
level  surface.  They  will  not  weigh 
accurately  if  they  are  not  level.  It's  a 
good  idea  to  test  them  occasionally 
with  known  weights.  You  protect 
yourself  as  well  as  your  customers. 

Stove  Pipe  Suggestions 

Be  sure  the  stove  pipe  fits  snugly 
in  the  hole  in  the  roof  so  water  will 
not  run  down  the  pipe  and  drip  on  the 
chicks.  Metal  fittings  around  the  pipe 
may  be  necessary.  Remember  to  pro- 
tect roof  from  catching  fire.  A  London 
chimney  attached  to  the  stove  pipe  is 
helpful  if  you  have  trouble  with  wind 
blowing  down  the  pipe. 

Using  Galvanized  Containers 

New  galvanized  containers  may  be 
used  for  feeding  milk  if  you  follow 
these  suggestions.  Fill  the  containers 
with  milk  and  set  them  in  a  warm 
place  where  nothing  can  get  at  the 
milk.  Throw  the  milk  away  after  24 
to  48  hours  and  thoroughly  scrub  the 
container,  which  can  then  be  used 
safely. 

Don't  Put  Off  Chick  Buying 

Lots  of  poultrymen  have  not  yet 
ordered  their  chicks,  even  though  they 
know  early  chicks  are  often  most 
profitable.  The  successful  poultryman 
can't  afford  to  delay  in  starting  his 
chicks  or  to  put  this  off  altogether. 
Flock  replacements  are  necessary. 
Last  minute  shopping  doesn't  pay! 

Have  Right  Sized  Hoppers 

Don't  expect  chicks  to  eat  from 
large  hoppers  for  growing  birds  or 
layers.  Nor  is  it  wise  to  try  to  get 
along  with  chick  size  hoppers  until 
the  birds  are  full  grown.  Chicks  will 
get  in  the  big  hoppers,  making  them 
dirty  and  scratching  feed  out.  Grow- 
ing birds  will  waste  too  much  feed 
from  chick  size  hoppers  and  will  fill 
them  with  litter.  You'll  be  ahead  in 
the  long  run  with  hoppers  of  the 
proper  size.

Maryland  poultrymeii  and  their  $15,000,000  annual 
l)U.sine.ss  will  be  the  chief  beneficiaries  of  the  new 
$250,000  research  plant  including  a  four-story  build- 
ing on  the  campus  and  an  extensive  research  farm 
nearby  at  the  University  of  Maryland  which  has 
just  recently  been  occupied  by  the  poultrj-  de- 
partment. 

The  new  four-story  brick  structure,  Georgian- 
Colonial  in  design,  is  one  of  seven  new  buildings 
being  constructed  under  the  university's  $2,500,000 
construction  program  and  contains  offices  for  the 
poultry  department  staff,  class  rooms,  teaching  and 
research  laboratories,  poultry  library,  wax  dressing 
plant,  facilities  for  conducting  egg  and  poultry  cold 
storage  studies,  egg  and  poultry  grading  rooms, 
physiological,  breeding  and  nutrition  laboratories 
and  equipment  where  large  numbers  of  chicks, 
growing  birds,  and  adults  may  be  kept  imder  con- 
trolled,  experimental   conditioTis.

(4)  Improvement 
of  the  quality  of  poultry  products.  (5)  Studies  re- 
garding the  influence  of  light,  endocrine  gland  pro- 
ducts, nutrition,  management  and  breeding  upon 
the  physiology  of  egg  production.

Connecticut  in  the  last  5  years  have 
been  of  these  types.  The  cost  of 
building  such  a  house  in  Connecticut 
has  averaged  $400  a  pen  in  the  24  by 
24  house,  or  about  $2.50  per  bird. 

"The  smaller  house  you  build,"  he 
said,  "the  better  you  must  insulate  it 
because  of  the  greater  amount  of  wall 
space.  To  build  a  good  poultry  house, 
you  can't  afford  to  do  without  insu- 
lation." 

Double  thickness  of  insulating  ma- 
terial was  found  necessary  for  satis- 
factory results  in  the  Storrs  Laying 
Test  houses  because  of  the  small  size 
of  each  house. 

Jones  urged  Pennsylvania  poultry- 
men  to  get  away  from  the  custom  of 
building  poultry  houses  on  posts,  and 
to  use  concrete  foundations  if  at  all 
possible.  He  suggested  trying  to  keep 
at  least  a  difference  of  20  to  25  de- 
grees between  inside  and  outside 
temperatures.  The  greater  the  differ- 
ence in  interior  and  e.xterior  tem- 
peratures, the  faster  the  air  will  move, 
the  more  complete  circulation  you 
will  get  in  the  house,  and  usually  the 
cleaner  the  air  will  be,  Jones  declared. 

Respiratory  Diseases  Studied 

H.  O.  Stuart,  head  of  the  poultry 
department  at  Rhode  Island  State 
College,  discussed  in  detail  such  re- 
spiratory diseases  as  coryza,  bron- 
chitis, laryngotracheitis  and  fowl  po.x. 
Arriving  at  a  correct  diagnosis  of 
poultry  disease  is  of  extreme  import- 
ance, Stuart  advised.  He  further 
stressed  the  necessity  of  getting  the 
proper  diagnosis  as  soon  as  possible 
in  order  that  no  time  is  wasted  in 
controlling  the  outbreak.  He  urged 
keeping  young  and  old  stock  not  only 
in  separate  pens,  but  in  separate  houses 
as  a  means  of  preventing  disea.se.

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Wampler,  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  told 
Pennsylvania  turkey  growers.  In  dis- 
cussing the  future  of  the  turkey  in- 
dustry, Wampler  called  for  support 
of  the  National  Turkey  Federation  of 
which  he  is  president.  He  also  urged 
growers  to  do  a  better  job  in  raising 
a  smaller  number  of  turkeys  during 
1940,  and  emphasized  the  folly  of 
over-production.  He  suggested  further 
raising  of  smaller  size  turkeys  to 
meet  consumer  demand. 

White  Relates  His  Experiences 
P.  S.  White,  commercial  egg  pro- 
ducer of  Wooster,  Ohio,  and  author  of 
"Diary  of  a  Poultryman,"  gave  his 
listeners  many  helpful  ideas  and 
thoughts  to  take  home.  He  related 
numerous  experiences  he  has  had  as 
an  egg  farmer,  giving  an  accurate 
picture  of  some  obstacles  the  every- 
day poultryman  has  to  face  and  over- 
come. 

"You  must  base  your  poultry  profits 
on  a  10-year  average,"  White  said. 
"Your  success  or  failure  can't  be  de- 
termined on  the  profits  made  during 
one  or  two  seasons."  He  said  that 
folks  who  hop  in  and  out  of  the 
poultry  business  are  those  most  easily 
discouraged  by  the  absence  of  that 
"ro.sy"  condition  they  expected  to  find. 

Grau  Describes  Good  Ranges 
Types  of  satisfactory  poultry  ranges 
and  methods  of  establishing  them 
were  described  by  F.  V.  Grau,  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  agronomy 
specialist.  Colored  photos  were  used 
to  illustrate  special  features  of  his 
talk.  Grau  stated  that  a  good  dairy 
pasture  generally  makes  an  ideal 
poultry  range,  as  the  sod  keeps  birds 
off  the  bare  ground  and  dries  out 
readily.  Various  methods  for  improv- 
ing old  ranges,  with  recommendations 
for  proper  seeding,  were  presented. 
Applying  commercial  fertilizer  every 
other    year   and    clipping    the    range

"Vitamins  on  Parade" 

A  new  sound  motion  picture  in 
color,  made  cooperatively  by  Allieci 
Mills  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
showing  chick  nutritional  disorders 
and  their  control,  was  presented.  For 
the  first  time,  such  vitamins  as  A,  B,, 
and  G  were  pictured  as  seen  under 
the  microscope. 

Among  the  disorders  included  in 
this  picture  were  chick  pellagra;  vita- 
min Bt  deficiency,  causing  flat  feet  in 
chicks;  crazy  chick  disease;  gizzard 
erosion;  lack  of  vitamin  K,  preventing 
blood  from  clotting;  vitamin  D  de- 
ficiency, causing  rickets;  and  perosis, 
resulting  in  slipped  tendons.

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Tells  Sex  of  New  Breed 
by  Down  Color  of  Chicks 

A  new  breed  of  chickens,  whose 
sex  can  be  determined  as  soon  as 
the  chicks  arc  hatched,  has  been 
developed  by  R.  George  Jaap  at 
Oklahoma  A.  and  M.  College.  The 
down  of  the  male  chicks  is  light 
colored,  while  that  of  the  female 
chicks  is  dark  colored.

Jaap  claims 
that  many  individuals  in  the  breed 
have  proved  to  be  good  egg  pro- 
ducers, as  well  as  having  a  good  meat 
body  shape. 

White  Rocks  and  Rhode  Island 
Reds  are  the  breeds  from  which  this 
new  auto-sexed  breed  was  produced. 
Sexing  day-old  "Oklabar"  chicks  by 
down  color  has  proved  to  be  100  per 
cent  accurate.

Hoiv  Jim  Warren 
Broods  30,000  Chicks 

[Continued   from  page   6] 

Stove.  The  tar  paper  lining  prevents 
drafts  and  is  an  aid  in  keeping  the 
temperature  uniform. 

Warren  starts  his  stoves  at  90  de- 
grees at  the  edge  of  the  hover  and  2 
inches  above  the  floor.  He  has  no  fixed 
rule  about  lowering  the  temperature. 
He  watches  the  chicks  as  they  bed 
down  at  night.  Their  formation  tells 
him  when  they  can  do  with  less  heat 
and  when  they  need  more. 

At  first,  the  chicks  are  fed  on  paper 
in  small  hoppers.  After  a  week  or 
ten  days,  the  paper  is  replaced  with  a 
good  commercial  litter.  This  litter  is 
changed  every  five  to  seven  days.  The 
chicks  are  given  luke  warm  water  to 
drink  the  first  couple  days.  A  regular 
commercial  starting  mash  is  used  and 
the  instructions  of  the  manufacturer 
are  followed  closely. 

All-Night  Lights 

Jim  Warren  uses  a  5  or  10- Watt 
lamp  in  each  brooder  room  and  burns 
it  all  night.  This  light  helps  the  chicks 
to  find  the  heat.  It  does  not  cause 
added  eating  or  drinking.  And  it  over- 
comes the  trouble  caused  by  red  spots 
on  the  stove.  For  example,  chicks  are 
quickly  attracted  to  the  point  where 
the  spot  appears.  This  not  only  means 
crowding,  but  it  al.so  upsets  the  per- 
fect circle  needed  for  uniform  growth. 
When  the  spot  cools  the  chicks  may 
be  too  far  away  from  the  heat  and 
may  not  find  their  way  back.  An  even 
distribution  of  light  helps  to  keep 
them  in  their  proper  place. 

Warren  pointed  out  to  me  that  a  lot 
of  folks  have  the  idea  all-night  lights 
are  responsible  for  crooked  toes  or  at 
least  aggravate  the  condition.  But  his 
experience,  over  a  period  of  years, 
would  seem  definitely  to  disprove  this 
theory. 

Avoids  Temperature  Extremes 

Warren  had  crooked  or  curly  toes 
to  contend  with  early  in  his  brooding 
experience.  By  testing  chicks  in  bat- 
teries against  the  chicks  brooded  on 
the  floor,  he  found  extremes  in  tem- 
perature were  causing  the  trouble. 
This  is  what  happened.  His  attendant

entering  the  brooder  house  and  find- 
ing the  atmosphere  a  bit  close  would 
rush  to  the  windows  and  open  them 
wide.  Of  i^"  the  reverse  was  true,  he 
would  close  them  tight.  In  some  cases 
this  became  a  regular  morning  and 
evening  routine.  Open  the  windows  in 
the  morning  and  close  them  at  night. 
The  result  was  a  cool  floor  by  day 
and  an  extremely  warm  floor  by 
night. 

Now  the  battery  chicks  raised  off 
the  floor  escaped  with  very  few  cases 
of  curly  toes.  But  those  on  the  floor, 
bearing  the  brunt  of  two  extremes, 
developed  a  lot  of  crooked  toes. 

Another  factor  which  led  Warren 
to  his  present  conclusions  regarding 
this  common  chick  ailment  was  the 
absence  of  the  curly  or  crooked  toes 
on  chicks  brooded  in  the  late  spring 
when  ventilation  is  not  a  problem. 
What  did  he  do?  He  had  his  men 
check  those  brooder  rooms  at  regular 
intervals.  The  windows  were  opened 
gradually,  a  little  at  a  time  on  each 
visit  until  about  mid-afternoon,  when 
he  had  them  as  wide  open  as  he 
wanted  them.  Then  they  were  closed 
in  the  same  series  of  steps.  Adopting 
this  method  as  standard  practice, 
Warren  eliminated  the  disturbing 
crooked  or  curly  toe  problem  and  con- 
tinued to  use  all-night  lights  with 
beneficial  results. 

To  Range  at  5  to  9  Weeks 

Jim  Warren  likes  to  place  his  chicks 
^  on  range  at  5  to  9  weeks  of  age,  de- 
pending on  the  season  of  the  year. 
His  portable  shelters  are  wire  mesh 
enclosed  and  equipped  with  wire 
floors.  They  measure  7  feet  by  9  feet. 
Each  shelter  has  a  wire  partition 
through  the  center  dividing  it  into  two 
pens  of  7  feet  by  4 '2  feet  respectively. 

One  hundred  chicks  are  placed  in 
each  side  of  the  shelter.  For  the  first 
few  weeks,  portable  runs  are  set  up 
in  front  of  the  shelters,  keeping  the 
chicks  separated  in  the  same  manner 
as  they*  are  in  their  compartments. 
These  runs  train  the  chicks  to  return 
to  their  proper  pens  and  are  removed 
as  soon  as  the  training  period  has 
been  completed.  The  runs  are  all 
standard  size  and  may  be  moved  from 
shelter  to  shelter  as  the  need  appears. 

In  cold  weather  one  or  two  thick- 
nesses of  feed  bags  are  fastened  to  the 
four  wire  enclosed  sides  of  the  shel- 
ters to  protect  the  chicks. 

After  the  cockerels  have  been  sold 
as  broilers,  it  leaves  from  45  to  50 
pullets  in  each  compartment  which 
gives  them  plenty  of  room  for  proper 
growth  until  they  are  ready  to  be 
housed.

Doors  of  Poultry  Houses 
*  Should  Be  Wide  Enough 

When  planning  the  doors  for  your 
brooder  houses  as  well  as  your  laying 
houses,  make  the  doors  wide  enough 
so  that  the  average  size  chicken 
crate  will  pass  through,  with  out 
having  to  tip  it  to  one  side. 

It  will  make  it  more  convenient 
later  on  when  the  birds  are  ready  to 
be  moved  or  sold. 

The  width  of  the  average  size 
chicken  crate  or  shipping  coop  is  24 
inches. 

I  have  been  buying  chickens  for 
some  time,  and  the  majority  of  the 
houses  have  this  fault.  Tipping  of  the 
coops  when  full  of  chickens  is  both 
inconvenient  and  many  times  has  its 
ill  effect  on  the  birds. 

Although  it  is  not  a  good  policy  to 
take  the  coops  used  by  chicken  buyers 
inside  of  the  houses,  many  of  the 
farmers  insist  on  the  buyer  doing 
so. — Emerson  Whitehead,  Pa.

Chickens  Cause  Few 
Diseases  in  Other  Stock 

Birds  are  subjected  to  diseases 
caused  by  viruses,  bacteria,  fungi, 
protozoa,  nutritional  deficiencies  and 
various  external  and  internal  para- 
sites, according  to  F.  R,  Beaudette, 
poultry  pathologist  at  New  Jersey 
Experiment  Station.  These  diseases 
are  as  numerous  and  as  complicated 
as  are  diseases  of  any  other  species  of 
animal  or  man,  and,  for  that  reason, 
their  solution  is  equally  as  difficult.  In 
fact,  Beaudette  says,  there  exists  in 
chickens  a  disease  to  parallel  almost 
any  disease  in  any  other  animal. 

Chickens,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
the  least  source  of  infection  for  other 
animals  or  for  man  among  all  of  the 
food  producing  animals,  Beaudette 
claims.  Moreover,  an  egg  from  a 
healthy  hen  is  bacteria-free,  which 
makes  it  the  only  food  of  animal 
origin  of  that  nature. 


Protect  the  Egg  Cases 

Egg  cases  should  be  kept  in  a  cool, 
moist  room,  but  should  never  become 
so  damp  that  they  acquire  a  musty 
odor  and  molds  will  grow  on  them 
readily.  A  simple  way  recommended 
by  the  Wooster,  Ohio,  Egg  Auction, 
for  keeping  the  bottoms  and  sides  of 
egg  cases  from  becoming  soaked  when 
moisture  is  applied  to  the  egg  room 
floor  is  to  keep  all  cases  on  a  -slatted 
platform  at  least  18  inches  high.

Even  though  the  temperature  is 
lower  in  the  winter  than  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  there  is  less  chance  for  eggs 
to  become  too  warm  during  the  hold- 
ing period,  proper  holding  conditions 
must  be  maintained  to  preserve  high 
original  egg  quality. 

A  good  egg  room  should  be  well 
ventilated  at  all  times,  but  cross 
drafts  should  be  avoided.  There 
should  be  at  least  one  window  near 
the  ceiling  for  ventilation,  according 
to  H.  E.  Botsford,  poultry  specialist 
at  Cornell  University. 

In  winter,  as  well  as  in  summer, 
the  egg  room  should  be  fairly  moist. 
Humidity  should  be  75  per  cent  or 
above.  Temperature  of  the  room 
should  be  from  35  degrees  to  55  de- 
grees.   —

To  eliminate  so  far  as 
possible  the  possibility  of  the  flesh 
having  an  undesirable  flavor,  fishy  or 
■  ^  otherwise,  three  precautions  should  be 
^J*"^  taken:  (1)  Eliminate  all  fish  products 
at  least  2  weeks  before  the  chickens 
are  to  be  killed,  (2)  do  not  feed  diets 
that  contain  rancid  feedstuffs,  and 
(3)  withhold  all  feed  from  the 
chickens  12  to  16  hours  before  killing 
them. 

Skin  Color  Affected 
The  color  of  the  skin  and  flesh  of 
chickens  is  primarily  a  breed  char- 
acteristic, but  it  may  be  affected  to 
some  extent  by  the  feed,  Titus  con- 
tinues. If  large  quantities  of  yellow 
corn,  corn-gluten  meal,  or  alfalfa 
products  are  fed,  there  is  a  tendency 
for  the  skin  and  some  of  the  fat 
immediately  under  the  skin  to  be- 
come yellow.  On  some  markets  a 
preference  is  shown  for  chickens  with 
yellow  skin,  but  when  it  is  desired  to 
have  the  skin  of  the  chickens  as  light 
in  color  as  possible,  yellow  corn  and 
green  feed  should  be  fed  sparingly. 

For  Light  Yolks — Confine  Birds 
In  general,  the  color  of  the  yolks 
of  eggs  may  be  controlled  easily  by 
feeding.  If  very  light-colored  yolks 
are  desired,  keep  the  chickens  con- 
fined in  the  laying  house  or  in  bare 
yards  and  feed  on  a  diet  that  contains 
little  or  no  yellow  corn  and  but  little 
alfalfa  or  alfalfa-leaf  meal.  The 
richer  shades  of  yellow  may  be  ob- 
m^  tained  by  feeding  diets  in  which  the 
chief  cereal  grain  is  yellow  corn  and 
in  which  there  is  5  to  10  per  cent  of 
alfalfa  products.  Deep  orange-red 
yolks  may  be  obtained  by  feeding  0.5 
to  2  per  cent  of  ground  pimiento  pep- 
per or  chili  pepper.  Cull  peppers 
should  be  used  because  of  their  rela- 
tive cheapness.  An  excessive  intake  of 
fresh  green  feed  or  green  growing 
gra.ss  tends  to  cau.se  a  green-yellow 
or  red-yellow  color.  If  such  eggs  are 
placed  in  cold  storage,  a  condition 
called  grass  rot  may  develop. 

Cottonseed  meal  should  not  be  used 
in  feeding  laying  stock,  if  the  eggs  are 
to  be  marketed.  This  product  tends 
to  cause  the  yolks  to  have  a  mottled 
appearance  and  to  acquire  an  unde- 
sirable dark  color  when  the  eggs  are 
kept  in  cold  storage  for  a  few  months. 
Some  weeds  of  the  same  botanical 
family  as  the  cotton  plant,  such  as 
the  common  mallow,  have  a  similar 
effect  on  yolk  color  and  at  times  may 
cause  the  whites  of  the  eggs  to  have 
a  pink  tint.

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VENTILATION 

Poor  ventilation  can 
cause  a  lot  of  trouble  in 
poultry  flocks.  Colds  that 
hang  on  and  low  egg  pro- 
duction can  be  the  result 
of  bad  ventilation. 

Two  systems  of  poultry 
house  ventilation — the  re- 
stricted front  and  the  ex- 
tended flue — are  described 
in  detail  with  the  aid  of 
diagrams  showing  just 
how  the  air  currents 
move.

February  A^ain 

February,  the  month  of  national  birth- 
days and  old  St.  Valentine  right  in  the 
midst,  brings  a  round  of  celeVirations  each 
with  it.s  own  style  of  <lecoration  and  en- 
tertainment. Persons  fortunate  enough  to 
have  seen  "Mr.  Smith  Goes  to  Washing- 
ton," find  memories  of  Lincoln  stepped  up 
somewhat  as  to  this  great  statesman's 
ti>wering  principals  and  the  historical 
setting  of  his  day. 

As  for  Washington,  isn't  it  grand  he  did 
not  cut  all  of  the  cherry  trees  down'.' 
t'herry  pie  runs  a  close  seconil  to  the 
most  famous  of  all  pies — the  apple.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  cherry  pie  recipe  as  delicious 
as  it  sounds.  I'sing  minute  tapioca  lessens 
the  strong,  cherry  flavor  and  gives  a  nice 
cutting  (|uality.  If  the  whipped  <ream  does 
not  quite  completely  cover  the  pie  center, 
there  will  be  a  ne.it  i)oint  on  each  piece  of 
pie.  Serve  thoroughly  chilled. 

Cinnamon  Cherry  Pie 

Drain  juice  from  2V2  cups  canned  red 
sour  cherries :  combine  %  cup  sugar,  Vi 
teaspoon  salt,  2*i  tablespoons  minutes 
tapifM-a  and  '^  teaspoon  cinnamon,  adding 
the  mixture  to  the  juice.  After  standing 
for  15  minutes  or  more,  place  over  fire 
and  bring  to  boil,  stirring  constantly.  Re- 
move from  heat,  add  2  tablespoons  butter 
or  substitute,  stirring  occasionally  until 
cooled.  Add  cherries,  pour  into  pie  shell 
and  top  with  either  whipped  cream  or 
regular  egg  meringue  which  must  be 
placed  under  the  broiler  to  brown  the 
peaks   before   chilling   for  serving. 

Chicken-Potato   Puff 

Leftover  recipes  are  legion,  but  here  is 
one  that  tastes  like  the  first  cooking. 
When  served  with  a  salad  and  a  platter 
of  cookies,  your  next  meal  will  be  com- 
plete. 

In  pniporti«)n  of  ?,  cui>s  hot  mashed  po- 
tatoes to  each  cup  of  chopiH-d  cold  chicken, 
this  makes  a  delicious  cas.serole  dish.  Beat 
the  potatoes  with  a  tablespoon  of  horse- 
radish, the  usual  cream  for  thinning  and 
seasoning.  P'old  in  the  chopped  chicken, 
nil  into  the  ca.sserole,  .scatter  chunks  of 
butter  over  the  top,  finish  with  a  generous 
sprinklitig  of  paprika  over  all.  Hake  for  a 
half  hour  in  a  hot  oven.  Serve  hot  chicken 
gravy  with  this. 

Hook  and  Needle 

The  "pick  up"  hook  and  needle  work 
sums  up  quite  a  volume  at  the  end  of  the 
year   and    just    now    we    are    looking   for

As  a  hobby,  afghans  are  all  ab.sorbing 
and  on  account  of  their  cost  will  be  a 
limited  one.  Ka<ti  is  a  history  in  itself 
when  the  desigru-r  uses  her  own  imagina- 
tion into  the  pattern.  Thrown  across  the 
corner  of  a  liig  comfortable  chair,  or  the

After 
re-dipi)ing  the  towel  several  times  with  a 
half  hour  between  for  steaming,  pull  into 
I  lie  desired  finished  shape  and  size  and 
pin  closely.  .\ow  another  round  with  the 
towel  and  then  remove  and  let  it  stay 
fastened  over  night.  When  you  take  a  look 
next  morning,  you  will  be  amazed  at  the 
lovely  sheen  and  nice  i)ressing  without  an 
iron  or  much  work.

responsible  for  many  omi>haIitis  cases. 
The.se  germs  were  found  chiefly  in  the  yolk 
sac.  It  is  c-oncluded  that  the  egp  itself 
iniisi  be  suspected  as  oiu-  of  the  causes 
of  navel   infection.

Kyp  rolor,  death  rate  and  production  is 
the  title  of  a  pajxr  by  Dr.  .J.  1!.  van  der 
Meulen,  in  the  Hollandish  Landbouwkun- 
diK  TJKdschrift  (Vol.  .")(»,  :]S.  S(iS).  Investi- 
gatiiiK  406  Leghorns  of  two  different 
strains,  he  reports  that  livability  and  pro- 
duction are  lower  among  hens  with  ab- 
normal color  of  eyes  or  shape  of  i)ui)ils. 
One  normal  and  one  abnormal  eye  in  the 
same  bird  lowers  production  almost  as 
much  as  two  abnormal  eyes,  but  has  less 
influence  on  death  rate.  Eye  color  has  no 
effect  on  feed  consumption.  Future  aver- 
age |)roduction  may  be  increased  and 
death  rate  decreased  by  the  removal  of 
all  birds  with  eye  abnormalities. 

•  •         • 

Hen  <-a|fes  yielded  virtually  identical 
results  as  comparable  flocks  kept  in  con- 
finement, on  a  wood,  litter-covered  floor. 
.1.  neiinett  of  the  British  National  Insti- 
tute of  Poultry  Industry  records  the 
gross  results  of  this  trial  in  the  Harper 
-Vdams  Utility  Poultry  Journal  (Vol.  24. 
Kl). 

The  average  production  during  the  test 
period  of  4S  weeks  was  202  eggs  in  the 
batteries.  196  eggs  on  the  floor.  The  death 
rate  was  21  and  23  per  cent,  respectively. 
♦  'ontraiy  to  most  observations,  the  birds 
in  latteries  consumed  slightly  more  feed. 
.Slowly  maturing  birds  came  into  produc- 
tion more  quickly  in  batteries.

I'liickness  of  ears  shell  decrea.sed  very 
strikingly  at  high  tem|)eratures,  in  tests 
conducted  by  D.  C.  Warren  and  R.  L. 
.Schnepel  of  the  Kan.sas  State  College 
(Pltry.  .Science,  40,  Vol.  10,  1).  High 
humidity  tended  to  emphasize  the  unfavor- 
al)le  effect  of  temperature  on  shell  thick- 
ness. When  the  temperature  was  raised 
from  60  to  9.j  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  birds 
consumed   26  per  cent  le.ss  feed.

Relation     of     a^e     to     production     was 

studied  by  T.  B.  Clark  of  the  W.  Va.  Expt. 
Station  (P.  Science,  40,  Vol.  19,  1),  on  a 
flock  of  White  Leghorns  over  a  period  of 
10  years.  Egg  production  declined  on  the 
average  rate  of  19  per  cent  each  year  as 
compared  to  the  preceding  year. 

Egg  weight  was  greater  during  the 
second  an<l  third  years  than  during  the 
first  year.  With  the  fourth  year  egg  weight 
tended  to  decrease.  No  relationship  was 
found  between  length  of  life  and  first- 
year  production  or  change  in  percentage 
production  from  first  to  second  year. 

•  •         * 

Artillcial  light  for  breeding  Hocks,  and 
its  effect  on  health  and  performance  of 
the  progeny  has  been  the  subject  of  an 
exhaustive  study  by  O.  Bartsch.  editor  of 
the  (lerman  Archive  of  Poultry  Science. 
He  concludes  (Vol.  l.*?,  Xos.  10-11,  39,  of 
the  before  mentioned  publication)  that  the 
use  of  lights  had  no  influence  upon  hatch- 
ability,  upon  health  of  the  chicks  produced 
nor  upon  their  production  as  pullets  or 
yt-arlings. 

The  lighted  groups  tended  to  produce 
eggs  of  somewhat  lower  fertility.  In  the 
absence  of  the  neces.sary  detailed  statistics, 
it  is  impossible  to  state  whether  this  re- 
duction in  average  fertility  of  4  per  cent 
as  compared   with   the  unlighted  flocks   is 


of  experimental  significance.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  highest  death  rate 
during   the   iiullet    year  amounted   to   only 

9.4  per  cent. 

•         *         * 

Kactctrs  affecting  poultry  iiroHts  were 
analyzed  by  A.  .1.  Cagle  of  the  Washing- 
ton .State  College,  Pullman,  Washington. 
(Poultry  Pointers,  Ext.  Bui.  No.  31). 
Labor  income  was  81  cents  per  bird,  when 
based  upon  average  number  of  birds  ;  63 
cents  wlien  liased  on  starting  nutnber.  The 
term  labor  income  represents  the  return 
for  labor  after  all  expen.ses,  including 
intertst  on  in\estment,  have  been  de- 
ducted. The  !(•  most  profitable  flocks  had 
a  labor  income  of  $1.56  per  bird,  while 
the  10  least  profitable  ones  had  a  labor 
income   loss  of  Id  cents. 

Force  molted  hens,  repre.»<ented  by  13 
of  the  110  flocks  studied,  yielded  $1.16 
labor  income  per  bird,  as  compared  with 
77   cents   for  the   flocks   not   force-molted. 

Profits  decreased,  step  by  step,  as  death 
rate  increased. 

The  most  efllcient  operators  spent  only 
1.8  hours  per  bird  per  year,  and  obtained 
a  return  of  100  eggs  \wx  hour;  the  least 
successful  operators  spent  9.4  hours  per 
hen  or  20  eggs  per  hour.  Expressed  an- 
other way,  "if  the  most  successful  op- 
erators were  to  put  in  3,000  hours  per 
year,  they  could  take  care  of  169r>  hens, 
while  the  least  efficient  operator  could 
take  care  of  only  320  hens." 

".\nother  interesting  fact  was  that  the 
extra  expenditure  of  time  per  bird  by  the 
least  efllcient  group  «lid  not  result  in  any 
materially    higher   lay   per   bir<l."  ^^f 

Limiting  feed  ronRumptinn  reduces  eg^ 
production.  This  statement  is  not  likely  to 
invite  any  argument,  yet  in  practice  there 
are  still  too  many  cases  when-  the  wisdom 
of  inducing  the  flock  to  eat  as  much  as 
possible  is  not  always  heeded.  There  is 
very  little  factual  evidence  on  the  effect 
of  fee«l    intake  upon  itro<luction. 

B.  W.  Heywang  of  the  U.S.D.A.  (Poultry 
Science  40,  Vol.  19,  1)  found  that  reducing 
the  feed  intake  by  12..'i  and  2.")  per  cent, 
respectively,  cut  down  production  by  31 
and  .">4  per  cent,  respectively.  In  another 
series  of  tests,  such  feed  re.strictions 
lowered  production  34  and  53  per  cent, 
respectively.  HestricMng  the  amount  of 
feed  consumed  had  no  demonstrable  in- 
fluence on  weight  of  egg  or  body.

Think  of  Your  Fencing  Needs 

Putting  chicks  on  a  now  range 
this  year?  Then  don't  overlook  the 
wire  fence  and  posts  you  will  need. 
Have  them  ready  to  set  as  soon  as 
the  ground  is  soft  enough.  You  might 
consider  getting  ready-made  gates, 
too. 

How  About  Range  Shelters? 

Now's  the  time  to  think  about 
your  summer  range  shelters.  Are  the 
old  ones  in  good  shape?  Better  check 
them.  Thoy  may  need  a  now  runner 
or  floor  or  roof.  Don't  delay  in  build- 
ing new  shelters  if  they  are  needed. 
Work  piles  up  fast  later  on  in  the 
.season. 

Start  More  Than  One  Brood 

Spacing  chick  starting  dates  at  least 
10  to  12  weeks  apart  and  starting 
chicks  at  two  or  more  times  during 
the  year  make  for  economical  man- 
agement. Then  you  can  use  equip- 
ment to  full  extent.  Besides,  you  can 
get  more  even  egg  production  and 
can  keep  the  laying  house  running 
more  nearly  to  capacity.  Also,  you 
will  distribute  the  labor  load  over  a 
longer  period. 

Handle  Fires  Carefully 

Burn  only  a  high  quality  fuel  in 
your  brooder  stove.  Don't  ever  start 
a  fresh  fire  at  night  and  then  go  away 
and  leave  it— especially  if  it's  windy! 
If  you  are  burning  coal  or  wood  in 
the  stove,  don't  shake  the  fire  too 
much  just  before  going  to  bed.  See 
that  there  is  a  good  bed  of  coals. 

Allow  Enough  Feeder  Space

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Results  Decide 
Feed  Value 


As  in  the  pur- 
chase of  chicks, 
the  value  of  a 
poultry  feed  is  not  determined  by  the 
initial  price,  but  by  the  results  which 
are  obtained.  In  Delaware,  the  exten- 
sion workers  in  a  survey  of  the  broiler 
industry  uncovered  some  interesting 
facts  about  feed  costs  in  relation  to 
returns. 

Among  the  17  brands  of  feed  used- 
the  highest  priced  feed  produced 
broilers  at  a  cost  of  13.3  cents  per 
pound  compared  with  an  average  cost 
of  14.5  cents  per  pound  for  all  feeds 
represented  in  the  survey.  This  oc- 
curred because  the  highest  price  feed 
produced  a  pound  of  broiler  for  3.3 
pounds  of  feed,  while  the  average  was 
4.1  pounds  of  feed  per  pound  of 
broiler. 

The  number  of  flocks  represented  in 
the  survey  was  large  enough  that  these 
results  are  quite  conclusive.  It  doesn't 
neces.sarily  follow,  however,  that  the 
best  feed  is  always  the  highest  in 
price,  but  the  best  feed  is  not  likely 
to  be  the  lowest  in  price. 

Any  poultryman  whose  main  inter- 
est is  in  the  price  tag  when  he  buys 
feed  is  likely  to  be  short-changing 
himself.  What  that  feed  will  do  for 
him  is  what  counts.

When  vou  have  troubles  in  brooding,  do  you 
"jump  on  the  neck"  of  the  feed  man  or  the 
hatchervman  who  sold  you  your  chicks?  Ten 
chances  to  one,  neither  the  chicks  nor  the 
feed  is  at  fault.  The  serviceman  of  a  large 
eastern  hatchery  relates  some  of  the  things 
he  found  when  called  out  to  assist  poultry 
raisers  having  brooding  difficulties.  His 
observations  emphasize  the  importance  of 
watching     every     little     detail.  -  EDITOR.

Little   wonder  that  her   chicks   were  o%'erheated. 


AN  urgent  call  from  a  large-scale 
broiler  raiser  found  me  arriving 
at  the  farm  after  dark.  "The 
chicks,"  he  had  said,  "are  dying  like 
flies,  and  are  the  runtiest  lot  at  4 
weeks  I  have  ever  raised." 

One  glance  at  the  brooding  condi- 
tions solved  the  problem — 2.000  chicks 
under  two  stoves;  two  night  lights 
(one  of  which  was  burned  out)  with 
the  majority  of  the  chicks  attempting 
to  crowd  under  the  stove  nearest  the 
good  light. 

It  was  a  pitiful  sight.  He  had  been 
correct  in  his  description  of  the  chicks 
at  that  stage.  But  the  worst  was  yet 
to  come — it  did  come — all  the  result 
of  his  attempting  to  save  a  few  dollars 
worth  of  coal. 

MRS.  E.  J.  M.  called  recently.  She 
had  started  with  1,000  chicks  and  at  6 
weeks  had  only  about  300  remaining. 
Shrugging  her  broad  shoulders  in  a 
resigned  manner,  she  concluded  that 
they  had  come  from  weak  stock.  A 
visit  to  the  brooder  house  revealed 
about  300  nicely  developed  broilers—^ 
but  many  of  them  gasping  for  breath. 
A  closer  study  showed  some  few  spots 
where  bloody  mucus  had  been  dis- 
charged. No,  this  was  not  a  case  of 
young  stock  from  weak  parents,  but 
her  first  case  of  and  initiation  to  in- 
fectious laryngotracheitis. 

As  the  poultry  population  in- 
creases, so  does  the  number  of 
new  diseases.  The  first  few  out- 
breaks of  a  new  poultry  disorder 
are  usually  confused  with  some 
other  disease.  However,  it  does 
not  take  the  qualified  state  or 
commercial  laboratory  long  to 
determine  the  cause. 


MANY  an  enthusiastic  salesman 
forgets  to  advise  his  client  that  there 
are  some  certain  common  practices 
that  will  have  to  be  changed  before 
his  particular  product  will  produce 
its  best  results. 

Mr.  D.  had  lost  too  many  chicks, 
commencing  the  second  day.  Every- 
thing was  well-nigh  perfect,  and  no 
changes  had  been  made  in  his  usual 
sound  and  successful  program.  The 
only  trouble  was  that  Salesman  X 
had  not  told  Mr.  D.  that  the  feed  and 
water  containers  should  be  placed 
near  or  partially  under  the  hover 
when  using  an  electric  brooder,  and 
that  frequently,  the  difference  in 
temperature  between  the  room  and 
under  the  hover  was  so  great   that 


He  tried  to  save  labor  by  putting  the

even  the  hungriest  chicks  could  hardly 
be  coaxed  out  to  eat. 

The  newcomer— yes,  and  the  old- 
ster-should call  in  the  college  or  feed 
serviceman  at  the  first  signs  of  any 
abnormal  mortality  or  condition.  He 
should  send  specimens  to  his  state 
college  laboratory  for  unbiased  post- 
mortem examination  and  diagnosis. 
Don't  try  some  trick  remedy  or  cure- 
all  that  Aunt  Lucy  used,  for  it  fre- 
quently aggravates  rather  than  aids. 

MR.  R.'s  first  outbreak  of  epidemic 
tremor  was  a  striking  example.  When 
the  chicks  at  18  days  first  showed 
signs  of  weak  legs,  he  thought  it  was 
leg  weakness,  caused  by  a  lack  of 
vitamin  D.  His  feed  salesman  brought 
samples  of  typically  affected  chicks  to 
his  laboratory.  However,  no  rachitic 
condition  was  found,  nor  were  baby 
chicks  fed  on  a  sample  of  the  same 
feed  similarly  affected. 

Various  treatments  were  tried,  and 
finally  the  chicks  responded.  However, 
the  cause  of  the  mortality  was  not 
determined  for  a  few  months — until  a 
state  laboratory  had  studied  many 
specimens  from  some  few  other 
flocks.  Then  the  sad  news  was  re- 
vealed that  a  new  disease,  epidemic 
tremor,  had  been  discovered. 

A  RECENT  visit  brought  me  to 
the  plant  of  Mr.  H.  B.,  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  county.  Four  pens  of 
chicks  were  doing  fine;  the  fifth 
had  had  too  much  mortality.  Mr.  B. 
concluded  that  these  chicks  came 
from  another  flock  and  were  from 
poor  stock.  The  chicks  in  that  pen 
acted  strangely.  They  were  not 
active  and  huddled  near  the  hover. 
A  good  thermometer  showed  a 
hover  temperature  of  about  70  de- 
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grees — too  cold  for  chicks  of  that  age. 
His  automatic  steam  system  was  not 
carrying  far  enough  down  the  line. 
^^,  Hard  luck?  Yes,  partially,  but  a 
^  factor  that  should  have  been  noticed 
at  the  start.  The  chicks  are  your  best 
thermometer.  Watch  them  closely, 
and  you  cannot  go  far  wrong. 

MRS.  L.  had  been  in  the  business 
for  20  years  and  had  never  had  such 
"common"  chicks.  They  died  like  flies 
Yes,  she  had  used  a  thermometer  and 
had  kept  the  heat  at  95  degrees.  She 
had,  and  if  the  heat  had  gone  down 
to  60  degrees  or  up  to  115  degrees,  it 
still  would  have  registered  95  de- 
grees, for  it  had  broken  at  95  degrees. 
The  chicks  had  been  badly  overheated, 
for  she  had  relied  solely  upon  that 
reading.  It  was  hard  luck  all  right, 
but  also  combined  with  an  element  of 
lack  of  observation. 

LOSSES  from  factors  beyond  one's 
control  merit  sympathy.  Many  years 
of  experience,  however,  demonstrate 
that  the  majority  of  losses  are  avoid- 
able and  are  due  to  downright  stu- 
pidity. 

Visit  with  me  the  flock  where,  to 
save  a  few  dollars,  600  to  1,000  chicks 
are  brooded  under  one  stove.  I  alway.s 
recall  the  statement  of  the  old  hatch- 
eryman  who  remarked,  when  asked 
how  many  chicks  one  could  put  under 
a  brooder  stove,  "As  many  £is  you 
like.  They  will  usually  die  down  to 
^  the  proper  number." 
▼  Overcrowding  (one  form  of  stu- 
pidity) is  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
greatest  mistakes  in  our  present  poul- 
try practices.  Two  or  three  chicks  or 
hens  where  one  should  be  cannot  be 
expected  to  perform  up  to  their  in- 
herited capacity.  Incidentally,  over- 
crowded poultry  conditions  tend  to 
encourage  and  hasten  many  of  our 
present-day  diseases  due  to  dampness, 
lowered  resistance,  etc. 

R.  E.,  knowing  that  Epsom  Salts 
in  the  water  was  being  recommended 
for  coccidiosis  prevention,  decided  to 
save  labor.  He  put  the  dry  salts  in  the 
mash.  However,  he  did  not  measure

Suggestions  for  Inxproving  Old  Ranges 
As  Well  As  Establishing  Neu'  Ones

POULTRYMEN  are  learning  that 
pullets  raised  on  good  sod  range 
are  healthier  and  more  capable 
of  becoming  strong  layers  which  mean 
profit  to  the  owner.  Mortality  on  good 
range  is  lower  which  means  reduced 
losses  and  greater  net  income.  The 
minerals,  the  vitamins  and  the  caro- 
tene content  of  fresh  green  grass  are 
factors  in  flock  management  that 
cannot  be  overlooked. 

Essentials  of  a  Good   Range 

The  poultry  raiser  who  uses  the 
range  as  an  integral  part  of  his  phy- 
sical plant  demands  that  the  range 
produce  an  abundance  of  green  grass 
throughout  the  season.  More  than 
that,  the  feed  should  be  of  high  qual- 
ity, palatable,  and  rich  in  minerals 
and  food  value.  These  features  com- 
bined with  a  solid  ground  cover  that 


keeps  the  poultry  off  the  ground,  and 
one  that  can  stand  severe  punishment, 
should  meet  the  requirements  of  al- 
most every  poultry  raiser. 

Common  Ranges  Now  in  Use 


Ranges  in  use  at  present 
classed  into  four  groups:  (It 
(2)  Timothy-clover,  (3»  Old 
.sods,     and     <4)     Bluegrass 


There  may  be  others  but  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  improvement 
of  old  ranges,  these  cover  the  field. 

Alfalfa  ranges  meet  the  require- 
ments of  rich  palatable  feed  through- 
out the  season,  but  fail  in  providing  a 
tight  sod  that  covers  the  .soil  and 
stands  punishment.  During  wet 
weather  the  open  spaces  between  the 
alfalfa  plants  become  muddy.  The 
tall-growing  plants  tend  to  lodge  and 
keep  the  soil  from  drying  out.  This 
attracts  snails  and  slugs  which  are 
factors  in  tapeworm  infestations. 

Red  clover  and  timothy-clover 
ranges  are  similar  to  alfalfa  ranges  in 
failing  to  meet  the  requirements.  Old 
timothy  sods  are  better,  but  may  fail 
to    produce    green    feed    during    dry

periods.  They  likewise  do  not  furnish 
a  tough  solid  ground  cover. 

Bluegrass  Range  Popular 

Bluegrass  sods  seem  to  meet  every 
requirement  save  one  that  of  supply- 
ing green  feed  during  drought 
periods.  By  the  proper  combination  of 
gras.ses  and  legumes,  however,  it  is 
(juite  possible  to  obtain  a  sod  that 
meets  all  the  requirements  and  has 
none  of  the  disadvantages. 

Some  of  our  most  successful  poul- 
try raisers  in  the  state  arc  employing 
bluegra.ss  sods  on  their  ranges  with 
excellent  success.  Others  prefer  to 
utilize  their  hay  fields  or  strips,  or 
must  use  them  from  lack  of  choice. 
With  any  type  of  range,  it  is  possible 
to  improve  it  through  proper  fertili- 
zation and  management  methods,  and 
sometimes  by  introducing  a  seed 
mixture  at  the  proper  time. 

The  improvement  of  bluegrass  dairy 
pastures  and  the  preference  of  the 
farm  flock  for  this  type  of  range 
clearly  indicates  its  value.  On  many 
farms  it  is  possible  and  feasible  so  to 
arrange  and  manage  the  pasture  areas 
that  the  flock  is  moved  to  a  new  part 
of  the  pasture  each  year.  This  alter- 
nates the  use  of  the  range  so  that  the 
di.sease  factor  is  reduced  to  a  mini- 
mum. Bluegrass  sods  will  tend  to 
improve  steadily  under  such  a  system. 

Improvement  of  Old   Ranges 

There  is  such  a  close  similarity 
between  bluegrass  stock  pastures  and 
poultry  ranges  that  we  can  apply  the 
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principles  of  the  first  directly  to  the 
improvement  of  the  other.  Regardless 
of  the  condition  of  the  range,  these 
steps  taken  in  order  should  effect 
improvement. 

Bluegrass  and  legumes  grow  best 
in  soils  that  are  well-supplied  with 
lime.  Feed  grown  on  such  soils  will  be 
better  supplied  with  calcium.  The 
soil  should  be  tested  to  determine  the 
requirement,  and  the  full  amount 
called  for  may  be  applied  in  one  ap- 
plication at  any  time  of  the  year, 
preferably  in  the  fall  after  the  birds 
are  housed.  Samples  of  soil  taken  to 
the  county  agent's  office  will  be  tested 
free  of  charge. 

Many  farmers  apply  lime  in  the 
spring  in  advance  of  fertilization  of 
pastures.  This  is  satisfactory  for  the 
poultry  ranges,  particularly  if  it  is 
to  be  followed  by  fertilization. 

Fertilizing  Old  Ranges 

The  basic  need  for  crops  of  all 
kinds,  and  grasslands  in  particular,  is 
phosphorus.  This  is  the  basic  prin- 
ciple of  pasture  and  range  improve- 
ment. Phosphate  applied  to  the  soil 
increases  bacterial  activity  and  tends 
to  reduce  disease  problems.  Crops 
grown  on  phosphated  soils  are  richer 
in  this  important  food  element. 

Old  poultry  ranges  are  generally  so 
well  covered  with  droppings  that  there 
will  be  an  abundance  of  nitrogen  and 
potash  for  the  growth  of  bluegrass 
and  clovers.  Superphosphate  applied 
on  the  surface  once  in  two  years  at 
the  rate  of  500  pounds  to  the  acre 
should  amply  meet  the  needs  of  the 
range.  The  cost  is  low  and  the  bene- 
fits are  great.  Applications  give  best 
results  when  made  in  the  fall  after 
the  birds  are  removed  but  spring  ap- 
plications will  be  satisfactory  if  made 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  frost  i.s 
out  of  the  ground. 

Most  old  ranges  are  sparsely 
covered  with  an  unsatisfactory  type 
of  vegetation  so  that  reseeding  may 


be  necessary  in  order  to  introduce  the 
desired  plants.  This  may  be  done  and 
is  better  done  without  plowing.  Most 
ranges  are  situated  on  slopes  to  get 
the  advantage  of  good  drainage. 
Plowing  these  slopes  may  result  in 
the  loss  of  soil  by  erosion.  Good 
patches  of  seed  may  be  secured  by 
loosening  the  surface  soil  with  a  disc 
or  spring  tooth  harrow,  or  both.  Pre- 
paring the  surface  after  liming  and 
fertilizing  helps  to  incorporate  the 
materials  in  the  soil  and  to  insure  a 
catch  of  seed.  Operations  should  be 
carried  out  on  the  contour  to  avoid 
soil  losses.  The  earlier  it  can  bo 
done  in  the  spring,  the  stronger  will 
be  the  plants  when  the  flock  is 
turned  out. 

The  choice  of  seeds  is  important 
since  it  is  desired  to  have  sod-forming 
plants  that  combine  toughness  with 
palatability.  The  following  mixture  is 
suggested  for  most  Pennsylvania  con- 
ditions for  reseeding  in  the  early 
spring  so  that  the  pullets  may  be 
ranged  at  the  usual  time:

Ryegrass  As  a  Nurse  Grass 

The  ryegrass  comes  on  quickly  and 
acts  as  a  nurse  grass  for  the  slower- 
starting  bluegrasses.  It  is  palatable 
and  nutritious  and  stands  punishment 
well.  Under  ordinary  conditions  it 
should  furnish  range  in  four  to  six 
weeks.  Just  enough  alfalfa  is  included 
so  that  there  will  be  a  scattering  of 
plants,  but  not  enough  to  lodge  or  to 
become  undesirable. 

Seedings  in  the  spring  will  develop 
more  rapidly  if  made  with  a  disc  drill 
or  alfalfa  seeder.  It  is  important  to 
drill  it  in  so  as  to  place  the  small 
seeds  in  contact  with  the  soil  where 
they  will  germinate  quickly.  Broad- 
cast seedings  have  a  greater  chance 
to  be  injured  by  weed  growth  and  dry 
weather.  It  is  good  practice  to  follow 
the  seeding  with  a  culti-packer  or 
roller  to  firm  the  soil  around  the 
seeds. 

Establishing    New    Ranges 

Suggestions  are  in  order  for  those

Establishing 

New  Poultry  Ranges 


1.  PREPARE  A  GOOD  SEED  BED  -  The  soil 
should  be  plowed,  then  harrowed  and  culti-packed 
until  it  is  qnite  firm.   Fhere  should  be  no  clods. 

2.  IMPROVE  THE  SOIL-Test  the  soil  as  to  its 
lime  requirements.  Add  lime  after  plowing  and 
work  it  in  with  the  ha^ro^^.  Do  this  about  two 
weeks  before  fertilizing  and  seeding.  If  cow 
maniue  is  a^ailable  and  can  be  applied,  apply  500 


pounds  of  20  per  cent  superphosphate  to  the 
acre.  If  no  manure  is  available,  use  500  to  600 
pounds  of  4-16-4  fertilizer  to  the  acre  just  before 
seeding. 

3.  CHOOSE  THE  RIGHT  METHOD  OF 
SEEDING-If  the  range  is  seeded  to  grass  in  April 
without  a  cover  crop,  there  may  be  many  weeds. 
On  spring  planting,  it  is  probably  best  to  sow 
about  a  bushel  of  grain  to  the  acre  w  ith  the  grass 
seed.  The  grain  may  be  cut  for  hay  when  it 
reaches  the  dough  stage.  In  fall  seeding,  the  grass 
mixture  can  be  seeded  without  a  nurse  crop,  or 
it  mav  be  seeded  with  winter  wheat  or  barley, 
about  1 !  2  to  2  bushels  of  grain  to  the  acre.

Brooding  and  Rearing  C/iicf(s 


THE  brooding  of  chicks  during  the 
time  that  they  need  artificial  heat 
is  theoretically  the  simplest  part 
of  the  entire  field  of  poultry  manage- 
ment. Forgetting  about  the  disease 
factor,  all  that  is  necessary  to  secure 
satisfactory  results  is  to  keep  the 
chicks  at  the  proper  temperature  and 
give  them  access  to  plenty  of  good 
feed  and  clean  water. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  appears 
to  be  easy  to  do,  there  are  millions 
and  millions  of  chicks  each  year  that 
are  mistreated  and  abused  and  ruined 
by  improper  brooder  management. 
Like  every  other  poultry  operation, 
there  are  many  different  ways  of 
brooding  chicks.  Sometimes  I  think 
there  are  as  many  different  systems 
used  as  there  are  poultrymen,  for 
every  man  seems  to  have  some  little

"The  biggest  mistake  manv  poul- 
trymen make  is  trying  to  brood  too 
many  chicks  in  one  unit.  In  our  10 
by  12  brooder  houses,  we  put  250 
straight-run  chicks.

thing  that  he  does  differently  and  he 
feels  it  is  very  important. 

The  methods  used  at  Hubbard 
Farms  follow  very  closely  the  general 
management  program  of  hundreds  of 
poultrymen. 

Preparing  the  House  for  Chicks 

The  first  thing  to  do  before  your 
chicks  come  is  to  get  the  brooder 
house  thoroughly  clean  and  disin- 
fected. Next  the  litter  goes  in.  We  use 
pine  shavings  to  a  depth  of  about  4 
inches.  The  stove  is  then  set  up. 

Around  the  stove  we  place  a  chick 
guard  of  corrugated  cardboard.  This 
cardboard  is  12  inches  high  and  ap- 
proximately 35  or  40  feet  long.  This 
makes  a  ring  some  12  feet  in  diameter 
and  inside  this  ring  we  lay  down 
newspapers,  entirely  covering  the 
shavings.  The  papers  are  put  in  to 
prevent  the  chicks  from  eating  litter 
the  first  few  days  and  to  make  it 
easier  for  them  to  find  their  feed. 

Stoves  are  operated  24  hours  before 
chicks  go  into  the  houses.  Our  water 
fountains  are  filled  with  warm  water 
and  placed  around  the  stove,  and  we 
are  ready  for  our  chicks. 

Brooder   Houses 

We  use  both  the  long  type  con- 
tinuous brooder  house  and  also  the 
colony  house.  Our  colony  houses  are 
10  feet  wide  by  12  feet  deep.  We  start 
brooding  our  chicks  for  replacement 
purposes  the  first  of  February  and 
continue  to  start  them  each  week 
from  then  until  the  first  of  June. 

The  earlier  hatched  chicks  are  put 


into  continuous  houses  and  the  March 
and  April  ones  are  started  in  the 
colony  houses.  By  May  the  first 
hatches  brooded  in  the  long  houses 
are  moved  out  into  range  shelters  and 
a  second  lot  hatched  during  May  is 
placed  in  these  brooders.  This  cuts 
down  on  the  brooder  space  needed 
and  does  utilize  these  houses  for  a 
longer  part  of  the  season. 

Types  of  Brooders 

Our  brooding  is  done  entirely  with 
coal  brooders.  Perhaps  the  chief  rea- 
son we  still  use  coal  is  because  we 
started  with  this  type  and  our  em- 
ployees are  accustomed  to  operating 
them  and  secure  satisfactory  results. 
For  real  cold  weather  brooding  such 
as  we  have  up  here  in  February  and 
March,  I  still  do  not  think  there  is 
any  brooder  superior  to  a  good  coal 
burner. 

Often  we  are  asked  what  tempera- 
ture do  we  run  our  stoves.  We  do  not 
use  a  thermometer  in  any  of  our 
brooder  houses,  but  watch  the  chicks 
and  try  to  keep  them  comfortable.  At 
night  we  like  to  have  them  hover  just 
outside  the  outer  ring  of  the  canopy. 
The  degree  of  temperature  at  which 
the  stove  is  run  and  the  house  is  kept 
is  a  matter  of  common  sense  and  no 
definite  set  rule  of  figures  can  be 
given  that  will  fit  all  cases.  A  poul- 
tryman  senses  the  needs  of  his  chicks 
if  he  is  a  good  brooder  man,  and  if 
he  cannot  do  this  after  handling  a 
few  chicks,  he  never  will  be  any  more 
successful  by  following  any  set  rule 
as  to  temperature. 
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Probably  the  usual  starting  tem- 
perature under  the  edge  of  the  canopy 
2  inches  from  the  floor  is  95  degrees. 
We  like  to  have  the  room  tempera- 
ture about  60  to  70  degrees  the  first 
week.  The  temperature  of  the  brooder 
is  gradually  lowered  as  the  chicks  get 
older. 

Feeding  the  Chicks 

Chicks      are      placed      under      the 
brooders     when      approximately      48 
hours  old.  For  the  first  two  days  we 
feed  only  hard  chick  grains.  This  is 
fed  directly   on   the  newspapers   and 
we  make  five  feedings  each  day  for 
these   two   days   giving   the   chickens 
what  they  will  clean  up  in  15  to  20 
minutes    at    each    time.    By    starting 
chicks  on  hard  grain,  we  have  been 
able  to  eliminate  pasty  chicks  prac- 
tically 100  per  cent,   something  that 
we  never  could  do  when  a  starting 
mash  was  fed  from  the  beginning. 

The  morning  of  the  third  day  the 
mash  hoppers  are  put  in  and  the 
newspapers  taken  out  and  burned.  We 
feed  so  that  the  chicks  will  be  without 
feed  approximately  one-half  hour  in 
the  forenoon  and  one-half  hour  in  the 
afternoon.  When  the  chicks  start 
jumping  over  the  chick  guard,  we  take 
it  away.  From  then  on  they  have  the 
run  of  the  brooder  house.  At  this 
time  we  put  the  water  fountains  on 
wire  covered  frames  about  6  inches 
high  and  30  inches  square.  This  pre- 
vents any  contamination  of  the  water 
from  the  litter  as  well  as  preventing 
damp  litter. 

At  one  week  of  age  granite  grit  is 
fed,  and  from  then  on,  they  have 
access  to  this  continually.  At  four  to 
five  weeks  of  age  we  start  feeding 
hard  grain.  This  is  fed  at  night  on 
top  of  the  mash  hoppers  and  this  is 
gradually  increased,  so  that  by  the 
time  they  are  six  weeks  of  age,  they 
are  getting  all  the  hard  grain  they 
will  eat  at  night.  When  they  are 
eight  to  ten  weeks  of  age,  we  feed 
hard  grain  enough  at  night  so  that

Has  Made  Rapid  Progress 


Starting  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
in  1933,  chick  sexing  spread 
eastward  until  now  a  fourth 
of  the  nation's  hatcheries 
fill  orders  for  sexed  chicks. 


IN  the  romance  of  big  business, 
history  tells  us  of  a  merchant 
prince  who  built  his  business  on 
the  slogan — "The  customer  is  always 
right."  Back  in  1933,  when  the  sexing 
of  day-old  chicks  on  a  commercial 
scale  was  introduced  into  this  country, 
there  were  many  hatchery  operators 
who  were  greatly  perplexed  and  even 
wondered  if  the  customers  were  al- 
ways right.  Today,  they  still  consider 
it  a  problem,  but  over  25  per  cent  of 
the  hatcheries  in  the  United  States 
have  added  the  sexing  department  to 
their  merchandising  program. 

Most  Sexing  on  Pacific  Coast 

The  sale  of  sexed  chicks  is  most 
common  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States 
where  in  1939  almost  two-thirds  of 
the  hatcheries  report  the  sale  of  sexed 
chicks.  This  is  the  area  where  the 
great  majority  of  chickens  are  of  the 
White  Leghorn  breed.  In  studying  the 
geographic  shifts,  the  practice  of  sex- 
ing baby  chicks  started  on  the  West 
Coast  and  from  there  has  gradualh- 
spread  eastward.  The  demand  is 
growing. 

If  we  question  the  hatchery  op- 
erators as  to  why  they  include  sexed 
chicks  in  their  price  list,  they  will  tell 
you,  that  competition  forced  them,  or 
their  customers   demanded   them. 

Well,  plenty  of  customers  must 
have  wanted  them,  for  the  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Service  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  reported 
that  there  were  around  58  per  cent 
more  sexed  chicks  sold  in  1939  than 
in  1938.  The  total  volume  of  all 
chicks  sold  in  1939  was  greater  than 
the  preceding  year,  but  the  increased 
volume  in  sexing  was  much  larger 
than  the  increase  in  total  numbers  of 
chicks  produced  by  hatcheries. 

Favored   for  Convenience 

Why  do  customers  want  the  sexes 
separated?  Mostly  for  convenience 
and  economy.  A  commercial  poultry 
farm  wants  only  Leghorn  pullets,  a 
commercial  capon  farm  wants  only 
heavy  breed  cockerels,  while  a  broiler 
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plant  will  take  either  or  both.  The 
harassed  hatchery  operator  must 
price  his  chicks  accordingly  and 
juggle  his  orders  so  that  he  comes 
out  even,  because  old  mother  nature 
keeps  on  producing  approximately 
half  of  each  sex  with  uniform  regu- 
larity. 

Do  you  wonder  that  hatchery  owners 
sometimes  speak  of  this  sexing  prob- 
lem as  a  headache?  The  price  scale 
for  light  and  heavy  breeds  must 
necessarily  be  different.  With  all  this 
criss-cross  of  orders,  sexes  and  breeds, 
there  are  very  few  chicks  that  do  not 
find  a  waiting  customer.  These  are 
usually  Leghorn  cockerels  so  the 
price  of  Leghorn  pullets  is  usually 
put  high  enough  to  cover  the  price  of 
their  unwanted  brothers.  Statistics 
show  that  the  number  of  cockerels 
destroyed  during  the  1939  season  ran 
from  less  than  1  per  cent  in  some 
months  to  3.2  per  cent  in  other 
months,  of  the  total  chicks  hatched. 

No   Harm  to  Chicks 

What  fears  do  customers  have  about 
sexed  chicks?  The  most  common  one 
expressed  was  that  sexing  hurt  the 
chicks,  but  that  has  been  repeatedly 


disproven.  In  the  hands  of  a  skilled 
operator  the  examination  can  cause 
no  more  injury  than  any  other  hand- 
ling. Some  purchasers  are  skeptical 
about  the  accuracy  of  sex  segregation, 
but  guarantees  by  hatcheries  have 
been  backed  up  with  adjustments. 

Now  and  then  one  hears  of  some 
mistake  in  the  sex  of  the  entire  ship- 
ment. One  suggestion  has  been  made 
to  help  prevent  such  mixing  of  orders 
that  cockerels  be  shipped  in  blue 
boxes  and  pullets  in  pink  ones  just 
like  the  color  scheme  used  in  birth 
announcements.  The  Federal  Trade 
Commission  has  issued  fair  trade 
practice  rules  that  cover  the  accuracy 
of  the  sex  guarantee.  Such  rules  do 
much  to  establish  the  confidence  of 
skeptical  purchasers. 

Sexers   Pass   Examinations 

The  rules  of  ethics  of  the  Inter- 
national Baby  Chick  Association  in- 
cludes the  subject  of  making  good 
any  advertised  guarantee  in  regard 
to  sex  segregation.  This  association 
has  also  served  as  a  clearing  house 
for    information    on    employment    of 
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sexers.  They  have  promoted  efficient 
work  by  arranging  for  examinations 
for  individuals.  These  examinations 
are  held  by  a  disinterested  official 
and  consist  of  handling  200  chicks, 
the  accuracy  of  the  separation  of 
sexes  is  checked  by  a  post  mortem. 
The  rules  are  relatively  simple,  the 
applicant  is  not  permitted  to  injure 
or  kill  any  chicks,  the  time  for  hand- 
ling is  noted.  When  a  grade  of  94  per 
cent  or  over  is  made,  a  "certificate  of 
proficiency"  is  issued. 

When  chick  sexing  was  first  intro- 
duced, there  was  an  attempt  to  create 
an  atmosphere  of  mystery  and  magic 
about  the  process.  This  has  been 
entirely  dispelled  and  the  subject  is 
now  taught  in  regularly  conducted 
schools.  A  great  many  people  know 
the  rudiments  of  chick  sexing.  which 
is  founded  on  scientific  findings  as  to 
the  size,  shape  and  location  of  the 
rudimentary'  sex  organs.  Only  a  com- 
parative few  have  become  highly 
skilled  in  the  art,  although  it  fur- 
nishes employment  to  numerous 
workers.  It  is  a  very  exacting  and 
confining  task  and  requires  excellent 
eyesight,  skillful  manipulation  of  the 
fingers  and  unlimited  patience. 

Speed  and  Accuracy  Essential 

Speed  and  accuracy  are  the  chief 
assets  of  an  expert  sexer  who  can 
handle  a  thousand  or  more  chicks 
per  hour  with  practically  no  mistakes. 
When  the  sexer  makes  too  many 
mistakes,  the  customer  is  disappointed 
and  the  hatchery  loses  in  time  and 
money  spent  in  making  adjustments 
and  in  good  will. 

The  demand  for  skilled  sexers  has 
been  very  great  and  numerous  spe- 
cialized schools  have  been  estab- 
lished. The  applicant  must  handle 
thousands  of  chicks  and  even  then 
only  a  small  percentage  of  the 
trainees  ever  become  really  skilled  in 
the  art.  It  is  a  very  seasonal  occupa- 
tion and  the  problem  of  satisfactory 
employment  during  the  "off  season" 
has  been  difficult  to  solve.  Some 
hatcheries  have  certain  of  their 
regular  employees  attend  these  schools 
lPlea.se  turn  to  page  l.'ij

Roanoke  resulted  in  locating 
one  bird  with  an  R.O.P.  winp  band,  one 
with  a  tattoo  brand,  and  15  fryers  in 
which  the  tattoo  brand  had  been  cut  otit 
of  the  web  of  the  wiuR.  These  fryers  had 
been  stolen  from  subscriber  A.  O.  Bru- 
baker.  Rocky  Mount,  Va.  The  R.  O.  P. 
banded  fryer  was  one  of  number  of  chicks 
which  Brubaker  had  purchased  from  W. 
II.  Densmore. 

Abshire  purchased  three  birds  as  evi- 
dence, took  the  banded  one  to  Mr.  Dens- 
more who  identified  It,  and  the  store 
manager  revealed  who  he  had  purchased 
the  birds  from.  A  warrant  was  .sworn  out 
for  .lesse  Clingenpeel  and  his  wife,  Rert- 
ney,  both  of  whom  pleaded  guilty.  Clin- 
genpeel  was  sentenced  to  three  years  in 
the  state  penitentiary,  while  his  wife  re- 
ceived a  sentence  of  six  months.

Soft-Shelled   Eggs 

Q. — I  have  ;v  flock  of  New  Jlamp.shlre 
ohifkfins  which  .started  to  lay  about  three 
weeks  apo  ami  are  now  six  months  old. 
Could  yon  please  tell  me  what  makes 
them  lay  soft-shelled  enffs  while  on  roost? 
They  have  plenty  of  oyster  shell  and  I 
am  f?iving  them  j^rowinfr  mash. — M.  O.  S.. 
J'a. 

A. — Soft-shelled  epKS  ran  be  eaused  by 
such  things  as  an  insufficient  amount  of 
sunshine  or  vitamin  D  in  the  feed  :  a  lack 
of  sufflcient  calciuin-bearinp:  product.^; 
essential  for  jjood  e^e:  shell  ))rodiiction  ; 
extreme  fat  condition  ;  diseases  of  the 
oviduct  ;  looseness  of  the  bowels ;  fright 
duriiiK  production  and  formation  of  the 
'ep:>?s  in  the  birds;  and  inheritance.  Some 
poultry  investigators  believe  that  produc- 
ing thin-shelled  epps  can  be  passed  on 
from  generation  to  preneratioti,  just  as 
other   physical    weaknesses  can. 

Tn  overcoming  this  trouble,  it  is  \\>A\ 
to  l)e  sure  the  birds  are  gettinpr  sufficient 
sunshine  or  fish  liver  oil  in  the  feed.  Keep 
plenty  of  grit,  oyster  shell  and  fresh,  clean 
wat<'r  before  the  birds  at  all  times. 

Since  your  birds  have  beeti  laying  foi- 
three  weeks  and  are  six  months  old.  ^ 
suggest  you  change  from  the  growing 
mash  to  the  laying  mash.  If  the  birds 
seemed  to  he  physically  mature  and  had 
good  body  weight,  this  might  have  been 
df)ne  sf)oni'r. 

Hennery  White  Eggs 

H.  —  Whal  is  meant  liy  hennery  white 
eggs?— F.    K.,   N.   J. 

A.  —  Hennery  white  eggs  is  the  term 
u.sed  to  designate  white  shelled  eggs  ob- 
tained from  commercial  poultry  plants  or 
farms  where  poultry  is  the  main  source 
or  the  only  source  of  revenue,  and  is, 
thus,  given  special  consideration.  From 
such  farms,  the  eggs  are  moved  to  market 
with  geneial  promptness  and  regularity 
and  can  usually  be  depended  upf)n  tn  be 
of  very  high  quality. 

A  Clutch  of  Eggs 

Q, — What  is  meant  by  a  clutch  of  eggs? 
-F.  K.,  N.  J. 

A. — Egg  production  over  any  period  of 
time  consists  of  a  series  of  clutches,  each 
clutch  being  made  up  of  eggs  laid  on 
con.secutive  days.  Thus,  if  a  layer  pro- 
duces eggs  on  five  consecutive  days,  then 
rests  one  or  two  days  and  lays  again  for 
five  consecutive  days,  she  is  said  to  be 
laying  in  clutches  of  five  eggs  to  a  clutch. 
Naturally,  the  larger  the  clutches,  the 
shorter  the  intervals  between  the  clutches 
or   layings. 

Rearing  the   Flock    Replacennents 

C). — Would  it  be  practical  to  handle  1.000 
layers  in  confinement  with  proper  housing 
and  small  runs  on  I'a  acres  of  ground. 
Can  the  pullets  for  replacements  be  suc- 
cessfully raised  on  this  amount  of  ground, 
also? — S.   M.,  Mo. 

A.  —  It  would  be  quite  practical  to 
handle  1,000  layers  in  confinement  with 
the  proper  type  of  housing,  but  I  believe 
it  would  be  impossible  for  you  to  range 
yr>ur  pullet  rei)lacements  for  the  laying 
flock  on  a  plot  this  small.  The  general 
recommendation  is  to  allow  ati  acre  of 
ground   on   range   for   each   .100   pullets   at

the  mo.st,  and  it  is  advisable  to  rotate  the 
ranges  so  that  land  does  not  have  to  be 
used  more  than  once  in  every  three  or 
four  years  for  ranging  the  growing  stock. 

Mass  Mating  of  Turkeys 

Q. — Is  it  all  right  to  have  a  flock  of 
100  turkeys  together  for  breeding,  or  is 
this  too  many  for  good  hatching?  —  R., 
Pa. 

A.— I  believe  that  it  would  be  quite 
satisfactory  for  you  to  have  a  breeding 
flock  of  109  birds  together.  The  practice 
of  having  large  flock  matings  .seems  to 
be  more  popular  each  year  and  does  offer 
advantages  that  cannot  be  obtained  by 
other  systems  of  mating.  One  advantage 
of  large  flock  matings  is  that  preferential 
mating  between  certain  males  and  females 
is  eliminated.  This  de<"reases  labor  by 
making  it  unnecessary  to  alternate  tonis 
in  the  breeding  flocks.  Fertility  has  been 
found  entirely  satisfactory  under  this 
system. 

One  disadvantage  of  mass  mating, 
however,  is  that  fighting  is  most  likely  to 
occur  where  a  large  number  of  hens  are 
penned  together  with  the  necessary  num- 
ber of  toms.  This  dltflculty  can  be  avoided 
to  some  extent  by  using  toins  of  the  same 
age  which  were  ranged  together  before 
the  mating  season  began.  I'sing  toms  of 
different  ages  Is  not  desirable  since  hens 
seem  to  prefer  the  older  males.  Providing 
more  space  per  breeding  unit  will  reduce 
the  fighting  in  mass  matings.  but  the 
breeder  will  have  to  be  careful  to  pro- 
vide convenient  and  sufficient  nests  in 
order  that  many  hatching  eggs  are  not 
lost. 

Large  Egg  Size 

Q. — I  have  been  informed  that  a  goo<l 
many  breeds  produce  eggs  under  24  ounces 
per  dozen  and  of  very  thin  shells.  Did  you 
ever  hear  of  any  mixture  of  materials  to 
remedy  this  condition? — A.  B.  L.,  Pa. 

A.  —  The  ability  of  hens  to  lay  large, 
thick-shelled  eggs  averaging  24  or  more 
ounces  per  dozen  is  not  confined  only  to 
certain  breed.s.  While  feeding  does  play 
an  Important  part  in  the  production  rf 
good  eggs,  this  Is  largely  an  Inherited 
characteristic  developed  within  a  strain 
by  careful  selection  of  hatching  eggs 
which  are  set,  and  withdrawal  from  the 
flock  of  all  birds  that  do  not  come  up  to 
the  desired  egg  size. 

By  purchasing  chicks  or  stock  from 
strains  that  have  been  carefully  bred  for 
this  quality  characteristic.  It  is  possible 
to  develop  a  flock  which  will  lay  big,  thick- 
shelled  eggs  when  fed  a  correctly  balanced 
ration  and  when  properly  managed.  It  Is 
not  difficult  these  days  to  find  a  strain  of 
any  of  the  popular  breeds  which  has  been 
bred  for  large  egg  size.

while  other  hatcheries  contract  with 
a  chick  sexing  association  for  all 
wor'.c  in  this  department. 

"Auto-Sexed"  Chicks 
When  certain  breeds  of  poultry  are 
crossed,  the  cockerels  and  pullets  can 
be  separated  by  the  appearance  of 
the  down  on  the  baby  chicks.  In  Eng- 
land they  call  these  "auto  sexed" 
chicks  but  the  practice  has  not  be- 
come popular  in  this  country.  Re- 
search work  has  also  demonstrated 
that  rapid  and  slow  feathering  strains 
of  a  pure  breed  can  be  developed  and 
when  these  selected  strains  are 
crossed  the  sex  of  the  chicks  can  be 
determined  by  the  length  of  the  wing 
and  tail  feathers.  This  genetic  ap- 
proach to  sexing  is  used  very  little 
in  this  country. 

The  chick  buyer  is  still  the  most 
important  factor  in  this  chick  sexing 
movement.  He  pays  for  the  service, 
but  so  long  as  he  gets  what  he  wants 
the  hatchery  operator  will  conduct  his 
business  accordingly.  Chick  sexing 
has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds,  but 
operating  on  the  theory  that  "the 
customer  is  always  right,"  the  supply 
has  responded  to  the  demand.

Nearby  hpecial 
white  eggs  sold  for  2(;-26ii.  cents  a  tlozen 
in  New  York  on  February  20  this  year, 
cojnpared  with  20n>  cents  a  dozen  a  year 
ago.  Nearby  special  browns  brought  2fi'3 
cents  a  dozen  on  February  20,  cr.mpared 
with  10*^-10"i  cents  a  dozen  on  the  sam" 
day  last  year.  Mixed  color  firsts  sold  f<)r 
25  cents  a  dozen  on  February  20  this 
year,  1"*,4-17?4  cents  a  dozen  a  year  ago. 
Kpg  production,  as  indicated  by  re- 
ceiiHs  at  the  four  leading  markets  (New 
York.  Chi<-ago,  Boston  and  I'hiladelphia) 
during  the  six  weeks  ending  FebruaiT  17, 
was  ai)proxiniately  1S.8  per  cent  less  than 
that   during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Cold  storage  liolilings  of  shell  eggs  on 
February  1  amounted  to  57, 000  cases, 
compared  with  136,0ii0  cases  on  the  same 
day  a  year  ago,  and  223,000  cases  for  the 
February  1  five-year  average,  l!tP..')-3n. 
Storage  holdings  at  this  time  usually 
represent  the  low  point  for  the  year. 
Frozen  eggs  in  storage  February  1  totaled 
56  million  pounds,  11.2  per  cent  mote 
than  the  quantity  in  storage  on  the  pame 
day  last  year,  but  5.8  per  cent  below  the 
February  1  five-year  average.  Total  case 
equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs 
in  storage  February  1  was  1,657,000  cases, 
compared  with  1,574,000  cases  a  year  ago, 
and  1,923,000  cases  for  the  five-year 
average.

March  1 — Well,  the  month  came  in 
like  a  lion,  in  fact,  fiom  the  looks  of 
the  north  house  roof,  it  came  in  like 
two  lions.  This  composition  roofing, 
like  we  mortals,  doesn't  get  any 
stronger  in  its  old  age.  Sometime  I 
am  going  to  replace  the  north  and 
east  house  roofs  with  galvanized.  Then 
in  about  three  years  I  will  have  to 
start  painting  them.  It  makes  no 
difference  how  much  I  figure,  sooner 
or  later  the  same  old  problem  of  up- 
keep stares  me  in  the  face.  I  always 
keep  some  roofing  on  hand,  but  from 
the  looks  of  that  north  house  roof,  I 
might  as  well  get  several  rolls;  it  will 
take  at  least  five  rolls  to  do  the  job. 

March  2  —  After  the  first  egg 
gathering  I  took  time  off  to  go  down 
to  Jeromesville  to  see  Howard  Cobb- 
ler, the  carpenter.  As  I  carry  wind 
storm  insurance  on  all  of  these  build- 
ings, he  might  as  well  do  the  work  of 
patching  the  north  hou.se  roof.  I  have 
paid  storm  insurance  for  ten  years 
and  now  I  am  beginning  to  reap  the 
reward,  if  by  destruction  there  can  be 
a  reward.  Howard  will  be  around  in 
the  sweet  bye  and  bye.  In  the  mean- 
time, if  it  looks  like  rain,  I'll  fix  it 
myself. 

Our  new  ear  corn,  which  has  been 
stored  in  the  feed  room,  is  dry  enough 
to  shell.  I  hope  it  is  dry  enough  to 
store  in  the  feed  bins  without  heating. 
We  shelled  about  a  ton  this  afternoon. 

March  3  —  The  little  truck  had  a 
shampoo  and  brisk  rub-down  this 
morning  before  going  to  town  with 
the  eggs.  Yesterday,  when  I  went 
down  to  see  Howard  Cobbler,  I  hit  a 
couple  of  mud  holes  in  the  road  with 
the  usual  results.  I  don't  like  to  see 
the  "usual  results"  on  my  motor  ve- 
hicles any  more  than  I  like  to  see  egg 
stains  on  a  fellow's  vest.  It  makes  the 
wheels  of  industry  turn  for  folks  to 
eat  eggs  but  I  don't  like  to  see  the 
egg  splattered  over  the  whole  area. 

March  4  —  Dr.  Kennard  told  me 
yesterday  that  he  wanted  to  confer 
with  me  regarding  the  procedure  of 
our  school  at  the  auction  Monday 
night.  So  I  went  over  this  morning  to 
see  what  the  Doctor  had  in  mind.  His 
subject  is  "Raising  Pullets"  and  he 
wanted  to  use  a  blackboard  which 
meant  a  slight  change  in  the  lighting 
system.  Dr.  Wertz  of  Ohio  State  will 
speak  on  the  "Poultry  Outlook  for 
1939"  and  will  use  charts.  There  is  no 
use  in  writing  on  a  blackboard  or 
using  charts  if  no  one  can  see  them. 
It  is  going  to  be  arranged  so  a  spot 


light  can  be  thrown  exactly  where  it 
should  be;  then  no  one  will  be  left  in 
the  dark. 

March  7 — I  have  just  finished  tabu- 
lating the  questions  asked  at  the  two 
Poultry  Schools.  We  have  a  complete 
record  of  all  questions  asked,  both 
written  and  oral  as  follows: 

Management  and  Production — 
52.5  per  cent 
Disease — 30.2  per  cent 
Nutrition  12.3  per  cent 
Marketing-  5.0  per  cent 
The  per  capita  question  was  .4 
while  the  ratio  of  oral  to  written 
questions  was  as  1  to  12.  The  analysis 
of  these  figures  show  that  people  are 
backward  about  asking  questions,  but 
are  willing  to  write  them.  This  elimi- 
nates the  chance  of  ridicule.  Manage- 
ment and  production  or  making  two 
blades  of  grass  grow  where  only  one 
grew  before  is  still  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  all.  Every  poultryman  is 
close  to  disease,  so  this  subject  is 
popular.  Commercial  feeds  have  taken 
the  guess  out  of  rations  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  average  person  doesn't 
think  very  much  about  the  ingredients 
used.  The  average  person  takes  the 
marketing  of  his  product  as  a  trivial 
matter.  This  data  will  be  presented  to 
the  committee  when  the  next  school 
schedule  is  formulated.  It  is  food  for 
thought  in  more  ways  than  one.

March  8 — I  was  a  day  late  in  get- 
ting the  eggs  to  the  auction,  that  is, 
one  day  late  on  my  regular  schedule. 
I  always  try  to  deliver  them  on  Tues- 
days and  Fridays,  as  this  gives  me  a 
day  of  grace  if  anything  should  hap- 
pen. And  yesterday  it  happened, 
visitors  practically  all  day. 

The  boys  around  this  neck  of  the 
woods  are  getting  interested  in  buy- 
ing chicks.  They  want  to  go  into  the 
chicken  business;  to  have  a  nice  little 
place  in  the  country  and  raise 
chickens.  They  want  to  produce  some 
winter  eggs.  That  is  a  great  idea,  the 
production  of  fresh  eggs  when  they 
"ain't."  White  collar  folks,  tired  of 
punching  a   time  clock,   want   to   be 
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their  own  boss  and  independent.  And 
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like  married  life,  the  realities  in  this 
work  are  soon  realized.  When  one 
punches  out  on  the  time  clock  it  ends 
the  day.  But  in  this  business,  the 
nights  are  too  long. 

March  10— Bought  100  baskets  of 
corn  from  Foster  Silver,  hauling  it 
this  afternoon.  That  is,  all  but  the 
last  load,  which  I  brought  in  at  7:30 
tonight.  I  just  won't  overload  the 
little  ¥2 -ton  truck,  so  I  made  it  in 
three  loads.  Donnie  will  be  home  to- 
morrow and  we  will  shell  a  bunch 
of  it. 

The  corn  sheller  is  powered  with  a 
1-3-horse  power  motor,  but  it  gives 
two  people  all  they  want  to  do  to 
keep  it  going.  Harold  keeps  the  feed- 
ing table  filled  with  ear  corn,  dumps 
the  shelled  corn  and  bags  the  cobs. 
Donnie  feeds  the  sheller.  We  use  the 
cobs  to  heat  the  block  house.  At 
night  we  bank  the  fire  with  coal,  and 
during  the  day,  the  boiler  is  fed  with 
cobs.  A  bushel  and  a  half  of  cobs 
sure  heat  a  great  area  of  water  and 
the  coal  bill  is  cut  in  about  half. 

March  13 — A  letter  from  Dr.  Win- 
ter of  the  University,  .saying  he  was 
bringing  a  class  of  students  here 
Thursday.  Another  from  a  Smith- 
Hughes  instructor  in  a  near-by  town 
wanting  to  bring  his  class  for  first 
hand  information. 

Spring  must  be  close,  for  produc- 
tion is  on  the  up  and  up.  Well,  I 
guess,  yes,  with  all  the  complications. 
Blood  spots,  cracks,  soft  ends,  double 
yolks,  blow-outs  and  worn  out  run- 
ning gears  are  all  in  the  game.  It 
seems  that  they  come  in  waves.  A 
tidal  wave  of  running  gears  went  in 
the  boiler  this  morning. 

March  14 — I  mopped  up  in  the  egg 
room  before  going  in  to  the  auction.  I 
wiped  the  slate  clean  of  all  the  un- 
desirable eggs.  There  was  an  accumu- 
lation of  15  dozen  doubles,  15  dozen 
cracks  and  10  dozen  blood  spots.  The 
dwarf  eggs  were  thrown  in  the  fur- 
nace. These  little  fellows  should  be 
thrown  under  the  dropping  screens, 
but  for  some  reason  they  are  placed 
in  the  baskets.  Then  they  become  a 
continual  nuisance  in  the  egg  room.  I 
am  rid  of  the  whole  works,  but  they 
will  accumulate  again  in  a  few  days. 

Harold  staged  a  mopping  up  on  rats 
last  night,  which  probably  means 
more  room  for  future  generations. 
Kid  White  tore  out  the  side  of  the 
house  to  get  a  cockroach  I  had  im- 
ported in  an  egg  case.  All  together 
we  had  a  bang-up  clean  up. 

March  15 — In  a  few  days  we  will 
have  to  start  preparing  the  houses  for 
chicks.  And  there  is  so  much  to  do 
before  the  chicks  arrive.  I  just  can't 
imagine  where  all  the  time  has  gone, 
for  it  doesn't  seem  to  me  that  I  have 
accomplished  very  much  this  winter. 
Been  busy  all  the  time  and,  more 
often  than  not,  far  into  the  night.  I 
pride  myself  that  I  make  money  while 
other  people  sleep.  I  should  say  that

I  was 
transferring  a  flat  and  filler  of  eggs 
to  another  case  and  the  whole  works 
got  away  from  me.  There  wasn't 
much  to  salvage  after  they  hit  the 
cement  floor.  They  don't  bounce  when 
they  hit  the  concrete.

March  16 — Dr.  Winter  and  about  2.5 
students  were  here  from  the  Univer- 
sity at  Columbus.  Harold  and  I  had 
all  the  work  up  in  good  shape,  so  we 
would  have  plenty  of  time  to  talk. 
These  college  boys  are  wide  awake, 
interested  in  every  thing  from  red 
headed  women  to  the  "vvhichness  of 
why."  That  is  what  I  am  interested 
in  too.

monotony  of  candling  1,  2.  3,  4  and 
3,  2,  1,  4  of  "big  uns"  and  "little  uns." 
Hauled  in  another  100  bushels  of 
ear  corn  this  afternoon.  At  present 
there  are  about  500  baskets  or  bushels 
of  ear  corn  stored  in  the  garage  and 
feed  room.  It  seems  that  I  am  buying  -. 
and  shelling  all  the  time.  I  am  buying 
feed  and  selling  eggs  all  the  time.  too. 
But  the  bank  residue  doesn't  seem  to 
increase  as  it  should.  Residue  in  the 
bank  is  a  sign  of  prosperity. 

March  21  —  Louis  Bromfield,  the 
famed  Ohio  novelist,  was  a  visitor  to- 
day. After  a  residence  in  France  of 
15  years,  he  has  decided  to  return  to 
his  native  home.  Mansfield.  He  has 
purchased  a  400-acre  farm  and  among 
other  livestock,  wants  a  flock  of 
layers. 

One  of  the  hens  in  the  block  house 
started  making  a  noise  like  a  tobacco 
auctioneer.  I  "horsed"  her  out  in  a 
hurry  only  to  find  that  a  piece  of 
feather  was  sticking  in  her  throat. 
They  will  eat  feathers — these  chickens 
of  mine.  They  will  eat  each  other  too, 
if  they  are  not  watched.  I  cast  the  old 
eagle  eye  over  the  whole  works  every 
time  I  go  in  a  house.  When  they 
stand  around  innocent  like,  that  is  the 
time  to  be  suspicious. 

March  23 — Fred  Miracle,  one  of  the 
local  boys  came  over  this  morning  to 
give  us  a  hand  cleaning  up  the  west 
fence  row.  I  helped  him  fell  a  couple 
of  cherry  trees  and  saw  them  in  fur- 
nace lengths  and  then  had  to  leave 
him  to  his  own  resources.  There  will 
be  plenty  to  do,  mowing  briars,  burn- 
ing brush  and  splitting  the  larger 
chunks.  Harold  cleaned  the  east  house* 
between  the  regular  work. 

Another  egg  with  the  air  cell  cen- 
tered in  the  small  end.  I  am  still 
puzzled,  because  it  is  the  second  time 
in  my  life  that  I  have  seen  one  so 
located.  But  I  guess  it  is  live  and 
learn. 

March  24 — This  air  cell  business  is 
gradually  unraveling.  The  same  hen 
is  doing  the  whole  phenomena  be- 
cause I  recognize  the  egg.  It  is  a  small 
egg  weighing  23  ounces,  long  for  the 
diameter  and  of  exceptional  good  shell 
texture.  I  have  the  egg  pictured  in 
my  mind  to  such  a  degree  that  I 
think  I  will  be  able  to  recognize  it 
when   I   gather  eggs   from   the   nest. 

March  25  —  We  should  have  been 
shelling  corn  today,  but  the  weather 
was  such  that  I  thought  best  to  work 
out  doors.  James  Mowrey  brought  hi- 
tractor  over  and  pulled  the  under 
brush  along  the  fence  row.  The  whole 
works  is  cleaned  up  now  with  tht 
exception  of  burning  the  brush.  Fred 
will  do  that  Monday  morning.  Then 
when  the  old  fence  is  hauled  to  the 
dump  and  the  wood  hauled  in,  the 
job  will  be  completed.

CONSTRUCTION 

This  morning,  I  could  picture  in  my 
inind  a  flock  of  vitamins  scampering 
all  over  the  floor  when  I  opened  the 
door.  According  to  the  vitamin  con- 
tent of  the  oil,  there  must  have  been 
millions  of  them  on  the  floor.  All  of 
which  means  that  I  lost  a  bunch  of 
oil.

March  28 — The  hen  that  lays  the 
egg  with  the  air  cell  in  the  small  end 
is  on  the  third  floor.  I  recognized  the 
egg  while  gathering  this  morning.  The 
next  step  is  to  find  out  which  one  of 
the  400  hens  is  laying  it.  But  Kid 
White  wants  to  know  what  good  it 
will  do  to  locate  the  hen?  Reasons 
she,  "If  the  hen's  'innards'  are  all 
crossed  up,  what  can  you  do  about 
it  ?"  I  think  she  is  right;  it  is  a  closed 
incident. 

My  egg  quality  is  like  the  prover- 
bial goose  hanging  high.  In  fact,  it 
is  so  high  I  can't  quite  understand  it 
myself;  95  per  cent  of  them  are  going 
in  U.  S.  Extra  Specials.  Ralph  Shep- 
pard,  the  inspector,  told  me  this 
morning  that  quality  as  a  whole  is 
not  what  it  should  be.  The  average 
hen  is  probably  eating  too  much  green 
gra.ss  for  top  quality. 

March  30  —  The  regular  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  auction  was  held  last  Monday 
night.  At  that  time  it  was  decided 
that  several  of  us  would  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Ohio  Co-Operative  Egg 
Marketing  A.ssociations  to  be  held  at 
Bucyrus  today.  This  morning  Mr.  Lott, 
our  president,  Mr.  Slutz,  Ralph  Treat 
and  I  made  the  trip.  All  arrangements 
had  been  made  by  phone,  so  when  the 
car  stopped  for  me.  I  just  stepped  in. 
Mr.  Lott  drove  and  he  is  a  driver 
after  my  own  heart.  He  didn't  try  to 
level  out  the  road;  he  slowed  down 
for  the  curves. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended  and 
I  made  new  acquaintances  as  well  as 
renewing  the  old.  Paul  Gasson  of  the 
Versailles  outfit  and  I  had  quite  a 
visit.

they  will  also  have  some  left  for  a 
small  feed  in  the  morning.  This 
method  is  then  followed  to  maturity. 

Disease  Prevention 

The  biggest  problem  most  poultry- 
men  have  to  contend  with  is  coccidio- 
sis.  We  try  to  control  this  by  pre- 
vention rather  than  to  treat  it  after 
it  appears.  We  still  feel  the  milk 
flush  is  the  best  control. 

Our  usual  practice  is  to  give  the 
chicks  a  three-day  milk  flush  at  four 
to  five  weeks  of  age,  again  at  seven 
weeks  and  again  at  about  ten  weeks. 
The  brooder  houses  are  cleaned  after 
each  flushing.  If  an  outbreak  does 
occur,  the  regular  feed  is  taken  away 
and  a  40  per  cent  milk  flushing  mash 
is  given  at  once  for  three  to  four  days. 

Next  to  coccidiosis,  probably  the 
respiratory  diseases  such  as  coryza 
and  bronchitis  cause  the  most  eco- 
nomic loss  during  the  growing  period. 
Neither  of  these  diseases  will  nor- 
mally cause  much  mortality  if  the 
chicks  are  strong,  healthy  stock  and 
are  properly  cared  for.  Both  of  them 
are  very  contagious  and  will  weaken 
the  chicks,  slow  up  growth  and  make 
for  uneven  development  and  un- 
thrifty stock.  There  is  no  treatment 
that  helps  much  for  either  one  of 
these  diseases,  so  that  we  have  to 
depend  upon  prevention  to  ward  them 
off.  To  prevent  these  diseases  we  grow 
our  chicks  away  from  the  older  stock 
and  do  not  allow  visitors  in  the  pens. 

Range  Care 

The  pullets  which  are  started  in  the 
long  brooder  houses  are  put  out  on 
the  range  when  about  eight  to  ten 
weeks  of  age.  From  then  on  they 
have  access  to  plenty  of  green  grass. 
We  feel  that  a  good  sod  with  plenty 
of  grass  is  a  big  saving  on  the  feed 
bill  as  well  as  an  important  factor  in 
developing  strong  healthy  birds.  To 
assure  a  steady  supply  of  succulent 
feed  our  ranges  are  continually 
mowed  during  the  summer.  Plenty  of 
room  is  allowed  on  the  range  so  that 
the  sod  is  well  maintained.

allowed  out  doors  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permits  which  here  in  New 
Hampshire  is  about  three  to  five 
ueeks  of  age. 

Range  Hoppers  Moved  Weekly 
As  the  chicks  get  older  and  are 
weaned  from  artificial  heat,  the  hop- 
pers are  moved  outside.  A  practice 
we  follow  all  through  the  growing 
season  is  to  move  the  hoppers  at 
least  once  each  week.  This  prevents 
any  particular  spot  on  the  range 
from  becoming  contaminated  and  does 
assure  of  more  uniform  feeding  of 
the  range  by  the  chickens. 

Running  water  is  piped  to  our 
range  and  automatic  fountains  are 
available  in  front  of  each  house.  Under 
each  water  pan  we  place  a  wire  mesh 
frame  so  that  the  chicks  do  not  con- 
taminate the  soil  around  these  per- 
manent water  pans. 

During  the  growing  period  we  feed 
twice  each  day.  In  the  morning  they 
are  fed  mash  and  in  the  afternoon 
they  are  given  their  scratch  feeding. 
In  feeding  scratch  we  plan  to  give 
them  enough  so  that  they  will  have 
all  they  can  consume  at  night  and 
what  they  will  clean  up  the  first  thing 
in  the  morning.  Under  our  system  of 
feeding,  both  the  mash  and  the  scratch 
are  completely  cleaned  up  once  each 
day. 

Don't  Overcrowd  Brooder  Houses 
The  biggest  mistake  many  poultry- 
men  make  is  trying  to  brood  too  many 
chicks  in  one  unit  or  in  one  brooder 
room.  In  our  10  by  12  brooder  hou.ses 
we  put  250  straight-run  chicks.  When 
the  cockerels  are  about  eight  weeks 
of  age,  these  are  removed  and  they 
go  for  broilers.  This  leaves  a  few  over 
100  pullets  to  each  10  by  12  brooder 
house.  In  our  continuous  brooder 
houses  we  carry  300  chicks  per  brood, 
allowing  about  1  square  foot  of  floor 
space  to  each  chick.  The  pullets  are 
put  out  as  soon  as  the  weather  per- 
mits, and  the  cockerels  are  grown  to 
broiler  age  right  in  these  houses. 

Although  brooding  and  rearing  ap- 
pear to  be  simple  operations,  it  is 
not  easy  year  after  year  to  grow  good 
healthy  well  developed  pullets  for  the 
laying  house.  It  is  something  that 
takes  skill  and  experience  and  it  is 
one  of  the  most  important  steps  of 
management,  for  if  a  poultry  man 
fails  to  house  good  pullets,  his  year's 
profits  are  lost. 


Get  Chicks  Outdoors  Early 

If  you  intend  to  let  the  chicks  out 
at  all,  let  them  out  while  they're  still 
young — one  or  two  weeks  old.  If 
necessary,  scrape  snow  away  to  pro- 
vide a  runway  outside  the  house. 
Some  poullrymcn  find  such  chicks  are 
stronger,  healthier,  and  know  enough 
to  come  in  out  of  the  rain,  while  chicks 
kept  in  until  they  are  4,  5  or  6  weeks 
old  are  often  hard  to  teach  to  come 
in  and  out  of  the  house. 


Wegatepa  Farms  Build 
Permanent  Colony  Houses 


Portable  brooder  houses  deteriorate 
rather  rapidly  because  they  are  built 
of  light  construction  and  are  more  or 
less  racked  from  being  moved  from 
place  to  place.  Following  the  hurri- 
cane in  September,  1938.  which  did 
much  damage  to  poultry  houses  in 
New  England,  Wegatepa  Farms  of 
Massachusetts  decided  to  build  per- 
manent colony  houses. 

The  first  permanent  brooder  houses 
built  were  12  by  15  feet  in  size.  Later 
they  were  increased  to  24  by  15  feet, 
with  a  partition  through  the  center  of 
each  house.  Each  house  has  a  concrete 
foundation  wall  16  inches  high  and  a 
concrete  floor.  Wood  side  walls  are  32 
inches  above  a  sill  laid  in  the  concrete 
wall.  Studding  7  feet,  6  inches  high  at 
the  ridge,  gives  a  long,  sloping  roof. 
There  are  double  doors  in  the  center 
of  the  front  directly  under  the  ridge 
pole.  Four  windows  in  the  front  and 
two  on  each  side  allow  plenty  of  sun- 
light to  enter  at  almost  all  hours  of 
the  day.  A  cellar  window  sash  under 
the  peak  at  the  rear  of  the  house  is 
kept  open  at  all  times. 

Built-up  roofs,  the  same  as  used  on 
other  buildings  on  Wegatepa  Farms, 
are  laid.  Each  house  has  two  chim- 
neys. These  houses  are  set  in  rows 
with  enough  room  between  them  for 
each  house  to  have  four  yards.  Under 
no  circumstances  are  more  than  300 
chicks  brooded  in  one  side  of  this 
permanent  24  by  15-foot  colony  house. 
Electric,  coal,  wood  and  oil  brooder 
stoves  are  all  u.sed.  and  all  have 
proved  equally  satisfactory.  Running 
water  is  piped  to  each  pen. 


Burn  the  Dead  Birds 

"A  most  essential  piece  of  equip- 
ment on  every  turkey  farm  is  an  in- 
cinerator," Charles  W.  Wampler,  tur- 
key producer  of  Harrisonburg,  Va., 
recently  told  poultrymen  attending 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation meeting  at  Harrisburg,  Pa. 
"We  wouldn't  do  without  our  incinera- 
tors," Wampler  declared. 

This  applies  just  as  well  on  the 
chicken  farm  as  the  turkey  farm.  You 
are  taking  chances  when  you  don't 
burn  all  dead  birds.  Dogs  can  dig 
them  up  if  they  are  buried.  Decaying 
carcasses  attract  flies  and  can  cause 
poisoning  if  eaten  by  the  birds.  But 
carcasses  completely  burned  up  can 
cause  no  trouble. 
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To  Establish  Memorial 
to  Sir  Edward  Brown 

Under  the  leadership  of  Fred  C. 
Elford,  poultry  commissioner  of 
Canada,  and  James  E.  Rice,  president 
of  the  World's  Poultry  Science  Asso- 
ciation, poultry  industry  people 
throughout  the  world  are  combining 
to  honor  Sir  Edward  Brown,  who 
passed  away  in  London,  England,  on 
August  10,  1939. 

Sir  Edward  Brown  was  president  of 
the  World's  Poultry  Science  Associa- 
tion for  its  first  15  years  and  was  the 
presiding  genius  at  the  first  six 
World's  Poultry  Congresses.  For  his 
outstanding  contribution  to  poultry 
keeping  throughout  the  world,  a 
Knighthood  was  conferred  upon  him 
in  1930  by  King  George. 

It  has  been  decided  that  a  fund 
will  be  created  from  which  a  me- 
morial may  be  established  to  honor 
this  great  man.  Suggestions  as  to  the 
form  the  memorial  may  take  include 
a  grant  for  the  outstanding  contribu- 
tion to  poultry  research;  a  scholar- 
ship; the  purchase  of  Sir  Edward 
Brown's  library,  doubtless  the  best 
poultry  library  in  the  world. 

James  Rice  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  solicit  contributions  in  this 
country,  and  has  assigned  certain 
states  to  each  committee  member. 
Readers  of  Everybodys  Poultry  Maga- 
zine who  would  like  to  contribute  to 
help  make  possible  this  memorial, 
may  send  their  contributions  to  their 
respective  committee  members,  as 
follows:

Attend  Chicks  First

Be  sure  shoes  are  clean  before  going 
from  one  group  to  the  other.  It's  a 
good  practice  to  wipe  the  feet  on  an 
old  sack  soaked  with  a  strong  disin- 
fectant before  entering  the  brooder 
house. 


Clean  Windows  Again

much  light  dirty  windows  keep  out. 
Why  not  clean  them  occasionally?

Stfi  NEPPCO  txposition 


Producers'  problems  to  be  fea- 
tured at  Poultry  Industries  Ex- 
position which  will  be  staged 
in  Atlantic  City,  October  1  to 
4.  Tours  from  various  north- 
eastern states  are  planned. 


The  educational  program,  demon- 
stration.s,  state  and  allied  industry 
exhibits,  and  even  the  housing  facil- 
ities for  the  Fifth  Poultry  Industry 
Exposition  to  be  held  October  1  to  4 
in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  are  all  di- 
rected toward  helping  the  producer, 
according  to  Northeastern  Poultry 
Producers  Council  officials  in  charge 
of  the  big  show. 

The  speaking  program  will  be 
limited  to  outstanding  authorities  on 
problems  of  greatest  importance  to 
producers.  The  usual  poultry  school 
for  beginners  is  to  be  dropped  in 
favor  of  a  stronger  program  for  the 
public.  Facilities  for  these  meetings  in 
the  great  Atlantic  City  auditorium  are 
the  finest  available.  It  will  even  be 
possible  to  provide  the  guests  with 
pipe  organ  music  between  sessions  in 
the  assembly  room.

Negotiations  have  been 
started  to  bring  the  main  features  of 
the  federal  exhibit  from  the  World's 
Poultry  Congress  to  this  all-industry 
affair. 

Allied  industry  people  are  display- 
ing a  new  interest  in  the  exposition 
because  of  its  new  location,  and  large 
poultry  industry  in  New  Jersey,  Dela- 
ware and  Maryland.  Therefore,  many 
of  the  outstanding  exhibits  shown  at 
the  Congress  will  be  on  display  at 
Neppco's  show.  They  are  worth  a 
second  viewing  to  those  who  attended 
the  Congress,  and  here  is  one  of  the 
best  opportunities  for  those  who  didn't 
go  to  Cleveland  to  see  the  best  from 
the  world-wide  event.  Several  new 
ideas  and  products  in  the  industry 
will  be  on  display  for  the  first  time, 
according  to  Hiram  Merriman  who 
has  been  employed  by  Neppco  to 
manage  the  exposition.

Sells  Crooked  Breasted  and 
Large  Turkeys  at  a  Profit 

William  Black,  East  Lansing,  Mich., 
produce  dealer,  recently  told  members 
of  the  Michigan  Turkey  Growers  As- 
sociation, meeting  at  East  Lansing, 
how  he  solved  his  problem  of  market- 
ing over-sized  tom  turkeys.  He  cut 
the  birds  in  half,  sewed  pork  rinds  on 
the  flat  sides,  and  left  openings  for 
the  insertion  of  dressing.  In  this  way, 
he  sold  the  toms  at  prices  only  two 
cents  a  pound  lower  than  hen  turkeys, 
and  the  customers  were  well  satisfied. 

The  problem  of  marketing  turkeys 
with  crooked  breasts  was  solved  by 
"boning"  each  carcass,  and  rolling  the 
boneless  meat  into  a  turkey  roast. 
White  meat  was  used  to  face  the  roast 
and  a  long  thin  piece  of  fresh  pork 
was  inserted  in  the  middle  to  provide 
juice.  Black  said  he  added  10  cents  a 
pound  to  cover  the  cost  of  boning. 


Changing  Litter  to  Keep 

Floor  Warm  and  Dry 

If  you  are  replacing  a  portion  of  the 
poultry  house  litter  which  became 
damp,  spread  some  of  the  old  litter 
in  the  pen  over  the  bare  floor  and 
then  scatter  fresh,  new  litter  over 
that.  Roy  E.  Jones,  Connecticut  poul- 
try extension  specialist,  claims  that 
this  will  be  much  more  valuable  in 
keeping  the  floor  warm  and  dry  than 
new  litter  would,  which  was  placed 
right  on  the  bare  floor.  The  rough, 
broken  up  old  litter  has  far  greater  ab- 
sorptive qualities  than  most  new  litter.

Weaker  chicks  often  don't  have  a 
chance,  grow  unevenly,  become  runts. 
Always  allow  room  for  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  chicks  to  eat  at  once. 
This  means  two  week-old  chicks  need 
more  feeding  space  than  day-old 
chicks.  You  can  check  this  by  letting 
chicks  get  hungry,  then  feeding  them 
and  noting  if  there  is  enough  room  to 
go  around.  Remember,  too,  that  hop- 
pers must  be  of  such  size  and  design 
that  chicks  can  easily  reach  the  feed! 

Watch  the  Chicks'  Beaks 

Here's  a  good  way  to  avoid  trouble 
in  growing  chicks.  Watch  their  beaks. 
When  beaks  are  yellow,  you  can  be 
fairly  sure  digestion  is  alright.  But 
when  white  appears  at  the  base  of  the 
beak,  next  to  the  head,  look  out! 
Something's  wrong  with  digestion!  It 
might  be  over-feeding,  crowding,  too 
high  temperatures,  coccidiosis,  intes- 
tinal injiuies,  other  things.  Time  to 
get  busy  to  correct  the  trouble. 

Selecting  New  Equipment 

In  purchasing  new  poultry  house 
equipment,  be  sure  such  items  as 
hoppers  and  fountains  are  easy  to 
clean.  Metal  equipment  is  best  in  this 
respect.  Also  choose  equipment  built 
for  long,  heavy  wear.  Cheap  equip- 
ment never  pays.

important  factors  to  consider  are: 

1.  Preparation  of  seed  bed. 

2.  Soil  Improvement. 

3.  Choice  of  seeds. 

4.  Time  and  method  of  seeding. 

Preparation  of  the  seed  bed  is  im- 
portant. It  is  not  sufficient  to  prepare 
the  ground  loosely  as  for  small  grains. 
The  soil  should  be  plowed,  then  har- 
rowed and  culti-packed  (or  rolled)  un- 
til it  is  quite  firm— so  firm  that  one's 
heel  firmly  planted  will  not  penetrate 
more  than  half  an  inch.  Working  the 
soil  several  times  will  pulverize  it  so 
that  there  are  no  clods,  which  will  be 
advantageous  to  the  seedlings. 

Soil  improvement  consists  of  lime 
.  and  fertilizer,  or  lime,  superphosphate

and  manure.  Have  soil  samples  tested, 
as  previously  discussed,  and  apply  the 
full  amount  of  lime  after  plowing, 
harrowing  it  in  immediately.  This 
should  be  done  some  time  in  advance 
of  fertilizing  and  seeding,  two  weeks 
or  more  if  possible. 

The  choice  of  fertilizer  will  depend 
on  whether  or  not  cow  manure  is 
available.  If  it  is,  apply  10  loads  to 
the  acre  and  disc  it  in  after  the  lime 
is  harrowed  in.  Then  use  500  pounds 
to  the  acre  of  20  per  cent  superphos- 
phate and  harrow  it  into  the  soil.  If 
no  manure  is  available,  use  500  to  600 
pounds  of  4-16-4  fertilizer  to  the  acre 
just  before  seeding. 

Method  of  Seeding 

Choice  of  the  seed  mixture  will 
depend  upon  the  method  of  seeding 
which  in  turn  will  be  influenced  by 
farm  practice.  The  range  mixture  may 
be  n)  seeded  "clear"  in  August  or 
April  without  a  nurse  crop,  (2)  seeded 
with  winter  grain,  sowing  the  gra.sses 
in  the  fall  with  the  wheat  or  barley 
and  the  legumes  in  the  early  spring, 
or  (3)  seeded  with  spring  grains. 

With  option  1,  and  seeding  in 
August,  the  range  will  be  well  estab- 
lished by  spring  and  will  be  ready  for 
full  uninterrupted  u.se  that  season. 
Seeding  in  April  will  result  in  a 
weedier  range  and  one  less  able  to 
stand  the  punishment  of  poultry  that 
season. 

When  seeding  the  grasses  with  win- 
tor  grain,  the  rate  of  sowing  the  grain 
should  be  reduced  to  one  bushel  to 
the  acre  instead  of  the  customary  IV2 
to  two  bushels  or  more.  This  gives  the 
grasses  a  better  chance  and  will  re- 
sult in  a  more  successful  legume 
seeding  in  the  spring. 

No  perennial  ryegrass  should  be 
used  with  winter  grain  since  under 
these  conditions  it  has  a  tendency  to 
smother  the  other  grasses.  It  should 
be  included  with  the  legumes  in  the 
early  spring,  which  may  be  sown  in 
February  or  March.  It  will  be  ad- 
vantageous to  the  young  grasses  if 
the  winter  grain  is  pastured  off  or 
cut  early  for  hay. 

Spring  Seeding  Must  Be  Early 
Seeding  with  spring  grains  requires 
that  the  work  be  done  very  early  and 
that  the  rate  of  sowing  the  grain  be 
reduced  to  one  bushel  to  the  acre.  The 
grain  may  be  pastured  off  or  cut  for 
hay  in  the  dough  stage.  If  it  is  not 
needed  for  hay  or  pasture  it  may  be 
clipped  and  allowed  to  lie  on  the 
ground  to  act  as  a  mulch. 

Management  of  the   Range 

Successful  management  of  poultry 
ranges  consists  essentially  of  three 
things,  once  the  sod  is  established. 

(1)  Periodic  close  clipping  with  the 
mower  is  essential  to  remove  objec- 
tionable tall  growth  and  weeds  of  all 
kinds.  Close  clipping  encourages  the 
legumes  and  the  bluegrass.  It  is  neces- 
?ar>'  just  before  the  pullets  are  turned 
out  and  as  often  as  the  growth  gets

high  enough  to  be  troublesome.  Once 
a  month  through  the  season  with  the 
mower  guards  turned  down  is  not  too 
much. 

(2)  Maintaining  the  soil  fertility  is 
important  and  necessary  to  keep  a 
good  sod.  Topdressing  with  lime  once 
in  four  to  six  years  (amount  deter- 
mined by  soil  test)  and  with  400 
pounds  to  the  acre  of  20  per  cent 
superphosphate  every  other  year  in 
the  fall  is  all  that  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a  high  level  of  fertility.  The 
nitrogen  and  the  potash  in  the  drop- 
pings are  sufficient  to  balance  the 
applied  phosphate  and  to  produce  a 
vigorous,  healthy  growth  of  grass. 

(3)  Bare  spots  are  almost  bound  to 
occur  where  there  is  a  concentration 
of  wear  such  as  at  the  entrances  to 
the  range  shelters.  Little  can  be  done 
until  the  flock  is  housed.  Then  the 
accumulated  manure  should  be  scraped 
off  and  scattered  and  the  compacted 
soil  loosened  and  pulverized.  A  mix- 
ture of  10  pounds  common  rye,  2 
pounds  perennial  ryegrass,  one  pound 
timothy  and  one  pound  of  mixed  blue- 
bluegrass  (half  Kentucky  and  half 
Canada)  may  then  be  sown  at  the 
rate  of  two  to  three  pounds  to  1,000 
square  feet  or  about  as  one  would 
seed  a  new  lawn.  Rake  lightly  and 
follow  with  a  roller  to  firm  the  seeds 
into  the  soil.  It  would  be  useless  to 
include  legumes  so  late  in  the  fall 
as  they  would  probably  not  survive 
the  winter. 

Use  of  Sod  Strips  for  Ranges 
Many  farmers  in  Pennsylvania  are 
laying  out  their  entire  farms  in  strips 
on  the  contour  to  avoid  serious  soil 
losses  from  erosion.  In  this  system 
the  strips  of  sod  alternate  with  strips 
of  corn  and  grain.  The  sod  strips  fur- 
nish nearly  ideal  poultry  range  con- 
ditions since  the  adjoining  com  pro- 
vides light  shade  and  the  slope  which 
made  strip  farming  necessary  pro- 
vides the  desired  drainage.  If  one  does 
not  want  the  birds  ranging  through 
the  wheat  and  oats,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  run  a  temporary  light  fence 
along  the  grain  until  after  it  is  cut. 

The  addition  of  some  of  the  sod- 
forming  grasses  and  legumes  to  the 
regular  hay  mixture  would  vastly 
improve  the  cover  for  range  con- 
ditions and  would  not  reduce  its  value 
for  hay  purposes  for  the  time  that  it 
remains  in  the  regular  rotation.  This 
system  has  the  advantage  that  the 
range  is  changed  to  a  new  location 
every  two  to  three  years  by  rotation 
of  crops,  thus  minimizing  disease 
problems.

Ma.s.s. 

"Fair   Samples" 

The  Fair  Sample  Flocks  seemed  to  be 
attracting  a  lot  of  interest  from  the  public 
who  came  to  this  show,  as  they  did  last 
year,  where  the  class  was  provided  for  the 
Hrst  time.  In  talking  with  the  manage- 
ment, I  was  informed  that  what  where 
last  year  it  took  good  salesmanship  to 
".sell"  this  cla.ss  to  3(t  commercial  breeders, 
this  year  forty  entered  six  females  and  a 
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male  with  little  or  no  urging  and  it 
looks  like  this  will  be  a  "permanent"  as 
it  is  an  impressive  feature  of  the  "oldest 
poultry   sliow   in   the   world." 

Harold  Tompkin.s'  Reds  again  took  the 
high  place  and  sweepstakes  money  with 
a  score  of  lt2  based  on  the  three  ))oinl 
score  card  In  which  condition  and  vigor, 
uniformity  and  breed-type  and  color  were 
each  considered  equally  and  to  it  was 
awarded  the  Bundy  $200.00  sweepstakes 
cup  with  the  accompanying  honorarium 
of  $25.00. 

In  the  highly  exclusive  class  open  only 
to  olFicial  laying  contest  hens  with  records 
of  "high  hen  of  the  breed"  ofTicially  re- 
corded, the  "All-American  Hen"  title  was 
awarded  a  grand,  big,  long  bodied  hen 
entered  by  Stanley  Weber  of  Weber  Duck 
Farm,  Mass.,  and  this  hen  centered  the 
show  under  the  All  American  Hen  title  on 
a  sign  ten  feet  long  with  the  American 
flag  draped  overhead. 

Impressive  Attendance 

The  jnost  impressive  feature  of  this 
great  show,  to  me,  was  the  attendance 
which  I  am  told  was  well  over  ten  thou- 
sand, and  this  is  the  more  remarkable 
when  one  considers  that  the  admission 
was  75  cents  and  passes  were  as  scarce  as 
hens'  teeth.  This  high  admission  had  the 
effect  of  keeping  out  the  idly  curious  with- 
out deterring  in  the  least  tho.se  really 
interested  in  poultry  from  any  angle. 

Filmed   In   Technicolor 

Every  feature  of  the  show  was  filmed 
in  technicolor  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  College,  and 
when  these  pictures  are  completed,  they 
will  be  available  through  either  the  Boston 
Poultry  Show  or  the  Mas.sachusetts  State 
College  for  a  half  hour  feature  for  poul- 
trymen's    gatherings    anywhere. 

The  trade  exhibits  are  always  one  of  the 
most  interesting  exhibits  at  Boston  and 
this  year  more  than  50  firms  exhibited  in 
this  great  commercial  exposition  and  75 
per  cent,  I  understand,  have  engaged 
space  for  next  year  which  indicates  that 
in  spite  of  a  temi)orary  low  tide  in  poultry 
enthusiasm,  they  did  a  satisfactory  busi- 
ness. 


Spacing  the  Range  Shelters 

Generally,  75  per  cent  of  the  aver- 
age pullet  flock  will  not  go  more  than 
75  feet  away  from  their  range  shelter 
75  per  cent  of  the  time.  It's  a  good 
idea  to  follow  this  observation  made 
by  W.  C.  Thompson,  New  Jersey 
College  of  Agriculture,  when  you 
locate  your  range  shelters.  Try  to 
allow  at  least  an  acre  for  every  300 
birds  on  range.

Canned  Turkey  and  Noodles 

Put  Up  by  Cooperative 

Turkey  and 
noodles  have  been 
added  to  the  Lyn- 
den  line  of  canned 
poultry  products 
packed  by  the 
Wa.shington  Co- 
operative Egg 
and  Poultry  As- 
sociation. This 
new  product  is 
attractively  pack- 
ed in  a  16-ounce 
clear  glass  tumb- 
ler showing  slices 
of  turkey  meat  and  appetizing  egg 
noodles. 

Starting  15  years  ago  in  a  house- 
wife's kitchen,  the  Lynden  canned 
poultry  line  now  includes  25  different 
items  at  the  present  time.  Among 
them  are  fricassee,  creamed  chicken, 
roast  chicken,  boned  chicken  and 
various  soups  and  broths. 


Page  the  Serviceman 
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the  dosage  properly  and  went  by  the 
"guess"  scales.  His  20  per  cent  mor- 
tality was  a  mute  witness  to  his  lack 
of  thought.  And.  strange  to  say.  I 
had  a  difficult  job  in  convincing  him 
that  the  chicks  were  not  at  fault  be- 
cause they  could  not  "take  it." 

LAST  SPRING.  I  visited  a  broiler 
raiser  who  had  just  finished  reading  a 
story  about  the  evils  of  free  fatty 
acid  in  certain  low-grade  oils.  His 
conclusion  was  that  all  oils  were 
risky.  He  would  not  take  cod  oil  him- 
self; therefore,  he  would  eliminate  it 
from  his  home-mixed  chick  ration.  He 
did.  Those  chicks  and  a  couple  of 
future  lots  were  a  sorry  sight.  He  is 
no  longer  in  the  broiler  business. 

MR.  B.,  located  in  the  Del-Mar-Va 
section,  follows  the  advice  of  his 
neighbor  who  heard  someone  else 
advise  a  "knock-out"  flush.  So,  at  3  or 
4  weeks,  he  gave  a  Coccidiosis  flush, 
but  added  more  milk,  and  left  the 
biddies  on  this  ration  for  3  days.  Yes, 
It  knocked  out  the  majority  of  the 
chicks — all  of  the  so-called  weak  ones 
and  most  of  the  remainder. 

Flushes  probably  have  a  definite 
place  in  our  feeding  schedule.  How- 
ever, would  you  flush  your  own  day- 
old  chicks?  Mr.  W.  did.  "Why?"  I 
asked  him.  "To  clear  the  mucus  out 
of  the  intestines  and  give  them  a 
clean  start!" 

Many  thousands  of  first-class  chicks 
are  killed  or  ruined  permanently  by 
just  such  lU-chosen  and  ill-advised 
practices.  Similarly,  many  poultrymen 
waste  money  by  trying  to  improve  or 
"doctor"  an  already  good  ration,  as 
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well  balanced  as  science  can  dictate. 
The  successful  poultryman  avoids 
these  mal-practices. 

THE  DISHONEST  operator,  un- 
fortunately, is  still  to  be  found  in  our 
midst.  Mr.  F.  'phoned  one  day  and 
requested  a  visit.  My  diagnosis  coin- 
cided with  two  previous  opinions 
(both  unknown  to  me).  He  demanded 
a  heavy  chick  adjustment,  although 
the  causative  organism  for  his  40  per 
cent  chick  mortality  was  found  in  his 
moldy  litter.  I  soon  found  out  that 
he  was  working  the  3-sided  squeeze — 
chick  man,  grain  man,  and  litter 
salesman.  No  adjustment  was  finally 
made  by  the  first  two.  He  is  now  on 
our  "cash  before  delivery"  list. 


MR.  WM.  B.  put  in  a  claim  for  a 
heavy  chick  adjustment,  but  not  until 
the  chicks  were  8  weeks  old.  He 
would  have  received  it,  had  his 
neighbors  not  supplied  the  missing 
details  (they  usually  do,  consciously 
or  otherwise).  On  a  return  visit,  he 
finally  did  remember  that  his  stove 
went  out  one  windy  day! 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  many  broods 
get  off  to  a  bad  start  ?  Fortunately, 
all  the  errors  will  not  be  found  on  the 
same  farm.  However,  a  few  of  the 
most  common  ones  might  well  be 
listed:  -       ^ 

a.  Overcrowding 

b.  Lack  of  hopper  and  water  space 

c.  Too  hot  or  too  cold  t*> 

d.  Uneven  day  and  night 
temperatures 

e.  Drafts  and  faulty  ventilation 

f.  Lack  of  litter 

g.  Lack  of  sunlight 

h.  Kept  too  close  to  the  stove 
i.  Unbalanced  rations 
j.  E.xcessive  or  too  early  flushes 

k.  Unsanitary  conditions 

DO  YOU  think  the  floor  or  conven- 
tional raiser  has  all  the  headaches? 
Don't  you  believe  it!  Ask  Mr.  C,  the 
battery  raiser.  Again,  the  chicks  were 
at  fault,  he  concluded,  for  everything 
had  been  done  according  to  his  book 
of  instructions.  But  had  they?  His 
lights  were  so  arranged  that  the 
chicks  on  only  the  first  three  shelves 
had  sufficient  light  to  cat  normally. 
The  temperature  varied  12  degrees 
between  the  top  and  bottom  shelves. 
He  had  three  chicks  where  two  ought 
to  have  been.  His  mortality  on  the 
lower  shelves  was  much  greater  than 
on  the  top  two. 

Fortunately,  Mr.  C.  learned  his 
lesson  at  the  start  when  his  volume 
was  small.  But  under  such  artificial 
conditions  to  which  battery  chicks  are 
subjected,  everything  must  be  just 
about  ideal  to  achieve  optimum  re- 
sults.

or  can  usually  find  the  solution  for 
you.  However,  remember  his  ability 
to  help  you  in  a  given  situation  is  in 
the  same  proportion  as  is  your  willing- 
ness to  give  him  all  the  details — 
honest  details — that  you  can. 

Successful  poultry  raising  requires 
a  lot  of  staying  at  home,  especially  in 
the  early  stages  of  brooding.  Don't 
rely  too  much  on  your  neighbor  for 
advice,  for  his  poultry  l<nowledge  and 
experience  may  also  be  limited. 
Follow  your  feed  manufacturer's  di- 
rections, for  he  knows  best  how  his 
feeds  should  be  given  for  best  results. 

The  human  element  plays  a  large 
part  in  the  poultryman's  success. 
Many  small  details  taken  accumula- 
tively turn  out  to  be  of  major  import- 
ance and  may  have  far-reaching  con- 
sequences. You  cannot  hope  to  be  a 
specialist  in  every  phase  of  the  in- 
dustry, so  at  the  first  sign  of  trouble. 
Page  the  Serviceman. 


Keep  Chick  Litter  Dry 

Wet  litter  and  coccidiosis  are  part- 
ners. Where  you  find  one,  you  usually 
find  the  other.  Neither  one  is  a  friend 
of  the  poultryman.  Here's  a  plan  sug- 
gested by  Frank  D.  Reed,  Maine  ex- 
tension poultry  specialist,  for  keeping 
chick  litter  dry  when  coal,  wood  or 
oil  brooder  stoves  are  used. 

1.  Start  out  with  litter  2  or  3  inches 
deep. 

2.  Stir  litter  frequently  and  add 
fresh  litter  until  a  depth  of  5  or  6 
inches  is  built  up. 

3.  Clean  moist  or  caked  spots  as 
they  appear. 

4.  Remove  all  litter  at  once  if  it 
becomes  damp. 

5.  Set  waterers  on  wire  platforms  3 
or  4  inches  high  constructed  of  1-inch 
mesh  hardware  cloth  when  chicks  are 
three  or  four  weeks  old.  Clean  damp 
litter  around  these  stands  daily.  Use 
a  grill  or  guard  on  fountains  to  pro- 
vent  spattering  of  water. 

A  shallow  litter  changed  as  often  as 
every  five  days  is  recommended  by 
Reed  when  electric  or  gas  brooders 
are  used.  Litter  directly  under  or 
around  hover  may  have  to  be  cleaned 
every  three  days.

to  have  eggs  and  poultry  included 
among  the  products  to  be  studied.  The 
need  for  this  type  of  work  and  its 
possibilities  were  outlined  in  .some  de- 
tail by  Dr.  Morley  A.  Jull,  University 
of  Maryland,  in  our  January  issue. 

Science  and  invention  does  not 
stand  still.  From  the  University  of 
California  comes  word  that  a  syn- 
thetic egg  white  has  been  developed 
from  soybeans,  so  what  the  govern- 
ment might  be  able  to  do  in  develop- 
ing other  uses  for  eggs  through  its 
research  program  may  help  to  meet 
this  new  threat. 

Whether  or  not  you  have  had  oc- 
casion previously  to  write  to  Secretary 
Wallace  asking  that  he  give  con- 
sideration to  the  desires  of  the  poul- 
try industry,  here  is  a  good  chance  to 
show  him  that  our  industry  appre- 
ciates the  things  that  are  done  for  it. 
A  brief  "thank  you"  letter  will  do.  but 
get  it  off  to  him  before  it  slips  your 
mind. 


Making  Strong  Concrete 
During  Freezing  Weather 

The  freezing  of  Portland  cement 
concrete  delays  the  .setting  and  hard- 
ening of  the  material  during  the  time 
it  is  frozen,  but  when  it  thaws  out, 
the  chemical  processes  in  hardening 
once  more  are  resumed.  Freezing, 
however,  may  mislead  one  to  think 
that  the  concrete  is  sufficiently  hard. 
If  the  forms  are  removed  and  a  load 
placed  on  the  concrete  while  it  is  in 
this  condition,  serious  trouble  may 
result  when  the  concrete  thaws. 

There  is  little  damage  done  if  the 
freezing  is  postponed  until  the  con- 
crete has  taken  its  initial  set.  accord- 
ing to  W.  C.  Krueger,  extension  agri- 
cultural engineer  at  New  Jersey 
College  of  Agriculture.  Heating  the 
mix  water  and  sand  and  gravel,  and 
then  covering  the  placed  concrete 
with  hay,  straw,  earth  or  .some  other 
protective  material  will  u.sually  delay

freezing  until  the  concrete  has  set. 

The  freezing  point  of  mixing  water 
used  with  concrete  may  be  lowered 
by  adding  salt  to  it,  suggests  Krueger. 
Approximately  iy2  degrees  reduction 
in  the  freezing  point  can  be  obtained 
for  each  one  per  cent  of  salt  added. 
The  percentage  used  is  based  on  the 
weight  of  cement  used  in  the  mix. 
Twelve  pounds  of  salt  per  barrel  of 
cement  will  reduce  the  freezing  point 
to  17  degrees  Fahrenheit  without 
weakening  the  concrete,  advises 
Krueger.

Prevent  Cockerel  Fights 

When  laying  out  the  range,  try  to 
select  a  place  where  cockerels  can 
get  away  from  "bullies"  that  want  to 
fight.  That's  one  advantage  of  wooded 
land.  If  the  range  is  quite  open,  con- 
struct a  few  "grandstands"  of  rough 
lumber  on  which  cockerels  may  find 
refuge.  Such  stands,  composed  of  five 
or  six  perches,  may  help  a  lot  to  cut 
down  mortality  duo  to  fighting.

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To  the   Editor: 

There  ha.s  been  so  miuh  written  and 
said  aiiout  eprj?  prices  and  their  lnarketin^r 
that  I  feel  my  views  will  not  be  altogether 
out  of  order  even  if  not  agreed  upon.  Now 
most  states  have  egg  laws,  rules  govern iiig 
size,  color,  texture,  freshne.ss,  etc.  It  takes 
just  as  much  money  for  the  producer  to 
get  a  medium-sized  egg  as  a  large  egg, 
yet  they  are  classified  on  the  market  in 
so  many  different  groups  that  it  is  check- 
ing the  sale  of  eggs  rather  than   helping. 

There  are  a  few  that  will  pay  a  top 
price  for  a  top  egg,  but  the  greatest 
number  consider  price  first  as  has  been 
proved  by  the  market  rej)orts  which  I 
have  received  all  winter.  Medium  and 
small  eggs  found  a  ready  market  and  a 
good  part  of  the  time  the  production  was 
short  of  the  demand.  Large  eggs  and 
extras  have  been  harder  to  move  and  the 
price  jumped  all  around  daily,  so  no  one 
knew   what   they    would   be   next. 

We  have  too  many  grades  and  too  many 
prices  to  help  the  egg  market.  When  We 
get  .something  like  a  standard  price  for 
certain  sea.sons  of  the  year  then  buyers 
will  know  how  they  stand  and  consumers 
buy  more  eggs.  In  my  opinion,  eggs  should 
never  go  below  30  cents  or  above  45  cents. 
This  would  give  all  parties  an  even  break. 

I  have  seen  eggs  market  35  cents  a 
dozen  as  large  fresh,  others  28  cents  a 
dozen  as  medium  fresh  both  expo.sed  for 
sale  in  the  same  store  and  they  would 
sell  six  dozens  of  the  28  cents  to  ever> 
dozen  at  35  cents  a  dozen.  The  producer 
of  large  eggs  is  here  "out  of  luck"  and 
the  medium  man  not  getting  enough,  yet 
both  cost  the  same  to  produce.  Do  you 
see  my  point? 

Too  many  grades,  too  many  prices  are 
doing  more  harm  than  good.  When  we  get 
the  price  of  eggs  to  fit  the  price  of  grain 
with  a  reasonable  profit,  then  I  believe 
there  will  be  increased  .sales  and  more 
satisfaction  all  around.

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Set  Strawberry  Plants  Early 

Set  your  .'^tiawl)en\  i>lants  ju.st  us  .soon 
a.s  the  weather  permits  netting  the  ;,'rouiul 
reatly.  Strawberrie.s  live  and  grow  better 
if  they  can  become  established  early  in 
the  .spring  while  the  soil  is  tool  and  damp. 
Runner  plants  made  early  are  much  more 
fruitful  than  tho.se  kiowii  in  the  late 
summer  or  fall. 

Holding  Strawberry  Plants 

Plants  .^ihould  be  .set  just  as  soon  as 
Iiossible  after  the  time  they  arrive  from 
your  nurseryman.  "When  delays  in  settinp 
plants  are  unavoidable,  however,  follow 
these  directions  in  holding  the  plants.  Dip 
a  V-shaped  trench  in  some  protected  and 
shaded  place,  spread  out  plants  with  buds 
just  even  with  the  .surface  of  the  prround. 
Firm  soil  back  aprainst  roots  of  plants. 
Wet  the  soil  and  plants  thoroughly.  Cover- 
iutx  with  a  mulch  may  be  necessary  to 
protect   the  plants  in  case   it  nets  cold. 

Eliminate  Tomato  Cutworms 

Ho  you  have  trouble  with  cutworms 
iiivadiuR-  your  tomato  plants?  A  pood 
way  to  eliminate  these  is  to  wrap  paper 
around  the  .stem  of  each  plant,  leavinp  the 
roots  extending  out  the  lower  end  and  the 
lop  leaves  extending  out  the  other  end, 
just  before  you  transplant  the  tomato 
plants. 

Spray  Fruit  Trees  Early 

Better  check  your  spraying  needs  early. 
Peach  trees,  for  instance,  that  had  leaf- 
curl  di.sease  last  year,  should  be  sprayed 
before  the  buds  swell,  with  dry  lime  sul- 
phur mixed  in  the  proportion  of  ^  pound 
per  gallon  of  water.  Bordeaux  mixture 
with  oil  spray  .should  be  used  if  the  tree 
is  att.tcked  by  scales. 

Make  the  Garage  Attractive 

Have  you  a  bare,  unattractive  garage 
standing  away  from  the  house?  Then 
here  are  some  suggestions  for  "tieing"  it 
in  with  the  house.  Put  a  trellis  over  the 
th'ive  to  be  covered  with  grapes  or  roses. 
Put  up  trelli.ses  to  break  bare  walls.  Ex- 
tend a  pergola  (a  trellis  making  an  f.ut- 
door  sitting  room)  from  the  garage  to  the 
house.  Run  a  fence  from  the  garage  to 
the  garden  or  house.  Border  the  walk  to 
the  garage  with  flowers. 

Plant   More  Trees 

Let's  make  1!>40  a  "plant-niore-trees" 
year  I  The  oaks  and  American  elm  are 
esi>ecially  gootl  for  shade  and  wind- 
breaks and  grow  rapidly  if  idanted 
properly.  Fruit  and  nut  trees  can  produce 
a  crop  at  little  expense  on  your  part. 
Almost  every  farm  can  use  more  trees  to 
advantage. 

Save  Trees  With  Bad  Crotches 

-A  good  way  to  prevent  splitting  in  a 
tree  having  a  bad  crotch  is  to  work  a 
.screweye  (the  size  depends  upon  the  size 
of  the  branches)  into  each  branch  and 
fasten  tightly  with  a  strong  wire.  Don't 
ever  wrap  wires  around  branches.  Narrow 
crotches  are  bound  to  split  if  not  sup- 
ported. 

Dust  the  Early  Peas 

.A  good  way  to  prevent  English  .sparrows 
and  other  birds  from  ruining  the  young 
tender,  leaves  of  early  peas,  for  which 
they  seem  to  have  a  special  fondness,  is 
to  sprinkle  commercial  tobacco  dust  light- 
ly   over    the    leaves    when    they    are    wet. 


Fertilizing  the  Small   Garden 

A    good    rule    to    follow   when   fertilizing 
the   small    garden    is    that    600    pounds    of 
fertilizer   per   acre   means   about    1   poutid      >%• 
for  each  20  feet  of  row.  Jfj^t 

Pack  Soil  When  Transplanting 

When  transplanting,  hold  the  plant 
against  the  straight  side  of  opening  made 
with  the  spade  or  trowel.  Fill  in  loose  dirt 
on  the  other  side  and  i>ack  firmly  against 
the  plant  with  hand  or  foot.  Roots  cannot 
take  up  moisture  unless  they  are  in  close 
contact  with  fine,  loose  soil.  The  best  time 
to  transplant  is  just  before  or  just  after  a 
rain,   especially    if   the   weather   is  cloudy.

Rained  some  popularity  in  .some  localities 
because  of  the  results  published  by  Wis- 
consin workers.  Dr.  H.  E.  Moskey,  repre- 
senting the  U.  S.  Food  and  Drug  Admin- 
istration, made  the  following  statement 
in  the  Jl.  of  Am.  Vet.  Med.  Ass'n.  Vol. 
96,  No.  7.';4 :  "The  reported  experimental 
work  with  the  feeding  of  sulphur  has 
shown  that  it  has  no  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  chicks  infected  with  coccidiosis 
and  that  the  amount  of  sulphur  which  is 
necessary  for  the  prevention  of  coccidiosis 
infection  is  too  injurious  to  warrant  its 
use."

Fowl    Typhoid    in    turkey    poults    is    be- 
coming increasingly  prevalent  and  taking 
a    heavier    toll    each    year.    Testing    with 
Pullorum  antigen  has  been  considered  one 
of  the  means  of  reducing  the  incidence  of 
fowl  typhoid  in  breeding  flocks  of  turkeys 
but    investigations   by   Drs.    E.    p.   .lohnsor^

Fine,   medium    and    coarse   rorn   and    its 
respective    feeding    effect    on    chicks    was 
observed    by    C.    W.    Carrick    and    R     E 
Roberts  at   the   Indiana    Experiment    Sta- 
tion   (51st   Annual    Report    of  the   Indiana 
Exp.    Sta.).    At    10    or    12    weeks    of    age 
there  was  practically  no  difference  in  the 
average  weight  of  either  .sex  on  the  fine 
and    on    the    medium    ground    corn     There 
wa.s,  however,  .some  advantage  in  favor  of 
each    sex    on    these    two    rations   as   com- 
pared  to  the  ration  with  coarsely  ground 
corn.

carelessly  and  driven  in  a  small,  cheap 
car  over  bad  cobblestone  roads,  hatched 
S7  per  cent  of  the  fertile  eggs.  Similar  ill 
treatment  ai)i)lied  after  fi  and  12  days  of 
incubation  failed  to  demonstrate  any  con- 
siderable damage  to  the  egg.s.  There  was 
evidence,  however,  that  the  germ  is  more 
sensitive  to  "rough  handling"  in  its  later 
stages  of  development.

Fertility  is  influenced  by  the  outside 
temperature  during  the  period  when  the 
egg  is  laid,  according  to  Dr.  F.  A.  Hays 
and  Ruby  Sanborn  of  the  Mass.  Exp 
Station  (Bui.  No.  359).  Fertility  in  males 
IS  highest  during  the  cockerel  year,  show- 
ing a  marked  decline  from  then  on.  Fe- 
males were  most  fertile  as  yearlings  and 
the  decline  from  then  on  was  much  less 
marked  than  with  the  males.  Males  ap- 
peared to  be  more  often  re.sponsible  for 
infertile  matings,  because  in  most  cases 
a  change  in  male  rendered  fertile  93  per 
cent  of  the  previously  infertile  production. 
The  rate  of  production  up  to  March  1  had 
no  influence  upon  fertility. 

Fertility  was  highest  when  the  males 
used  were  imported  from  outside  flocks, 
but  in  some  instances  outside  males  gave 
no  better  results  than  "home"  males.  From 
inbred  matings  fertility  was  higher  than 
from  check  matings,  except  when  males 
were  mated  to  their  daughters.  The 
authors  conclude  that  the  absence  of  any 
significant  correlation  between  fertility  of 
mothers  and  daughters  suggests  that  fer- 
tility does  not  depend  on   Inheritance.  "^ 

This  latter  question  does  not  seem  to  oe 
fully  settled,  judging  by  differences  of 
opinion  among  authorities,  hence  it  is  well 
to  continue  to  look  upon  this  problem  of 
fertility  as  a  fertile  field  for  re.searcii 
(pun   intended).

Ilody    weiffht    of   pullets    at    the   end   of 

oiu-year  participation  in  the  Irish  Laying 
Trials  showed  an  increa.se  in  63  per  cent 
of  the  binls,  a  decrea.se  in  9  per  cent  and 
no  change  in  28  per  cent.  Chas.  Crowther 
of  the  Harper  Adams  Agricultural  Col- 
lege  (Harper  Adams  Utility  Poultrv  Jour- 
nal. Vol.  24.  10)  reports  that  when  dassi- 
fie.l  into  three  groups  (gain,  lo.ss  and  no 
change  in  weight),  there  was  no  difference 
in  the  average  number  of  eggs  laid  by 
the  birds.  This  observation  applied  to  vir- 
tually all  of  the  breeds  involved

Don*t  Forget  Brooder  Fires 

Don't  let  spring  fever  make  you 
forget  brooder  fires.  April's  usually  a 
hard  month  to  regulate  brooder  house 
temperature.  Extra  care  is  essential. 
Beware  of  sudden  storms,  strong 
winds.  Remember  that  final  "all's 
well"  check-up  each  night. 

Get  Range  Equipment  Ready 

How  about  checking  over  the  foun- 
tains and  hoppers  you'll  need  on 
range  this  season  ?  Better  get  them  in 
good  shape.  Range  nest  shelters  also 
should  be  considered.  Now  may  be 
your  best  chance  to  make  them.  Per- 
haps you  can  find  time  to  lay  that 
water  pipe  to  range  this  month,  also. 

Range  in  Small  Groups 

Pullets  grow  and  develop  better  if 
ranged  in  groups  of  100  or  125  birds 
each — just  enough  for  the  average  10 
by  12-foot  shelter.  Don't  try  to  get  by 
with  crowding.  It  isn't  worth  the  risk! 
Try  to  keep  growing  units  at  least 
100  feet  apart  on  range.  Farther  apart 
is  better  yet. 

Stop  Cannibalism  at  Once! 

A  stitch  in  time  saves  nine  where 
cannibalism  is  concerned.  Don't  delay 
when  a  bird  becomes  injured  or  picked 
and  begins  to  bleed.  Treat  her  at  once 
with  a  good  anti-pick  remedy.  If  at  all 
possible,  keep  her  away  from  the  flock 
until  the  wound  is  healed.  Don't  give 
the  birds  a  chance  to  be  cannibals. 

Watch  the  Layers  Carefully 

Don't  spend  all  your  time  with  the 
chicks.  Hens  in  the  peak  of  production 
need  special  attention.  Feed  and 
manage  carefully  to  maintain  vitality 
and  body  weight.  Watch  for  disease.

Go  to  College  years,     for- 

mer 4-H  club  members  have  repre- 
sented an  increasing  percentage  of  the 
total  enrollment  in  the  colleges  of 
agriculture  and  home  economics  in  13 
central  states. 

During  1927-28,  the  4-H  members 
comprised  18  V2  per  cent  of  the  total 
student  enrollments  at  the  colleges 
surveyed;  this  year,  they  comprise 
37.78  per  cent.  At  Illinois,  former 
club  members  represented  nearly  50 
per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  of 
agricultural  and  home  economics 
students. 

It  would  appear  that  4-H  club  work 
creates  a  desire  on  the  part  of  farm 
boys  and  girls  to  secure  a  higher 
education.  In  many  instances,  the 
money  earned  from  projects  has 
helped  to  finance  the  years  in  college. 
Those  men  and  women  who  can  now 
look  back  on  the  teen  age  when  they 
carried  on  4-H  projects  and  attended 
club  encampments  remember  that 
period  as  one  of  the  most  interesting 
experiences  of  their  youth. 

Poultry  raising  happens  to  be  one 
of  the  most  popular  of  4-H  projects, 
and  all  over  the  United  States  today 
will  be  found  successful  poultry  plant 
operators  whose  first  experience  with 
chickens  came  from  their  project 
work. 


Incomes  and  Not  so  long  ago 
T7      J  r»      •  Milo  Perkins,  presi- 

Food  Buying    ^j^^^.  ^f  the  Federal 

Surplus  Commodities  Corporation, 
told  an  audience  that  the  unsatisfied 
wants  of  two-thirds  of  the  country's 
total  population  make  up  the  greatest 
new  market  that  has  ever  loomed 
before  the  businessman  and  the 
farmer.  And  he  cited  figures  to  show 
that  14  per  cent  of  some  29  million 


families  surveyed  had  incomes  of 
only  $312  for  the  year  1935-36;  27  Va 
per  cent,  $758  per  year. 

We  can't  quarrel  with  the  idea  that 
greater  incomes  mean  greater  pur- 
chases of  farm  products.  People  with 
more  money  to  spend  will  buy  more 
eggs.  But  we  wonder  whether  much 
has  been  accomplished  through  legis- 
lation in  recent  years  in  raising  the 
average  family's  income. 

There  is  the  Wages  and  Hours  law, 
for  example.  It  did  set  a  minimum 
wage,  but  at  the  same  time,  through 
the  limit  on  hours  that  can  be  worked, 
it  established  what  was  virtually  a 
maximum  wage.  Today,  an  employer 
cannot  work  a  man  more  than  42 
hours  a  week,  unless  he  wishes  to  pay 
time  and  a  half  overtime. 

Before  the  law  was  enacted,  John 
Jones,  we'll  call  him  that,  worked  in 
a  furniture  factory  50  hours  a  week 
at  50  cents  an  hour  —  $25  a  week. 
When  there  was  a  rush,  he  would 
work  longer  for  several  weeks,  and  it 
would  help  to  make  up  for  the  time 
lost  in  the  summer  slump. 

Jones  still  gets  50  cents  an  hour, 
but  he  makes  only  $21  a  week,  for 
his  employer  cannot  afford  to  pay 
time-and-a-half  for  overtime.  The  net 
result  is  that  Jones  earns  several 
hundred  dollars  less  per  year— dollars 
that  might  have  been  spent  for  cloth- 
ing, household  appliances,  improve- 
ments on  his  home,  and — yes — more 
eggs  and  other  farm  products. 

This  isn't  hard  to  figure  out.  Mul- 
tiply Jones  by  the  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  workers  who  have  had  their 
earnings  cut  by  this  law,  and  you  can 
see  where  millions  of  dollars  in  pur- 
chasing power  have  been  lost  —  mil- 
lions of  dollars  that  would  have  helped 
to  take  men  off  relief  and  low  WPA 
wages  and  put  them  in  jobs  where 
they  could  afford  to  buy  more  of  the 
products  of  the  farmer  and  poultry 
raiser.

Keeping  Eggs 

Nest  fresh 


Sf>eedy  \iandXing  and  Quick  Cooling  Do  the  Job 


By  Paul  Worcester 


WHEN  the  hen  hops  off  the  nest, 
she  has  just  completed  pro- 
duction of  one  of  nature's  most 
healthful  foods.  At  that  point  she  is 
done  with  her  job,  and  it's  up  to  the 
poultryman  to  see  that  the  egg  is 
kept  in  as  near  the  same  condition 
as  when  the  hen  laid  it  as  is  possible 
With  modern  feeding  methods  and 
pedigreed  birds,  most  of  us  can  get 
eggs  of  excellent  quality  in  our  nests. 
Keeping  the  eggs  in  top  shape  until 
they  go  to  market  isn't  easy,  however. 
The  Creighton  brothers,  Hobart  and 
Russell,  who  own  and  operate  a  1,100- 
acre  farm  near  Warsaw,  Indiana,  have 
been  working  at  the  egg  handling 
problem  for  15  years.  At  the  peak  of 
the  season  last  year,  they  were  ship- 
ping a  carload  of  eggs  a  week,  with 
their  eggs  bringing  premium  prices 
regularly  at  New  York. 

They  have  built  up  their  business 
from  1,200  hens  housed  in  a  made- 
over  hog  house,  in  1925,  to  their 
present  layout  of  twenty-four  2,000- 
hen  laying  houses,  an  incubating  ca- 
pacity of  180,000  eggs,  and  total 
assets  of  nearly  $200,000.  The  back- 
bone of  their  business,  averaging 
about  60  per  cent  of  their  income,  is 
the  marketing  of  quality  eggs. 


Creighton  Brothers  have  found  that 
the  term  "Farm  Fresh"  doesn't  mean 
a  thing  to  an  egg  buyer.  What  he 
wants  is  to  know  that  the  egg  com- 
pares favorably  in  quality  to  one  just 
produced  by  the  hen.  A  "Nest  Fresh" 
egg  is  what  the  buyers  are  after. 
Here's  how  Hobart  and  Russell 
Creighton  keep  the  eggs  from  their 
40,000  laying  hens  nest  fresh  and  clean. 

There's  a  mechanical  cleaner  at  the 
grading   house,    but   it   is   used   very 


little.  The  Creightons  find  that  egg 
gatherers  keep  eggs  a  lot  cleaner  if 
they  have  to  clean  the  dirties.  Each 
man  is  responsible  for  the  managing  of 
4,000  hens  —  two  laying  houses.  He 
feeds  and  waters  them,  cleans  houses 
and  nests,  and  picks  up  the  eggs.  No 
caution  about  keeping  the  houses 
clean  is  necessary,  for  the  boys  would 
much  rather  do  a  little  scraping  and 
cleaning  than  the  tedious  brushing  of 
individual  eggs.  Each  man  must  de- 
liver clean  eggs  to  the  grader,  knows 
that  he  must,  and  does. 

Liberal  use  is  made  of  creosote  in 
all  the  buildings  as  an  aid  in  keeping 
things  clean  and  preventing  disease. 
Peat  moss  has  been  used  on  floors, 
but  the  war  has  shut  off  importation, 
so  Creighton  Brothers  are  looking  for 
another  litter  material  that  will  prove 
as  satisfactory.  The  peat  draws 
moisture,  keeping  the  humidity  down, 
and  makes  things  drier  in  the  houses. 
Drier  hou.ses  mean  less  dirt  and  less 
dirt  means  cleaner  eggs.  Egg  handlers 
go  for  that. 

Four  Gatherings   Daily 

The  boys  in  the  houses  know  that 
frequent  gathering  is  important  in 
keeping  the  eggs  clean.  They  are  told 
to  collect  eggs  whenever  necessary. 
Poultry  experts  recommend  that  eggs 
be  gathered  three  times  daily.  Actual- 
ly, the  boys  at  Creightons'  collect 
eggs  at  least  four  times  a  day  and 
usually  take  a  basket  along  to  pick 
up  any  eggs  that  may  be  in  the  nests 
whenever  they  go  through  the  houses. 

After  the  clean  eggs  are  gathered, 
they  go  to  the  cooling  room.  In  the 
winter  they  are  usually  cool  enough, 
so  the  boys  put  them  directly  into 
cases  for  transfer  to  the  central  base- 
ment. During  the  summer  they  are 
cooled  over  night  in  baskets  because 
of  better  air  circulation,  and  aren't 
put  in  cases  before  being  graded.  With 
rapid  cooling,  and  storage  in  the  re- 
frigerated room,   there  is  no  chance

for    the    quality    to    drop    between 
gathering  and  grading. 

As  you  will  realize  by  this  time, 
there  is  no  waste  motion  or  loss  of 
time  in  the  Creighton  system.  Their 
plan  combines  efficiency  with  quality 
maintenance.  Eggs  laid  one  day  are 
graded  the  next.  The  grading  room 
adjoins  the  cooling  basement,  and  a 
workman  takes  a  truck  of  four  cases 
of  ungraded  eggs  out  on  the  same  trip 
that  he  takes  four  cases  of  graded 
and  packed  eggs  back. 

With  a  machine  that  grades  a  car- 
load of  eggs  a  week,  it  doesn't  take 
long  to  run  four  cases  through.  And 
it  is  only  during  the  time  they  are 
being  graded  that  the  cases  are  out 
of  the  cooler.  All  the  rest  of  the  time, 
from  the  moment  they  come  in  from 
the  laying  house  until  they  are  loaded 
on  the  closed  truck  to  go  to  the  rail- 
road, they  are  kept  at  temperatures 
under  50  degrees,  with  a  high  humid- 
ity. The  eggs  move  east  twice  a  week 
and  are  probably  on  the  table  in  less 
than  a  week  atfer  they  leave  the  nest. 

Creighton  eggs  are  sorted  into 
about  13  grades.  Men  on  the  grading 
machine  aren't  just  "neighborhood 
boys,"  but  qualified  graders  that  know 
a  bad  egg  when  they  see  one.  Eggs 
are  candled  at  the  grading  machine 
and  all  seconds  are  packed  separately. 

Personal   Supervision   Counts 

Factors  that  indirectly  influence 
maintenance  of  eggs  quality  are  less 
obvious  but  just  as  important  as  the 
measures  mentioned  above.  Even 
while  Hobart  Creighton  shows  visitors 
about  the  place,  he  is  checking  various 
operations  and  making  suggestions  to 
the  workmen.  Personal  supervision  of 
every  move  is  impossible,  but  it  is 
possible  to  keep  your  eyes  open.

Tills  work  was  s«'paral«(1  in  the  reorganization 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1936.  Dr.  \\.  W.  Titus  is 
hi  charge  of  poultry   nutrition  work. 


VISITORS  to  the  World's  Poul- 
try Congress  last  summer 
who  came  away  with  a  copy 
of  the  80-page  book,  "How  the 
Government  Aids  the  Poultry  In- 
dustry," given  away  at  the  Federal 
exhibit,  know  that  the  poultry 
activities  of  Uncle  Sam  are  num- 
erous. 

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics reports  size  of  flocks,  pro- 
duction, chick  production,  egg  and 
poultry   prices  and   similar   infor- 
mation. The  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation  buys  eggs  for 
relief  distribution.  Poultry  receivers 
in  certain  large  markets  must  be 
licensed     by    the    Department    of 
Agriculture  in  order  to  do  business. 
The  buying  and  selling  of  eggs  in 
the  various  mercan- 
tile  exchanges 
throughout  the  coun- 
try is  regulated  by 
the  Commodity  Ex- 
change   Administra- 
tion. Hatcheries 
which  may  be  a  bit 
careless  in  their 
claims  may  come 
under  the  scrutiny  of 
the  Federal  Trade 
Commission. 

This  by  no  means 
covers  the  govern- 
ment's varied  poul- 
ti-y  activities,  but 
probably  t  he  phase 
more  familiar  to 
poultry  raisers  is  the 


research  in  breeding,  feeding  and 
management  conducted  on  the 
lO.OOO-acre  Beltsville  Research 
Center  at  Beltsville,  Md.,  14  miles 
northeast  from  the  nation's  capitol. 
Poultry's  175-acre  tract  may  seem 
insignificant,  but  its  four  labora- 
tories and  more  than  200  poultry 
houses  are  impressive  enough  to 
readily  realize  that  it  is  the  largest 
poultry  research  plant  in  the 
country. 

While  poultry  disease  investiga- 
tions and  testing  of  poultry  bio- 
logics  are  carried  on  at  Beltsville, 
these  pictures  concern  only  the 
work  of  the  poultry  sections  of  the 
animal  husbandry  and  animal  nu- 
trition divisions. 

On  this  month's  cover,  C.  D. 
Gordon,  geneticist,  is  shown  break- 
ing out  eggs  in  studies  of  egg  white 
quality.  Yolks  and  whites  are 
separated,  then  the  whites  are  put 
through  the  sieves,  which  have  64 
holes  to  the  square  inch,  to  separate 
the  thick  and  the  thin  white.  Some 
3,000  eggs  were  broken  out  in  a 
study  of  the  inheritance  of  thick 
white.  Dr.  Gordon  expects  to  break 
7,000  eggs  in  a  study  of  the  differ- 
ences in  keeping  quality  of  the 
whites  of  eggs  produced  by  differ- 
ent hens. 

Through  selection,  the  govern- 
ment workers  have  been  able  to 
breed  a  line  of  birds  which  lay 
eggs  with  thick  whites,  another 
line  which  lays  eggs  having  thin 
whites. 


Nutritional  studies  are  conducted  in 
the  long  poultry  house  in  the  fore- 
ground, om*  of  more  than  2oO  houses 
used  for  breeding,  feeding  and  manage- 
ment experiments.  Altfigetlu-r,  the 
government's  poultry  plant  has  a  «a- 
pacity  of  7,000  adult  chickens,  1.500 
turkeys  and  200  pigeons,  and  there  are 
I'acililifs  for  rearing  i:i,000  chicks  an«l 
2. ."00  poults.  The  poultry  houses  are 
iiiodt-ni  and  up-to-date,  for  in  the 
building  program  of  1934  at  Biltsville. 
all  old  poultry  houses,  with  one  ex<'ep- 
tion,  were  rebuilt,  and  many  new  ones 
were  added.  Some  portions  of  the  farm 
are  low  and  tend  to  be  i)oorly  drained, 
l>ut  on  the  whole,  the  buildings  have 
much  the  same  practical  featires  that 
would  be  fuuiul  f>n  a  commercial  i»oul- 
try  farm  in  which  the  owner  dei>ends 
upon  his  flock  for  a  living.  When  the 
trees  are  in  full  foliage,  the  j)!ant  has 
ilie  appearance  of  a   well-kept   park. 
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Breeding  for  egg  size  is  the  project  for  which  these  Reds  are  being  used,  and 
they  are  kept  in  the  house  above,  one  of  six  devoted  to  breeding  studies.  By  selective 
breeding,  egg  size  in  White  Leghorns  rose  from  23.2  ounces  in  1934-35  to  24.8  ounces  In 
1937-38.  Also  important  was  the  fact  that  the  standard  24  ounces-per-dozen  was  reached 
earlier  each  year.  In  no  month  during  1934-35  did  the  eggs  average  24  ounces  to  the 
dozen,  but  by  1938-39,  a  weight  of  24.6  ounces  was  reached  in  December.  Results  In 
increasing  egg  production  through  breeding  and  selection  have  been  just  as  Btrlking. 
In  five  years,  the  average  yield  of  the  progeny  of  imported  Light  Sussex  increased 
from  129  to  177  eggs.  Among  other  things  learned  from  breeding  studies  are:  close 
inbreeding  cuts  the  egg  yield  as  well  as  hatchability  ;  the  length,  breadth  and  shape 
of  the  skull  has  no  relation  to  egg  production ;  sexual  maturity,  rate  as  measured 
by  percentage  of  production  to  March  1,  and  persistence  as  measured  by  the  number 
of  eggs  laid  in  August  and  September  can  be  used  to  predict  first-year  production. 
Egg    weight    tends    to   come    up    when    the    body    size    is    increased    through    breeding. 


Dr.  C.  W.  Knox,  senior  geneticist 
at  left,  and  J.  P.  Qulnn  separate 
Rhode  Island  Red  chicks  to  deter- 
mine the  accuracy  In  sexing  chicks 
according  to  down  color  markings. 
An  accuracy  of  91.8  per  cent  was 
obtained  in  separating  Barred  Rock 
sexes  by  down  color  and  shank 
pigment ;  77.8  to  84.9  per  cent  with 
Red  chicks.  What  they  would  like 
to  know  now  is  whether  they  can 
breed  strains  with  more  accurate 
markings  as  a  means  of  determining 
the  sex  of  newly  hatched  chicks.

TAPEWORMS  pass  only  a  part 
of  their  lives  in  the  pullet.  The 
balance  of  their  life  is  passed  in 
other  living  things  such  as  sowbugs, 
dung  beetles,  ants,  grasshoppers,  flies, 
snails,  roaches,  slugs,  ground  beetles, 
earthworms  and  water  bugs.  This  cycle 
of  their  lives  is  shown  in  a  diagram 
below.

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These  vacuum  cups  and  hooks 
anchored  to  the  lining  of  the  intestine 
together  with  poisonous  products 
given  off  from  the  body  of  the  tape- 
worms coupled  with  their  writhing 
movements  cause  irritation  resulting 
in  inflammation  as  shown  by  the  red 
condition  of  the  membrane  where 
they  lie.  Considerable  slimy  material 
is  thrown  out  and  it  many  entirely 
cover  over  and  hide  from  sight  the 
near  microscopic  worms.  The  wall  of 
the  intestine  is  thickened. 

The  products  thrown  off  from  the 
worms  are  absorbed  by  the  cells  of 
small  glands  located  in  the  intestinal 
wall.  These  glands  secrete  ferments 
which  finish  digesting  the  feed.  The 
glands  become  degenerated  and  there 
is  interference  with  the  digestion  of 
the  feed.  These  poisons  are  also 
absorbed  into  the  blood  and  carried 
through  all  parts  of  the  growing 
pullet.  Such  poisons  interfere  with 
nutrition  and,  therefore,  the  pullet 
does  not  build  a  rugged  body  for  the 
early  heavy  egg  laying  expected  of 
her.  The  pullet  shows  a  thin,  under- 
developed body,  unhealthy  appear- 
ance of  the  head  and  feathers,  pale 
shanks,  crow  head  with  dull  eyes. 

How   Tapeworms   Get    Into    Intestines 

The  baby  tapeworm  is  developed  in 
the  insect  that  gets  the  egg.  The  first 
thing  then,  is  to  determine  where 
these  insects,  in  which  the  baby 
worms  are  developed,  get  the  tape- 
worm eggs. 

The  most  common  source  of  the 
start  for  the  pullets  is  from  the  old 
layers  which  have  carried  the  worms 
over  in  the  intestinal  tract  through 
the  winter  and  until  the  insect  ap- 
pears in  the  spring.  Just  when  this 
time  is  depends  how  far  north  you 
are  talking  about.  In  Tampa,  Florida, 
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or  the  lower  tip  of  Texas,  insect  life 
may  last  through  the  12  months.  But 
at  the  Canadian  border  insect  life 
may  not  appear  until  May. 

The  adult  tapeworm  in  the  intestine 
of  the  laying  flock  consists  of  an 
attached  head,  a  slender  neck  at  the 
back  end  at  which  there  commences 
the  development  of  segments  which 
constitute  the  chain  of  segments  or 
body  of  the  worm.  The  tail  end  seg- 
ments gradually  become  filled  with 
mature  eggs.  There  are  several 
thousand  in  each  segment.  This  ripe 
segment  filled  with  its  mature  eggs 
now  breaks  off  and  passes  out  with 
the  droppings  and  is  seen  on  the 
outside  of  the  droppings  of  an  infested 
bird. 

In  cold  weather  this  segment,  still 
alive,  vigorously  contracts  into  many 
shapes,  until  it  dies.  Tapeworm  eggs, 
scientists  tell  us,  remain  alive  but 
two  days  after  the  decaying  segment 
has  released  them  after  being  passed. 
This  means  that  tapeworm  eggs  do 
not  live  over  from  one  year  to  the 
next.  When  we  allow  the  breeding  of 
the  insects  and  worms  that  eat  these 
eggs  and  develop  within  them  the 
baby  tapeworm  and  the  laying  flocks 
have  carried  through  the  winter 
hundreds  of  tapeworms,  then  we 
start  the  new  crop  of  baby  tape- 
worms for  the  pullet  crop  that  is 
coming  on. 

Keep  the  Premises  Clean 

Manure  is  the  breeding  place  for 
many  insects  such  as  flies  and  dung 
beetles.  Stable  manure  is  especially 
dangerous.  The  fly  may  develop  the 
baby  tapeworms  of  five  of  the  nine 
varieties  of  tapeworms  that  may  in- 
fest the  pullets  in  the  spring  and 
summer  time.  Flies  breed  not  only  in 
stable  manure,  but  also  in  other  de- 
caying animal  or  vegetable  matter.  To 
keep  their  breeding  down  means 
proper  care  of  all  manure,  filthy 
places  containing  decaying  material 
that  forms  food  for  the  young  de- 
veloping flies  that  hatch  out  there. 

The  real  small  brown  beetles  of  the 
manure  piles  can  develop  the  baby 
tapeworms  from  the  eggs  of  five 
different  varieties  of  tapeworms. 
From  this  we  can  see  that  we  must 
take  proper  care  of  all  manure  on 
the  farm  and  work  to  keep  down  fly 
and  beetle  breeding  places. 

Insect  Life  on  Range 

The  fields  have  their  insect  life  that 
is  both  useful  and  dangerous.  Insect 
life  forms  a  useful  animal  food  for 
developing  pullets  and  turkeys.  If 
such  insects  can  develop  baby  tape- 
worms in  their  bodies  and  the  tape- 
worms eggs  are  carried  to  these 
ranges  with  the  pullets  when  they  are 
put  on  range,  it  takes  but  three  weeks 
for  such  insects  after  they  have  been 
eaten  by  the  pullets  for  the  tape- 
worms to  be  passed  on  to  other  pul- 
lets. It  then  requires  five  to  seven 
weeks  for  this  baby  tapeworm  carried 
in  by  the  insect  to  attach  itself  and

April  1 — Once  again,  the  month  of 
responsibility  rolls  around.  It  is  well 
nigh  on  to  chick  time  which  means 
work  and  then  more  work.  If  one  can 
call  what  I  have  been  doing  all  winter 
work,  then  that  so-called  work  has 
been  child's  play  compared  with  what 
is  to  follow.  This  chick  rearing  is  a 
job  which  must  be  done,  but  one 
which  I  don't  especially  relish.  If  I 
should  fail  or  rather  fall  down  on  the 
job,  I  would  be  financially  lost.  But 
it  is  .somewhat  like  going  to  the  den- 
tist, I  hate  to  go,  but  feel  relieved 
when  the  day  actually  arrives.  After 
I  get  into  the  .swing  of  the  additional 
work,  it  really  isn't  such  a  bad  job  at 
that.  The  big  idea  is  to  have  the 
houses  ready  for  the  chicks  before 
they  come. 

April  3 — A  division  of  labor,  that  is 
what  we  practiced  today.  Harold 
worked  on  the  brooder  houses;  Fred 
pruned  the  evergreens;  I  took  care 
of  the  stock.  Harold  is  preparing  the 
round  houses,  the  bended-bow  rafter 
brooder  houses  first.  We  get  the  chicks 
for  them  first,  1,500,  and  thereby  take 
this  brooding  business  by  easy  stages. 
Four  days  later,  we  get  3,000  more. 
Then  we  are  in  hot  water  sure  enough.

April  5 — The  long  arm  of  the  law 
reached  out  and  tapped  me  on  the 
shoulder  today.  The  officer  wanted  to 
know  why  I  was  driving  the  truck 
with  last  year's  tags  when  the  year 
ended  March  31.  I  had  a  receipt  show- 
ing I  had  laid  down  the  money,  but 
all  truck  tags  come  from  Columbus. 
They  should  be  here  any  day. 

Harold  has  two  of  the  brooder 
houses  ready,  all  but  placing  the 
smoke  stack  and  the  peat  moss.  The 
stoves  were  thoroughly  overhauled 
last  summer  and  painted  with  oil  to 
prevent  rusting,  but  he  goes  over  them 
again.  All  oil  pipes  are  blown  out  with 
an  automobile  pump  to  remove  any 
rust  particles.  When  we  fire  them  up, 
we  want  percolation  to  start  imme- 
diately. 


April  6  —  Shot  at  a  couple  of  the 
neighbors'  dogs.  They  tore  out  of  here 
like  mules  tearing  out  of  green  corn. 
I  am  not  taking  any  chances  this  year 
with  varmints  that  run  on  the  ground 
or  fly  in  the  air.  They  are  all  going 
to  get  the  same  treatment,  buckshot 
and  steel  traps.  A  cat  that  has  been 
prowling  around  here  is  going  to  land 
in  the  incinerator  .some  day.  Ashes 
are  ashes  and  don't  leave  any  in- 
criminating evidence. 

April  8  —  Cold,  sun.shine,  rain  and 
snow  —  a  typical  April  day.  All  the 
brooder  stoves  and  equipment  were 
distributed  among  the  houses  a  few 
days  ago.  When  a  day  like  this  comes 
along,  we  can  work  under  cover  and 
make  good  time.  Harold  has  all  the 
stoves  set  up,  spirit-leveled  east  and 
west,  north  and  south.  The  smoke 
stacks  were  set  in  place  to  see  that 
they  were  straight  up,  the  paint 
bucket,  1-gallon  size  replaced  over  the 
roof  flange  to  prevent  rain  from 
entering. 

A  blow-out  this  afternoon  caused 
the  loss  of  a  good  pullet,  one  of  the 
best,  too.  Always  is. 

April  10 — This  thing  of  digging  post 
holes  and  having  them  fill  with  water 
before  they  are  finished  is  hot  stuff. 
But  we  go  blithely  along  and  dig  them 
just  the  same.  This  morning  water 
was  flowing  over  the  rim  of  the  gate 
post  hole  that  was  dug  a  couple  of 
days  ago.  The  big  idea  is  to  get  the 
holes  dug  while  digging  is  good. 
Sometimes  the  water  will  soak  away 
and  fence  building  can  proceed.  The 
fence  will  be  all  number  9  wire,  the 
gate  frame  is  of  1%  inches  tubing 
filled  with  number  9  filler.  The  gate 
post  is  the  butt  cut  of  a  telephone 
pole,  18  inches  in  diameter,  cresoted 
to  the  core.  I  am  trying  to  build  this 
fence  along  the  same  pattern  as  the 
"One  Hoss  Shay." 

April  11 — Usually  I  discontinue  the 
lights  about  the  first  of  "Apral,"  as 
the  natives  say.  But  this  month,  we 
have  had  so  much  dark,  gloomy 
weather,  it  seems  advisable  to  let 
them  run  for  a  while  longer.  Some  of 
these  days  the  sun  is  going  to  shine 
and  we  will  be  surprised  at  the  length 
of  the  days. 

But  it  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  no 
one  good  luck.  Ralph  Sheppard,  the 
inspector,  told  me  today  that  egg 
quality  was  running  a  trifle  higher 
than  usual.  He  attributes  it  to  the 
increased  humidity.  It  seems  that 
there  is  a  correlation  between  humid- 
ity and  interior  egg  quality  if  other 
factors  are  reasonably  equal. 

April  13  —  Decarbonization  of  the 
asbestos    wicks    is    a    big    name    for 
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knocking  the  soot  off  of  them.  Each 
year,  I  replace  all  of  the  wicks  in  six 
of  the  brooder  stoves.  It  costs  only 
five  cents  a  stove  and  that  is  rather 
cheap  insurance.  The  other  three 
stoves  don't  use  wicks.  Each  type  has 
its  advantages,  but  I  wouldn't  turn 
my  head  either  way.  Really  all  it 
means  is  that  there  is  a  wick  in  one 
tin  can  and  none  in  the  other. 

The  old  coal  burners  were  made  to 
hold  heat  even  after  the  fire  went  out, 
but  the.se  stream-lined  models  are  as 
cold  as  a  door  nail  as  soon  as  some- 
thing happens  to  the  thermostat.  Just 
let  a  small  foreign  particle  clog  the 
thermostat  and  like  the  automobiles 
of  old,  one  gets  out  and  gets  under.

April  15  —  Borrowed  a  lawn  roller 
from  neighbor  John  Hackman  and  got 
in  a  little  pulling  and  pushing  exercise. 
Rolled  the  lawn  north  and  south  then 
east  and  west.  It  is  rolled  now,  flatter 
than  a  pancake;  so  is  my  ambition  to 
pull  another  300-pound  roller.  Also 
re-glazed  eight  window  sash. 

April  17 — Here  it  is  Monday  again 
and  more  rain.  This  in  itself  isn't  so 
bad,  but  the  weatherman  says  we  are 
going  to  have  rain  all  week.  So  far, 
this  month  we  have  had  plenty  of 
rain,  more  than  the  average.  I  am 
getting  on  pins  and  needles  to  a  fare- 
ye-well.  The  work  is  getting  ahead  of 
us  and  it  is  going  to  be  hard  to  get 
ahead  of  it.  About  the  only  thing  I 
can  do  is  to  keep  all  of  the  regular 
work  up  to  date.  Then  when  the 
weather  breaks  away,  we  will  be  able 
to  step  on  it.  The  lamps  in  the  heated 
fountains  are  still  running.  It  isn't 
cold  enough  to  freeze  the  water,  but 
the  air  is  raw  enough  to  cause  the 
birds  to  relish  their  water  warm. 

April  18 — Rained  all  morning,  but 
broke  away  this  afternoon.  Right  then 
is  when  I  high-balled  the  eggs  to 
town.  I  high-balled  home  too,  for  I 
had  on  a  load  of  feed  including  two 
bags  of  beet  pulp  for  the  cows.  Just 
as  I  pulled  in  the  garage  doors,  the 
cloud  burst  started.  If  the  beet  pulp 
had  gotten  wet,  it  would  have  swelled 
up  all  over  the  ranch.  I  really  don't 
know  how  big  a  pile  200  pounds  of 
beet  pulp  would  make  after  it  was 
wet,  but  it  would  have  been  a  stem 
winder,  without  a  doubt. 

April  19 — It  seems  that  this  little 
truck  of  mine  is  becoming  famous. 
Lyman  Peck,  salesman  extraordinary, 
good-will  ambassador  and  walking 
encyclopedia,  was  a  visitor.  It  seems

That  will  be  Monday,  so  I  suppose  the 
second  hatch  of  the  week  will  be 
Thursday  with  3,000  more  responsi- 
bilities. 

It  is  a  one-crop  proposition,  a  live 
or  die  proposition,  as  far  as  I  am 
concerned.  And  it  is  needless  to  say 
that  I  am  usually  concerned  to  the 
Nth  degree.  Rainy  weather  is  still 
holding  us  up  with  the  preparation  of 
the  brooder  houses,  but  I  think  we 
will  be  in  good  shape  by  that  time. 
All  the  dropping  boards  were  cleaned 
today,  so  if  tomorrow  and  Saturday 
are  clear  days,  we  will  be  able  to 
make  time.  I  don't  like  to  get  in  a 
pinch  with  the  work.

April  21 — Well,  the  sun  is  shining 
for  about  the  first  day  this  month. 
There  is  still  plenty  of  mud  and  water 
under  foot,  but  Fred  managed  to  re- 
glaze  a  few  of  the  brooder  house  sash. 
All  of  the  sash  are  now  in  good  shape, 
that  is  for  the  fix  they  are  in. 

The  No.  5  brooder  house  has  sprung 
several  leaks  in  the  roof.  I  brought 
)Ut  two  rolls  of  roofing  from  town  on 
the  return  load.  It  just  won't  do  to 
have  a  leaky  roof  over  chicks.  To- 
morrow Fred  and  I  will  lay  the  new 
roof  over  the  old.  I  also  brought  a 
new  sheathing  board  to  replace  the 
decayed  one.  The  board  on  the  lower 
side  of  a  roof  which  projects  over  the 
facial  or  verge  board  on  the  end  of 
the  rafters  should  project  over  far 
enough  so  water  doesn't  run  under 
the  lower  side  and  cause  decay.  This 
was  my  weakness  12  years  ago.  To- 
day, I  am  paying  for  that  mistake  by 
having  to  replace  it. 

April  22  —  The  roof  has  been  re- 
paired  and  guaranteed  not  to   leak.

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By  way  of  comment,  I  might  add  that 
I  am  as  stiff  and  sore  as  an  old  horse. 
My  knees  are  so  sore  I  can  hardly 
walk  and  if  I  were  to  bend  over,  I 
don't  know  if  I  could  straighten  up 
again  or  not.  I  drove  nails  standing 
up,  lying  down  and  on  bended  knees. 
I  should  get  a  no  stoop,  no  squat,  no 
squint  hammer.  I  am  getting  to  be  an 
old  man  and  no  one  knows  it  any 
better  than  I  do. 

April  24  —  The  three  bended-bow 
rafter  brooder  houses  were  as  warm 
as  toast  when  Walter  Buss  brought 
the  chicks  out  this  afternoon.  Every- 
thing was  hunky-dory.  The  peat  litter 
has  been  covered  with  old  news- 
papers, the  mason  jar  fountains  were 
filled  and  the  hardware  cloth  chick 
guards  were  in  place.  All  we  had  to 
do  was  to  take  the  chicks  out  of  the 
boxes  and  feed  them.  And  did  they 
eat?  Hatched  last  night  and  this 
morning  and  went  to  bed  tonight  with 
a  full  crop. 

I  am  old  fashioned,  belong  to  the 
old  school  so  to  speak,  but  I  still  brood 
with  a  thermometer.  Of  course,  I 
watch  the  chicks  too,  but  I  keep  an 
eagle  eye  on  the  thermometer.  This 
gives  me  a  check  and  a  double  check. 

April  25  —  It  is  very  difficult  to 
teach  an  old  dog  new  tricks.  I  real- 
ized this  last  night  when  I  went  out 
to  look  at  the  chicks.  Just  couldn't 
help  it.  force  of  habit  I  guess,  but  I 
slept  on  the  floor  with  the  chicks.  I 
curled  up  around  the  wire  guard  and 
we  all  slept  the  sleep  of  new  born 
babes.  Everything  was  lovely  until 
one  of  them  started  howling  like  a 
lost  soul  crying  out  in  the  wilderness. 
This  in  itself  wouldn't  have  been  so 
bad,  but  it  happened  that  he  was  only 
about  an  inch  from  my  ear  on  his 
side  of  the  fence.  I  was  wide  awake 
in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  about 
it.  Reaching  over  the  fence,  I  put  my 
hand  on  it.  He  responded  with  con- 
tented little  chuckles  and  we  all  went 
back  to  sleep  again. 

April  26 — Didn't  lose  a  chick  last 
night  and  that  is  something  worth- 
while crowing  about  for  me.  I  have 
often  heard  about  that  kind  of  brood- 
ing, but  whenever  I  can  do  it  history 
is  made  on  the  ranch.  But  I  know  I 
am  going  to  lose  some,  always  do,  and 
I  can't  see  why  this  year  should  be 
any  exception  to  the  rule. 

April  27  —  The  remaining  brooder 
houses  are  now  ready  for  chicks.  This 
morning  we  removed  the  wire  guards 
and  mason  jar  fountains  from  the 
bended  bow  rafter  houses  and  in- 
stalled them  in  the  other  houses.  The 
fountains  were  filled  and  the  stoves 
fired.  Six  matches  to  light  six  oil 
burning  brooder  stoves,  and  that  is  a 
record.  The  thermostats  have  been 
adjusted. 

Walter  Buss  phoned  a  little  while 
ago  saying  he  would  be  out  about 
8:30  in  the  morning.  It  is  raining 
now  —  just  my  luck.  But  it  usually 
does  rain  the  day  the  chicks  come,  so

April  28— "I'll  be  out  in  30  minutes," 
phoned  Walter  Buss  this  morning. 
And  so  we  manned  all  the  help  and 
stood  by.  He  would  drive  along  side  a 
house  and  unload  five  boxes  of  chicks. 
One  of  us  would  start  immediately  to 
distribute  them  around  the  stove. 
When  he  had  finished,  the  empty 
boxes  were  being  brought  forward  for 
reloading.  It  all  went  like  clock  work; 
.system,  organization,  these  are  the 
pass  words.  Within  30  minutes  all  the 
chicks  were  fed  and  the  war  is  now 
on  like  nobody's  business.  It  seems 
like  old  times  out  hero  in  the  woods 
brooding  chicks.  Just  as  natural  as  to 
expect  the  day  to  follow  the  night. 
And  it  is  ideal  weather  for  brooding 
chicks,  too.  Calm,  clear,  cool  nights, 
out  here  in  the  woods  brooding  chicks 
by  the  pale  moon  light. 

April  29  —  Brooding  chicks  by  the 
pale  moon  light  is  right.  Here  I  was, 
up  and  ahead  of  the  schedule,  sitting 
Jake,  so  to  speak,  when  in  comes  a 
visitor.  I  don't  know  what  I  would 
have  done  if  it  hadn't  been  for  the 
moon.  After  a  hurried  supper.  I  came 
out  again  to  finish  my  work.  Filled 
the  fountains,  filled  the  cardboard 
chick  feeders,  filled  the  oil  tanks. 
Then  it  was  9:30  and  I  was  too  tired 
to  go  to  the  house  and  pack  eggs. 
Didn't  even  go  to  the  bunk  house,  but 
set  the  buckets  down  and  the  little 
dog,  Mabel,  and  I  went  in  a  brooder 
house  and  flopped.  Just  flopped  down 
on  the  floor  with  the  chicks  and  slept. 
And  I  slept  with  a  clear  conscience  of 
a  day's  work,  a  week's  work  and  a 
month's  work  well  done.

Size  of  Wire  for  Sun  Porch 

Q. — I  am  planning  to  build  a  wire  run 
onto  my  chicken  coop,  and  not  let  the 
chicks  get  on  the  ground.  What  size  of 
wire  should  I  use  for  the  bottom  or  floor 
of  the  run?— M.  W.  J.,  Pa. 

A. — The  size  of  the  wire  cloth  for  the 
bottom  of  the  run  outside  of  your  brooder 
house  depends  largely  upon  the  size  of  the 
chicks  at  the  time  that  it  is  to  be  used. 
If  the  chicks  are  only  a  few  days  old 
when  you  begin  to  use  the  sun  porch  or 
run,  it  would  be  well  to  cover  the  frame 
work  with  one-half  Inch  wire  cloth  of  No. 
16  gauge.  If  the  birds  are  four  weeks  of 
age  and  older,  wire  floor  platforms  with 
the  wire  about  three-fourths  to  one  Inch, 
and  in  the  13  or  14  gauges,  would  be 
correct.  The  outside  run,  often  called  a 
sun  parlor  also,  generally  has  a  floor 
■pace  equal  to  one-half  or  more  of  the 
floor  space  inside  the  brooder  house. 

Fowl  Pox  Vaccine 

Q. — Is  fowl  pox  vaccine  100  per  cent 
preventive? — L.   H.    R.,   Md. 

A. — Vaccination  is  the  only  satisfactory 
flock  treatment  to  prevent  pox,  and  It  Is 
highly  effective,  especially  if  it  is  used 
along  with  very  strict  sanitary  measures. 
Results  of  vaccinating  a  flock  already 
Infected  with  chicken  pox  depend  largely 
upon  the  condition  of  the  birds.  If  the 
birds  are  free  of  disease  other  than  pox, 
the  results  are  bound   to   be   more  satis-

factory  than  where  the  birds  contain 
many  internal  parasites,  and  are  other- 
wise generally  unhealthy.  If  fowl  pox  is 
present,  or  if  it  has  caused  trouble  on 
the  farm  during  the  last  year  or  so.  It 
lertainly  is  wise  to  vaccinate  the  birds 
with   chicken   pox    vaccine. 

Meat  and  Blood  Spots  in  Eggs 

Q. — Could  you  tell  me  what  causes  eggs 
to  have  blood  .spots  in  them  and  the  way 
to  prevent  them? — R.  J.  P.,  N.  J. 

A. — Although  blood  clots  and  meat  spots 
are  not  harmful,  the  unappetizing  appear- 
ance that  they  create  usually  results  ?n 
their  being  classed  as  unedible  eggs.  Blood 
clots  are  generally  caused  by  the  breaking 
of  small  blood  vessels  during  the  forma- 
tion of  the  eggs,  and  these  clots  are 
found  on  the  side  of  the  yolk.  Meat  spots 
are  generally  small  pieces  of  oviduct  tissue 
that  have  been  included  in  the  egg  white 
during  the  formation  of  the  egg. 

Both  of  these  conditions  seem  to  be 
more  pronounced  during  heavy  periods  of 
production,  but  generally  just  a  few  layers 
are  causing  this  trouble.  If  it  is  possible 
to  detect  such  layers,  they  should  be  re- 
moved from  the  flock. 

Mismanagement  of  the  birds,  such  as 
scaring  them  or  handling  them  roughly 
al.so  will  cause  a  large  number  of  blood 
spots.  This  is  just  one  of  the  ways  in 
which  proper  care  and  treatment  of  the 
birds  pays.

BRIEFLY  REVIEWED 

Kgg  prices  have  weakened  during  March 
under  the  influence  of  heavier  receipts,  and 
the  market  is  in  an  unsettled  condition. 
<iovernmfnt  buying  lias  been  resumed  not 
only  in  the  terminal  markets,  but  bids 
have  been  invited  from  producing  areas 
also. 

Nearby  and  Midwestern  White  Specials 
were  «|uoted  at  20 '-.i  cents  in  New  York  on 
March  21,  lit4i>,  compared  to  22  cents  a 
year  ago.  Mixed  color  firsts  brought  18% 
cents  in  contrast  to  17%-17*,4  cents  a 
year  ago. 

E(fg  receipts  as  the  four  leading  markets 
(New  York,  Chicago.  Hoston  and  Philadel- 
phia) for  the  four  weeks  ending  with 
March  16  were  about  15  per  cent  ahead  of 
a  year  ago. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  egg  usually 
reach  their  lowest  point  of  the  year  some- 
time in  February.  Shell  egg  holdings  on 
March  1.  i;t40  were  Kl.OOO  cases  compared 
to  KJu.OOO  cases  a  year  ago.  and  the  in- 
crease during  the  month  of  February  was 
about  the  same  for  both  years.  The  com- 
bined holdings  of  shell  and  frozen  eggs 
on  March  1.  Ut40  amounted  to  l,l.'i2.000 
cases,  a  decrease  of  nearly  20  per  cent 
from  a  year  ago.  and  a  decrease  of  28 
per  cent  from  the   .")-year  average. 

Poultry  in  cold  storage  totaled  1.'j4. 743,000 
pounds  on  March  1,  1940.  compared  to 
116.229,000  pounds  a  year  ago.  Heavier 
holdings  of  turkeys,  amounting  to  63 
million  pounds,  are  responsible  for  this 
increase.

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Plan  Shade  for  Range 
So  Birds  Will  Not  Crowd 

Mo.sl  poultrymen  agree  on  the  value 
of  .shade  for  liirds  on  range  during 
the  hot  .summer  months.  Trees,  sun- 
llower  plants,  corn.stalks  and  shelters 
of  numerous  lype.s  are  all  used  sat- 
isfactorily. 

Many  poultry  raisers  learned  last 
year,  hovvevei-.  that  .solidly  planted 
shade  crops  may  be  a  hazard  under 
conditions  of  e.xlieme  heat,  especially 
with  turkeys.  Where  shade  crops, 
such  as  sunflowers,  are  planted  in 
strips  of  three  or  foui'  rows  each  with 
spaces  between,  the  birds  .seeking 
shade  are  divided  inlo  smaller  groups. 
Many  producers  found  last  year  that 
in  a  solidly  jilanted  area  the  birds 
tended  to  bunch  up,  and  when  it  be- 
came very  hot,  they  went  crazy  and 
piled  up,  with  huge  losses  frequently 
resulting.  This  danger  was  prevented 
when  dealings  between  shaded  areas 
were  provided. 


Teaching  Chicks  to  Eat 

A  good  method  of  getting  baby 
chicks  to  learn  to  eat  is  to  .spread  a 
couple  of  handfuls  of  chick  ma.sh  on 
an  egg  ca.se  flat  or  similar  size  of 
cardboard  to  attract  the  attention  of 
the  youngsters  as  they  run  across  it. 
Dipping  the  beak  of  an  occasional 
chick  in  the  water  fountain  helps  to 
teach  them  to  drink.

Recommends  Toe-Punches 
as  Guide  to  Chick  Growth 

Knowing  the  rate  of  growth  of  your 
birds  is  helpful  in  any  pro<?ram  of 
flock  imnrovement.  In  practically 
every  hatch  of  chicks,  points  out  Wil- 
lard  C.  Thompson,  head  of  the  poul- 
try department  at  New  Jersev  Colletre 
of  Agriculture,  some  chicks  grow 
relatively  rapidly,  some  require  two 
to  five  weeks  longer  to  reach  the 
.same  stage  of  maturity,  and  some 
might    be  called    medium   growers. 

The  trapnesting  of  pullet  stock 
from  hatches  of  known  age  has  re- 
peatedly indicated  that,  other  things 
being  equal,  the  early  or  fast  matur- 
ing chicks  are  very  likely  to  be  the 
best  producers  of  eggs  during  the 
first  laying  year.  On  the  other  hand, 
says  Thompson,  slow  growers  of  the 
.same  hatch  are  relatively  poor  pro- 
ducers and  medium  growers  are 
more  or  less  unpredictable. 

In  toe-punching  chicks,  Thompson 
suggests  marking  all  chicks  of  one 
hatch  with  a  punch  in  one  place,  and 
all  chicks  from  another  hatch  with  a 
different  punch,  making  a  memor- 
andum as  to  which  is  which.  When 
the  pullets  are  housed,  it  will  be 
helpful  to  differentiate  between  the 
slowly  maturing  birds  of  one  hatch 
and  the  fast  maturing  birds  of 
another  hatch,  which  may  be  at  the 
.same  stage  of  maturity.  This  plan, 
according  to  Thompson,  furnishes  a 
.sound  basis  for  the  distribution  of 
new  pullets  in  the  production  flocks 
next  fall.

Although  the  brothers  aren't  in  on 
every  feeding  of  the  flocks,  they  know 
what  the  hens  are  getting,  and  keep 
a  close  check  on  production.  If  the 
two  houses  under  one  man's  care 
aren't  turning  out  as  many  eggs  as 
the  average,  they  find  out  why.  If  the 
grading  machine  sends  through  a 
lower  percentage  of  top  quality  eggs, 
the  owners  know  all  about  it,  and 
investigate  immediately  to  find  out 
what's  wrong. 

Trucked  to   Refrigerator  Car 

If  you  are  producing  a  Ccirload  of 
eggs  a  week,  you  want  to  make  sure 
that  cases  are  properly  handled  after 
they  leave  your  farm.

Ground   Beetles  Dangerous 

Among  the  most  dangerous  insect 
in  the  fields  are  the  ground  beetles. 
Ther(»  have  been  found  no  less  than 
18  varieties  of  these  beetles  that  will 
eat  tapeworm  eggs  and  develop  baby 
tapeworms.  There  are  three  varieties 
of  the  nine  tapeworms  affecting  pul- 
lets that  can  develop  in  these  insects. 

There  is  one  more  beetle  we  should 
mention  c.s  being  very  dangerous.  This 
last  beetle  is  commonly  called  the 
meal  beetle.  It  is  very  small  and 
rather  slender  and  of  a  light  brown 
color.  It  will  be  found  in  ground 
feeds  such  as  corn  meal  and  middlings 
and  in  mash  feeds.  It  will  be  found 
in  the  feed  rooms  no  matter  where 
they  are  located.  Those  feed  rooms 
that  are  located  in  the  end  of  the 
poultry  hou.se  are  in  a  very  dangerous 
place. 

These  beetles  can  crawl  over  the 
floor,  through  a  crack,  into  the  room 
where  tapeworm  infested  layers  are. 
eat  the  eggs  passed  with  the  droppings 
and  in  three  weeks  be  filled  with  baby 
tapewomis.  Scientists  have  shown 
that  the  average  meal  bug  may  con- 
tain from  20  to  60  young  tapeworms, 
but  as  many  as  600  and  even  1.000 
have  been  reported  in  a  single  bug 
.so  many  that  the  in.sect  is  distorted 
into  an  almost  round  object. 

Turkeys  and   Grasshoppers 

An  experiment  was  made  with  the 
red  legged  grasshopper.  A  flock  of 
poults  was  rai.sed  far  out  in  an  alfalfa 
field.  A  turkey  infested  with  the  large 
tapeworms  was  placed  on  the  range 
with  these  5-pound  poults  where  the

red-legged  grasshopper  was  very 
abundant.  In  two  months  time,  the 
young  turkeys  were  found  to  be  filled 
with  tapeworms.  Grasshoppers  on 
that  field  where  the  turkeys  were 
grazing  were  dissected  in  the  labora- 
tory and  examined  under  the  micro- 
scope and  were  found  to  contain  the 
baby  tapeworms  of  the  turkey  tape- 
worms. 

Clean  Up   Infested   Hens 

It  is  always  a  good  plan  to  cut 
open  any  hen  that  dies.  By  doing 
this,  you  have  a  check  on  your  laying 
flocks  and  if  they  are  full  of  worms, 
you  can  take  means  of  getting  rid  of 
them  especially  before  spring  comes. 
Most  tapeworm  infestations  start 
from  the  old  infested  laying  flock. 

The  introduction  then  of  an  infested 
bird  is  always  a  danger.  Any  bird  in- 
troduced on  to  a  farm  should  be  put 
in  quarantine  and  checked  for  any 
kind  of  disease  from  lice,  to  evidence 
of  tapeworms,  as  shown  by  the  drop- 
pings, to  cholera  and  mycosis.  The 
fact  that  poultry  diseases  have  in- 
creased 100  per  cent  in  25  years  is 
proof  enough  that  we  must  close  up 
those  roads  over  which  the  "worm 
racketeers"  travel  and  attack  other 
farms,  other  flocks  and  other  birds  of 
a  flock.

The  National  Poultry  tnnprovement  Plan,  which  aims  to  improve  the  breeding 
and  production  qualities  of  poultry  and  reduce  losses  from  pullorum  disease,  went 
into  operation  on  July  1,  1935,  and  44  states  are  now  participating.  Records  on  ap- 
proximately 125,000  R.O.P.  birds  are  to  i>e  transferred  l»y  punches  to  individual 
cards.  After  running  them  through  a  sorting  machine,  the  cards  are  fed  into  the 
tabulating  machine  (at  left)  which  prints  complete  information  about  each  hen, 
groups  all  daughters  of  the  male  heading  the  mating,  also  the  daughters  of  each  hen, 
then  adds  up  the  number  of  daughters  which  have  qualified,  as  well  as  those  which 
failed  to  make  the  grade  because  of  low  production,  small  eggs  or  lack  of  body  size. 
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The  basic  nutritional  requirements  of  poultry  have  been  studied  by  means  of 
this  complicated  looking  equipment,  which  includes  a  respiratory  calorimeter  and  other 
apparatus.  H.  G.  Barott,  at  the  controls,  has  measured  the  heat  given  off  by  incu- 
bating eggs,  growing  chicks  and  layers.  Chickens  are  placed  in  the  compartment  at 
the  upper  left,  supplied  with  oxygen,  and  the  heat  and  carbon  dioxide  given  off 
are  meas5ured.  Chicks  seem  to  use  their  feed  most  efllciently  when  their  own  body 
temperature  (not  room  temperature)  is  96  degrees.  Among  the  things  the  scientists  hope 
to  find  out  are  the  temperature  and  ventilation  requirements  that  will  give  the  best 
results  in  battery  poultry  plants.  [Continued  on  pajce  following] 
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John  C.  Hammond,  biologist,  weighs  a 
chick  on  which  its  feed  is  being  tested. 
In  the  background  Is  the  battery  having 
72  compartments,  each  one  of  which  holds 
one  or  two  chicks.  Gizzard  erosion  is  one 
subject  being  studied  at  present.  This  con- 
dition is  common  in  baby  chicks,  but  most 
rations  clear  it  up  very  quickly,  and  the 
poultry  raiser  is  unaware  of  its  existence.

With  Everybodys 

In  recognition  of  his  25  years  of 
service  to  Everybodys  Poultry  Maga- 
zine, Jas.  T.  Huston,  vice-president 
and  manager,  was  honored  by  his 
employees  and  friends  at  a  testimonial 
dinner  given  for  him  last  month. 

As  the  son  of  a  newspaper  editor 
and  publisher  at  Athens,  Pa.,  and 
later  at  Williamsport,  he  was  virtually 
raised  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  print 
shop.  His  interest  in  poultry  began  as 
a  hobby,  and  by  1907  he  had  developed 
a  strain  of  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  of 
exhibition  quality.  He  did  not  over- 
look utility  qualities,  however,  for  he 
used  home  made  trapnests  to  some 
extent  to  get  records  of  egg  laying 
ability. 

In  1907  he  organized  the  Williams- 
port  (Pa.)  Poultry  Association  and 
managed  its  show  until  coming  to 
Hanover  on  March  7,  1915.  Besides 
managing  the  Williamsport  show,  he 
handled  a  half  dozen  or  so  fall  and 
winter  poultry  shows  in  Pennsylvania 
and  New  York  each  year.  During  this 
period,  he  was  a  regular  contributor 
to  a  number  of  poultry  magazines  as 
well  as  to  several  newspapers  which 
carried  poultry  pages.  One  of  these 
was  Grit.

Good  Ventilation  Needed 
for  Battery  Plants 

Losses  from  paralysis  and  big  liver 
disease  can  be  laid  directly  to  poor 
ventilation  and  putting  too  many  birds 
in  a  limited  space,  according  to  M.  W. 
Emmel,  veterinarian  at  the  Florida 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

Experiments  which  have  been  con- 
ducted indicate  that  there  exists  a 
rather  definite  maximum  number  of 
birds  that  can  be  maintained  in  the 
individual  hen  battery  plant.  This 
number  is  referred  to  as  the  biologic 
saturation  point.  If  too  many  birds  are 
crowded  in  the  battery  plant,  mortal- 
ity reduces  the  flock  until  there  are 
about  the  right  number  of  birds. 

Among  hen  battery  layers  where 
there  is  inadequate  ventilation  for  the 
number  of  birds  in  the  room,  emacia- 
tion, irregular  egg  production  and 
molting  are  some  of  the  conditions 
which  may  precede  paralysis  and  big 
livers. 

In  the  case  of  broilers,  suscepti- 
bility to  respiratory  infections,  lack  of 
uniform  growth,  retarded  growth  and 
poor  feathering  are  observed. 

Ventilation  of  the  battery  plant  is 
an  individual  problem,  but  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases,  the  use  of  intake  and 
exhaust  fans  will  provide  sufficient 
circulation  of  fresh  air. 


Watch  the  Chicks  Closely 

Chicks  can  get  into  a  lot  of  trouble 
in  a  very  short  time.  It  pays  to  make 
rounds  of  the  brooder  houses  at  short 
intervals  to  see  that  everything  is 
alright.  Don't  take  a  chance  that  the 
stove  is  working  satisfactorily,  that 
the  automatic  fountains  are  giving  the 
chicks  plenty  of  water,  or  the  birds 
have  enough  fresh  air.  Make  sure  by 
frequent  visits!

Kaspborry  Ulltz  Torte— Sift  1  1-3  cups 
cake  flour  once,  measure  add  1  1-3  tea- 
spoons baking  powder  and  sift  three  times. 
Cream  %  cup  butter  and  %  cup  sugar 
until  light  and  fluffy,  adding  4  egg  yolks, 
one  at  a  time,  beating  hard.  Add  the  flour 
alternately  with  5  tablespoons  of  milk, 
beating  well.  Spread  in  two  well  greased 
9-inch  layer  pans. 

Beat  4  egg  whites  until  foamy  through- 
out, add  1  cup  of  sugar,  2  tablespoons  at 
a  time,  folding  in  with  a  wire  beater. 
After  all  sugar  is  in,  beat  until  mixture 
stands  in  peaks.  Spread  in  equal  amounts 
on  top  of  each  layer.  Bake  in  slow  oven 
(325  degrees)  for  25  minutes,  increase  heat 
to  350  degrees  and  bake  30  minutes  longer. 
Spread  sweetened  berries  between  the 
layers,  and  top  with  whipped  cream  and 
raspberries.  Cut  in  wedges  for  serving.

Feeding  raw  potatoes  did  not  have  any 
saving  effect  upon  the  amount  of  mash 
consumed,  according  to  tests  conducted  by 
R.  Fangauf  of  the  ITniversity  of  Kiel,  Ger- 
many (German  Archive  of  P.  Science,  Vol. 
13,  Nos.  10-11,  39).  Evidently  raw  potatoes 
passed  through  the  digestive  tract  vir- 
tually vinutilized. 

More  satisfactory  results  were  obtained 
from  cooked  potatoes,  mixed  with  the 
mash  and  fed  as  a  wet  mash  once  a  day. 
Cooked  potatoes  have  no  advantage  over 
potato  flakes,  as  a  constituent  of  the  poul- 
try diet  ;  however,  potato  flakes  are  more 
palatable  and  keep  better,  hence,  flakes 
appear  to  be  the  most  economical  way  of 
utilizing  (on  a  national  scale)  surplus  and 
cull  potatoes.  Sixty  grams  (about  2  oz.) 
of  cooked  potatoes  per  day  reduced  pro- 
duction by  5  per  cent,  when  compared 
with  the  test  lot,  receiving  but  one-third 
that  amount  of  cooked  potatoes. 
«         •         « 

Battery  temperature  studies,  conducted 
by  a  Russian  investigator,  yielded  some 
interesting  results  (Transactions  U.S.S.R. 
Institute  of  Poultry  Industries,  Moscow, 
Vol.  3,  2,  38).  Different  groups  of  Leghorn 
chicks  were  subjected  to  different  tem- 
perature levels  up  to  23  days  of  age  ;  from 
then  to  90  days  of  age  the  temperature 
was  the  same  for  all  groups.  The  tem- 
perature levels  ranged  from  75  to  97 
degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Here  are  the  conclusions :  The  higher 
the  temperature  during  the  first  23  days, 
the  lower  the  growth.  The  growth  between 
23  and  90  days  also  was  influenced  by  the 
temperature  during  the  first  23  days.  The 
higher  the  temperature,  the  larger  the 
primary  sex  org.'xns  of  the  males  and  the 
larger  the  combs.  (Note  by  editor:  This 
latter  oliservation  is  a  well  known 
phenomenon.  It  finds  its  explanation  in  the 
fact  that  comb  and  wattles  are  the  heat 
loss  mechanism  of  chickens.  The  higher 
the  temperature  the  greater  the  need  for 
such  a  mechanism  of  large  size.  For  the 
same  rea.son,  at  high  temperatures,  mice 
will  grow  longer  tails  and  rabbits  larger 
ears). 

High  temperatures  decrease  intake  of 
feed,  but  increase  intake  of  water.  As  re- 
gards this  one  test,  health  and  livability 


did  not  appear  to  be  influenced  by  the 
range  of  temperature  to  which  the  chicks 
were  subjected.  Lower  temi)eratures  pro- 
duced l)etter  carcasses.  When  constant 
temperatures  (75  ;  82 ;  90 ;  97  degrees 
Fahrenheit)  were  used,  a  constant  tem- 
l)erature  of  82  degrees  Fahrenheit  fron. 
the  first  generally  produced  best  results. 
Lowering  the  temperature  during  the 
day,  increasing  it  during  the  night,  was 
of  no   demonstrable  benefit. 

Under  the  conditions  under  which  these 
tests  were  conducted,  the  results  would 
suggest  the  following  temperature  re- 
commendations :  1st  day :  86  degrees  ;  2  to 
5  days :  82-86  degrees ;  6  to  10  days  :  79-82 
degrees;  11  to  20  days:  75-79  degrees;  21 
to  40  days :  64-72  degrees  ;  40  to  60  days : 
59-64  degrees;  61  days  and  over:  54-59  de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Such  specified  recommendations  are  un- 
doubtedly subject  to  revision,  depending 
u])on  the  condition  prevailing  in  each  in- 
dividual battery  installation.  Nevertheless, 
the  results  obtained  by  this  Russian  in- 
vestigator are  in  general  support  the 
editor's  observations  and  suggest  that 
temperature  standards  for  batteries  are 
often  too  high  and  hence  should  be  ad- 
justed in  a  downward  direction. 

*  *         * 

Fowl  pox  afl'ecting  feet  and  legs  of 
c-lilrks  is  reported  by  Johnson  of  the 
Virginia  Experiment  Station.  None  of  the 
typical  lesions  on  comb,  wattles,  throat  or 
mouth  were  present.  (Jl.  Am.  Vet.  Med. 
Assn.,  Vol.  46,  No.  2).  Similar  observations 
have  been  made  and  reported  by  this 
writer  in  a  few  instances.  The  identity  of 
the  infection  was  established  in  each  case 
by  the   inoculation  method.

.Sinusitis  in  turkeys  can  be  successfully 
treated  by  injection  of  4  per  cent  silver 
nitrate  or  15  per  cent  "fresh"  argyrol 
into  the  sinuses,  according  to  Dickinson 
and  Hinshaw,  (Jl.  Am.  Vet.  Med.  Assn., 
Vol.  46,  No.  3).  In  some  instances  a  second 
treatment  is  necessary.  The  efficacy  of  the 
treatment  depends  upon  the  successful 
removal  of  the  exudate  from  the  sinuses 
before  the  drugs  are  injected.  In  this  ca.se 
such  removal  was  accomplished  by  the 
use  of  a  syringe.

Plan  Before  You  Work 

Ever  figure  how  far  you  walked  in 
a  year  just  to  do  poultry  chores?  The 
average  on  Oregon  poultry  farms, 
according  to  an  actual  study,  was  223 
miles!  It  takes  quite  a  while  to  walk 
that  far,  and  unless  you're  average, 
you  may  walk  oven  farther  than  that! 
Careful  planning  of  work  and  proper 
location  of  doors  and  gates  can  cut 
that  distance  by  one-third.  Having 
extra  equipment  and  runnin^^  water 
also  save  considerably.  Make  a  per- 
sonal check-up!  You  may  be  surprised 
at  the  saving  you  can  make. 

Make  Your  Shopping  List 

Why  not  follow  the  housewife's 
plan?  Jot  down  the  things  you  need  in 
town  as  you  think  of  them.  A  small 
pocket  notebook  (that  can  also  be 
used  for  other  memo's)  serves  the 
purpose  well.  You  may  save  yourself 
an  extra  trip  to  town  this  way  and 
have  something  important  just  when 
you  need  it.  Delays  usually  are  ex- 
pensive. 

Repair  Old  Fcnees 

Don't  put  off  until  later  what  you 
can  do  now!  Use  that  spare  hour  be- 
tween jobs  to  hurry  out  on  range  and 
repair  that  place  where  pullets  can 
get  through  onto  last  year's  range.  Be 
sure  to  take  plenty  of  staples,  wire, 
new  fencing  and  posts  along  so  a 
second  trip  won't  be  necessary. 

Increase  Your  Poultry  Income 

One  of  the  best  and  easiest  ways  to 
increase  your  poultry  income  is  to 
find  a  market  for  your  poultry  drop- 
pings. Many  poultrymen  have  found 
that  they  can  pay  for  the  entire  cost 
of  the  litter,  and  have  a  profit  left 
over,  by  selling  the  droppings  to 
townspeople  for  the  lawns  and  gardens 
and  to  vegetable  and  flower-growers 
for  use  in  the  greenhouses.

It  seems  to  us 
that  here  in  the 
Northeast  we  are 
ideally  situated  for  producing  and 
marketing  top  quality  eggs.  In  prob- 
ably no  other  section  of  the  country 
is  as  large  a  proportion  of  poultry 
feed  used  commercially  manufactured. 
Controlled  feeding  makes  for  greater 
uniformity  of  egg  quality. 

We  are  near  the  large  centers  of 
population  the  people  who  buy  eggs. 
It  doesn't  have  to  take  long  between 
the  laying  of  an  egg  and  its  arrival 
on  the  breakfast  table  in  one  of  the 
larger  cities.  At  the  most,  an  overnight 
haul  is  all  that  is  required  from  almost 
any  place  in  the  Northeast  to  put  eggs 
into  one  of  the  larger  markets. 

Yet  in  spite  of  these  advantages, 
prices  during  the  past  month  or  so 
would  indicate  that  buyers  see  very 
little  difference  in  the  quality  of  eggs 
produced  in  the  Northea.st  over  those 
that  come  out  of  the  Midwest.  True, 
early  spring  eggs  of  farm  flock  origin, 
because  of  favorable  temperatures. 
are  of  much  better  quality  than  when 
the  weather  becomes  warmer,  but  this 
doesn't  seem  to  furnish  the  complete 
answer. 

Might  it  be  that  we  in  the  Northeast 
have  overlooked  the  importance  of  eye 
appeal  in  packaging  our  eggs?  We 
perform  all  the  steps  of  producing  a 
quality  egg  -  good  feed,  frequent 
gathering,  quick  cooling,  frequent 
marketing  but  we  turn  around  and 
put  these  eggs  in  cases  that  may  be 
broken,  marked  with  .scribbling  and 
plastered  with  labels  from  all  parts  of 
the  country. 

The  manager  of  one  of  the  eastern 
egg  auctions  revealed  recently  that 
the  quality  of  second  hand  egg  cases 
in  the  past  few  months  was  the 
poorest  in  six  years.  He  cautioned  his 
members  to  watch  the  ca.ses  closely, 
advising  them  to  nail  up  loose  sides 
and  bottoms  and  also  to  remove  torn 
flats  and  fillers. 


To  what  extent  damaged  and  soiled 
egg  cases  handicap  the  eastern  egg  in 
the  markets  during  the  period  of  flush 
production,  we  do  not  know,  but  with 
modern  packaging  playing  so  import- 
ant a  part  in  the  sale  of  all  kinds 
of  foods  and  merchandise,  we  can't 
help  but  feel  that  quality  eggs  packed 
in  clean,  sound  cases  will  bring  more 
on  the  market. 


Turkey  A  few  weeks  ago  while 

Sausage  in  Washington.  Roy  C 
^  Potts,  in  charge  of  the 
dairy  and  poultry  products  division 
of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service, 
brought  out  a  package  of  little  sau- 
sages and  asked  us  to  try  a  sample. 

Although  the  sample  was  still  some- 
what frosty  from  being  in  a  refriger- 
ator, there  was  no  mistaking  the  flavor 
of  turkey.  There  was  something  about 
"turkeyfurters"  in  the  newspapers  last 
year,  but  it  appears  now  that  at  least 
one  sausage  manufacturer  is  going  to 
go  ahead  and  place  the  new  product 
on  the  market. 

There  is  no  way  of  telling  how 
many  pounds  of  turkey  will  be  re- 
quired for  this  new  product,  but  any 
new  use  like  this  should  help  to 
broaden  the  market  for  turkeys.

TRY  as  we  may,  a  substitute  for  good  range  methods 
of  raising  chicks  has  never  been  found.  Those  days 
that  pullets  spend  in  the  out  of  doors  on  good  sod 
are  most  important,  for  the  growing  period  determines  the 
destiny  of  the  pullet  much  more  than  we  sometimes  realize. 

There  are  two  important  conditions  that  a  good  range 
can  supply.  First—  a  heavy  covering  of  thick  sod  that  gives 
protection  from  the  soil  against  worm  eggs  and  infection. 
Second  tender  green  feeds  that  reduce  the  feed  cost 
of  growing  the  pullet  and  promote  good  health. 

As  I  have  studied  range  conditions  on  the  poultry  farms 
of  Massachusetts.  I  am  almost  convinced  that  the  same 
range  cannot  long  supply  both  of  these  needs.  If  the  sod 
is  good  and  ofTers  protection  from  the  soil  as  a  bluegrass 
sod  does,  it  fails  to  supply  green  feed  abundantly,  particu- 
larly during  July  and  August,  and  it  is  al.so  less  palatable 
than  some  other  gras.ses.  Perhaps  the  ideal  arrangement 
is  a  fertile  field  on  which  green  feed  can  be  rai.sed  and 
nearby  a  good  range  with  this  heavy  sod.  But.  that's 
another  story,  for  I  have  selected  range  equipment  for  my 
subject  of  this  article. 

There  are  many  styles  of  range  houses  that  we  like  in 
Massachusetts.  A  photograph  and  words  about  each  are 
given  for  comparisons. 

Of  the  several  types  of  range  shelters  shown  in  the 
photographs,  the  preference  in  Massachusetts  is  for  the 
"A"  shelter  no  larger  than  8  by  8  feet.  It  can  be  moved 
easily  andis  warmer  for  early  spring  and  late  fall  brood- 
ing  than   some   other   types.

5  Cents  More 
a  dozen

CAN  you  make  money  in  the  egg 
business  right  now.  with  egg 
prices  so  low  in  proportion  to 
other  prices?"  I  asked  Lawrence 
Kegerreis  recently  when  I  visited  his 
20-acre,  1,300-hen,  one-man  poultry 
farm  in  Lebanon  County,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

"Sure."  replied  Lawrence,  "I'm 
making  money  with  conditions  as  they 
are  now.  and  they're  going  to  be 
better  next  year.  Right  now  I  average 
3  cents  a  dozen  over  New  York  Ex- 
change Special  quotations,  and  5  cents 
a  dozen  more  than  many  of  the 
neighbors  are  getting." 

Here  was  the  kind  of  optimism  the 
poultr\  industry  needs  today,  and  I 
was  anxious  to  find  out  why  Kegerreis 
was  able  to  make  such  a  profit  from 
his  eggs. 

And  here's  the  answer  in  a  nut- 
shell! His  maxim  in  business  is.  "Make 
the  very  best  product  you  know  how. 
and  keep  that  original  high  quality 
until  your  product  reaches  your  cus- 
tomers." 

A   Long-Time  Program 

As  Kegerreis  sees  the  problem,  you 
can't  just  decide  and  say.  "Starting 
tomorrow,  I'll  try  to  sell  my  customers 
all  A-1  eggs."  You  may  improve  the 
quality  a  great  deal,  but  premium 
quality  egg  production  starts  before 
your  hens,  as  chicks,  ever  break  their 
way  out  of  eggs. 

Not  being  a  hatcheryman,  Kegerreis 
buys  his  chicks  from  breeders  who 
have  established  a  reputation  for  good 
shell  texture  and  large  egg  size  as 
well  as  heavy  production  and  other 
desirable  factors.  He  gets  both  White 
Leghorns  and  White  Rocks,  as  he  has 
good  outlets  for  both  white  eggs  and 
brown  eggs. 

Can  Guarantee  a  Steady  Supply 

One  secret  of  obtaining  a  consistent 
year  'round  premium  is  being  able  to 
guarantee  a  fairly  steady  supply  of 
high  quality  eggs.  A  dealer  will  give  a 
little  more  if  he  knows  he  can  depend

new-laid      freshness. 


Using  clean,  cool  cases,  fillers  and 
flats  is  important  in  prodncing  eggs 
that  can  demand  a  regular  high  premium. 


on  you  for  so  many  cases  every  week 
in  the  year. 

So  Kegerreis  starts  about  45  per 
cent  of  his  flock  replacements  in 
February,  about  45  per  cent  in  April 
and  about  10  per  cent  in  October.  The 
October-hatched  pullets  prevent  a 
peak  of  production  which  would  other- 
wise occur  in  November  and  Decem- 
ber of  the  following  year.  Besides 
eliminating  a  "flash"  in  production  at 
any  one  season,  this  system  enables 
Lawrence  to  make  most  efficient  use 
of  his  housing  and  brooding  facilities. 

The  use  of  artificial  lights  from 
September  to  May  also  helps  to  regu- 
late and  stimulate  production. 


There's  a  definite  relationship  be- 
tween proper  feeding  and  good  pro- 
duction of  top  quality  eggs,  Kegerreis 
believes.  And  he  is  sold  on  the  fact 
that  it  pays  to  keep  a  good  commer- 
cial mash  in  front  of  the  layers  all 
the  time.  He  told  me  he  wouldn't  try 
to  mix  his  feed  himself.  First,  he 
doesn't  think  he  could  do  nearly  as 
good  a  job  as  can  the  manufacturer 
of  the  feed  he  uses.  Second,  he  is 
running  a  one-man  poultry  farm, 
hasn't  time  for  other  jobs.  And  third, 
claims  Lawrence.  "When  it  figures  out 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  fellow 
who  raises  and  mixes  his  own  feed 
isn't  any  further  ahead  financially." 

Kegerreis  follows  the  manufac- 
turer's directions  for  feeding.  This 
winter  he  has  fed  his  layers  pellets  to 
whet  their  appetites,  and  these  have 
kept  the  birds  in  excellent  condition. 

As  big  eggs  bring  the  premiums, 
Kegerreis  holds  back  the  pullets  just 
as  long  as  possible.  Very  few  small 
eggs  are  thus  produced. 

Keeps  Complete  Records 
Complete  records  on  every  phase 
of  the  business  are  kept.  He  knows 
how  many  eggs  are  laid  in  each  pen 
at  each  collection  period  each  day. 
He  knows  how  much  feed  the  birds 
eat  each  day.  He  knows  that  feed  cost 
during  February  this  year  was  slight- 
ly under  11  cents  a  dozen,  while  egg 
returns  for  all  grades  averaged  27.6 
(Please   linn   to  page   16)

May  1 — Lady  Luck  smiled  on  me 
today;  I  smiled  too.  in  fact,  I  laughed 
out  ioud,  a  regular  horse  laugh.  This 
morning  at  1  o'clock.  I  went  out  to 
give  the  chicks  the  once  over  and 
found  a  quarter  of  an  inch  of  ice  in 
the  water  barrel.  Our  supply  pipe  is 
laid  on  top  of  the  ground  as  it  is  for 
summer  time  only.  Of  course,  there 
was  no  possible  chance  of  thawing  a 
pip0  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long.  I  was 
a  victim  of  circumstances.  There  was 
nothing  to  do  but  to  wait  until  the 
sun  thawed  it.  The  vision  of  a  $75  re- 
placement charge  loomed  up  before 
me  like  a  barn  in  a  fog.  A  geyser 
broke  loose  about  10  o'clock,  but  it 
was  only  a  split  coupling  which  evi- 
dently had  been  drawn  too  tight.  Am 
I  lucky?  Well  I  guess  yes. 

May  2 — "Hi  there,  old  fellow,"  says 
I.  as  I  took  a  long-i'ange  pot-shot  at 
a  crow,  as  he  passed  over  the  range. 
Greetings,  salutations  and  felicitations 
too,  just  as  a  reminder  that  the  Old 
Man  is  once  again  in  this  neck  of  the 
woods.  No  torn  foolery  this  year,  I 
will  shoot  and  we  will  talk  about  it 
later. 


"T    havp    stiiiiiltled    over    It    for 
the  iH^t  time." 


For  the  last  two  nights,  something 
white,  probably  a  cat,  has  been  cutting 
around  one  of  the  pine  trees  as  I  pass 
down  the  road.  But  tomorrow  night 
it  is  going  to  be  a  different  story.  I 
am  going  to  ease  down  the  path  and 
give  it  a  load  of  buck  shot  from  the 
rear.  It  will  be  a  surprise  attack.  I 
have  shot  at  sitting  cats  before.  If 
they  are  not  seriously  hit,  they  usually 
jump  about  two  feet  in  the  air  and 
hit  for  home  with  no  lost  motion. 

May  3 — This  has   been  one  of  the 
busiest  days  I  have  spent  in  many  a 


moon  and  accomplished  the  least.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  I  haven't  really  done 
anything  but  take  care  of  the  chicks. 
First  I  took  the  eggs  to  the  auction 
and  rushed  home  to  get  food  from  the 
cold  storage  locker  plant  here  in  time 
for  dinner.  Kid  White  was  short  of 
rations.  While  in  town  I  located  a  few 
flag  stones  (sand  stones).  I  need  a 
few  to  make  a  couple  of  walks  around 
my  new  tenant  house.  The  walks  will 
be  stepping  stones,  so  little  ones  can 
be  made  from  big  ones.  After  dinner 
I  took  care  of  the  chicks  and  then 
went  back  to  town  for  the  stones. 
Fred  started  cutting  them.  Donnie 
helped  me  do  the  night  work  with 
the  chicks. 

May  A — It  might  be  true  that  asbes- 
tos won't  burn,  but  I  saw  it  get  so 
hot  tonight  that  it  set  fire  to  the 
combination  feed  room  and  bunk 
house.  I  built  a  fire  to  take  the  chill 
off  of  the  building  before  I  went  to 
bed  and  the  first  thing  I  knew  I  had  a 
halo  of  smoke  around  my  head.  The 
asbestos  behind  the  smoke  pipe  had 
become  so  hot  it  had  set  fire  to  the 
insulating  material  of  the  building. 

If  I  had  been  asleep  I  probably 
would  have  been  caught  in  a  fire  trap, 
a  human  incinerator  so  to  speak.  For- 
tunately, I  had  the  gasoline  lantern 
burning  and  a  full  water  barrel  out- 
side. The  supply  faucet  for  the  barrel 
had  just  been  turned  off  so  I  was 
really  sitting  Jake  for  a  fire.  I  will 
replace  the  asbestos  and  I  will  keep 
the  water  barrel  full  in  the  future. 

May  8  —  A  check-up  on  the  chick 
mortality  to  date  shows  1.5  per  cent. 
That  is  not  bad  brooding,  says  L  But 
here  is  knocking  on  wood.  In  fact,  I 
should  step  out  here  in  the  edge  of  the 
woods  and  beat  on  a  large  white  oak 
stump  with  a  sledge  hammer.  Disease 
and  varmints  haven't  had  their  chance 
yet.  It  is  just  a  plain  statement  of 
numerical  fact  that  the  less  I  lose 
before  they  are  exposed  to  the 
hazards  of  the  range,  the  more  chicks 
I  will  have  to  expose  to  those  hazards. 
But  here  is  hoping,  and  hope  springs 
eternal  in  the  heart  of  chicken  folks. 
Yes,  I  hope;  I  hope;  I  hope. 


May  10 — Foot  prints  in  the  sands  of 
time,  but  they  happened  to  be  dog 
tracks  in  the  mud  on  range.  Anyway, 
Donnie  and  I  don't  like  to  have  stray 
dogs  prowling  around  at  night,  so  we 
moved  our  full  line  of  steel  traps  out 
to  the  woods.  The  equipment  consists 
of  18  small  traps  and  two  bear  traps 
that  would  hold  a  man  like  nobody's 
business.  The  only  way  we  can  set 
them  is  to  wrap  a  chain  around  one 
of  the  springs  and  draw  it  down  close, 
then  stand  on  the  other  one.  We  are 
using  fresh  meat,  a  big  chunk,  tied 
firmly  to  the  pan,  and  the  trap  is  set 
on  a  hair  trigger.  I  would  just  as 
soon  try  scrapping  a  buzz  saw  bare- 
handed as  to  stick  a  hand  in  one  of 
those  traps.

May  11 — I  wonder  why  it  is  that  I 
get  so  methodical  about  the  work 
that  I  can't  get  out  of  the  old  rut? 
For  a  couple  of  weeks  there  has  been 
a  large  piece  of  a  tree  root  directly 
in  the  path  up  to  No.  1  hou.se  and  I 
have  stumbled  over  that  root  time 
after  time.  I  have  stumbled  over  it 
for  the  last  time,  for  when  I  fell  today 
with  two  buckets  of  water,  my  patience 
was  exhausted.  I  made  a  special  trip 
to  the  bunk  house  with  that  root.  It 
is  now  burning  in  the  stove.  The  door 
is  wide  open;  it  makes  heat. 

May  12 — There  are  some  slick  var- 
mints in  this  area.  Last  night  some- 
thing removed  the  bait  from  the  big 
trap  and  didn't  even  spring  it.  Tonight 
we  reversed  the  trap,  figuring  the 
animal  was  coming  in  from  the  north 
and  pulling  against  the  trigger.  If  this 
theory  is  right,  something  ought  to  be 
doing  between  now  and  daybreak.  An 
exploring  paw  is  going  to  get  caught 
if  it  exerts  any  pressure.  If  the  paw 
gets  caught,  it  is  going  to  stay  put 
whether  the  animal  does  or  not.  These 
are  the  most  powerful  traps  I  have 
ever  seen.  Donnie  and  I  go  together 
when  they  are  baited,  just  in  case 
there  should  be  an  accident. 

May  13 — Donnie  came  out  on  the 
range  this  morning  and  informed  me 
that  we  had  caught  the  last  one  of  our 
barn  cats  in  the  big  trap.  It  is  the 
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irony  of  fate,  trying  to  catch  the 
neighbor's  cats  and  to  catch  our  own. 
But  what  I  can't  understand  is  why 
that  cat  was  a  half  mile  from  the 
barn.  It  had  an  exploring  nose  instead 
of  a  paw  for  it  was  caught  by  the 
neck  and  was  deader  than  a  door  nail. 

May  15 — I  think  Donn  White  was 
the  most  dumbfounded  boy  in  Plain 
Township  this  morning  when  he  saw 
our  cat  stroll  out  of  the  barn  door. 
We  caught  the  neighbor's  cat  after  all. 
although  no  one  has  squealed  yet. 
There  is  going  to  be  a  general  upris- 
ing around  here  before  long,  for  we 
caught  a  big  Tommy  Tiger  cat  last 
night.  It  was  a  coincidence  that 
Donnie  happened  to  be  taking  it  to 
the  incinerator  when  he  saw  our  cat. 

My  egg  quality  is  running  high, 
but  the  general  trend  for  the  auction 
is  lower.  This  is  evidently  due  to  the 
fact  that  so  many  producers  have 
been  furnishing  hatching  eggs.  The 
birds  have  probably  had  free  range 
and  plenty  of  grass.  Then  too,  the 
owners  have  probably  been  negligent 
in  handling  their  eggs. 

May  16 — Last  night  when  I  made 
the  rounds  of  the  range  I  heard  a 
twig  snap.  That  is  one  thing  I  don't 
allow  on  this  ranch  at  night  twig 
snapping.  I  emptied  my  six-shooter 
and  went  back  to  the  bunk  house  for 
the  shot  gun.  Then  the  woods  were 
raked  with  gun  fire,  shooting  low.  It 
had  a  good  moral  effect  all  around, 
giving  me  a  feeling  of  superiority 
and  instilling  terror  in  the  trespasser. 
I  am  not  of  a  robust  physique,  but 
my  shooting  irons  pack  a  wallop. 

The  weather  has  been  too  cold  and 
raw  to  turn  the  chicks  out  doors.  I 
would  rather  have  them  a  wee  bit 
crowded  in  the  hou.ses  than  standing 
around  outside  chilled  well  nigh  to  the 
marrow.

May  18 — I  have  a  one  track  mind. 
This  afternoon  I  was  behind  time  for 
.some  reason  or  other.  It  happens  that 
way  on  this  ranch  quite  often.  In 
trying  to  make  up  for  lost  time,  I  was 
carrying  water  on  both  shoulders,  so 
to  speak,  a  bucket  of  water  in  one 
hand  and  a  bucket  of  oil  in  the  other. 
They  didn't  mi.x  when  I  poured  the 
water  in  the  brooder  stove  oil  tank. 
Neither  will  the  combination  burn. 

Donnie  happened  to  come  home 
from  school  a  little  early,  examina- 
tion week,  so  I  spent  the  rest  of  the 
afternoon  cleaning  out  the  oil  tank. 
Everything  was  lovely.  After  supper 
the  stove  wouldn't  percolate,  so  I 
spent  half  the  night  getting  the  water 
out  of  it.  Now  the  goose  is  hanging 
high  once  again. 

May  19  —  Turned  the  chicks  that 
are  in  the  bended  bow  rafter  brooder 
hou.ses  out  doors  after  dinner.  About 
2  o'clock  a  cloud  burst  hit  this  area, 
and  were  they  bewildered?  And  was 
I  wet  ?  We  went  'round  and  'round, 
first  one  side  of  the  house  and  then 
the  other.  Then  a  gang  would  dash 
over  to  a  spruce  tree,  next  to  a  pine, 
then  around  the  house  again.  Finally 
all  were  inside;  the  sun  came  out;  I 
stood  there  wet  to  the  skin  and  won- 
dered "what  fools  we  mortals  be." 

May  20 — Gold  Dust,  my  good  Jersey 
cow,  has  a  big  bouncing  baby  boy.  I 
promised  this  calf  to  Nancy  Jane,  the 
wee  one  of  the  two  young  Americans 
in  the  family.  She  also  has  "Jackie 
Boy"  a  ewe  and  Jackie's  twin  lambs. 
In  addition  she  has  the  "Drake"  and 
"Donald  Duck"  who  at  present  hap- 
pens to  be  sitting  on  12  eggs.  Around 
this  ranch  it  is  impossible  to  tell  the 


sex  of  an  animal  by  its  na:n3.  Last 
year  Donald  had  a  whole  brood  of 
ducklings.  ■ 

Had  a  little  trouble  with  picking  "f 
in  one  of  the  brooder  houses  this 
afternoon.  Quick  action  with  the  red 
salve  saved  me  a  bunch  of  grief.  I 
treated  the  picked  ones  first,  then 
caught  some  of  the  others  at  random 
and  gave  them  a  shot  too.  It  didn't 
take  long  for  them  to  realize  that  it 
was  a  poor  policy  to  pick  anything 
red. 

May  26  —  Howard  Cobbler,  boss 
carpenter,  stopped  last  night  to  say 
that  there  would  be  a  gang  of  car- 
penters here  this  morning.  There  is 
no  question  about  them  being  here 
from  all  the  beating  and  banging  that 
is  going  on  around  the  house.  This 
front  porch  office  will  be  finished  in 
black  sweet  cherry  with  a  walnut 
wain.scoting,  all  finished  in  the  natural 
color.  I  bought  the  cherry  and  walnut 
trees  last  winter,  had  the  lumber 
sawed,  kiln  dried  and  worked.  The 
floor  will  be  oak.  Two  French  doors 
will  replace  the  front  door  and  a  pair 
of  windows.  Thirteen  sash  will  be 
across  the  east,  south  and  west  ends 
of  the  office.  There  will  be  light.  That 
is  what  I  need  to  be  led  towards  the 
light.  If  I  make  many  more  improve- 
ments on  the  ranch,  I  will  need  more 
light  on  this  chicken  business. 

May  30 — Well,  it  has  reached  that 
point  when  the  routine  .schedule  will  ^ 
have  to  be  changed.  All  chick  feeding 
is  being  done  outside,  only  the  water 
and  the  chicks  themselves  using  the 
house.  So  in  order  to  keep  them  from 
devouring  one  anothei-  I  let  them  out 
at  daybreak.  And  daybreak  is  about 
4:15  a.m.;  that  is  early.  Ilither-to-fore 
I  have  been  going  to  bed  around  mid- 
night, which  practice  will  have  to  be 
stopped  forthwith.  The  days  are  too 
long  or  the  nights  are  too  short,  any- 
way there  is  not  enough  time  for  any 
shut-eye.  It  seems  to  be  necessary  for 
me  to  get  some  sleep,  but  the  big  idea 
now  is  to  find  the  time.

Preventing  Cannibalism 

H. — 1  have  been  using  a  recommended 
anti-pick  ointment  to  prevent  my  Anconas 
Ifoin  picking  one  another,  but  it  has  not 
stopped  them  from  picking  each  other. 
Can  you  give  me  any  help? — H.  S.   P.,   Pa. 

A. — It  is  a  good  plan  to  have  a  rerom- 
ini-nrled  anti-pick  salve  or  ointment  avail- 
able to  apply  when  picking  starts  in  the 
tlo;k,  but  il  is  necessary  also  to  follow  a 
luiinbei  of  common  sense  tloik  manage- 
ment practices  in  order  to  prevent  and 
ii\ercr)ine  this  vice.  Kor  instance,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  allow  i)lenty  of  floor  space, 
fi-eding  space  and  nesting  space  for  the 
birds.  Keep  the  birds  active  at  the  feed 
hoi)pers  so  they  don't  have  time  to  pick 
caih  other.  Be  regular  in  feeding  the 
birds.  Itarken  the  nests  to  reduce  the 
possibility  of  |)i«king  starting  when  the 
birds  are  in  the  a<'t  of  laying.  Keep  birds 
free  of  lice  and  mites  and  in  the  best  of 
liealih.  A  remedy,  no  matter  how  good, 
will  not  pieveiit  pi<king  if  the.se  and  other 
tilings  for  the  welfare  of  the  birds  arc 
not    eoMsitleretl.

.\. — Many  poiiltrymeii  have  found  that 
they  have  been  able  to  overcome  damp 
floors  by  laying  a  liKht,  thin  layer  <)f  con- 
crete over  the  ohl  wooden  floor.  Where  the 
floor  is  sturtly,  is  in  kooiI  condition  and  is 
worth  coveriiiR  with  concrete,  this  is  often 
an  excellent  i)ractice,  as  it  makes  the  floor 
much  easier  to  clean,  is  more  durable, 
more  rat-i)roof  than  a  wooden  floor,  and 
is   fire-proof. 

This  type  of  construction  is  especially 
Kood  in  stationary  houses  with  wooden 
floors  which  have  become  somewhat  worn 
and  are  hard  to  dean  because  of  numerous 
cracks  and  crevices.  It  is  <|uite  coimnonly 
ii.sed  for  .second  and  third  stories  in  bjirns 
which  have  been  converted  into  layiiiK 
houses.  'I'lie  concrete  layer  can  l»e  anchored 
to  the  wooden  floor  by  p^lttin^;  nails  in  the 
old  flooi'  at  fre(|Uent  intervals  ami  tillowinn 
the  hea«ls  to  project  ui)ward  about  one- 
half  inch.  .Sometimes  one-inch  poultry 
netting  is  tacked  down  on  the  floor  a-s  a 
means  of  reinforcing  the  concrete.  Tlte 
(•onciete  on  a  floor  of  this  type  ma.v  be 
about    one    inch   tlii<'k.

It  is  very 
hard  to  get  pullets  to  use  a  range 
shelter  if  it  is  moved  a  great  distance. 
The  small  range  shelters  can  be  easily 
moved  short  distances  at  frequent 
intervals  and  pullets  will  follow  them 
in  their  roosting,  though  they  will 
return  to  roost  in  the  spot  where  the 
shelter  sat  if  it  is  moved  far.

The  ne.st  should  be  similar  in 
type  to  the  kind  used  in  the  layin'j 
house.

cents  a  dozen  the  same  month.  He 
knows  that  total  cuHing  for  the  five 
months  ending  February  29  was  8.75 
per  cent  and  total  mortality  for  the 
same  five  months  was  5.75  per  cent. 

Rather  than  spend  time  cleaning 
eggs,  Kegerreis  prefers  to  prevent 
dirty  eggs.  He  allows  one  nest  for 
every  five  birds,  keeps  plenty  of  clean 
litter  in  the  nests. 

To  save  work.  Kegerreis  has 
equipped  the  pens  with  pits  instead  of 
droppings  boards.  The  pits  are  covered 
with  wire  netting  to  keep  birds  out  of 
droppings. 

Birds  don't  roost  in  nests.  Kegerreis 
spent  more  than  one  evening  when 
the  pullets  were  first  hou.sed,  training 
them  how  to  use  the  roosts.  It  means 
cleaner  nests    cleaner  eggs. 

Five  Collections   Daily 

Day  in,  day  out,  winter  and  sum- 
mer, without  any  exceptions,  Lawrence 
gathers  the  eggs  five  times  daily.  His 
collections  take  place  at  8  a.m.,  10  a.m., 
noon,  2  p.m.,  and  4  to  6  p.m.  This 
requires  much  time  but  almost  en- 
tirely eliminates  dirty  and  broken 
eggs  and  keeps  that  valuable  new- 
laid  quality.  "It's  far  easier  to  pre- 
serve the  original  quality  than  to  try 
to  make  up  for  it  when  it  disappears," 
claims  Kegerreis. 

Eggs  are  gathered  in  wire  baskets, 
are  taken  immediately  to  the  egg 
room  in  the  basement  of  a  two-story 
laying  house.  This  is  ideal  for  holding 
eggs.  Three  of  the  four  walls  and  the 
floor  are  concrete.  The  room  is  kept 
clean  and  is  ever  cool,  moist  and  odor- 
less. The  floor  is  .sprinkled  frequently, 
is  always  wet.  Even  in  hottest 
weather,  temper':'.ture  in  this  room 
never  rises  above  60  degrees  Fahren- 
heit. 

Empty   Cases   Kept   Cool 

Enough  empty  cases  are  kept  in 
this   room   to  last   a  week.   A   stand 


along  one  wall  accommodates  partly 
filled  cases,  baskets  of  cooling  eggs, 
flats  and  fillers.  A  metal  trough  which  ^ 
may  be  filled  with  water  in  the  sum-  ^ 
mer  time,  is  on  top  of  the  stand. 
Burlap  bags  extend  down  from  this 
and  serve  as  a  wick  to  carry  water 
down  and  keep  the  air  humid  in  the 
cabinet  thus  formed.  This  stand  is  30 
inches  wide,  50  inches  long,  and  has 
four  shelves  about  20  inches  apart.  It 
will  hold  16  cases  or  12  cases  plus  8 
baskets  of  eggs.  An  electric  fan  is 
fastened  face  down  above  the  top 
shelf  so  as  to  blow  ofl"  body  heat  from 
eggs  in  hot  weather. 

Kegerreis  never  packs  eggs  the 
same  day  they  are  gathered.  A  day  is 
always  allowed  for  cooling.  He  grades 
the  eggs  according  to  size  as  he  packs 
them. 

Ships  Twice  a  Week 
Eggs  are  shipped  every  Monday  and 
Thursday  by  express  direct  to  a 
wholesaler  on  Long  Island.  When  he 
first  started  shipping,  he  received  a 
complaint  that  quality  was  not  as 
good  as  it  might  be.  A  check-up  re- 
vealed that  the  eggs  were  left  to 
stand  in  the  sun  at  the  depot  two 
hours  before  the  train  arrived.  Since 
then,  Kegerreis  keeps  track  of  train 
schedules,  delivers  eggs  to  station  just 
before  train  is  due.  The  receiver  has 
written  that  Kegerreis'  eggs  now 
arrive  in  excellent  condition,  are  far 
above  average.  ^ 

"One  of  our  neighbors  could  hardly  ^ 
believe  the  premium  we  have  been 
obtaining  for  our  eggs,"  remarked 
Kegerreis.  "but  it  has  been  consist- 
ently 5  cents  a  dozen  above  the  aver- 
age price  received  around  here.  When 
we  first  started  shipping,  our  buyer 
started  paying  us  Exchange  Special 
prices,  but  he  kept  raising  the 
premium." 

Yes,  there's  reason  to  be  optimistic 
when  you  can  hit  the  peak  in  large 
eggs  of  premium  quality  and  have  a 
dependable,  regular  production. 


Reduce  the  Fly  Population 

Becau.se  the  house  fly  is  .so  com- 
mon, the  average  per.son  minimizes 
the  damage  done  by  this  nui.sance. 
Actually,  it  is  an  important  foe  of  the 
poultryman.  one  that  may  spread 
poultry  diseases  to  a  far  greater  ex- 
tent than  we  ordinarily  realize.  Every 
possible  step  .should  be  taken  to  keep 
the  fly  population  at  its  lowest  level. 

Best  way  to  do  this  is  to  follow 
strict  sanitation  measures.  Keep  feed 
rooms  clean.  Use  fly  traps,  poison, 
stickers  to  catch  and  kill  flies  if  neces- 
.sary.  Clean  poultry  houses  during 
summer  as  frequently  as  is  practical. 
Screen  all  manure  pits  or  sheds.  Pro-  j. 
vide  no  breeding  places,  such  as  rub-^ 
bish  heaps,  for  flies  near  the  poultry 
buildings.  Dispose  of  all  waste  and 
be  sure  to  burn  all  dead  birds  im- 
mediately.

Sell  the.se  people  on  the  fine  value 
offered  in  poultry  droppinr^s  mixed 
with  peat  moss,  and  you  can  open  up 
a  real  source  of  additional  income  for 
j'ourself. 

Insulate  for  Summer 

Good  insulation  is  as  valuable  in 
summer  as  in  winter.  It  raises  low 
winter  house  temperatures,  pulls 
down  hot  summer  temperatures, 
means  more  eggs  at  all  seasons.  It's 
especially  valuable  in  saving  birds 
during  extremely  hot  weather.  Most 
old  houses  can  be  greatly  improved 
with  insulation. 

Don't  Forget  Vaccination 

Late  May  is  a  good  time  on  most 
farms  to  vaccinate.  Weather  should  be 
warm  and  dry.  Be  sure  to  follow  all 
directions  of  the  vaccine  manufacturer. 
His  methods  will  give  most  successful 
"takes." 

"Mark  Every  Bird" 

Your  pullets  are  your  future  "bread 
winners."  You  can't  afford  to  lose 
them.  Tattooing  is  your  greatest  pro- 
tection. The  marks  remain  as  Ion*?  as 
the  birds  live.  Thieves  don't  want 
tattooed  poultry;  it's  "too  hot"  to  sell. 
At  the  same  time  you  vaccinate  is  a 
good  time  to  tattoo  every  bird. 

Keep  Range  in  Good  Shape 

To  keep  range  in  good  condition, 
mow  the  grass  frequently.  Move  feed 
hoppers  and  water  fountains  daily.  If 
permanent  automatic  waterers  are 
used,  .set  fountains  on  wire  platforms 
over  dry  wells  about  two  feet  deep. 
Unless  shelters  are  moved  a  little 
every  day  or  two.  put  heavy  paper 
under  them  to  catch  droppings  and 
remove  every  time  shelters  are  moved. 
Lime  the  bare  spots  after  moving.

The  enclosure  of  egg  recipe  cards  in 
egg  cartons  sold  directly  to  consumers 
is  one  good  way  of  pushing  egg  sales 
and  increasing  egg  consumption.  Early 
in  1938,  Frederick  J.  Rossini,  of  Little 
Dublin  Farm,  Staten  Island.  N.  Y., 
purchased  from  Everybodys  Poultry 
Magazine  a  quantity  of  Egg  Recipe 
Kit  No.  1,  and  later  a  large  quantity 
of  Egg  Recipe  Kit  No.  2.  Following 
are  his  comments  concerning  the  suc- 
cess he  obtained  by  giving  these  cards 
to  his  customers. 

"It  was  a  well  known  feed  manu- 
facturing concern  that  started  us  off 
with  carton  inserts  several  years  ago," 
says  Rossini.  "We  used  a  few  en- 
closures and  soon  found  that  it  was  a 
good  paying  idea.  While  we  did  not 
u.se  enclosures  when  we  first  started 
selling  eggs  directly  to  consumers,  we 
now  have  an  enclosure  almost  every 
week,  giving  egg  recipes  furnished  by 
Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine,  our 
own  recipes  borrowed  from  publica- 
tions, and  those  contributed  by  our 
customers. 

"The  enclosures  are  not  always 
I'ecipes.  however.  Sometimes  they  are 
pep  talks,  requests  for  new  customers, 
price  lists  with  a  prediction  of  future 
egg  prices,  and  information  about 
what  we  are  doing  to  furnish  a  top 
quality  product. 

"Twice  a  year  we  promise  a  prize 
of  a  dozen  double  yolked  eggs  for  the 
best  egg  recipe  if  accompanied  with  a 
sample.  That  week  we  live  high  on 
plenty  of  cake  and  cookies.  In  fact, 
our  customers  well  realize  our  weak- 
ness for  homemade  cakes. 

"Our  next  request  will  be  for  sug- 
gestions on  improvinj'  our  business. 
We  shall  ask  why  customers  don't  use 
more  eggs,  and  we  shall  hear  plenty. 
Most  everybody  will  go  for  the  free 
dozen  of  jumbo  eggs.  When  we  put 
these  contest  cards  out.  we  have  tc  do 
some  tall  talking,  but  it  keeps  th«> 
trade  alive  as  much  as  that  smile  wo 
throw  in  with  every  dozen  eggs.  To 
smile  is  easy,  for  we  find  this  business 
a  pleasure. 

"When  we  buy  our  recipe  cards,  we 
often  wonder  if  we  get  our  money 
back.  Some  customers  don't  look  at 
the  cards  at  all.  Others  say.  'What 
have  you  got  today?'  Still  others 
comment  on  the  recipes  themselves. 
We  have  seen  our  recipe  cards  pasted 
in  scrapbooks  a  year  later.  In  this 
regard,  the  egg  recipe  cards  furnished 
by  Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine  have 
proved  to  be  the  best  we  have  used. 
We  know  some  of  this  money  may  be 
lost,  but  we  also  know  that  one  en- 
closure secured  four  new  customers 
giving  us  an  outlet  for  15  dozen  more 
eggs  per  week  at  retail  price.  We  sus- 
pect that  there  is  more  hidden  value 
in  these  inserts  than  we  could  account 
for  in  nickels  and  dimes."

Moth   Lunches 

Some  one  wittily  says,  "home-makers 
are  busy  putting  lunches  away  for  tlie 
moths."  Nf»t  so  with  the  worker  who  heeds 
suggestions  like  the  following.  Our  graii'l- 
mothers  thought  siiices  and  herbs  would 
scare  the  <lestroyers  from  woolens  over 
summer  months,  but  these  supposed  reme- 
dies  are   useless   as  controls. 

The  best  protect  irui  for  stored  woolens 
is  thorough  cleaning  before  being  placed 
even  in  sealed  containers.  Washing  or 
«lry  cleaning  kills  all  moth  larvae  and 
then  when  sealed  there  is  no  danger, 
(larments  in  every  day  use  or  nearly  so, 
can  be  protected  by  hanging  in  strong 
suidight  and  aired  for  a  few  hours  cx-ca- 
sionall.v.  Moths  prefer  to  work  in  darkness 
and  along  heavy  seams.  Celloiihane  bags 
which  are  absolutely  moth  proof  if  the 
garment  is  clear  of  all  larvae  when  en- 
closed, can  be  bought.  Tight  chests  or 
boxes  with  keyholes  should  have  a  piece 
of  iiaper  tape  pasted  over  the  holes  for 
perfect  safet.N'.  Moths  can  find  all  openir.gs 
to  their  cov»'ted   dinmr  material. 

Luke  warm  su<ls  an<l  three  rinses  is  a 
safe  rule  f«)r  washing  woolens.  Clothing 
is  but  <ine  item  to  be  guarded  from  these 
pests.  Ktep  your  summer  eye  on  furniture, 
carpets,  cushif)ns  and  afghans  over  «laven- 
ports.  Airing  and  good  sunshine  will  keep 
them   immune  to  these  destroyers. 

Angel  Food  and  Sponge  Cake 

May  b»'ing  one  of  the  largest  egg  jiro- 
dtiction  cycle  months  of  the  year,  cooks 
can  be  reckless  in  llie  luimber  of  angel 
foods  and  sponge  cakes  served.  The  berry 
season,  just  in  view,  is  another  urge  for 
this  type  of  cake.  Most  of  us  have  a  ;i>et 
recip«'  for  each  «»ne  of  the  i-akes,  but  ii 
f(  w    hints    tnight    benefit    the    beginners. 

I  lest  results  are  obtained  when  sp«)nge 
cakes  are  baked  at  a  <'f)nstant  iem)>era- 
ture,  removing  from  the  oven  when  well 
tinted  over  the  top.  An  oven  set  at  350 
ilegrees  for  4">  minutes  is  a  safe  ther- 
mometer guide.  .\  preheated  oven  is  re- 
(  ollimeniled. 

Avoi<l  over  beating  of  the  eggs.  The 
whins  should  a|>i>ear  stilT  and  glossy  and 
hold  up  in  rounded  peaks.  When  ln-ating 
tile  sugar  and  yolks  together,  be  sure  you 
have  them  light  and  foamy.  |{f)th  yolks 
and  whites  beat  to  greater  volume  if 
allow*  d  to  become  the  same  temperature 
as  the  room.  .Mix  the  beaten  eggs  as  lightly 
an<l  gently  as  jiossiljle  when  adding  any 
ingndieiit.  Make  as  few  motions  as 
possible,  to  retain  the  air  that  has  been 
whipi>ed   into  the  "ggs. 

Dishwashing  Hints 

Two  heaping  tablespoons  of  soda  in  the 
dishwater  will  remove  all  trace  of  fish 
odor  from  china  .  .  .  Cold  water  left  in 
the  cocoa  pan  a  little  time  before  wash- 
ing, helps  ease  the  rubbing  .  .  .  Try  ff)ld- 
iiig  a  tea  towel  in  the  bottom  of  the  dish 
pan  when  there  is  plenty  of  glassware 
ami  china  to  be  tlone.  This  prevents 
breakage  and  chipping  .  .  .  Have  the  dish- 
washing sink  at  the  right  height  and 
save  many  a  ba<kache  .  .  ■  Four  door 
stops  screwed  into  the  lower  end  f)f  the 
table  legs  will  raise  a  too  low  table  for 
comfortable    working.

In  discussing  tiiis  paper,  l>r.  K.  1'.. 
1  >c  ( »me  of  the  I'tii\ crsity  of  California 
sums  lip  the  situation  so  well  that  the 
substance  of  his  statements,  as  piiMished 
in  I'ouitry  Science  (l!t40.  Vol,  lit.  No.  2), 
arc  hciewitli  recorded  \  irtually  wf)i«l  lor 
word  : 

"It  seems  that  the  method  of  approach 
su>;>;«sted  hy  I  >r.  Martin  (i.e.  to  breed  tor 
icsistaiice)  is  the  otily  one  available  at  the 
l)resent  time.  It  has  been  ilemonstrafed 
that,  uiuler  certain  conditions,  resistance 
to  this  disease  complex  can  be  increas<Ml 
by  sdei-tive  breeding;.  Kront  a  purely  prac- 
tical point  of  view,  it  shoidd  be  pointed 
out  that  tile  ultimate  suc«ess  of  such  a 
proui'am  <lepcnds  on  the  assumption  that 
strains  of  bird.s  selected  for  disease  !"o- 
sistance  un<ler  the  conditions  of  one  flock 
would  also  be  resistant  under  entirely 
different  «-onditions.  This  assumpti<ni  needs 
testinjr.  ""There  is  some  evidence  that  re- 
sistant strains  from  one  flock  were  not 
resistant  when  placed  in  another.  There 
is  another  i)oint  to  be  considered.  The 
literature  reveals  a  ^reat  variety  of  difft-r- 
eiit  manifestati«)ns  of  this  disease  cr»mi)lex. 
.\t  present  we  do  not  know  whether  these 
differences  are  due  to  differences  in  the 
birds  themsel\es  or  in  the  auenis  or  cii- 
"iiinslances  prodiiciiiK  the  disease.  In  tin- 
latter  case,  the  selection  of  useful,  re- 
sistant strains  would  be  complicated  by 
many  dilficiilties.  These  remarks  are  not 
intended  to  iinlicate  that  the  development 
of  rt'sistant  strains  would  be  of  doubtful 
\alue.  <  )ii  the  contrar.v,  the  need  for  such 
strains  is  realized  by  e\er\one  in  this 
lield." 

A  sutlicient  nundier  of  invest it;ators  ami 
bleeders  have  (U-monstraled  the  wisdom  of 
lireedinn  for  resistance.  The  point  this 
re\  i«  wer  wishes  to  emphasize  is  that  re- 
sistant    strains     from     one    Jbick     are    not 


necessarily  resistant  in  another  flf)ck  or 
on  someone  else'.s  poultry  plant.  This 
writer's  experience  supports  this  statement 
of  1  »r.  l)e  Oine's.

With  Your  Flock

Discourage  the  Bugs 

Would  you  add  a  liberal  portion  of 
poultry  parasites  to  your  laying 
mash?  If  not,  why  take  chances  of 
infecting  pullets  on  range?  They'll 
carry  parasites  picked  up  now  to  the^^ 
laying  house  in  the  fall.  Move  thc'^f 
range  shelters  and  houses  every  few 
weeks  and  clean  up  the  accumulations 
of  manure  beneath  them.  Sprinkling  a 
little  lime  on  the  remaining  manure 
will  finish  the  job  -and  will  probably 
be  good  for  the  range,  too. 

Fill  Those  Holes 

Moving  shelters  alone  won't  end 
your  parasite  worries,  however.  Many 
carriers  breed  in  the  wet  spots  that 
are  found  in  many  fields.  Go  over  the 
farm  and  see  how  many  low  spots 
can  be  found  —  low  spots  that  hold 
water  and  encourage  mosquitoes  and 
other  insects.  A  few  loads  of  soil  or, 
if  necessary,  some  tile,  will  eliminate 
any  possibility  of  infection  from  that 
source. 


Shade  for  Feeders  and  Fountains 

Chickens  are  much  like  humans. 
You  wouldn't  leave  a  cool  place  under 
a  big  tree  to  get  a  drink  from  a  well 
located  in  the  middle  of  a  hay  field. 
Quite  often  the  pullets  on  range  will 
go  without  a  drink  or  something  to 
eat  rather  than  leave  a  cool  spot,  too. 
An  inexpensive  shelter  over  the  feed- 
ers and  fountains  will  encourage  the 
birds  to  stick  close  to  feed  and  water. 
They'll  eat  more,  develop  faster,  and 
be  cooler.  And  what's  more  pleasant 
than  a  cool  place  in  July?

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War  and 
Poultry 


With  events  moving  so 
swiftly  in  Europe,  it  is 
difficult  to  hazard  any 
long  time  predictions  as  to  the  effect 
of  the  war  and  our  defense  prepara- 
tions on  the  poultry  industry.  The 
invasion  of  Norway,  Holland  and  Bel- 
gium, and  the  unexpected  crumbling 
of  France  under  the  onslaught  of  the 
powerful  German  war  machine  have 
already  taken  away  important  mar- 
kets for  American  farm  products. 

Great  Britain,  which  had  planned  to 
starve  out  Germany  by  extended  war- 
fare, now  finds  itself  in  a  desperate 
situation  and,  as  this  is  being  written, 
is  expecting  the  full  fury  of  a  German 
attack  to  be  unleashed  at  any  moment. 
It  is  very  likely  that  shipments  of 
food  are  being  made  from  the  United 
States  to  England  in  increasing  quan- 
tities. There  are  reports  that  the 
British  government  is  quietly  pur- 
chasing eggs  in  this  country. 

If  England  is  fortunate  enough  to 
withstand  Hitler's  assaults  during  the 
balance  of  the  year  without  going 
down  to  defeat,  it  is  likely  that  the 
war  will  be  prolonged  and  England's 
food  requirements  from  the  United 
States  will  increase,  for  it  will  not  be 
able  to  wait  for  shipments  from  its 
far-flung  colonies.  We  may  then  see 
grain  prices  rise  toward  the  end  of 
this  year  and  follow  a  pattern  some- 
what similar  to  that  of  World  War  1, 
the  extent  of  the  rise  depending  on 
the  length  of  the  conflict.  It  will  mean 
higher  feed  costs  for  poultry  raisers. 

Should  Germany  win  the  war  and 
impose  upon  England  the  kind  of  rule 
which  it  has  imposed  on  other  nations 
which  have  resisted  its  will,  we  can 
expect  food  shipments  from  this 
country  to  Europe  to  cease,  unless 
Germany  accedes  for  purely  humani- 
tarian reasons.  Our  support  of  the 
Allies  probably  wouldn't  cause  Ger- 
many to  look  too  kindly  upon  the 
United  States. 


Whatever  the  outcome  of  the  war, 
however,  we  can  expect  factories  to 
be  busier  —  payrolls  much  larger  — 
from  now  on.  Billions  of  dollars  will 
go  into  defense  preparations.  Larger 
payrolls  should  mean  a  greater  de- 
mand for  eggs.  This  has  been  true  in 
the  past. 

Even  without  the  influence  of  war 
or  the  preparedness  program,  we 
should  normally  have  good  prices  for 
eggs  in  the  fall,  because  we  will  have 
again  reached  that  stage  in  the  poul- 
try cycle  where  flocks  are  down  in 
size  and  egg  supplies  would  be  re- 
duced. Hatchings  this  year  were  con- 
siderably under  a  year  ago,  and  they 
would  have  probably  been  more  so  if 
the  government  had  not  pegged  egg 
prices  all  during  the  hatching  season. 
Poultry  meat  prices  should  be  more 
favorable  also  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year. 

All  in  all,  egg  production  next  fall 
and  winter  should  be  more  profitable 
than  it  was  a  year  ago,  and  the  re- 
wards should  come  to  those  who  have 
a  normal  number  of  pullets  to  house 
and  who  continue  to  follow  good 
management.

"Pop"  O'Brien  !s  Cape  Cod's 

Chicken  Pie  Man 


A  Story  of  a  Depression-Borne  Idea  That  Grew.  "Pop's  Chicken 
Pies"  Are  Sold  to  Thousands  of  Summer  Vacationers  Each  Year

Pop's  Pie  Plant  is  familiar  to  folks  who  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  United  States  to  vacation  on  Cape  Cod  in  the  summer. 


IT  was  during  the  height  of  the  de- 
pression that  "Pop"  O'Brien  of 
Cape  Cod  found  himself  absolutely 
up  against  it  in  making  a  living  from 
a  flock  of  poultry.  A  R.  I.  Red  hen 
would  bring  about  75  cents,  but  there 
was  no  enthusiasm  about  buying  them 
even  at  that  figure.  There  were  plenty 
of  vacationists  on  Cape  Cod,  and 
"Pop"  knew  how  they  disliked  cook- 
ing. It  gave  him  an  idea. 

One  bright  and  sunny  Saturday 
morning,  residents  of  Dennisport, 
Massachusetts,  saw  this  genial  old 
Irishman  wheeling  something  to  town 
on  a  wheelbarrow.  In  front  of  a 
vacant  building  he  stopped  and  started 
writing  on  the  window  with  a  small 
paint  brush  and  some  whiting.  Here 
and  there  he  placed  a  letter,  but 
always  so  disconnected  that  no  one 
knew  what  his  message  was  until  it 
was  complete.  "Homemade  Chicken 
Pies  Like  Mother  Used  To  Make"  Pop 
wrote.  He  did  the  job  very  leisurely, 
and  by  the  time  he  was  through,  100 
curious  people  were  standing  about 
to  see  what  was  going  on. 

The  Start  of  a   Business 

In  just  10  minutes  from  the  time  he 
started,  the  21  pies  that  Mrs.  O'Brien 
baked  were  sold  at  40  cents  each. 
"When  will  you  be  back  with  more?" 
they  asked.  The  following  Saturday, 
100  pies   were   sold   from   the   same 


even  had  men  and  women  come  to  his 
kitchen  and  work  with  him  until  they 
learned  how.  Others  have  succeeded 
reasonably  well  in  selling  pies.  One 
woman  bought  chickens  from  her 
husband  at  market  price  and  made 
enough  money  off  the  pies  during  a 
summer  to  take  a  trip  to  Burmuda 
the  following  winter. 

As  I  sat  in  his  temporary  winter 
kitchen  at  the  poultry  farm  and 
sampled  half  of  one  of  the  pies,  he 
gave  me  the  recipes  for  the  seasoning 
and  the  pie  crust.  The  best  chicken 
for  pie  is  a  hen  that  weighs  about  7 
pounds.  Such  a  bird  will  make  8  to  10 
of  the  small  size. 

Pop's  Recipe  for  Chicken 

The  dressed  chicken  is  cut  up  as 
for  stewing  and  made  ready  for 
cooking  in  a  kettle.  First,  two  onions 
for  each  chicken  are  cut  up  finely  and 
placed  in  the  bottom  of  the  kettle. 
Other  seasoning  consists  of  salt,  pep- 
per, celery  salt  and  Bell's  poultry 
seasoning.  Then  he  adds  the  chicken 
and  last  the  water  to  cover  it.  The 
chicken  is  cooked  for  2  to  7  hours 
depending  entirely  upon  the  age  of 
the  bird.  It  should  come  off  the  bones 
easily,  but  should  not  be  cooked  too 
much. 

The  recipe  for  the  pie  dough  is- 
1  cup  lard  or  equal  parts   lard 
and  chicken  grease  [To  page  14] 
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place  and  200  a  week  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  summer  and  with  the 
record  of  never  carrying  one  home. 

Ten  thousand  is  the  count  now  and 
"Pop's  Chicken  Pies"  are  known  the 
country  over,  for  on  the  streets  of 
Dennisport,  or  any  other  Cape  Cod 
town,  one  can  see  license  plates  from 
nearly  every  state  in  the  U.  S.  during 
vacation  time.  This  is  not  a  bad  record 
for  a  man  who  will  be  80  years  young 
this  year. 

Last  summer  Pop  sold  $2,500  worth 
of  pies  in  10  weeks.  But  that's  not  all, 
for  he  sold  1500  blueberry  pies, 
hundreds  of  chicken  sandwiches  and 
coffee  and  doughnuts. 

Mrs.  O'Brien  did  not  continue  to 
make  the  pies  very  long.  As  quickly 
as  "Pop"  learned  the  secrets  of  cook- 
ing and  particularly  the  making  of  the 
pie  crust,  he  relieved  Mrs.  O'Brien  of 
the  job.  For  six  years  he  has  made 
every  pie  that  has  been  sold.  When 
vacationists  come  to  the  Cape.  Pop  is 
on  hand  with  a  portable  kitchen  and 
"Pop's  Pie  Plant."  It  is  a  landmark 
on  Cape  Cod. 

Secrets  in  Pie  Making 

The  secrets  of  the  business  Mr. 
O'Brien  says  are  in  getting  the  correct 
seasoning  of  the  poultry  and  in  the 
pie  crust.  But  of  his  methods  he 
makes  no  secret.  He  has  given  many 
of  his  recipes  to  poultrymen  and  has

Avoid  Hilltop  Avoid  Low  Spot 


Face  Southeast 

Face  the  poultry  house  south  or 
southeast,  so  as  to  permit  the 
greatest  amount  of  sunshine  to 
enter  it  and  to  get  the  ad- 
vantage  of   having   a   long   day. 


Don't  locate  the  house 
on  the  top  of  a  hill. 
It  will  be  exposed  to 
the  winds,  be  cold  In 
winter,  and  you  are 
apt  to  have  trouble 
in   ventilating  It. 


Avoid  low  lying  land  for 
the  poultry  house,  for  it 
may  result  in  damp  floors 
because  of  poor  air  and 
soil  drainage.  Dampness 
may  lead  to  disease  and 
loss  in  egg  production. 


Pick  Gentle  Slope 

Select  a  gentle  southerly 
slope  for  the  site  of  the 
poultry  house.  It  will  re- 
sult in  good  air  and  soil 
diainage.  insure  wind  pro- 
tection and  mean  a 
warmer    house    in   winter.

More  Profits  for  You  from  Chickens  If  You  Follow  Sound 
Principles    in    Remodeling    or    Erecting    Poultry    Houses. 


N  her  wild  state,  the  hen  would 
probably  live  in  a  tree.  The  only 
reason  why  we  attempt  to  provide 
reasonably  comfortable  quarters  for 
her  is  that  it  is  profitable  to  do  so. 
She  will  lay  more  eggs.  We  can  con- 
trol what  she  eats.  Extremely  cold 
weather  is  not  likely  to  affect  her  pro- 
duction. 

Many  poultry  houses,  however,  fail 
to  keep  the  birds  comfortable  and 
healthy  so  that  they  can  do  an  efficient 
job  of  production.  Houses  that  are  not 
giving  satisfaction  now  can  often  be 
corrected  by  remodeling  certain 
features.  Whether  you  are  remodeling 
old  buildings  or  erecting  new  poultry 
houses,  observe  sound  fundamentals 
of  construction.  Some  of  them  are  set 
forth  here. 

Type  of  House 

Styles  of  poultry  houses  vary,  but 
most  new  houses  being  built  have 
narrowed  down  to  a  few  types. 

Probably  the  most  popular  is  the 
shed  roof  type.  It  is  the  simplest  in 
construction,  and  it  is  comparatively 
easy  to  ventilate.  While  some  shed 
roof  houses  are  24  feet  or  more  deep, 
it  is  best  not  to  build  this  type  house 
deeper  than  20  feet.  A  deeper  house 
may  be  too  high  at  the  front  in  order 
to  have  sufficient  slope  to  the  roof. 
Because  the  roof  pitch  is  not  great,  it 
is  necessary  that  the  roof  covering  be 
very  tight  to  prevent  leaks. 

The  uneven  span  or  combination 
roof  is  used  in  laying  houses  about  24 
feet  deep  to  avoid  the  high  front  that 
would  occur  in  a  deep  shed  roof  house. 


The  gable  type  roof  is  most  gen- 
erally used  when  poultry  houses  are 
30  feet  or  more  deep.  By  putting  in  a 
ceiling,  the  upper  part  of  the  house 
can  be  used  for  the  storage  of  feed, 
equipment  and  supplies.  Because  the 
pitch  is  pronounced,  the  gable  type  of 
roof  can  be  covered  with  various  types 
of  shingles. 

Semi-monitor  houses  were  once 
very  popular,  but  it  is  very  rare  to 
see  a  new  one  go  up.  The  semi-monitor 
type  is  very  difficult  to  ventilate,  and 
the  interior  cannot  be  arranged  read- 
ily for  convenience. 

Size  of  Poultry  House 

The  size  of  poultry  house  to  build 
will  depend  upon  the  number  of  birds 
you  wish  to  maintain  in  your  flock. 

Generally,  it  is  recommended  that 
Leghorns  and  similar  breeds  be  al- 
lowed 3V2  to  4  square  feet  of  floor 
space  per  bird  when  on  restricted  or 
free  range;  Plymouth  Rocks  and 
similar  breeds,  4  to  4^^  square  feet 
per  bird.  The  space  per  bird  should 


be  increased  when  the  flock  is  kept 
in  complete  confinement. 

On  the  basis  of  these  recommenda- 
tions, a  20  by  20  poultry  house  will 
accommodate  100  to  115  Leghorns  and 
88  to  100  Plymouth  Rocks,  New 
Hampshires.  Rhode  Island  Reds  or 
other  dual  purpose  breeds. 

Foundations  and  Floors 

Poultry  house  floors  should  slope  to 
the  front,  about  2  inches  in  20  feet.  It 
will  simplify  flushing  the  floor  with 
water,  and  it  will  help  somewhat  in 
preventing  the  piling  up  of  litter  in 
the  back  of  the  house. 

Where  the  slope  of  the  land  is  such 
that  the  house  has  to  be  built  up  on 
posts  or  concrete  piers,  the  floor 
should  be  insulated.  Apply  insulation 
board  over  the  floor  joists,  then 
roofing  paper  or  a  building  paper 
which  will  stop  the  passage  of 
moisture,  and  finally  the  wood  floor- 
ing. To  prevent  cold  winds  from  blow- 
ing under  the  house,  close  up  around 
three  sides.  Cold  floors  result  in  damp 
litter  in  winter. 

Concrete  foundation  walls  should 
be  6  to  8  inches  thick  and  should 
extend  down  into  the  ground  at  least 
12  inches  to  avoid  shifting  in  winter. 

Foundation  walls  should  extend  an 
inch  or  two  above  the  surface  of  the 
floor.  This  will  prevent  water  from 
running  under  wood  sills  when  the 
house  is  flushed  and  causing  subse- 
quent decay. 

The  accompanying  diagram  shows 
the  type  of  floor  construction  recom- 
mended by  the  Portland  Cement 
Association  for  use  in  poorly  drained 
locations.  One  and  a  half  inches  of 
concrete  is  placed  over  a  well-packed 
fill.  Over  this  is  applied  40  to  50-pound 
roll  roofing  with  the  joints  well  lapped

•T>IRTY  eggs,  stained,  attempts  at 
cleaning,  poor  quality."  A  complaint 
that  needed  a  visit. 

When  I  arrived  at  the  farm.  I  got 
my  answer  in  an  unexpected  way.  No 
questions  or  feelers  were  necessary. 
There  before  my  very  eyes,  at  the 
home  of  Mr.  C,  I  found  both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  C  very  busy  attempting  to  clean 
and  grade  eggs  for  delivery  to  market 
that  day.  Why  there  were  at  least  a 
dozen  baskets  of  eggs,  all  full  and 
showing  many  dirty  eggs. 

"How  many  days  eggs  have  you  got 
here?"  I  inquired  wonderingly. 

"Why  the  eggs  of  the  week,"  came 
back  from  Mrs.  C. 

I  could  see  very  plainly  that  these 
people  were  racing  against  loss  of 
patience.  How  many  eggs  could  they 
■clean  and  grade  without  giving  up? 
On  this  particular  day  they  gave  in 
at  the  half-way  mark.  From  this 
point  on.  the  eggs  were  just  crated 
and  weighed  sporadically. 

A  visit  to  the  poultry  house  con- 
firmed the  dirty  egg  situation.  Mr.  C 
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admitted  that  the  eggs,  some  500 
daily,  were  collected  once  daily,  and 
then  very  late  afternoon.  The  heat  of 
the  day  was  helping  to  make  matters 
worse. 

Frequent  daily  collections,  daily 
cleaning,  a  pre-cooling  prior  to  crat- 
ing, and  eggs  in  cellar  at  all  times — 
these  were  only  a  few  of  the  necessary 
steps  required  to  produce  quality  eggs 
on  this  farm. 

A  REPORT  on  Mr.  Ws  eggs  showed 
"poor  quality  and  visible  yolks."  I 
checked  out  to  the  farm,  and  Mr.  W 
assured  me  that  he  collected  the  eggs 
frequently  daily,  kept  the  eggs  in  the 
cellar  and  used  baskets  to  cool  the 
eggs  properly. 

It  was  mid-afternoon  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  and,  according  to  Mr.  W's 
statements,  there  should  have  been 
some  of  that  day's  eggs  in  the  cellar. 
I  looked  around  the  cellar,  but  could 
see  no  eggs.  I  turned  to  Mr.  W  and 
inquired  about  them. 

"Why  no,"  he  answered,  "the  eggs 
have  not  been  brought  in  yet;  they 
will  be  brought  in  tonight." 

We  walked  out  to  the  poultry  house 
and  there,  sure  enough,  I  found  two 
baskets  of  eggs  in  the  feed  room. 
Here,  that  detail  of  laying  house  to 
cellar  immediately  after  each  collec- 
tion was  definitely  missing.  The  usual 
summer  heat  was  present  in  the  feed 
room. 


ON  ONE  of  my  visits  I  ran  into  a 
peculiar  set-up.  I  found  Mrs.  T  wash- 
ing the  eggs,  not  with  a  damp  cloth, 
but  in  plenty  of  water,  crating  them 
and  then  placing  them  in  a  very  wet 
cellar.  There  were  going  to  be  plenty 
of  bad  eggs  in  this  lot  and,  according- 
ly, I  advised  against  washing,  but 
rather  to  use  a  dry  cleaner  (sand 
paper  contrivance)  or  a  damp  cloth 
that  has  been  thoroughly  wrung  out. 
The  eggs  cleaned  with  a  damp  cloth 
would  of  necessity  be  required  to  air 
dry  prior  to  crating,  even  if  cooled 
previous  to  cleaning.  The  set-up  in  the 
cellar  was  readjusted  in  order  to  over- 
come the  present  excessive  dampness. 

I  have  found  many  such  cases 
where  eggs  have  been  cleaned  with 
a  damp  cloth  and  immediately  placed 
in  crates.  We  stress  the  importance  of 
placing  only  perfectly  dry  eggs  in 
crates.  This  small  detail  is  too  often 
neglected. 

ONE  DAY  last  summer  we  received 
a  letter  from  a  producer,  inquiring  as 
to  the  reasons  for  his  eggs  not  making 
the  proper  grade.  A  visit  here  again 
showed  where  the  fault  rested.  With 
no  cellar  on  the  premises,  the  eggs 
were  kept  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the 
house,  subject  all  day  long  to  the 
rays  of  the  sun.  The  room  itself  was 
warm  without  this  additional  sun  ray.   "WK 

We  decided  that  it  was  necessary  ~ 
to  utilize  the  basement  of  one  of  the 
farm  buildings  rather  than  continue 
with  the  present  set-up.  Frequent 
shipments  of  eggs  and  adjusting  the 
egg  management  to  the  above  con- 
ditions, we  felt,  would  correct  the 
poor  quality  of  the  eggs. 

ON  a  particularly  warm  day,  I 
arrived  at  a  farm  where  I  was  at- 
tracted by  a  whistling  emanating  from 
an  open  door  of  basement  room,  I 
looked  in  and  saw  the  producer  at  the 
task  of  cleaning  and  grading  eggs. 
The  sun  was  sending  its  light  rays 
through  this  door  into  the  egg  room. 
I  inquired  of  the  producer,  whether 
this  was  customary,  leaving  door 
open. 

"No,  always  closed,  we  have  it  open 
only  when  we  work  on  the  eggs." 

When  I  found  that  this  process  was 
repeated  twice  a  day.  it  became  ap- 
parent that  here,  a  small  detail  was 
changing  "quality."  The  basement  was 
clean  and  airy  and  certainly  did  not 
need  the  open  door.  Habit  and  idea 
of  fresh  air  were  paramount  in  this 
particular  case.  No  thought  was  given 
to  the  fact  that  warm  air  was  entering 
the  cellar  and  some  of  the  necessary 
humidity  was  leaving. 

I  LIKE  to  recall  an  incident  that    ^ 
happened  last  summer  and  presum-   ^^' 
ably   could   happen   at   any    time.    A 
complaint  was  registered  "too  many

July  1 — Kid  White  has  been  notified 
by  the  tour  committee  of  the  Poultry 
Congress  that  Oak  Chapel  has  been 
selected  to  provide  lunch  for  the  tour 
scheduled  to  this  neck  of  the  woods, 
on  the  31st.  This  means  that  the 
Ladies  Aid  is  going  to  have  their 
hands  full.  On  Friday,  August  4,  an- 
other tour  is  scheduled  to  visit  my 
ranch,  Walter  Buss,  the  Ohio  Experi- 
ment Station,  and  the  Wooster  Egg 
Auction. 

While  I  always  try  to  keep  the 
ranch  in  good  shape,  as  far  as  rubbish, 
grass,  weeds,  and  whatnot  are  con- 
cerned, I  think  it  will  be  a  good  policy 
to  put  out  a  little  special  effort. 

July  3 — Went  over  to  the  Experi- 
ment Station  to  talk  to  Dr.  Kennard 
about  the  Congress  tour.  There  is  no 
telling  how  many  will  be  on  the  two 
tours,  but  if  there  is  a  large  crowd, 
we  want  to  have  the  plans  made  to 
handle  the  situation  with  the  least 
confusion.  The  folks  will  be  strangers 
in  a  strange  land,  so  we  all  want  to 
make  them  feel  at  home. 

July  A — Donnie  and  I  were  all  alone 
with  the  work,  as  every  one  else 
wanted  to  celebrate  the  occasion.

~  the  day. 

The  calender  calls  today  Independ- 
ence Day.  History  states  that  this  is  a 
fact,  so  I  guess  there  is  no  question 


about  it,  but  how  anyone  can  be  in- 
dependent in  this  chicken  business  is 
more  than  I  can  see.  For  some  reason 
or  other,  this  stock  has  to  be  fed, 
watered  and  cared  for  in  general.  So 
Donnie  and  I  worked  today  and  hope 
to  take  our  holiday  to  go  to  Cleveland 
to  see  the  Poultry  Congress,  the 
World's  Fair  of  the  Poultry  Industry, 
It  will  be  the  first  time  that  I  have 
ever  seen  it,  and  will  probably  be  the 
last, 

July  5— Tomorrow  I  am  going  to 
get  rid  of  some  more  cockerels.  That 
gang  of  roosters  out  on  the  range  is 
running  hog  wild,  and  this  term  covers 
lots  of  activities.  It  makes  no  differ- 
ence how  cocky  they  are  while  on  the 
range,  they  sure  tame  down  quick 
when  placed  in  a  coop.  Bad  Boy  Bill 
soon  becomes  Sweet  William. 

July  6— One  little  pig  might  have 
gone  to  market  and  one  stayed  at 
home,  but  in  this  case,  500  cockerels 
went  to  market  and  a  whole  army 
stayed  at  home.  But  it  is  a  question  of 
time,  only  time,  until  the  whole  works 
will  be  gone.  Of  course,  I  know  there 
will  be  a  few  Smart  Alecks  that  will 
start  roosting  in  the  trees,  but  their 
time  will  come  when  we  catch  the 
pullets  in  the  fall.  We  always  round 
up  every  bird  sooner  or  later,  but  it 
will  be  well  nigh  Thanksgiving  before 
we  get  the  last  one. 

A  letter  from  W.  H.  Vernon,  exten- 
sion poultryman  of  Iowa,  whom  I 
haven't  seen  in  20  years,  says  that  he 
will  be  here  in  time  for  supper  on 
the  27th,

It  will  take  the  whole  day 
to  make  the  trip,  so  I  feel  justified  in 
calling  it  one  of  my  famous  one  day 


vacations.  Last  year  the  four  of  us 
went  to  Versailles,  Ohio,  to  their  first 
day  sale.  That  trip  took  a  night  and  a 
day, 

July  8  —  We  will  take  one  more 
week  to  clean  up  and  catch  up  on 
odds  and  ends  before  starting  the 
annual  cleaning.  During  the  past  few 
days  all  of  the  brooder  stoves  have 
been  removed  from  the  colony  houses. 
They  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned, 
and  I  mean  clean,  oiled  with  crank 
case  oil,  and  wrapped  in  burlap.

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Tips  On  Applying  .  .  .

Poultry/  House 


Hens  can't  slide  a  dishpan  under  a  leak  in  the  roof.  There's  no 
better  time  to  apply  new  roofing  to  prevent  those  leaks  and 
resultant  water-soaked  litter  than  right  now.  Pointers  on  applying 
the  two  most  commonly  used  roof  materials  are  given  here. 

Make  your  own  decision  as  to  what  type  of  roof  you  want,  then 
follow  these  suggestions,  as  well  as  the  manufacturer's  recommen- 
dations, to  get  the  maximum  amount  of  protection  and  service 
from  that  roof. 


I.  Metal  Roofs 


METAL  roofs  for  poultry  houses 
have  become  more  popular  in 
recent  years.  Despite  their 
additional  rigidity,  when  compared  to 
other  types  of  roofing,  they  do  require 
sturdy  support.  Thin,  decayed  sheath- 
ing will  fail  to  hold  nails  in  heavy 
winds  and  metal  sheets  may  be  ripped 
off  and  strewn  over  the  countryside. 
One-inch  sheathing  of  sound  lumber 
is  necessary  on  solid  decks. 

If  you  are  applying  metal  sheets 
to  a  new  building,  some  cash  will  be 
saved  by  using  the  slat  type  roof  deck. 
Slats  of  1-inch  hard  wood  or  2-inch 
soft  wood  are  the  minimum  for  ade- 
quate support  for  the  corrugated  or 
V-crimp  sheets.  Purlin  type  decks  are 
satisfactory  for  some  purposes,  but 
the  gradual  slope  of  poultry  house 
roofs  necessitates  too  much  bracing, 
and  they  are  not  recommended. 

The  slope  of  roof  and  other  factors 
will  determine  the  type  of  metal 
roofing  used.  See  your  dealer  for 
recommendations  and  prices. 

Local  climatic  conditions  will  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  you  will  need  a 
felt  or  asbestos  felt  base  beneath  the 
metal.  A  layer  of  felt  will  act  as  an

insulator,  keeping  the  house  warmer 
in  winter  and  cooler  in  summer,  and 
will  prevent  any  condensation  on  the 
sheets. 

You  will  save  money  by  having  your 
dealer  measure  the  roof  and  order 
materials  for  you.  Sheets  come  in 
various  lengths,  and  allowances  must 
be  made  for  side  and  end  laps.  Make 
sure  that  the  proper  length  lead- 
headed  nails  are  ordered.  The  lead  is 
forced  into  the  holes  as  nails  are  set 
and  prevents  leaks  and  rusting.  Spe- 
cial sticks  are  used  with  most  types 
of  V-crimp  sheets  and  best  results 
will  be  obtained  by  using  those 
especially  cut  by  the  manufacturer. 

The  first  sheet  should  be  put  on  the 
end  of  the  roof  away  from  the  direc- 
tion of  prevailing  winds  so  storms 
will  not  drive  into  the  laps.  Place  the 
first  sheet  with  an  overhang  of  Wk  to 
2  inches  at  the  side  and  at  least  3 
inches  at  the  bottom.  The  side  over- 
hang should  be  bent  over  and  nailed. 

Outside  sheets 
should  have  a  nail 
every  8  inches. 
Drive  the  nails  at 
an  angle  through 
the  corrugation  or 
crimp  so  as  to  get 
a  real  bite  into 
the  wood. 

Unless  the 
manufacturer  re- 
commends to  the 
contrary,  place 
the  second  sheet 
above  rather  than 
to  the  side  of  the 
first  sheet.  This 
results  in  a 
greater  interlock- 
ing of  sheets   at 


the  point  where  the  most  strain   is 
exerted. 

Continue  across  the  roof,  allowing 
plenty  of  lap  at  the   side   and  end. 
A  3  to  6-inch  end  lap  should  be  made 
with  corrugated 
sheets  and  at  least  6 
inches    with    V-type 
roofing.  Side  lap  on 
the  V-types  is  fixed. 
One  corrugation  will 
be  sufficient  on  2Vi- 
inch  corrugated  roof- 
ing, but  one  and  one- 
half  corrugations  are 
necessary  on  W^  or 
1^'2-inch  corrugations. 

The  gable  on  the  far  end  should  be 
protected  by  bending  the  metal  edge 
over,  as  on  sheet  No.  1.  Take  up  any 
extra  material  by  having  a  greater 
side    lap    between    the    last    sheets. 


Method  of  nailinu: 


Corruirated  and  V-rrimp  sheets. 


Although  roofing  can  be  hammered 
down  to  make  a  fair  ridge,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  use  a  manufactured  ridge- 
roll.  The  cost  is  little  and  added  pro- 
tection great. 

Be  sure  to  ground 
the  roof  for  protec- 
y^^^yl^^^y^^!^^  t'on  against  light- 
yy^^yy^'^  ning.  On  most  small 
structures,  one 
ground  pipe  will  be 
enough.  On  larger 
buildings,  ground 
diagonal  comers. 
Longer  life  for  the 
roof  and  cooler  temperatures  for  the 
birds  will  result  if  a  coat  or  two  of 
light-colored  or  aluminum  paint  is 
applied  to  the  metal.  If  your  roof  has 
a  slope  of  less  than  3  inches  to  the 
foot,  corrugated  sheets  may  require^i- 
the  use  of  a  paste  paint  sealer,  com-^ 
posed  of  dry  oxide  of  iron  and  raw 
linseed  oil.  This  is  applied  at  side  and 
end  laps. 
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Metal  roofs  should  be  inspected 
annually,  and  painted  every  three  to 
five  years.  The  heavier  the  zinc  coat- 
ing, the  longer  the  life  of  the  gal- 
vanized sheets.  Keep  a  few  lead- 
headed  nails  handy,  preferably  ones 
of  a  longer  size  than  those  originally 
used,  and  replace  loose  nails  as  soon 
as  they  are  noticed.  Proper  application 
plus  proper  care  will  assure  you  of 
years  of  service  from  any  metal  roof 
of  reliable  manufacture.

2.  Built-Up  Roofs        FLOCK  FEEDER 


BUILT-UP  roofs  for  poultry  houses 
have  proved  their  value  by  years 
of  satisfactory  service  when  exposed 
to  wind,  rain,  sleet,  and  snow.  As  with 
any  other  type  of  roofing,  however,  a 
solid  roof  deck  and  careful  application 
are  essential  for  reliable  protection 
against  the  elements. 

Before  starting  to  lay  a  built-up 
roof,  go  over  the  sheathing  carefully, 
hammering  down  any  loose  nails  and 
replacing  rotted  boards.  The  life  of 
the  roof  will  be  limited  by  the  sound- 
ness (or  lack  of  it)  of  its  support. 

Service  will  also  be  fixed  by  the 
quality  of  materials  used.  For  least 
cost  per  year  of  roof  service,  use  only 
the  first  grade  products  of  a  reliable 
manufacturer. 

Little,  if  any,  equipment  not  com- 
monly found  on  the  farm  is  required 
for  applying  built-up  roofs.  A  hard 
1f|r  cord  mop  for  spreading  the  liquid 
£Lsphalt  is  a  necessity,  and  a  large, 
heavy  metal  pail  should  be  purchased 
if  a  container  similar  to  a  5-gallon 
paint  can  is  not  available. 

Before  applying  the  roofing,  cover 
the  sheathing  with  a  heavy  felt  base. 
No  asphalt  should  go  on  the  wood,  as 
the  felt  base  needs  a  limited  amount 
of  freedom  for  contraction  and  ex- 
pansion. Use  1-inch  roofing  nails  with 
1-inch  caps  on  the  base,  nailing  at  3- 
inch  intervals  along  the  edge  and  6- 
inch  intervals  in  the  center  of  each 
strip.  After  the  base  is  securely  in 
place,  nail  L-shaped  metal  pieces 
around  all  edges  of  the  roof. 

A  half-width  of  tar  paper  is  applied 
at  the  eave.  Brush  on  liquid  asphalt 
(or,  if  preferred,  melted  crude  asphalt)

just  ahead  of  the  paper,  rolling  the 
paper  well  down  into  the  liquid. 

The  second  and  succeeding  layers 
of  tar  paper  lap  the  preceeding  layer 
by  half  their  width.  Cover  the  first 
layer  and  felt  base  evenly  with  the 
liquid  asphalt,  and  take  every  pre- 
caution to  prevent  wrinkling  of  the 
paper.  Where  prevailing  winds  are 
particularly  strong,  it  is  advisable  to 
put  in  nails  at  10  or  12-inch  intervals 
along  the  upper  edge  of  the  paper 
where  they  will  be  covered  by  the 
next  layer.  Never  put  in  nails  where 
they  will  remain  unprotected  by  a 
layer  of  tar  paper  and  asphalt. 

After  the  paper  has  been  put  on, 
paint  the  entire  roof  with  liquid 
asphalt,  keeping  an  eye  open  to 
observe  any  loose  edges  which  may 
open  up  later  and  give  the  wind  a 
chance  to  get  under. 

The  liquid  asphalt  is  recommended 
for  most  small  jobs  as  less  equipment 
and  labor  are  required  than  when 
crude  asphalt  is  used.  The  crude  pro- 
duct comes  in  large  metal  drums  and 
must  be  removed  with  an  axe.  It  is 

cut  out  in  chunks 
and  melted  in 
large  cookers.  Be- 
cause of  the  heat, 
extreme  caution 
must  be  observed 
when  handling 
the  liquid  as  ser- 
ious burns  may 
result  from 
splashing  or  spill- 
ing. The  tempera- 
ture must  be 
carefully  checked 
as  overheating 
drives  off  the 
more  volatile  elements  and  cracking 
or  checking  may  result  in  the  finished 
roof. 

Liquid  asphalt  can  be  bought  in 
small  quantities,  is  used  without 
heating,  and  is  generally  more  satis- 
factory where  farm  labor  is  used.  The 
prepared  product  remains  liquid  for  a 
much  longer  time  and  is  less  subject 
to  damage  by  contraction  and  ex- 
pansion. 

For  ma  i  n  te- 
nance.  the  roof 
may  be  given  a 
coating  of  roofing 
paint  when  it  be- 
gins to  show  signs 
of  cracking.  If 
desired,  another 
layer  of  tar  paper 
may  be  applied, 
using  asphalt  be- 
low and  on  top  of 
it.  as  in  the  origi- 
nal procedure. 

A  coat  of  light  paint  will  keep  the 
interior  temperature  of  the  house 
down,  and  will  protect  the  roofing. 

The  principal  considerations  to  keep 
in  mind  when  applying  built-up  roofs 
are  to  make  sure  that  the  sheathing 
is  dry  and  solid,  put  on  the  best 
materials  available,  and  use  plenty  of

asphalt  and  nails  when  applying  the 
paper.  Repair  all  loose  edges  and 
tears  immediately.  Did  you  ever  see  a 
roof  peeled  off  a  building  by  a  strong 
wind?  Don't  let  that  happen  on  your 
farm.  It  takes  much  less  work  and 
money  to  repair  than  to  re-roof.

Tattoo  Those  Pullets 

Plump  pullets  look  mighty  good  to 
you,  and  they  look  equally  good  to 
chicken  thieves.  Unless  you  have  your 
birds  permanently  marked,  Mr.  Thief 
can  sack  'em  up  and  put  them  on  the 
market  with  little  possibility  of  de- 
tection. If  all  your  birds  are  marked 
with  indelible  ink  applied  with  a  good  W 
tattoo  outfit,  however,  they  can  be 
readily  traced  and  thieves  will  be 
wary.  When  you  tattoo,  record  your 
number  with  local  law  enforcement 
agencies  and  post  several  signs  around 
the  farm  stating  that  your  bird's  are 
marked.  It's  most  discouraging  to 
would-be  midnight  prowlers.

quality.  Won't  there  be  a  tendency  for 
consumers  to  accept  eggs  of  inferior 
quality  rather  than  pay  the  5-cent  tax  ? 
Of  course.  South  Carolina  producers 
are  turning  out  some  top  quality  eggs, 
but  is  there  a  large  enough  supply  of 
high-grade  eggs  to  meet  the  demand? 

Such  taxes  are  inviting  retribution 
from  other  states  with  possible,  if  not 
probable,  tariffs  on  products  exported 
from  states  originating  the  barriers  to 
free  trade.  Witness  the  example  of 
two  midwestern  states  which  kept  up 
a  race  in  imposing  taxes  on  each 
other's  manufactured  and  agricultural 
goods  until  they  came  to  their  senses 
and  called  the  whole  thing  off. 

If  legislators  are  anxious  to  put  out 
a  thick  book  of  acts  to  indicate  a  busy 
session,  let  them  enact  laws  that  will 
encourage,  rather  than  discourage, 
quality.  "Eat  More  Egg"  campaigns^ 
and  state  promotion  of  foodstuffs  and'' 
agricultural  goods  will  unquestionably 
do  more  good  for  all  concerned  in  the 
long  run  than  any  taxes  on  imports. 
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$25.00  Reward  to  Sheriff  Woolf 
for  Nabbing  Chicken  Thieves 

Two  Virginia  negroes  have  learned  that 
It  does  not  pay  to  steal  tattooed  chlcken.s. 
Since  they  are  now  serving  5-year  terms 
In  the  state  penitentiary,  they  will  have 
plenty  of  time  to  think  about  their  error. 
One  man's  chickens  may  look  just  like 
those  of  another,  but  not  when  they  are 
marked  on  the  web  of  the  wing  with  a 
registered  tattoo  brand. 

When  Subscriber  Elijah  L..  Sinclair.  Jr., 
The  Plains,  Va.,  went  to  his  hen  house  on 
the  morning  of  February  18.  he  discovered 
that  his  flock  had  suddenly  become  smaller. 
A  checkup  showed  that  52  birds  were 
missing.  He  called  Sheriff  W.  S.  Woolf 
who  discovered  foot  prints  on  the  ground 
softened  by  a  heavy  rain. 

Together,  Mr.  Sinclair  and  Sheriff  Woolf 
went  to  Washington,  D.  C,  that  day  and 
made  the  rounds  of  the  market.  They 
came  to  four  coops  of  chickens  which  Mr. 
Sinclair  thought  might  be  his  birds,  and 
an  examination  of  the  wings  of  several 
birds  revealed  the  tattoo  mark. 

That  same  night  Pete  Nlckens  was  ar- 
rested, while  Harry  Christian  was  ar- 
rested the  following  day.  They  were 
indicted  by  the  grand  jury,  and  on  March 
25.  sentences  of  five  years  each  In  the 
state  penitentiary  were  passed  out  to  each. 
Christian  had  served  two  previous  sen- 
tences. 

On  February  20,  Sheriff  Woolf  and 
Deputy  SherllT  W.  W.  Pearson  went  to  the 
Washington  market  and  recovered  29  of 
the  stolen  birds  and  brought  them  back 
to   Mr.   Sinclair. 

For  his  work  in  tracking  down  two 
chicken  thieves  and  putting  them  out  of 
circulation.  Sheriff  Woolf  has  been  paid 
Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine's  $25.00  re- 
ward for  bringing  about  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  persons  stealing  marked 
poultry  from  the  premises  of  a  subscriber.

Gray  Eyes  and  Paralysis 

Q. — My  Wtiite  Leghorns  are  seven  weeks 
old  and  growing  fine,  but  ttie  color  of 
their  eyes  worries  me.  It  is  more  gray 
than  brown.  Last  year  my  pullets  came 
down  with  paralysis,  and  most  of  them 
had  gray  eyes.  I  haven't  lost  a  chick  so 
far,  and  they  all  seem  healthy.  Is  this 
eye  color  an  indication  of  paralysis? — 
R.  R.   F.,  N.  Y. 

A. — While  it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  birds  with  gray  eyes  will  come  down 
with  fowl  paralysis,  this  may  be  one  of 
the  first  recognized  symptoms  of  the 
di.sease.  It  is  generally  wise  to  cull  all 
birds  which  have  gray  or  glassy  eyes  and 
.sell  them  while  they  are  in  good  market- 
aJ)le  condition.  Gray  eyes  may  be  an  in- 
herited trait  In  the  strain  of  Leghorns 
which  you  have,  and  may  not  be  associated 
with  fowl  paralysis  in  any  way.  Birds 
showing  prominent,  clear  brown,  or  red- 
dish eye  color  are  to  be  preferred  to 
those  showing  gray   color,  however. 

Litter  Probably  at  Fault 

Q. — What  causes  my  flve-week-old  chicks 
to  lose  control  of  their  muscles  so  that 
their  heads  seem  limp?  After  a  few  days 
they  can't  stand  up,  but  scramble  around. 
I  am  feeding  a  good  growing  mash  and 
grain,  and  have  rich  dirt  and  straw  for 
them  to  scratch  in.  What  can  I  do  for 
these  chickens. — O.  A.,  Va. 

A. — I  am  Inclined  to  believe  that  your 
chicks  are  being  poisoned  by  something  in 
the  litter.  First,  give  your  chicks  a 
laxative.  Dissolve  four  level  tablespoonfuls 
of  F>psom  Salts  in  the  amount  of  water 
which  100  chicks  would  drink  in  a  half 
day.  A  milder  laxative  can  be  made  by 
dissolving  a  pint  of  black  strap  molasses 
in  4  gallons  of  water.  This  should  be  kept 
before  the  birds  for  a  full  day. 

The  next  thing  to  do  is  to  clean  out  all 
of  the  litter  and  soil  in  the  brooder  house. 
Disinfect  the  house  thoroughly  and  put  in 
fresh  litter.  It  Is  my  guess  that  you  have 
brought  some  moldy  or  decayed  matter 
into  the  house  with  the  soil,  so  make  sure 
that  your  new  litter  is  clean,  dry,  and 
free  from  mustine.ss. 

Lamonas 

(J.  —  Can  you  please  tell  me  how  the 
Lamona  breed  was  developed  and  what 
are  the  standard  weights  for  this  breed ?^ 
E.  M.,  Ohio. 

A.  —  Lamonas  were  originated  at  the 
U.  S.  Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Mary- 
land, where  the  first  matings  were  pro- 
duced in  1912.  This  breed  was  developed 
by  crossing  the  Silver  Gray  Dorking,  the 
White  Plymouth  Rock  and  the  White 
Leghorn.  Lamonas  are  a  general  purpose 
fowl  for  both  meat  and  egg  production. 
Standard  weights  for  Lamonas,  according 
to  the  American  Standard  of  Perfection, 
are  5V^  pounds  for  the  pullet,  6%  pounds 
for  the  hen,  7  pounds  for  the  cockerel, 
and  8  pounds  for  the  cock. 

Producers  of  Dark  Brown  Eggs 

Q. — Could  you  please  tell  me  what  breed 
of  poultry  has  the  darkest  brown  eggs? — 
Mrs.  E.   L.   S.,  R.   I. 

A. — I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  any 
one  single  breed  of  poultry  as  a  whole 
lays  darker  brown  shelled  eggs  than  every 
other  breed  of  poultry,  although  possibly 
the    White    Barnevelders    might    be    men-

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tioned  in  this  respect.  Breeding  for  dark 
brown  egg  shells  is  largely  a  matter  of 
individual  selection  within  a  strain,  and 
some  strains  of  a  breed  which  is  supposed 
to  produce  brown  shelled  eggs  may  have 
much  deeper  pigment  in  the  shells  than 
other  strains  within  the  same  breed. 

A  new  utility  breed  called  the  White 
Americans,  developed  by  Ellery  K.  Met- 
calf,  an  instructor  at  the  Essex  County 
Agricultural  School,  Hathorne,  Mas.sachu- 
setts,  might  also  qualify  for  this  dis- 
tinction of  producing  darkest  brown  eggs. 
This  new  breed  was  created  from  Rhode 
Island  Reds  and  White  Barnevelders  and 
has  been  shown  at  a  number  of  poultry 
shows  during  the  last  two  or  thre  years. 
Eggs  laid  by  hens  of  this  breed  are  uni- 
form brown  eggs,  considerably  browner 
than  the  average  brown  eggs  laid  by  the 
heavy  breeds  which  are  now  common  m 
this  country. 

Figuring  House  Capacity 

Q. —  I'lease  tell  me  about  how  many 
New  ilanipshires  and  how  many  Leghorn 
pullets  1  can  put  in  a  16  by  20-foot  build- 
ing. The  house  is  7  feet  high  in  front  and 
5  feet  high  in  back. — J.  J.  B.,  Pa. 

.A. — This  figures  up  to  320  square  feet 
of  floor  space.  Allowing  4  square  feet  per 
bird  for  the  New  Hampshires,  that  would 
give  you  room  for  80  hens.  Leghorns  re- 
quire 3.5  sq.  ft.  per  bird,  so  you  could 
house  90  of  them. 


T/ie  Situation 

BRIEFLY  REVIEWED 


Egg  prlres  have  continued  relatively 
unchanged  during  the  past  month,  and  the 
government  has  been  an  active  buyer  of 
eggs  all  month.  Mixed  color  graded  firsts 
were  quoted  at  IGV^  cents  on  June  24, 
compared  to  16  cents  a  year  ago.  Nearby 
white  specials  brought  19  cents  compared 
to  23  cents  on  the  corresponding  day  a 
year  ago.  Prices  were  not  showing  the 
gains  they  usually  do  during  the  latter 
part  of  June. 

Egg  receipts  are  easing  off,  but  they 
continue  to  be  above  a  year  ago.  During 
the  four  weeks  ending  with  June  22,  re- 
ceipts of  eggs  at  the  four  leading  markets 
(New  York,  Boston,  Chicago  and  Phila- 
delphia) were  11  per  cent  greater  than  a 
year  ago. 

Cold  storage  lioldlngs  of  shell  eggs  en 
June  1,  1940  totaled  5,971,000  cases  (in- 
cluding 318,000  cases  owned  by  the  govern- 
ment) compared  to  5,880,000  cases  a  year 
ago.  The  combined  holdings  of  shell  and 
frozen  eggs  in  storage  on  June  1,  1940 
were  almost  3  per  cent  greater  than  a 
year  ago. 

Poultry  in  storage  on  June  1,  1940  totaled 
76,935,000  pounds  compared  to  66,796,009 
pounds  a  year  ago,  and  58,278,000  pounds 
for  the  five-year  June  1  average.  Heavier 
turkey  holdings  are  responsible  for  the 
increase.

Diary  of  a  Poultryman 

[Continued  from  page  7] 

and  Harold  cooped  the  second  load 
while  I  was  away.  A  hasty  breakfast 
and  I  high-balled  the  second  load  to 
town.  Yes,  the  Old  Man  has  had  the 
"works"  during  the  past  36  hours  and 
that  old  straw  mattress  is  j?oing  to 
feel  mighty  good  in  a  few  minutes. 

July  14 — It  seems  to  me  that  I  have 
been  on  the  road  too  much  during  the 
last  few  days.  Just  a  little  too  much 
rolling  stone  attitude  for  the  best  re- 
sults. This  has  been  the  schedule: 
Monday,  Napoleon.  Ohio;  Tuesday, 
took  eggs  in;  Wednesday,  Fort 
Wayne;  Thursday,  took  cockerels  in; 
Friday,  delivered  eggs.  And  the  Poul- 
try Congress  starts  two  weeks  from 
today;  it  is  high  time  we  were  stain- 
ing the  fall  cleaning. 

I  have  an  idea  that  this  is  the  calm 
before  the  storm,  that  the  action 
around  here  is  going  to  be  fast  and 
furious  when  the  Poultry  Congress 
convenes.  But  we  are  in  good  shape 
for  visitors  as  the  ranch  has  had  a 
shampoo,  shave,  and  shine. 

A  letter  today  from  a  reader  in 
Oregon  states  that  he  and  his  wife 
are  going  to  drive  down  from  Cleve- 
land while  the  Congress  is  in  session. 
Says  they  want  to  see  what  kind  of 
a  bird  writes  such  stuff. 

July  15 — Ralph  Howman  has  the 
only  large  field  on  the  ranch  out  in 
corn.  That  is,  he  planted  it  to  corn, 
but  4,500  chicks  living  on  two  sides 
of  the  field— well,  I  think  they  ate  my 
share  of  the  corn  before  it  was  knee 
high  to  a  grasshopper.  They  have 
"mowed  it  down"  as  Charlie  Mc- 
Carthy says.  In  the  evening,  as  the 
sun  goes  down,  a  whole  army  of  them 
spreads  out  across  the  field,  and  the 
results  are  the  same  as  a  grasshopper 
plague.  Young  green  corn  is  hot  stuff 
for  green  feed,  but  a  wee  bit  ex- 
pensive, so  to  speak. 

July  19 — The  boys  are  tearing  into 
this  cleaning  business.  Saturday  night 
we  doubled  up  the  birds  that  were  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  barn.  Monday 
morning  they  started  cleaning.  Last 
night   after  supper  they   soaked   the 


floor  and  dropping  boards  with  crank 
case  oil.  This  afternoon  the  litter  was 
spread,  the  nests  fixed,  and  mash  and 
shells  placed  in  the  hoppers. 

Walter  Buss  will  be  out  tonight  to 
make  the  blood  tests  as  the  birds  are 
moved.  Yes,  the  eggs  will  go  to  the 
hatchery  in  the  spring. 

July  20 — Business  is  booming  in  this 
neck  of  the  woods.  A  load  of  cockerels 
was  taken  to  the  auction  before 
breakfast  with  a  return  load  of  corn. 
Breakfast,  and  then  the  old  daily 
grind.  Cleaning  was  started  on  the 
second  floor. 

July  24— It  all  goes  to  show  what 
good  breeding  methods  will  do  if  con- 
tinued year  in  and  year  out.  So  far, 
in  805  birds,  Walter  Buss  has  only 
found  three  reactors  to  the  blood  test. 
He  was  out  tonight  with  his  crew  to 
test  the  second  floor  as  they  were 
moved  down  from  the  third.  Tomor- 
row morning  we  will  start  the  ball  to 
rolling  again  by  moving  upstairs.  I 
am  trying  to  get  the  cleaning  along 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  west  end 
of  the  block  house  will  be  cleaned  and 
open  for  inspection  when  the  second 
Congress  tour  arrives  August  4. 

July  25 — Inspector  Ralph  Sheppard 
has  started  his  regular  summer 
grumbling  about  interior  egg  quality. 
My  observation  is  that  the  heat  affects 
the  inspectors  as  well  as  the  eggs. 

July  26 — It  seems  that  it  makes  no 
difference  how  many  cockerels  I  sell, 
the  young  birds  still  eat  an  awful 
amount  of  feed.  Donnie  White  is  tak- 
ing care  of  them  now  and  he  sure  is 
busy  "toting"  mash  and  grain.  The 
birds  are  large  enough  now  to  eat 
whole  com.  I  never  feed  cracked  corn 
because  it  costs  so  much — too  dear,  so 
to  speak.  Tomorrow,  I  am  going  to 
sell  a  couple  of  coops  of  old  running 
gears.  They  are  the  cull  birds  that 
Walter  Buss  picked  out  Monday  night. 
It  seems  that  the  prime  requisite  for 
soup  stock  is  that  the  birds  be  able 
to  stand  on  their  feet. 

July  27 — Vernon  phoned  from  Van 
Wert,  Ohio,  that  he  wouldn't  be  able 
to  make  it  by  supper  time.  So  the 
family  had  an  exceptional  good  sup- 
per; we  had  the  company  supper  all 
by  ourselves. 

Three  coops  of  cockerels  and  two  of 
running  gear  hens  were  sold  today. 
The  hens  won't  bring  very  much,  but 
they  are  off  my  feed,  and  this  is  an 
item  well  worth  considering. 

July  28 — Vernon  and  I  hadn't  seen 
each  other  for  over  20  years,  which 
knocks  a  fair  size  chunk  out  of  any- 
body's life.  Yes,  he  and  his  wife  and 
daughter  got  in  at  10  o'clock  last 
night.  We  talked  until  4:30  this 
morning;  ate  breakfast  at  7:30  and 
then  they  left  for  Cleveland  at  9  bells. 
Seemed  to  think  he  could  make  it  in 
about  45  minutes  when  he  found  out 
it  was  only  a  50  mile  trip.  I  advised

6  cups  flour 

2  heaping  teaspoonful  Rumford's 
baking  powder 

1  cup  water 
The  shortening  is  cut  vei-y  fine  udth 
a  wire  shortening  cutter  and  worked 
evenly  into  the  mixture.  The  dough 
is  handled  just  as  little  as  possible. 

The  technique  that  this  old  gent 
used  in  rolling  out  the  pie  crust  and 
preparing  the  pie  for  the  oven  might 
easily  turn  any  housewife  green  with 
envy.  The  fingers  that  have  gone 
through  the  procedure  so  many  times, 
neatly  placed  the  rich  soft  crust  in 
the  pan  and  then  dropped  pan  and 
crust  on  the  table.  Almost  like  magic, 
the  dough  neatly  settled  in  the  pan 
and  with  lightening  speed  the  edge 
was  trimmed. 

Topped  With  An   Egg  Mixture 

Into  the  pie  first  went  the  chicken 
previously  cooked  and  seasoned,  and 
it  was  filled  with  the  rich  yellow  de- 
licious gravy.  Then  came  more  pie 
crust  neatly  placed  and  trimmed.  The 
last  step  was  to  paint  the  crust  with  a 
pastry  brush  dipped  into  an  egg  yel- 
low mixture  that  aroused  my  curiosity. 

Just  one  of  the  tricks  of  the  game. 
Pop  told  me.  Something  learned  in 
Canada  while  working  near  a  dis- 
tillery. The  same  burnt  sugar  that 
gives  expensive  whisky  its  color  can  ^|J| 
be  used  to  brown  the  top  of  a  chicken  W 
pie.  One  egg  and  2  teaspoons  of  sugar 
is  the  recipe  for  this  mixture.  This 
little  secret  made  me  wonder  about 
the  yellow  color  of  the  gravy.  In 
typical  Irish  fashion  he  smiled  and 
pointed  to  a  bottle  of  yellow  vegetable 
coloring  on  the  shelf. 

Into  a  small  oven  on  an  oil  stove 
the  pie  went.  The  temperature  regis- 
tered more  than  500,  but  it  was  only 
10  minutes  before  Pop  was  preparing 
to  serve  me  half  of  the  most  delicious 
pie  I  ever  ate.  The  other  half  was 
there  if  I  wanted  it,  but  half  of  this 
very  rich  pie  was  enough  for  me  and 
enough  for  most  people,  I  am  in- 
formed. 

Pies  Sold  at  40  Cents  and  $1.10 

The  pies  are  made  in  two  sizes.  The 
6-inch  pie  sells  for  40  cents  and  9-inch 
pie  for  $1.10.  The  small  pie  is  sold 
on  a  paper  plate,  but  the  large  one 
on  the  plate  that  it  is  baked  in.  There 
is  a  10-cent  refund  if  the  plate  is  re- 
turned. Each  pie  is  carefully  marked 
into  servings  before  it  is  baked,  so 
that  all  will  have  an  equal  portion 
when  served.  This  is  done  with  a 
cardboard  circle  which  has  been 
carefully  marked  off  and  is  placed  on 
the  uncooked  pie  and  marked  with  a 
knife.  The  small  pie  serves  two  and 
the  large  one  five.

in  the  manufacturing  business  and  on 
the  road  as  a  salesman.  But  most 
important  of  all,  he  is  a  poultryman. 
His  sales  program  is  excellent. 
Throughout  the  winter,  the  flock  pro- 
duces eggs  for  a  retail  route  on  Cape 
Cod.  In  the  summer  these  layers  are 
sold  by  way  of  the  pot  and  a  new  crop 
of  pullets  goes  into  the  laying  house 
to  replace  them.  "And  when  you  sell 
chicken  in  a  pie,"  Mr.  O'Brien  reasons, 
"people  do  not  stop  to  figure  out  how 
much  it  is  costing  them." 

Pop  gave  up  his  flock  of  chickens 
at  one  time,  but  he  was  not  satisfied 
with  nothing  to  do  during  the  winter 
months.  With  his  flock  he  is  now  busy 
the  year  round  and  profitably  oc- 
cupied too.  His  poultry  plant  is  nicely 
located  on  the  bank  of  one  of  Cape 
Cod's  numerous  fresh  water  lakes. 
From  his  back  door  I  counted  nine 
deer  drinking  at  the  lake  one  morning. 
His  work  never  keeps  him  too  busy 
to  get  his  deer  each  fall  during  open 
season  in  Massachusetts. 

Various  ones  have  approached  the 
question  of  scattering  Pop's  Pie  Plants 
up  and  down  the  coast  and  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  £is  a  chain.

cracks."  The  producer  felt  that  we 
were  causing  the  "cracks." 

A  visit  to  the  farm  disclosed  the 
reasons.  A  case  of  eggs  graded  and 
lidded  was  ready  for  shipment.  I 
asked  to  be  allowed  to  candle  the  case 
of  eggs  in  order  to  check  on  the 
cracks.  There  were  over  two  dozen  in 
this  one  case.  Many  of  them  were 
merely  "light  checks." 

A  visit  to  the  laying  house  brought 
out  clearly  how  this  was  happening. 
Many  nests  had  12  to  15  eggs  in  them, 
and  the  producer  related  that  he  only 
collected  eggs  twice  daily.  The  birds 
were  laying  heavily  and  he  was  aver- 
aging 500  eggs  or  better  daily.  Fre- 
quent collections,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  there  were  enough  nests, 
was  suggested. 

"FIFTEEN  cases  of  eggs  and  all 
show  heat."  When  this  report  reached 
me,  I  noticed  that  the  entire  lot  came 
from  one  farm.  I  decided  that  this 
was  imperative  enough  for  prompt 
action,  and  I  set  out  immediately  for 
the  farm. 

A  rather  large  rectangular  building 
ground  level  was  used  as  the  egg 
room.  Seasonally,  this  was  used  as  an 
incubator  room.  It  was  a  very  warm 
day  and  plenty  warm  inside  the  build- 
ing. One  comer  of  the  room  w£is 
sectioned  off,  and  here  the  crates  of 
eggs  were  kept  until  shipped.  This 
section  was  made  of  fibre  board  and 
completely  enclosed.  When  I  took  a

New  California  Test  to   Open 

A  new  development  in  laying  tests  be- 
gins October  1  when  the  California  Offlcial 
Egg  Laying  Test  at  Modesto,  Calif.,  starts 
operations.  In  order  to  compare  results  at 
the  California  Test  with  those  at  other 
tests  in  which  13  birds  now  constitute  an 
entry,  the  California  Test  will  consist  of 
two  classes,  a  championship  and  a  stan- 
dard class.  The  championship  class  entries 
will  be  comprised  of  26  birds  from  eacti 
breeder.  These  then  will  be  divided  Into 
two  standard  class  entries  of  13  birds  each 
in  which  awards  will  be  made  accordinj? 
to  the  plan  adopted  by  the  16  standard 
tests  now  in  operation.. 

In  making  awards  for  the  championship 
class,  principal  awards  will  be  given  to 
entries  of  26  pullets  that  make  the  largest 
net  Income  for  the  official  51-week  period. 
Both  eggs  and  meat  value  will  be  given 
consideration  here.  All  individuals  that  lay 
less  than  200  eggs  or  lay  eggs  averaging 
less  than  24  ounces  per  dozen  will  be 
marketed  at  the  end  of  the  test  year  to 
prevent  their  being  used  for  breeding 
purposes. 

The  primary  purpose  of  this  test  is  to 
encourage    the   breeding  of   poultry   along

reading  inside  this  section,  it  was  well 
over  80  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

Some  burlap  bags  were  suspended 
along  the  sicies,  which,  when  wet, 
supplied  humidity.  They  were  very 
dry  when  I  looked  at  them,  and  on 
questioning  the  foreman  on  this  point, 
he  answered  that  they  were  soaked 
sometimes.  In  addition,  there  was  a 
small  fan  at  one  end.  This  fan  was 
used  occasionally  and  then  on  very 
hot  days.  On  this  day,  it  was  not 
running. 

In  the  main  room  itself,  I  found  one 
of  the  men  cleaning  eggs  which  had 
just  been  collected.  These  eggs  were 
collected  in  pails,  cleaned  and  again 
replaced  in  pails  until  late  afternoon 
or  evening,  at  which  time  they  were 
graded  and  crated.  The  incompleted 
crates  were  left  in  this  room  while 
the  full  cases  were  lidded  and  placed 
in  the  section. 

To  overcome  these  conditions,  wire 
baskets  were  adopted  for  collecting 
eggs  and  for  the  additional  purpose  of 
permitting  quick  cooling  before  they 
were  packed.  Gathering  was  done 
three  times  a  day.  A  concrete  pit  was 
constructed  in  one  end  of  the  building, 
sinking  it  3  feet  below  ground  level 
and  extending  it  up  into  the  room  4 
feet.  Concrete  was  used  throughout, 
except  for  a  heavy  wood  door. 
Humidity  could  be  added  by  dampen- 
ing the  walls.  The  pit  held  25  to  30 
cases  of  eggs  as  well  as  numerous 
baskets. 

On  a  later  trip,  I  took  a  psy- 
chrometer  test  of  the  original  room 
and  then  of  the  pit.  The  results 
showed  a  very  favorable  humidity  and 
temperature  situation  for  the  holding 
of  eggs. 


Hens  Get  Hot  Too 

When  the  heat  gets  so  bad  that  you 
are  about  done  up,  it's  time  to  forget 
your  personal  worries  and  go  into 
action,  for  the  hens  are  probably 
suffering  more  than  you.  Not  only 
summer  egg  production,  but  the  future 
health  of  your  entire  flock  may  be 
affected  by  too  high  temperatures. 

Here  are  some  tips  on  keeping  hens 
comfortable  during  hot  weather: 

1.  Sprinkle  the  litter  with  cool 
water. 

2.  Remove  the  windows  from  the 
south  wall  and  open  up  as  many 
air  vents  as  possible  on  the  back 
wall. 

3.  Give  the  roof  a  coat  of  white 
paint.  Dark  hues  absorb  heat 
while  light  colors  reflect  it. 

4.  Provide  more  roosts  if  there  is 
any  possibility  of  crowding. 

5.  Keep  a  constant  check  on  the 
water  supply.  A  few  hours  with- 
out water  may  cause  all  sorts  of 
trouble.

Cross  !«ectlon  of  poultry  house  lloor. 

A  poultryman  in  southeastern  Penn- 
sylvania uses  cinder  blocks  in  con- 
structing moisture-proof  floors.  These 
cinder  blocks  are  4  inches  thick,  5 
inches  wide  and  12  inches  long.  They 
are  laid  on  their  side  over  fine  gravel 
or  cinders  thoroughly  packed.  A  1% 
inch  layer  of  concrete,  consisting  of 
5  parts  of  sand  and  limestone  siftings 
to  1  part  of  cement,  covers  the  cinder 
blocks  and  is  finished  off  as  the  floor 
surface. 

Framing  and  Walls 

Regular  2  by  4s  are  commonly  used 
as  sills  in  poultry  houses,  although 
some  plans  call  for  the  use  of  two  2 
by  4's  spiked  together.  Occasionally, 
a  2  by  6  may  be  used.  Sills  are  usually 
bolted  to  the  foundation  by  means  of 
iron  rods  imbedded  in  the  concrete. 

For  studding,  use  2  by  4's.  For 
greatest  strength,  they  should  be 
spaced  2  feet  apart  on  center,  except 
in  the  front  of  the  house  where  the 
window  openings  will  necessitate 
wider  spacing. 

In  the  22  by  22  laying  house,  a 
model  of  which  is  shown  on  the  front 
cover,  the  amount  of  framing  material 
is  kept  at  a  minimum,  because  tongue 
and  groove  siding  applied  vertically 
adds  to  the  structural  strength  of  the 
building. 

For  rafters,  2  by  6  lumber  is 
recommended.  While  this  may  seem 
like  heavy  lumber,  it  is  advisable  in 


shed  roof  houses  16  feet  or  more  in 
depth  to  have  an  additional  support 
for  the  rafters  about  halfway  from 
front  to  rear.  Lack  of  this  additional 
support  will  cause  roofs  to  sag  even- 
tually under  the  load  of  snow  or  under 
the  weight  of  the  roof  itself. 

Insulation 

Poultry  raisers  who  have  both  in- 
sulated and  non-insulated  houses  on 
their  farms  can  testify  to  the  fact 
that  insulation  is  a  wise  investment. 
By  protecting  the  birds  from  extreme 
changes  in  the  weather  and  a  sudden 
slump  in  production,  it  is  sometimes 
possible  to  pay  for  the  insulation  in  a 
single  year  in  increased  egg  yield. 

Insulation  results  in  better  ventila- 
tion, because  the  house  is  tighter  and 
the  movement  of  the  air  can  be  con- 
trolled in  definite  channels.  In  the 
winter  months,  there  is  less  likelihood 
of  damp  litter  resulting  from  the 
condensation  of  moisture  on  the  walls 
and  ceiling. 

Few  people  realize  it,  but  a  building 
sheathed  with  a  rigid  insulation  board 
has  greater  structural  strength  than  a 
building  sheathed  with  tongue  and 
groove  lumber. 

Of  the  various  types  of  insulation, 
the  rigid  board  kind  is  most  generally 
used  for  poultry  house  construction. 
The  accompanying  drawings  illustrate 
two  methods  of  applying  insulation. 
On  new  buildings,  the  insulation  is 
applied  as  sheathing  to  the  outside  of 
the  studs,  then  covered  with  the 
regular  wood  siding.  Still  better  con- 
struction is  to  put  si.sal  paper  or 
waterproof  building  paper  between 
the  insulation  and  the  siding. 

On  old  buildings,  the  insulation  is 
applied  on  the  inside  of  the  studs, 
forming  an  air  space  between  the 
studs  and  making  a  smooth  wall. 
Precautions  must  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  entrance  of  mice  and  rats  in  this 
space.

Confined  chickens  sometimes  get  in 
the  habit  of  picking  at  the  insulation 
and  making  holes  in  it,  so  it  is  desir- 
able to  cover  the  insulation  board  to  a 
height  of  20  to  24  inches  from  the 
floor  and  around  the  roosts  with 
ordinary  fly  screen.  Some  poultry 
raisers  apply  a  coat  of  plaster  to  that 
height.  Sheet  metal  is  even  used. 

In  applying  insulation  board,  follow 
the  instructions  of  the  manufacturer. 
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"My  PHllets  Grow  Faster,  and  have  more 
vitality   if   they   are   wormed. 

"A    Layer    Must   Be    in    Prime   Condition    for 

high  egg  production.    Wormy  hens  are  not  good 
layers;  even  though  they  eat  regularly.

Galvanized  roofing  nails,  1^  inches 
long  with  a  %-inch  head,  are  recom- 
mended. The  neiils  should  be  spaced  3 
inches  apart  along  the  edge  of  the 
insulation  board,  6  inches  apart  on 
the  intermediate  framing..  Most  manu- 
facturers advise  a  space  of  ^-inch  or 
more  between  boards  to  allow  for 
expansion. 

Window  Openings 

As  a  general  rule,  1  square  foot  of 
glass  or  glass  substitute  should  be 
allowed  for  every  16  square  feet  of 
floor  space. 

The  use  of  muslin  covered  openings 
has  been  discarded  by  many  poultry 
raisers.  Dust  will  clog  muslin  in  a 
relatively  short  time,  so  it  soon  loses 
its  value  for  ventilation  purposes  un- 
less it  is  cleaned  with  regularity. 


Break  Up  the  Broodies 

When  you  make  the  rounds  of  the 
nests  late  in  the  afternoon,  remove 
the  broody  hens.  Don't  subject  them 
to  abuse  in  order  to  break  them  up, 
but  confine  them  to  a  wire  or  slat 
bottom  coop  in  a  shady  well-ventilated 
spot  and  give  them  mash  and  plenty 
of  fresh  water.  Not  having  a  com- 
fortable nest  in  which  to  sit,  they'll 
go  back  to  work  in  four  or  five  days.

By  discovering 
these  conditions  while  the  birds  are  still 
in  good  flesh  and  before  they  have  ceased 
production  altogether  and  become  emaci- 
ated, the  flock  owner  can  dispose  of  the 
culls  while  still  marketable.  He  handles 
the  birds  at  the  rate  of  about  100  per  hour.

—  Many  leading  Virginia  turkey  growers 
recently  voiced  their  protest  to  the  pro- 
posal made  by  the  Ro.seburg,  Ore.,  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  that  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation  add  turkeys  to 
the  list  of  surplus  foodstuffs  being  dis- 
tributed to  the  nation's  needy.  The  Vir- 
ginia growers  feel  that  turkey  production 
would  be  still   further  increased. 

The  Poultry  Producers  Association,  Ver- 
sailles, Ohio,  has  voted  to  purchase  the 
building  which  It  has  been  occupying  since 
the  auction  was  established.  Sales  of  eggs 
have  topiJed  1150  cases  weekly,  setting  a 
new  record  on  volume  which  has  Increased 
from  400  cases  weekly  when  the  auction 
was  started  in  July,  1938.

Drug  Independents  Push  Eggs  —  Some 
2»)0  independent  druggists,  operating  300 
stores  In  southeastern  Massachusetts, 
staged  a  two-week's  campaign,  starting  on 
June  8,  to  promote  soda  fountain  sales  of 
eggs.  The  New  England  Fresh  Egg  In- 
stitute distributed  egg  literature,  posters 
and  display  signs  in  connection  with  the 
drive,  and  it  offered  prizes  for  the  best 
window  and  fountain  egg  displays. 


COLLEGES 

Iowa    State    College,    Ames,    Iowa,    ha.sA^ 
erected  a  new  two-story,  all-metal  i)Oultry 
house  for  studies  on  leukosis  which  have 
been   underway   there  since  1930. 

The     ground     floor    contains    a     central 
heating  unit,   11   chlck-broodlng  pens,  and 


a  completely  walled-off  room  for  post- 
mortem examinations.  On  the  second  floor 
are  12  breeding  pens,  and  an  18  by  32-foot 
laboratory.  Chief  advantage  of  the  all- 
metal  house  is  that  it  can  be  washed  com- 
pletely and  rigid  sanitation  maintained. 

Dedicate  Rice  Hall — Dedication  of  the 
poultry  building  at  Cornell  University  as 
"Rice  Hall"  on  June  29,  marked  the  first 
occasion  on  which  a  college  building  in 
this  country  had  been  named  in  honor  of 
a  poultryman. 

Emeritus-Professor  James  E.  Rice,  who 
became  the  first  professor  of  poultry  at 
Cornell  in  1903,  Is  the  man  so  honored. 
During  his  30  years  of  work  as  head  of 
the  poultry  department,  he  molded  the 
thought  and  activity  of  many  engaged  in 
the  industry.  No  one  individual  has  exerted 
as  much  influence  in  poultry  educational 
circles  as  Professor  Rice  whose  former 
students  will  be  found  in  poultry  teaching 
and  research  activities  all  over  the  United 
States. 

Nationally,  he  has  always  been  in  the 
front  lines  when  the  need  arose  for 
fighting  in  defense  of  the  poultry  industry. 
F'rom  1934  to  1938  he  was  president  of  the 
Northeastern    Poultry   Producers'   Council. 

Professor  Rice  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Poultry  Science  Association  and  be- 
came one  of  its  first  fellows.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the  World's 
Poultry  Science  Association,  of  which  lie 
is  now  president.  He  was  general  chair- 
man of  the  seventh  World's  Poultry  Con- 
gress at  Cleveland  in  1939,  which  was 
called  the  "million  dollar  show  for  a  billion 
dollar   Industry." 

The  Delaware  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  is  erecting  a  special  pedigree 
breeding  house  for  experiments  to  Improve 
strains  used  in  broiler  production.  Barred 
Rocks  will  be  used  In  the  Initial  work  to 
develop  strains  having  superior  livabllity. 
feathering,  pigmentation,  meat  body  type, 
rate  and  uniformity  of  growth,  and  ability 
to  produce  economical  gains  on  feed  con- 
sumed.

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Summer  Filling 

Before  the  date  of  serving  broiler  halves, 
our  standby  chicken  is  the  big,  stuffed  one 
that  fills  the  roaster  and  serving  platter. 
Occasionally  there  is  extra  filling  and  bits 
of  chicken  to  be  used  in  some  way.  Plain 
re-heated  filling  is  not  as  appetizing  as 
when  we  dress  it  up  in  a  ring  mold  that 
will  pass  any  day  around  noon  or  evening 
as  a  top  dish,  even  if  the  thermometer  is 
mounting   high. 

Bread    UreNsing    King 

Break  into  small  pieces  this  left-over 
filling  and  chop  the  bits  of  chicken.  If 
more  mixture  is  necessary,  add  bread  out 
into  same  size.  Moisten  the  bread  with  the 
following:  enough  additional  pepper  and 
.salt,  .some  chopped  celery  tips  and  onion, 
if  you  like  the  flavor,  heated  thoroughly 
with  a  generous  measure  of  butter  and 
a  little  water.  If  fried  until  very  soft, 
there  will  be  an  overcooked  flavor  in  the 
filling. 

When  all  Is  heated,  pour  over  the  cold 
filling  mixture  and  then  add  several  well 
l)ealen  egg  yolks  to  hold  the  ring  in  shape. 
F'ack  into  a  well  greased  ring  and  bake  at 
350   degrees   until   slightly    browned. 

Unmold  on  a  round  platter  and  garnish 
with  parsley  sprigs  and  red  pimento 
strips.  For  the  center,  either  cream  the 
left-over  chicken  or  use  fresh  peas.  Cold 
sliced  chicken  would  complete  an  attractive 
and  delicious  menu  for  the  substantial 
course  of  any  dinner. 

Spare  the  Cook 

A  well  meaning  suggestion  is  to  set^'e 
croquettes  on  summer  days,  made  from 
nuts,  fish,  eggs,  cheese  and  endless  items 
like  cold  meats,  cooked  vegetables  and 
other  substantials.  They  do  sound  appe- 
tizing, but  to  escape  the  heat  while  frying 
ihetn  over  the  hot  stove,  make  the  samt- 
tnixtiire,  cream  sauce  and  all  and  form 
into  a  nice  fat  loaf,  using  perhaps  more 
•  •riimbs  and  an  extra  well-boaten  egg  to 
iiind  the  loaf  into  shape.  Bake  in  a 
moderate  oven  for  45  minutes  or  until 
nicely   browned. 

To  make  double  use  of  the  hot  oven,  fill 
H  pan  with  small  peeled  potatoes  and  bake 
them  at  the  same  time.  You  will  then  have 
two  good  fillers  for  hungry  men  at  a  hot 
noon  time.  Well  meaning  croquettes  turned 
into  a  loaf  is  a  kindness  to  the  cook  on 
hot  days. 

Eating  of  the   Green 

Kating  of  the  green  is  fast  becoming  a 
year  round  habit,  but  at  the  height  of 
garden  production  mid-summer  season, 
cool  salads  seem  a  necessity  not  just  an- 
other item  on  the  daily  menu. 

In  fact,  the  entire  meal  at  noon  or 
evening  may  be  built  around  a  deep  bowl 
of  crisp  greens  or  a  platter  of  shredded 
leaves  and  vegetables,  not  overlooking  the 
poultryman's  contribution  of  hard  cooked 
eggs.  No  set  rules  govern  the  various 
combinations,  except  the  chill  of  all  in- 
gredients. Shred,  chunk  and  slice  to  your 
heart's  content,  varying  the  dressing  to 
fit  the  occasion  or  family  preference.  It 
seems  as  though  we  all  must  wake  up  to 
just  what  the  well  dressed  salad  will  be 
wearing  this  year.  Our  standby  remains, 
tomato  juice  combined  with  French  dress- 
ing, including  a  good  salad  oil. 

Cleaning  Straw  Hats 

To  change  the  color  of  your  old  gray 
bonnet  and  renew  the  shade  of  its  youth, 
simply  give  it  a  scrubbing  with  lukewarm 
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water  suds  and  a  stiff  brush.  Rin.se 
thoroughly  and  pat  between  .soft  towels 
until  dried  off.  Leghorn  hats,  genuine 
Panamas  and  milans  will  clean  splendidly 
with  this  treatment. 

A  Garden  Hobby 

If  tlie  season  indicates  plenty  of 
moisture  in  .July  it  is  not  too  late  to  begin 
a  new  garden  hobby— an  herb  bed.  Fall 
into  line  and  if  there  is  a  border  where 
peas  or  early  vegetables  have  been  used, 
try  a  sprig  or  two  of  these  good  looking 
herb  plants,  thyme,  summor  savory  or 
basil.  Spearment  and  parsley  are  hard  to 
start  at  this  late  date,  but  are  everyday 
items  in  many  kitchens.  Dill  and  corander 
come  for  their  share  of  attention  in  pickle 
.season.  Consult  spring  catalogs  for  flower- 
ing and  .spice  herbs  and  join  up  with 
other  gardners  who  march  to  the  front 
with   this   new  hobby. 

Egg    Hints  for   Salads 

Stiflly  beaten  egg  whites  will  substitute 
for  whipped  cream  in  mayonnaise  for 
salad  dressing,  and  be  lovely  and  fluffy. 

To  keep  egg  whites  from  turning  blue 
after  hard  cooking  for  salad  use.  plunge 
tiiem  Into  cold  water  at  once  after  boiling

make  a  wire  platform  to  go  around 
them?  Chickens  are  sort  of  messy 
about  their  drinking,  and  it  takes 
little  time  for  them  to  make  a  puddle 
around  their  fountains.  Then  watch 
out  for  di.'^ease. 

Remove  the  Males 

Perhaps  you  missed  a  few  males 
when  you  culled  the  laying  flock  after 
the  breeding  season.  Egg  quality  will 
be  improved  if  the  males  are  mar- 
keted, and  you'll  get  more  for  the 
roosters  now  than  later.  A  few  days 
in  confinement  plus  a  liberal  supply 
of  a  good  fattening  ration  should  get 
them  in  top  shape. 

P.S.  There's  nothing  better  than  a 
cold  chicken  sandwich  after  chores  on 
a  hot  summer  evening. 

Ciive  'Em  Grit 

Don't  assume  that  the  birds  are 
getting  all  the  grit  they  need  just 
because  they're  out  on  range.  Keep 
some  grit  in  the  feeders  for  the  rest 
of  the  summer.  If  the  birds  don't  need 
it,  they  won't  eat  it,  and  it  won't  cost 
a  thing.  If  they  do  want  it,  however, 
it'll  be  right  there  handy. 

Check  the  Range  Again 

Even  if  it's  a  new  range,  check 
every  part  of  it  to  be  sure  no  dead 
carcasses  lay  around.  They  may  lead 
to  poisoning,  so  beware.  It's  a  good 
plan  to  fill  all  holes  or  gullies  where 
water  may  stand  and  stagnate.  Simply 
a  matter  of  safety  first! 

Let  Birds  Clean  Up  Mash 

Don't  let  uneaten  mash  accumulate 
in  range  feed  hoppers.  Make  birds 
clean  up  the  feed  before  supplying 
more.  Feed  spoils  quickly  in  hot,  wet 
weather,  so  careful  feeding  is  neces- 
sary. If  closed,  watertight  hoppers  are 
used,  be  sure  to  open  them  at  the  first 
"crack  of  day."

Their  welfare  is  of  vital 
interest  to  Dakotans.  Is  it  necessary 


to  prove  that?  .  .  .  Not  to  anvone 
who  has  a  real  conception  of  the 
tonnage  that  must  be  moved  into 
and  out  of  Dakota,  if  people  are  to 
stay  here  and  thrive,  and  which 
must  move  by  rail." 

You  can  substitute  any  other  farm 
section  for  the  Dakotas,  and  these 
same  statements  will  apply.  Amer- 
ican farmers  need  the  railroads  — 
and  the  railroads  need  the  farmers' 
friendship  and  support.

With  Your  Flock

Clean  The  Houses. 

Pullet  housing  time  is  at  hand  and 
it's  a  poor  poult ryman  that  invites 
trouble  by  putting  healthy  birds  in 
dirty  houses.  Thorough  cleaning  is 
cheap  pullet  health  insurance,  so  don't 
be  content  with  a  half-way  job.  .^| 

The  first  step  in  cleaning  the  house  ^ 
is  to  sweep  the  ceiling,  walls,  and 
floor.  Shovel  the  refuse  directly  into 
baskets  and  carry  it  far  away  from 
laying  houses.  Don't  ask  for  trouble 
by  sweeping  the  last  few  bits  of  old 
litter  out  the  door. 

Let  Us  Spray 

A  thorough  soaking  of  the  entire 
interior  of  the  laying  house  with  a 
good  commercial  disinfectant,  applied 
with  a  pressure  sprayer  is  the  best 
way  to  get  all  the  bugs.  Force  the 
mixture  into  every  crack,  cranny,  and 
corner,  and  use  plenty  of  it. 

Stop  Floor  Laying 

Many  outbreaks  of  "pick-outs"  start 
when  some  bird  lays  on  the  floor.  The 
delicate  membranes  of  the  vent,  which 
protrude  when  the  bird  lays,  are  at- 
tractive, and  .some  curious  bird  picks 
the  tender  material.  When  one  bird

Egg  Board         ^^^,  National  Poultry 

°°  and   Egg   Board   is   a 

good  thing  for  the  poultry  industry. 
The  men  who  worked  for  a  year 
assembling  ideas  in  order  to  develop 
a  plan  to  encourage  the  use  of  poultry 
and  eggs  and  their  products  deserve 
the  thanks  of  poultry  raisers. 

We  shouldn't,  however,  expect 
miracles  to  be  performed  in  the 
direction  of  increasing  egg  and  poul- 
try consumption.  A  good  deal  of  our 
problem  is  to  maintain  the  consump- 
tion of  poultry  products  in  the  face  of 
competition  with  other  foods  that  are 
being  widely  promoted.  In  self  de- 
fense, the  poultry  industry  has  to  tell 
the  consumer  about  eggs  and  poultry. 

In  selecting  Homer  Huntington  as 
manager,  the  Board  made  an  excellent 
choice.  He  has  two  years  of  valuable 
experience  as  manager  of  the  New 
England  Fresh  Egg  Institute  behind 
him.  He  is  heart-and-soul  in  his  work, 
and  anyone  who  has  listened  to  him 
relate  some  of  his  experiences  can't 
help  but  feel  enthusiastic  about  the 
possibilities  for  educating  the  public 
on  the  use  of  poultry  and  eggs. 

Some  500  firms,  organizations  and 
individuals  have  pledged  $30,000  for 
the  support  of  the  Board's  activities 
for  one  year.  It  is  hoped  that  $50,000 
can  be  raised  altogether.  Since  small 
contributions  are  just  as  welcome  as 
large,  every  poultry  raiser  can  sup- 
port the  Board.

Egg  Buyer       government  is  the 
°°        '  country's    biggest    egg 

buyer.  Since  its  present  buying  began 
last  December,  it  has  purchased  in 
excess  of  two  million  cases  of  eggs. 


It  had  in  storage  on  August  1  a  total 
of  1,067,522  cases. 

Assurance  has  already  been  given 
that  these  eggs  will  not  compete  with 
eggs  going  into  regular  market  chan- 
nels. They  will  be  used  for  school  and 
playground  lunches. 

Without  a  doubt,  government  buy- 
ing supported  egg  prices.  Lacking  that 
support,  prices  could  have  easily  been 
several  cents  lower. 

Whether  or  not  these  purchases  will 
be  beneficial  to  poultry  raisers  this 
fall — the  period  in  which  profits  have 
to  be  made — remains  to  be  seen. 
Government  economists  predict  3  to  8 
per  cent  fewer  layers  in  flocks  at  the 
beginning  of  1941  than  at  the  start  of 
1940.  With  the  rate  of  egg  production 
advancing,  it  is  easily  possible  that  we 
might  have  more  eggs  in  spite  of 
fewer  layers.  More  jobs  in  the  cities 
as  a  result  of  the  defense  program, 
however,  may  bolster  egg  consumption 
and  improve  the  egg-feed  ratio.  We 
hope  so. 

But  if  the  government  should  find 
it  necessary  to  buy  eggs  through  the 
fall  and  early  winter  (it  can  buy  only 
when  a  surplus  exists),  it  will  by  such 
a  move  condemn  its  own  buying  pro- 
gram. It  will  have  proved  that  gov- 
ernment efforts  to  remove  a  surplus 
through  creation  of  an  artificial  mar- 
ket always  tend  to  perpetuate  that 
surplus.

HOUSING  THE    I940 

Pi///et  Crop 


By  F.  H.  LEUSCHNER 


PULLET  housing!  Therc'"^  a  ihrill 
for  \ou.  It's  a  Job  of  major  con- 
cern in  detcrminin  :  the  dollars 
and  cents  return  from  the  flock  the 
dollars  and  cents  each  poullryman 
must  have  if  he  is  to  s>a\-  in  the 
chicken  business. 

We  must  house  good  pu'lets.  To 
many  poultrymen.  that  max  simply 
mean  doing  a  good  job  of  rearin'^.  To 
the  breeder  it  is  some  e\idence  of  the 
value  of  both  his  breeding  and  rearing 
program. 

The  time  for  the  ac'.ual  job  of 
housing  will  vary  with  the  a^e  and 
rate  of  development  of  the  flock:  the 
kind  of  quarters  to  be  provided  for 
the  egg  producinj,'  period;  the  ran-^e 
conditions  available:  the  sea.son  of  the 
year,  and  the  influence  of  weather 
conditions  on  fowl  comfort. 


Experience  has  taught  many  poul- 
trymen the  importance  of  good  man- 
ar^ement  the  year  'round.  That  means 
bein-;  ready  for  the  pullets  when  the 
time  comes  to  move  them  indoors. 
When  the  poultry  house  has  been 
carefully  prepared  for  the  new  pullets, 
remodeling  and  repairing  will  have 
been  completed;  the  house  thoroughly 
cleaned,  disinfected,  and  dried  out; 
equipment  of  sufficient  quantity  in- 
.st ailed,  and,  finally,  litter,  nesting 
material,  feed,  water,  and  records 
placed. 

When  to  House  Pullets 

Pullets  are  usually  housed  as  they 
mature.  Some  deviation  from  this 
procedure  in  the  interest  of  health 
and  production  is  practical,  however. 

So-called  early  hatched  pullets 
usually  mature  in  hot  weather.  At  this 
.season,  housing  space  may  be  at  a 
premium.  Some  older  fowls  are  laying 
at  a  profitable  rate,  and  houses  with 


little  or  no  provision  for  good  venti- 
lation, may  be  unbearably  hot.  Under 
such  conditions,  it  may  be  more  ad- 
visable to  allow  the  pullets  to  remain 
on  range  until  cooler  weather  or  until 
houses  can  be  remodeled  or  made 
ready  for  their  occupancy.  Ample 
shade  and  adequate  nesting  facilities 
are  necessary  for  profitable  range 
production. 

When  laying  houses  are  well  insu- 
lated, or  can  be  ventilated  .so  as  to  be 
comfortable  in  hot  weather,  the  move 
from  range  to  laying  quarters  will  be 
both  beneficial  and  practical. 

Weather  and  range  conditions  may 
also  influence  the  housing  of  pullets 
that  mature  in  late  fall  or  early  win- 
ter. With  regular  housing  space  avail- 
able, there  is  little  advantage  in  allow- 
ing such  pullets  to  come  into  produc- 
tion outdoors. 

The  change  from  range  to  laying 
house  is  usually  quite  abrupt  and  any- 
thing we  do  to  reduce  harmful  effects 
will  help  the  fowls.  Pullets  that  have 
roosted  in  trees  or  shelters  are  often 
subject  to  summer  colds  when  they 
are  crowded  in  poorly  ventilated  lay- 
ing quarters,  especially  in  hot  weather. 
Provision  for  cross-ventilation  over 
the  floor,  and  moving  pits  or  dropping 
boards  out  from  the  rear  walls  to  al- 
low more  circulation  of  air  about  the 
birds  will  improve  things  consider- 
ably. Ventilation  must  meet  the  needs 
of  the  fowls.  Pullets  housed  in  late 
fall  will  not  need  the  open  house  that 
is  so  helpful  to  hot  weather  layers. 

Give  Them  Room 

Allow  6  to  8  inches  of  roosting 
space  per  fowl  housed.  Actual  housing 
capacity  is  best  determined  by  allow- 
ing .3 '2  to  4  square  feet  of  floor  space 
per  bird.  Provide  one  nest  for  every 
3  to  5  pullets,  as  an  aid  to  production 
of  cleaner  eggs  and  to  safeguard 
against  breakage.  Provide  at  least  two 
o-foot  hoppers  for  every  100  pullets, 
where  they  can  feed  from  both  sides 
of  the  hoppers.  Double  this  space  if 
all-mash  rations  are  used  or  if  grain 
is  hopper-fed  continuously.  Provide 
additional  hopper  space  for  feeding 
grit,  oyster  shell,  greens,  and  auxiliary 
feed. 

Range  equipment  often  varies  con- 
siderably from  that  used  indoors.  At 
housing  time,  drops  in  feed  consump- 
tion may  be  prevented  by  moving  a 
feeder  or  waterer  in  from  range,  and

Board  Formed 


Organization  takes  place  in  St.  Louis  —  Pledges  in  support 
of  program  exceed  $30,000  -  Herman  Demme  of  New  Jersey  is 
elected  president,  while  Homer  Huntington  is  named  manager.

THE  American  poultry  industry 
has  decided  to  embark  upon  a 
program  to  increase  the  con- 
sumption of  poultry,  eggs  and  their 
products.  On  July  22,  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  representatives  from  19  organiza- 
tions, including  both  production  and 
marketing  interests,  formed  the  Na- 
tional Poultry  and  Egg  Board. 


Formation  of  the  board  climaxes  a 
year  of  activity  which  began  near  the 
clo.se  of  the  Seventh  World's  Poultry 
Congress  in  Cleveland  last  year  with 
the  appointment  of  a  planning  com- 
mittee to  make  recommendations  for 
a  long  time  program  to  promote  the 
use  of  eggs  and  poultry. 

Following  several  meetings,  ideas 
were  crystalized  when  the  committee 
met  in  Chicago  on  January  16  and  17 
of  this  year  and  recommended  that  a

This   group,   comprised   of   representatives   of    19   organizations,    formed 
the  National  Poultry  and  F.gg  Board  at  St.  l^uis,  Missouri,  on  Julv  22. 
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Iferiiinii  Demine

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national  board  be  created.  Invitations 
were  issued  to  some  40  organizations 
to  appoint  representatives.  It  was 
recommended  that  $50,000  be  raised 
for  the  first  year's  work.  An  effort 
was  started  immediately  to  secure 
pledges,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  pledges  would  not  be  called  until 
they  reached  $30,000. 

When  the  representatives  of  various 
poultry  organizations  came  together 
at  St.  Louis,  they  learned  that  the 
pledges  totaled  $25,000.  Two  days 
later,  the  initial  goal  of  $30,000  has 
been  reached. 

Demme    Named    President 

While  all  phases  of  the  poultry  in- 
dustry are  represented  on  the  Na- 
tional Poultry  and  Egg  Board,  it  is 
primarily  a  producer  .setup.  To  able 
Herman  Demme,  Sewell,  N.  J.,  fell 
the  honor  of  being  the  first  president 
of  the  board. 

Andrew  Christie,  breeder  of  New 
Hampshires.  Kingston,  N.  H.,  was 
named  first  vice-president;  Clyde  Ed- 
monds, Utah  Poultry  Producers  Co-op 
Association,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
second  vice-pres.;  Lloyd  S.  Tenney, 
Chicago  Mercantile  Exchange.  Chi- 
cago. 111.,  treas.;  and  Glenn  H.  Camp- 
bell, Cleveland  advertising  man, 
secretary.

Carrying  the  brand  name  on  eggs  all  the  way 
through    to   the   consumer   proves   successful.

BRAND  names  and  packaging  of  products  in  consumer- 
sized  containers  have  long  been  used  by  big  business  to 
educate  retail  buyers  to  demand  goods  of  a  recognized 
trade  mark.  Until  recently,  however,  little  has  been  done  to 
identify  farm  produce  in  any  way,  and  the  housewife  with  a 
preference  for  food  from  any  one  farmer  or  area  had  little  or 
no  means  of  asking  for  that  particular  selection  of  goods  on  her 
next  visit  to  the  store. 

To  give  the  products  of  New  Jersey  poultryman  the  advantage 
of  being  identified  through  marketing  channels  to  the  con- 
sumer, the  New  Jersey  Poultry  and  Egg  Cooperative  Marketing 
Association,  Inc.  was  formed.  The  plan  of  those  organizing  the 
association  was  to  pack  a  high  grade  product,  identify  it,  and 
then  advertise  it  under  brand  name  as  a  superior  food. 

The  name  "New  Jersey  State  Certified  Fresh  Eggs"  was 
chosen,  and  eggs  packed  in  cartons  thus  labeled  started  moving 
over  grocery  counters  in  Februar>',  1938.  Since  that  time,  sales 
have  increa.sed  to  several  hundred  cases  each  week,  grocerymen, 
route  men,  and  housewives  are  asking  for  "New  Jersey  Cer- 
tified Eggs"  and  producers  shipping  to  the  various  auctions  are 
learning  that  prices  for  top  quality  eggs  are  held  up  by  the 
presence  of  a  buyer  from  the  cooperative  marketing  association 
at  a  .sale. 

Recently,  a  packing  plant  was  set  up  at  Flemington,  and  a 
full  time  manager  and  crew  of  candlers  and  packers  to  work 
only  on  "Certified  Eggs"  were  employed.  A  salesman  has  been 
developing  markets  for  some  time. 
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Housewives  in  New  Jersey  are  learning  to  recognize 
the  fait  that  an  egg  identified  as  "nearby"  will  be  of 
superior  quality.  Grocerymt-n  are  willing  to  pay  more 
for  New  .ler.sey  eggs  if  they  ran  move  them,  and  con- 
sumer education  now  create.^  the  demand  for  those  eggs. 


The  pictures  on  this  page  and  pages  23  and  24 
show  how  the  plan  described  in  the  column  to  the 
left  is  working  and  why  it  is  working.  Not  only  are 
producers  getting  more  for  their  eggs  as  a  result 
of  the  plan,  but  many  housewives  are  learning  to 
ask  for  really  fresh  eggs.  Strict  requirements  for 
eggs  and  effective  consumer  education  are  getting 
results.  The  plan  is  now  definitely  past  the  experi- 
mental stage  and  has  taken  a  permanent  place  in 
New  Jersey's  egg  marketing  scheme.

Keep 
In  mind  that  his  diary  is  published  a 
year  after  tlie  events  described  therein 
occurred. 


September  1  —  Friday  is  usually  a 
poor  day  to  start  a  new  project,  so 
we  took  the  day  to  clean  up  and  get 
ready  for  next  week.  There  were  a 
bunch  of  peat  bale  burlaps,  sticks,  and 
baling  wire  lying  around  as  well  as 
other  accumulations  from  house  clean- 
ing. A  pile  of  waste  excelsior  from  the 
nests  in  the  east  house  was  burned. 
Oil  buckets,  brooms  and  scrapers 
were  moved  to  the  north  house  where 
they  will  be  used  in  a  few  days.  A 
couple  of  early  plantings  of  sweet 
corn,  four  rows  each  across  the  truck 
patch,  were  seeded  down  to  rye.  We 
make  it  a  rule  to  cut  the  corn  stalks 
for  the  cows  as  fast  as  the  corn  is 
pulled.  A  heavy  stand  of  rye  plowed 
under  next  spring  will  loosen  the  soil. 

September  2  —  We  are  all  cleaned 
up  now  and  ready  for  Labor  Day  next 
Monday.  All  the  boards  were  cleaned 
today.  The  soybean  patch  is  still 
getting  its  weekly  application  of  drop- 
pings. The  beans,  what  is  left  of  them, 
are  about  3  feet  high  and  of  excep- 
tional color.  Each  day  some  are 
mowed  for  the  cows,  but  we  have 
more  droppings  than  we  can  apply  to 
the  cut -over  area.  Therefore,  those 
which  are  .still  standing  get  an  appli- 
cation too.  If  there  is  anything  to  this 
theory  of  increasing  the  nutritive 
value  of  forage  crops  through  fertili- 
zation, then  our  beans  should  be  high 
powered  provender.  I  do  know  that 
these  cows  are  very  milky  when  they 
get  two  shots  of  green  .soybeans  a  day.

September  4 — Labor  Day,  and  labor 
is  right  for  Donnie  and  me.  All  the 
help  celebrated  the  occasion,  so  we 
had  our  hands  more  than  full.  But  we 
got  through  in  good  shape  and  I  even 
had  the  eggs  packed  before  sun  set. 

After  supper,  the  whole  family  went 
out  to  the  truck  patch  and  picked  to- 
matoes. I  never  saw  such  a  crop  of 
tomatoes  in  all  my  life.  This  is  one 
vegetable  that  won't  work  in  cold 
storage,  so  Kid  White  has  to  can 
them.  But  today's  picking  is  for  juice. 
Ours  is  a  tomato  juice  drinking  fam- 
ily. Served  cold  with  a  dash  of  salt 
and  pepper,  it  is  a  real  drink — if  one 
likes  tomatoes.  After  the  chicks  were 
locked  in  for  the  night,  we  called  it 
a  day. 

September  5  —  School  busses  are 
rolling  along  the  roads  again  and  that 
means  the  Old  Man  is  lonesome.  It  is 
going  to  mean  a  readjustment  of  the 
work.  Harold  and  I  will  have  some 
additional  work  to  do  and  Donnie  will 
have  chores  to  do  before  and  after 
school.  In  a  few  days  we  will  have 
another  .schedule  working  and  things 
will  go  along  again  as  smooth  as  silk. 
At  least,  I  hope  it  will.  There  is  noth- 
ing like  having  an  organization  on  a 
chicken  ranch;  a  regular  schedule.  I 
had  wanted  to  get  started  to  cleaning 
the  north  house,  but  this  school  busi- 
ness put  the  quietus  on  that  for  today. 

September  6 — I  believe  this  north 
hou.se  is  going  to  be  easier  to  clean 
than  any  of  the  others.  Maybe  it  is 
because  practice  makes  perfect.  If 
there  is  anything  in  practice,  our  bat- 
ting average  should  be  high  after  two 
months  of  cleaning.  This  is  the  last 
house  and  perhaps  we  have  gained  a 
second  wind  going  down  the  home 
stretch.  Anyway,  the  end  is  in  sight 
and  it  will  be  a  great  day  when  we 
are  through  with  the  whole  ball  of 
wax. 

September  7  —  The  few  remaining 
cockerels  on  the  range  are  roosting 
.so  high  in  the  trees  that  catching 
them  appears  to  be  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. But  there  was  a  coop  of  running 
gear  hens  to  sell.  I  am  afraid  the 
gasoline  and  oil  to  town  is  going  to 
knock  off  a  fair  percentage  of  the 
profits  if  there  are  any  profits  from 
the  sale  of  such  stock.  The  profit  in 
selling  gear  stock  is  not  in  the  price 
received  but  in  the  feed  saved.  I 
would  be  better  off  if  I  didn't  have 
them,  but  it  is  just  one  of  those  things 
that  I  can't  control. 

September  8 — "Old  Growler,"  that 
is  a  good  name  for  an  egg  inspector. 
It  seems  to  me  that  those  fellows 
always  have  a  grouch  on  when  they 
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talk  about  egg  quality.  Ralph  Shep- 
pard  has  started  to  walk  around  in 
circles  again,  shaking  his  head  all  the 
time.  "Too  much  hot.  dry  weather," 
he  says,  "and  the  producers  are  too 
busy  filling  silos  to  gather  the  eggs 
often  enough."  But  when  the  com  is 
ready  for  the  silo  a  decision  has  to  be 
made,  and  I  suppose  most  farmers 
decide  in  favor  of  the  corn.  If  one 
wants  good  corn  fodder  to  feed,  it 
can't  be  cut  on  the  Ides  of  March. 

September  9 — These  range  pullets 
are  beginning  to  eat  corn  like  nobody's 
business.  And  it  is  good  for  them,  too, 
for  they  should  be  of  good  weight 
when  they  go  in  the  laying  house  next 
month.  If  this  warm  weather  con- 
tinues, I  am  going  to  let  them  stay 
on  the  range  longer.  They  will  be 
better  off  outdoors  than  they  will  be 
inside  when  it  is  so  warm. 

September  11 — Tlie  north  house  is 
finished  and  I  guess  we  had  better 
fall  in  line  and  cut  some  corn  too. 
Neighbor  Ralph  Howman  has  the 
largest  field  on  the  ranch  in  com  this  ^^ 
season,  but  he  wants  to  harvest  with  "^ 
a  corn  picker.  I  want  some  fodder  for 
this  live  stock,  so  the  best  thing  to  do 
is  to  cut  and  shock  our  share. 

Henry  Shuey  was  here  this  after- 
noon to  look  at  the  north  house.  He 
and  his  helpers  will  start  painting  it 
tomorrow  morning.  Professional 
painters  will  have  a  coat  on  about  the 
time  we  would  get  our  equipment 
ready.  It  is  going  to  be  cheaper  in  the 
long  run  for  him  to  do  it. 


September  13  —  It  just  simply 
doesn't  pay  to  neglect  maintenance  of 
^^  buildings.  The  north  house  should 
^|l  have  been  painted  several  years  ago, 
but  it  was  easy  to  let  it  slide.  Now  I 
am  paying  for  it.  Talk  about  drinking 
paint,  those  boards  just  gulped  it. 
Without  a  doubt  it  is  going  to  take 
twice  as  much  material  as  I  had  esti- 
mated. There  are  16  sash  to  replace 
and  Shuey  .says  to  get  10  pounds  of 
putty  to  reglaze  the  remaining.  In  a 
couple  of  years,  this  house  will  need 
a  new  roof.

September  12  —  Buckets,  buckets, 
who  has  the  buckets?  I  have  been  so 
provoked  about  finding  buckets  that  I 
brought  out  a  dozen  new  ones  today. 
Our  standard  size  is  14  quarts,  gal- 
vanized. The  mash  buckets  are  5- 
gallon  di.scarded  paint  containers.  But 
two  of  them  filled  with  water  is  more  Mt 
than  the  Old  Man  can  tote  without 
having  slipped  tendons,  and  enlarged 
back  joints.  It  is  bad  enough  to  have 
fallen  arches  from  toting  feed  without 
further  disasters  from  water. 
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"Thirty  pounds  of  putty.  That's 
what  I  call  a  pile  of  gooey  stuff, 
but  that  is  what  It  took  to  re- 
glaze  the  windows  In  the  north 
house." 


September  15  —  Dry  and  hot,  and 
the  corn  gets  so  dry  in  the  afternoon 
that  Harold  cuts  only  in  the  forenoon. 
Looks  as  if  we  are  going  to  have  a 
bumper  crop.  This  morning  I  brought 
home  one  of  these  temporary  corn 
cribs.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  one  of 
these  snow  fences  that  the  highway 
department  uses  to  prevent  snow 
from  drifting.  This  type  of  temporary 
crib  is  very  popular  in  this  section  of 
the  state.  Almost  every  farmer  uses 
one  as  an  overflow  crib.  When  the 
time  comes  to  shuck  corn,  we  will 
lay  some  boards  over  discarded  fence 
posts  and  circle  the  fence  on  top  of 
them.  When  the  crib  is  full,  it  will  be 
topped  off  with  bundles  of  fodder. 

September  16 — I  ended  the  week  by 
burning  the  incinerator.  The  accumu- 
lation of  dead  stock  was  not  very 
great,  but  I  just  don't  like  to  have  it 
sticking  around.  The  incinerator  is  an 
air  tight  stove  in  the  tool  room,  and 
while  there  is  no  noticeable  odor  or 
flies,  I  don't  like  to  think  what  is  on 
the  inside  of  it.  If  the  stove  isn't 
burned  out  regularly,  the  first  thing  I 
know  there  is  an  accumulation  on  the 
outside  and  then  we  have  a  double 
burning.  That  is  when  the  stove  gets 
hot,  and  what  I  mean,  it  does  get  hot. 
A  stove  full  of  burning  dead  stock  is 
just  about  the  same  as  a  stove  full  of 
burning  auto  tires. 

September  18  —  The  month  is  half 
gone  and  I  am  plodding  along.  I  guess 
I  am  waiting  on  the  element  of  time. 
Unless  there  is  a  very  decided  break 
in  the  weather  in  the  next  few  weeks 
I  think  the  pullets  on  the  range  are 
better  off  outside.  Henry  Shuey  and 
his  painters  started  on  the  second  coat 
of  the  north  house. 

September  19 — Had  quite  a  discus- 
sion with  Ralph  Treat  today.  He  says 
that  something  must  be  done  to  take

September  20 — Kid  White  and  I  are 
so  proud  of  our  new  office  that  I  am 
going  to  devote  an  entry  to  it.  A 
hundred  years  ago  a  hardware  store 
in  town  had  its  counters  made  of 
walnut  planks,  2  inches  thick,  24 
inches  wide  and  up  to  18  feet  in 
length.  Last  year  these  counters  were 
dismantled  when  a  shoe  store  occupied 
the  building.  Verne  Chamberlin  and  I 
bought  the  walnut  lumber  as  an  in- 
vestment.

September  27  —  I  wonder,  some- 
times, if  I  have  the  fortitude  that 
most  farmers  have.  Of  course,  I  am 
not  a  real  dirt  farmer;  I  am  only  a 
chicken  man.  But  I  can't  help  but 
notice  how  well  my  neighbors  get 
along.  It  is  now  wheat  seeding  time 
and  it  seems  to  me  as  if  my  neighbors 
go  along  with  their  work  with  a 
strength  of  mind  and  body  and  a 
patience  which  I  lack.  I  imagine  that 
poultrymen  have  so  many  different 
jobs  to  do  in  a  day  that  they  are  on 
somewhat  of  a  nervous  tension.  Sun- 
down doesn't  stop  the  work  on  a 
chicken  ranch,  and  it  usually  seems 
that  the  day  is  just  getting  well  under 
way  for  me.  But  if  these  birds  didn't 
lay  any  eggs  at  all,  then  I  would 
growl  about  having  none  to  pack  after 
supper. 

September  28 — Work  is  a  wee  bit 
slack  on  the  ranch  at  present.  All  of 
the  cleaning  has  been  done  and  the 
east,  west  and  north  houses  are  wait- 
ing for  pullets.  In  less  than  an  hour 
all  houses  could  be  prepared,  for  all 
there  is  to  do  is  to  wash  the  oil  out  of 
the  fountain  troughs  and  put  mash  in 
the  hoppers.  But  it  is  too  early  and 
hot  to  move  the  pullets  from  the 
range.  All  the  corn  is  cut  and  shocked, 
but  I  want  the  ears  to  dry  more  before 
we  crib  them.  That  project  of  straight- 
ening up,  "redding  up"  so  to  speak,  is 
always  with  us. 


This  Month  With  Your  Flock 

(rdiitimu'il  from  vnnc  2| 

gets  a  taste  of  blood  the  whole  flock 
may  join  in  the  chase.  Discourage  the 
laying  of  eggs  on  the  floor  by  making 
nests  attractive  and  abundant.  Pro- 
vide 25  nests  per  100  birds  and  catch 
birds  that  lay  in  corners  and  place 
them  on  nests. 

Keep  Feed  Fresh 

Hens  will  eat  more  and  waste  less 
ma.sh  if  you  add  feed  to  the  hoppers 
more  often  and  don't  fill  them  so  full. 
And  make  sure  that  there's  sufficient 
hopper  space  available.  Four  inches  of 
hopper  space  per  bird  is  preferable, 
and  a  foot  of  space  for  each  four 
birds  is  the  minimum. 

The  nilour  Day 

If  you  are  using  lights  on  your 
'  layers,  don't  exceed  the  13-hour  day. 
Most  experienced  poultrymen  agre 
that  a  longer  day  is  apt  to  be  too 
severe  on  the  birds  and  throw  them 
out  of  production.

.\. — The  cause  of  these  breast  blisters 
is  irritation  from  the  floors,  .'^ome  poul- 
trymen are  getting  fairl>  satisfactory  re- 
sults by  using  hea\ii;r.  smoothly-wov»»n 
wire.  The  only  entirely  satisfactory  means 
of  controlling  this  trouble  that  I  know  of 
is  to  transfer  the  chicks  to  solid  floors 
with   litter  at   eight   weeks  of  age.

Treating  for    Infectious  Bronchitis 

<i. —  I  put  my  hens  in  a  new  hou.se  last 
winter,  and  the  building  turned  out  to  be 
draft y  and  c«)ld.  1  lost  a  good  many  hens 
through  a  siege  of  infectiou.s  bronchiti.^. 
In  sjiite  of  all  precautions,  this  year's 
chicks  <ontracted  the  disease.  They  have 
been  thin  e\er  since.  What  rations  should 
I  feed  t<p  build  them  up?  At  what  age  and 
how  should    I    vaccinate? — H.K.H.,   I'enn. 

.A. —  I  believe  the  best  procedure  for  you 
is  to  vaccinate  these  birds  immediately.  If 
you  hav<-  never  tlone  any  vaccinating,  I 
suggest  that  you  have  some  exjierienced 
person  do  the  job  for  you.  It  will  be  neces- 
sary tn  vaccinate  all  your  birds,  as  un- 
vacciiialt'd  birds  would  not  possess  any 
immunity  and  woubl  be  subject  to  an 
outbreak  of  tlie  disease.  The  use  nf  semi- 
solid buttermilk  might  help  to  increase 
feed  <-onsumption  and  whet  the  ai)p»'tites 
of  tln-sc  birds,  but  it  is  impossible  to  say 
whether  or  not  the  feed  will  greatly  in- 
crease the  resistance  of  the  fhx-k  to 
disease.  Study  the  recommendations  on 
ventilation  appearing  in  "roultry  House 
Blue  Prints"  and  make  all  necessary 
changfs   before  housing  the  pullets. 

Don't  Breed  Crossbreds 

Q.  —  I  ha\e  a  pen  of  crossbreds,  and 
with  them  1  have  Rhode  Island  Red 
roosters.  Would  you  advise  hatching  from 
them?  What  would  the  chicks  be  like? — 
M.  A.   .S.,   N.    11. 

A. — It  is  never  advisable  to  breed  from 
crossbreds,  as  the  resulting  progeny  will 
be  of  an  inferior  quality  in  most  cases.  It 
is  hard  to  say  just  what  color  the  progeny 
would  be,  but  I  doubt  seriously  if  they 
would  be  as  vigorous  and  as  good  egg 
producers  as  the  present  crossbreds  whlcn 
you  have.  It  is  only  the  first  cro.ss,  pro- 
duced from  purebred  parents,  that  is  good

Turkey  Bits 

One  of  New  Jersey's  growers  is  using  a 
turkey  bit  to  control  feather  picking.  This 
gadget  is  similar  to  a  hog  ring  in  some 
respects.  It  is  made  of  wire  and  pa.sses 
through  the  nostril  of  the  turkey  between 
the  upper  and  lower  beak.  This  small  wire 
keeps  the  turkey  from  closing  its  mouth 
•  oiTipletely,  thus  making  it  impossible  for 
the  bird  to  pull  out  the  feathers  of  an- 
other. Five  days  after  the  installation  of 
these  turkey  bits  on  his  flock,  all  picked 
turkeys  had  started  growing  new  feathers, 
and  there  was  no  indication  of  further 
picking. 

Water  on  Range 

The  fact  that  no  cash  outlay  is  required 
for  the  water  supply  is  a  reason  why  it 
is  often  being  overlooked.  The  Illinois 
Kxperiment  Station  find  that  fowls  drink 
twice  as  much  water  for  each  pound  of 
boiiy  w«Mght  as  do  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine.  This  also  applies  to  turkeys.  Water 
plays  such  a  highly  important  part  in 
proper  digestion  and  assimilation  of  food 
that  a  constant  sui)ply  should  be  available. 

Old  buttermilk  barrels  have  proved  very 
.satisfactory  as  range  waterers.  Cut  the 
barrel  in  half  and  then  saw  off  6  to  8 
inches  of  alternate  staves.  This  permits 
the  turkeys  to  drink  when  the  barrel  is 
covered.  IMace  the  barrel  on  a  large  wire 
covered  frame,  so  that  no  wet  spots 
develop  around   the  fountain. 

You  Can't  Afford  to  Guess 

Rapid  growth  in  turkeys  Is  essential  for 
piofits.  It  is  a  good  practice  for  turkey 
^'towers  to  check  frequently  on  the  growth 
of  their  young  stock.  Normal  growth 
tables  for  turkeys  show  that  at  eight 
Weeks,  the  poults  should  average  approxi- 
mately 2.7  pounds  per  bird.  At  16  weeks, 
the  average  increases  to  7.9  pounds  and 
at   21   weeks   to   12.6  pounds. 

The  weighing  of  a  re|)resentative  .sample 
of  your  young  flock  will  keep  you  posted 
on  their  growth  rate.  Remember  that  nor- 
mal growth  requires  plenty  of  feed  In 
addition  to  good  management.  In  fact, 
ajipro-ximately  60  pounds  of  feed  are  re- 
quired to  grow  a  turkey  to  maturity. 

Green  Pasture  for  Turkeys 

Ctrassland  farniing  is  Itecoming  a  by- 
word with  producers  of  livestock  all  over 
the  country.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the 
eastj-rn  part  of  the  United  States.  Turkey 
growers  wf)iild  profit  by  investigating  the 
possibilities  of  grassland  farming  in  the 
raising  of  their  flock.  Turkeys  by  habit 
are  natural  grazers.  If  provided  with  the 
right  type  of  jiasture,  tliey  will  pick  up  a 
large  percentage  of  their  food  supply, 
rians  should  now  be  made  for  the  im- 
provement of  pasture  for  turkeys  for  next 
year. 

County  agricultural  agent,  F.  A.  Ray- 
nialey,  Cumberland  County,  New  .ler.sey, 
recommends  three  steps  essential  for  the 
inoduction  of  a  good  range.  First,  plenty 
of  lime;  second,  a  firm  compact  seed  bed, 
and  third,  a  .seed  mix  of  good  seed  well 
adapted  to  the  conditions.  Turkey  growers 
interested  in  reducing  costs  would  be  well 
repaid  to  contact  their  county  agricultural 
agents  for  further  information  on  this 
method  of  reducing  production  costs.

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Housing  the  Pullet  Crop

leaving  it  in  the  new  quarters  until 
the  fowls  have  become  accustomed  to 
new  furniture.  If  a  hopper  of  oats 
was  provided  on  range,  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  move  it  indoors  at  housing 
time,  too. 

Thin  Layer  of  Litter  at  First 
Pullets  that  mature  on  range  may 
not  have  been  accustomed  to  litter^ 
previous  to  housin^;,  and  might  ex-*^ 
perience  difTiculty  finding  grain  in  a 
deep,  loose  litter.  For  this  reason,  it 
is  wise  to  place  only  a  thin  layer  of 
litter  on  the  house  floor  till  the  fowls 
are  accustomed  to  scratching  grain 
out  of  it. 

This  small  amount  of  litter  breaks 
up  rapidly  and  helps  to  establish  the 
fine  base  of  broken  litter  and  dried, 
crumbled  droppings  necessary  for  the 
success  of  the  deep  litter  method.  New 
litter  is  added  only  in  small  quantities 
and  then  only  as  the  other  is  well 
broken  or  becomes  dirty  and  so  long 
as  all  of  it  remains  dry. 

Disturb  as  Little  as  Possible 
When  the  actual  job  of  housing  be- 
gins, the  poult ryman  best  serves  his 
fowls  by  planning  to  do  the  work  with 
the  least  po.ssible  handling.  Hunting 
pullets  out  of  trees  at  night  is  work 
that  can  be  largely  averted  by  careful 
handling  in  advance  of  actual  housing. 
The  fowls  may  be  fed  the  evening's 
scratch  grain  clo.ser  to  the  range 
buildings  and  in  them,  possibly  a  little 
later  on  each  succeeding  night  for  a 
week  previous  to  catching.  When  they 
are  to  be  caught  up,  if  the  poultryman 
md  his  helpers  provide  themselves 
with  long  poles,  form  a  circle  about 
the  feeding  fowls,  and  arc  alert  and 
I)atient,  most  of  the  fowls  can  be 
driven  into  the  house.  Ju^ 

P>w  pullet  flocks  arc  housed  during 
the  day,  because,  in  the  farmers'  busy 
season,  it  is  one  job  which  can  be  done 
at  night.  This  is  particularly  true  with 
small  flocks  where  the  fowls  may  not 
be  housed  until  half  the  flock  is  in 


production.  With  larger  flocks  and 
more  equipment  available,  special 
catching  coops  or  turkey  crates  may 
be  placed  at  the  range  house  door 
and  birds  driven  into  the  crates  for 
handling  and  selection.  With  this 
method,  the  actual  selection  work  is 
done  in  the  early  morning. 

Grade  Pullets  When   Housing 

Grading  is  important  to  good  selec- 
tion and  housing.  It  is  especially 
important  when  fowls  are  housed  as 
they  come  into  maturity,  for  then  it 
segregates  them  into  groups  of  similar 
size  and  stage  of  development.  Fowls 
not  ready  for  housing  are  released  for 
further  development  as  the  "ready" 
pullets  go  to  the  laying  houses.  After 
several  such  selections,  at  frequent 
intervals,  most  of  the  pullets  that 
would  make  profitable  layers  will 
have  been  housed.  The  balance,  if  in 
good  health,  will  then  be  sold  for 
meat. 

Grading  really  precedes  culling, 
although  when  each  bird  in  the  group 
is  handled,  the  outstanding  culls  can 
be  cooped  and  shipped  to  market  an 
item  in  reducing  the  feed  bill.  Grading 
helps  make  the  slower  maturing  fowls 
more  profitable.  Oftentimes  they  are 
as  important  moneymakers  as  their 
sisters  who  matured  slightly  earlier. 
All  they  need  is  a  chance,  and  good 
grading  gives  it  to  them. 

Type  of  Bird  to  House 
The  poultryman  wants  pullets  that 
have  grown  well  -strong,  sturdy  fowls 
capable  of  sustained  production.  Body 
weight  and  size  are  important  and  go 
hand  in  hand  with  the  red,  full  head 
parts  and  appearance  of  the  first  egg. 
Undersized,  poorly  fleshed,  unthrifty 
pullets  may  have  red  heads  and  start 
to  lay,  sometimes  relatively  early;  but 
lack  of  stamina  to  keep  going  profit- 
ably. 

Deep  bodied  birds,  carrying  good 
length  and  width  of  back,  a  good 
covering  of  flesh,  excellent  pigmenta- 
tion, show  they  have  grown  well,  fed 
adequately  on  complete  rations,  and 
withstood  the  diseases  and  parasites 
more  or  less  common  to  the  rearing 
period.  A  sturdy,  vigorous  pullet  is 
clean,  upstanding  in  appearance,  alert 
and  active;  with  bright,  prominent, 
well-rounded  eyes  in  a  shapely 
feminine  head. 

When  pullets  are  being  housed, 
much  of  the  poultryman's  future  goes 
with  them.  The  right  kind  of  house  is 
important  in  helping  them  to  produce 
profitably.  Insulation  and  ventilation 
are  important,  especially  in  hot 
weather.  Grading  and  selection  give 
the  pullets  a  better  chance;  the  feeder 
more  opportunity  to  practice  his  art, 
and  make  more  money  for  the  poul- 
tryman. 

All  our  efforts  are  of  little  value 
unless  we  have  strong,  vigorous  birds 
to  place  in  the  laying  quarters.  The 
kind  of  chicks  we  had  to  start  with, 
and  the  kind  of  rearing  job  we  did, 
will  have  much  to  do  with  that  factor.

for  Chickens 

Hen's  digestion  more  efficient 
when  she  has  hard  grit  in  the 
gizzard  to  help  grind  her  feed. 

By  O.  K.  MOORE 


YOUR  chickens  never  have  suf- 
fered the  excruciating  pain  of  a 
toothache,  yet  they  may  be  in 
need  of  store-bought-teeth.  Nature 
went  a  bit  astray  in  failing  to  equip 
feathered  creatures  with  teeth,  and  a 
gizzard  cannot  fully  compensate  for 
lack  of  them.  Experiments  have  shown 
that  it  is  best  for  poultrymen  to  equip 
their  hens  with  artificial  teeth. 

Now  don't  get  me  wrong.  I'm  not 
suggesting  you  take  the  flock  to  the 
dentist.  You  yourself,  can  quickly  pick 
up  the  rudiments  of  "dental  surgery" 
required  for  fixing  up  the  flock  -^  in 
fact,  all  you  need  do  is  provide  a  few 
hoppers  of  insoluble  grit.  To  chickens, 
grit  serves  as  teeth,  for  it  facilitates 
grinding  of  food  particles  in  the 
gizzard,  and  this  is  essential  for 
efficient,  thorough  digestion. 

Grinds  Coarse  Material 

As  we  shall  see  later,  grit  serves  in 
several  capacities,  the  most  important 
of  which  is  grinding,  or  masticating. 
A  gizzard  containing  a  supply  of  hard 
grit  is  more  efficient  than  a  gizzard 
alone,  for  the  grit,  acting  like  teeth, 
breaks  up  feedstuffs,  particularly  the 
whole  grains  and  the  fibrous,  coarse 
materials.  Then  digestive  juices  can 
get  right  to  the  core  of  every  bite  of 
feed.  In  birds,  especially,  where  diges- 
tion must  be  accomplished  in  rapid- 
fire  manner,  the  mastication  afforded 
by  a  grit-provided  gizzard  exposes 
greater  food-parlicle  surface  for  the 
digestive  juices  and  their  enzymes  to 
work  upon. 

Consequently,  even  though  the  feed 
is  rushed  through  the  digestive  tract 
at  break-neck  pace,  it  can  be  digested 
and  absorbed  more  readily  than  that 
not  subjected  to  the  grinding  action 
of  grit.  Where  insoluble  grit  is  pro- 
vided, le.ss  undigested  feed  is  excreted 
in  the  droppings. 

Hen's  Gizzard  Powerful 

A  chicken's  gizzard  is  an  interesting 
mechanism.  Its  strength  is  beyond 
belief.  For  example,  in  the  year  1750 
Reaumur  demonstrated  that  a  turkey 
gizzard  could  flatten  iron  tubes  cap- 


able of  supporting  535  pounds! 
Again,  Spallanzani,  in  1784, 
found  that  the  gizzard  of  a  hen 
could  wear  and  bend  pieces  of 
steel.  But  a  gizzard,  paradoxi- 
cally enough  exerts  little  pres- 
sure upon  a  mass  of  soft, 
mushy  mash  because  of  simple 
physical  reasons.  Given  some- 
thing to  get  a  hold  of  and 
something  for  creating  friction, 
a  bird's  gizzard  can  create 
sufficient  friction  between  the 
pieces  of  grit  to  grind  the  food 
into  easily  digested  particles. 

Food  remains  in  the  gizzard 
for  a  very  short  time,  so  it  is 
necessary  that  the  organ  be 
fitted  to  grind  quickly.  It  has 
been  found  that  feed  remains 
there  for  as  short  a  period  as  half 
a  minute,  and  12  minutes  is  con- 
sidered a  long  sojourn.  One  investi- 
gator, taking  Roentgen-ray  photo- 
graphs at  intervals  which  revealed  the 
position  of  barium  sulphate  previously 
fed  the  birds,  found  that  mash  and 
grain  passed  from  the  crop  to  the 
vent  in  less  than  two  hours.  This  fact 
alone  indicates  the  need  for  quick, 
thorough  grinding  and  the  subsequent 
rapid  release  of  the  nutrients  bound 
in  the  particles. 

Aids  Digestive  Process 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  before 
food  can  pass  through  the  intestinal 
walls  and  into  the  bloodstream  of  a 
bird,  it  must  be  broken  down  chemi- 
cally into  simple  absorbable  sub- 
stances. Otherwise,  food  passes  out  of 
the  digestive  tract  intact  and  is 
wasted.  Digestive  juices  secreted  by 
the  various  digestive  organs  of  the 
bird's  body  are  necessary  to  bring 
about  this  breakdown  of  compound, 
indigestible  food  into  simple,  diges- 
tible substances.  Only  when  the  juices 
can  make  contact  with  all  hidden 
structures  of  the  food  particle,  can  it 
work  most  effectively.  Hence  the  im- 
portance of  getting  food  pulverized  in 
the  gizzard  as  an  aid  to  thorough, 
complete  digestion. 

Several  investigators  have  found 
that  insoluble  grit  increases  digesti- 
bility of  protein,  fat  and  carbohy- 
drates, the  energy,  growth  and  egg- 
producing  fractions  of  a  feed.  Fritz, 
of  the  U.S.D.A..  in  1937  reported 
improved  digestibility  of  all  the 
above-mentioned  fractions  of  an  all- 
mash  diet  in  pens  of  birds  fed  granite 
grit.  The  influence  of  grit  in  improving 
digestibility  was  greater  when  coarse 
feed  was  used,  he  found.  Therefore, 
its  most  noticeable  effect  would  come 
with  the  feeding  of  a  mash-grain  ra- 
tion. Fritz  found,  moreover,  in  his 
experiments  that  coarse  granite  grit 
gave  much  better  results  than  finer 
crushed  grit. 

Aside  from  improving  digestibility, 
insoluble  grit  has  other  important 
functions.  At  least  two  investigators

have  found  it  to  prevent  gizzard  and 
intestinal  impaction  following  con- 
sumption of  grasses  on  range.  Fre- 
quently birds  on  range,  particularly 
young  turkeys,  become  gizzard-bound 
upon  eating  grasses  and  fibers,  and 
die.  They  actually  starve  to  death  as 
the  stopping-up  of  the  digestive  pas- 
sage by  balls  of  stringy  material 
prevents  feed  from  reaching  the  ab- 
sorbing walls  of  the  intestines.  In- 
soluble grit  feeding  prevents  such 
compaction,  as  the  grit  grinds  the 
stringy  material  into  a  digestible 
mass. 

Dr.  H.  R.  Bird,  now  of  Maryland 
University,  and  co-workers  of  Wis- 
consin, furthermore,  found  an  abnor- 
mal thickening  and  softening  of  the 
gizzard  lining  in  chicks  fed  a  finely 
ground,  gritless  ration,  with  a  definite 
trend  towards  retarded  growth.  The 
condition  was  prevented  when  grit 
was  fed.  Grit  also  apparently  tends 
to  prevent  gizzard  erosion  in  chicks 
fed  fiberless,  finely  ground  rations, 
Titus  of  the  U.S.D.A.  maintains. 

Seeing  the  beneficial  results  of  pro- 
viding store-bought-teeth  for  our 
birds,  we  need  to  consider  the  kind 
of  teeth  best  suited  to  the  work.  Ex- 
periments indicate  that  a  very  hard, 
non-shatterable,  insoluble  material, 
such  as  granite,  gravel,  pebbles,  feld- 
spar and  quartz,  is  required,  for  only 
such  substances  can  withstand  the 
muscular  movements  of  the  gizzard 
for  a  lengthy  period.

The  occurrence  of  goiter  in  chickens 
receiving  feed  containing  less  than  six 
parts  of  potassium  iodicie  per  million 
is  reported  by  H.  S.  Wilgus,  Colorado 
State  College.  Thyroid  glands  of  birds 
receiving  feed  containing  that  amount 
were  normal.  Soybean  meal,  according 
to  the  first  annual  progress  report 
(not  yet  published),  increases  the 
requirement  for  iodine.

you  do  on  the  farm."  he  said. 

And  it's  a  fact.  Poultrymen  make 
large  investments  in  equipment  and 
are  always  ready  to  study  any  new 
methods  that  will  help  to  produce 
better  meat  and  eggs,  but  they,  like 
most  other  farmers,  seriously  neglect 
the  business  end  of  the  work. 

In  order  to  determine  just  where 
money  is  made  and  lost  and  to  find 
out  how  to  increase  general  efficiency, 
we  must  keep  accounts.  There's  no 
way  to  keep  accounts  but  to  take 
pencil  and  book  in  hand  and  set  down 
the  figures.  In  the  none-too-certain 
future,  however,  record  keeping  poul- 
trymen may  be  the  ones  who  stay  in 
business  and  make  money  while 
others  (who  may  be  just  as  good 
chicken  raisers)  will  fail.

Huntington    Appointed    Manager 

After  interviewing  various  indi- 
viduals, the  board  announced  on 
August  14  through  President  Demme 
that  Homer  I.  Huntington  had  been 
named  manager.  Offices  are  to  be 
opened  about  October  1.  Mr.  Hunting- 
ton has  been  manager  of  the  New 
England  Fresh  Egg  Institute  since  its 
inception  a  little  more  than  two  years 
ago.  In  that  time,  with  limited  funds, 
he  has  successfully  given  wide 
publicity  to  eggs  and  poultry  in  the 
New  England  States  by  employing 
those  avenues  available  at  little  or  no 
cost. 

While  just  19  organizations  are 
represented  on  the  Board,  additional 
organizations  may  be  selected  to  elect 
a  representative  upon  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  board  at  any  regularly 
called  meeting. 

First  Year  Program 

No  sensational  publicity  campaign 
is  promised.  The  work  of  the  manager 
and  his  staff"  during  the  first  year  will 
be  to — 

a.  Organize  the  industry  so  there 
will  be  a  central  agency  to  act 
as  a  clearing  house  for  ideas  to 
promote  the  consumption  of 
poultry  and  eggs. 

b.  Make  a  survey  of  promotional 
and  research  work  now  being 
done  in  order  to  avoid  duplica- 
tion and  in  order  to  make  avail- 
able to  the  industry  the  benefit 
of  work  done  and  in  pro^jress. 

c.  Work  with  and  urge  Federal, 
State  and  other  agencies  to  study 


consumer    habits    in    connection 
with  the  use  of  poultry  and  eggs. 

d.  Formulate  plans  for  developing 
activity  to  educate  the  public  to 
use  more  poultry  and  poultry 
products. 

e.  Develop  a  plan  for  permanent 
financing  as  quickly  as  possible. 

More  than  500  firms,  organizations 
and  individuals  are  represented  in  the 
$30,000  which  has  been  pledged  to 
date  and  which  is  now  being  called 
in  by  the  board  preparatory  to  setting 
up  its  offices  in  Chicago.  Efforts  to 
bring  the  contributions  up  to  $50,000 
for  the  first  year's  operation  will  con- 
tinue. Even  the  small  contributions  of 
$1.00  or  even  less  are  welcome.

Broiled    Dinners 

Hot  kitchens  and  hot  dinners  do  not  mix 
these  ilays.  Keep  the  meals  on  one  plate 
as  far  as  possible.  This  saves  dishwashing 
and  t-ases  the  work  problem.  We  all  eat 
less  meat  in  hot  weather  so  broiled  vege- 
tables will  lit  in  nicely  for  collective 
meals.  There  is  quite  a  tang  to  broiled 
vegetal)les  when  they  are  well  browned 
and  hot.  If  your  stove  is  equipped  for 
broiling,  do  both  fpiick  and  liroiler  cooking 
at  the  .same  time.  It  .saves  fuel  and  keeps 
the  hou.se  cooler. 
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Patience,  time,  and  strength  may  be 
con.served  by  cooking  vegetables  that  re- 
quire pr«'-cooking  itefore  broiling  during 
the  cool  working  hours  of  the  morning. 
Canned  vegetables  and  many  fresh  ones 
require  no  jirevious  cooking. 

If  your  broiler  pan  is  deep,  place  both 
pre-<-ooked  and  fresh  vegetables  on  this 
tray  for  heating  a  while  liefore  the  meat 
is  laid  on  the  grill  above.  In  this  way.  the 
meat  will  drip  down  over  the  fresh  tomato 
halves,  sliced  onions,  canned  pineapple 
rings,  split  bananas,  or  apple  slices.  After 
one  trial,  yon  will  find  exactly  how  long 
it  takes  to  linish  them  under  the  broiler 
fire.  Brush  them  over  with  melted  butter, 
or  substitute,  to  make  surt-  of  an  evenly 
browned  top.  i-'or  tomatoes  and  apples, 
add  a  little  brown  sugar  to  the  l)ru.shlng 
syrup.  If  vegetaldes  are  used  as  a  meat 
substitute,  serve  a  poached  egg  on  each 
tomato  half,  timing  the  broiling  and  the 
poaching  so  both  will  be  done  at  the 
same   time. 

Another  suggestion  for  a  top  dressing 
of  vegetaldes  is  to  put  l)uttered  bread  or 
cracker  cruml>s  or  grated  cheese  over 
them.  Crushed  potato  chips  are  another 
last  minute  addition  iiefore  the  broiled 
platter  goes    into   th»-  dining  room. 

(  hicken   Favorite   for  Broiling 

The  leader  of  all  broiled  dinners  is  the 
chicken  half.  It  requires  about  25  minutes 
to  broil  one  weighintr  around  three-fourths 
of  a  potind.  With  persons  who  like  them 
very  well  done,  as  our  family  does,  the 
halves  are  pre-cooked  until  tender,  brushed 
with  melted  butter  and  placed  under  the 
broiler  just  long  enough  to  tint  a  lovely 
brown.  Buttered  egg  noodles,  (pre-cooked), 
cantud  peas  and  fresh  nuishrooms  have 
been  placed  ill  the  l)roiler  pan  and  cooked 
,j\ith  the  broiler  half.  Melted  butter  and 
Jea.soning  are  used  as  a  dre.s.sing  on  the 
vegetables. 

Ham  sli<-es,  and  pre-cooked  sweet  po- 
tatoes and  raw  apple  slices  brushed  with 
brown  sugar  and  butter  syrup,  luake  a 
fine  combination. 


A  vegetable  broiled  dinner  of  buttered 
corn,  peas,  tomato  halves  topped  with 
buttered  crumbs,  and  pineapple  rings  is 
quite  satisfying.  By  a  little  planning  from 
the  garden  .supply  or  from  the  .shelf, 
menus  of  broiled  meals  are  not  difflcult 
when  some  of  the  work  Is  prepared  in  the 
cool   morning. 

The  Poultryman's  Slogan :  "A  cold 
chicken  In  every  refrigerator."  Lspecially 
this  time  of  year  when  those  broilers  are 
a  bit   overgrown. 

Accurate   Measuring 

The  fpiery  as  to  why  the  .same  thing 
l>repared  from  an  identical  recipe  comes 
out  light  and  fluffy  for  some  c<x)ks  and 
disappointing  for  others  Is  often  answered 
by  the  spoon  and  cup  used  for  measuring. 

Recipes  now  days  are  not  gues.swork. 
but  are  based  on  level  measure  unless 
otherwise  specified.  A  set  of  standard 
measuring  cups  and  spoons  Is  Inexpensive 
and  lasts  a  lifetime,  so  don't  run  the  risk 
of  ruined  foodstuffs  by  using  anything 
else. 

Not  every  household  can  have  the 
luxury  of  an  electric  beater.  Rotary  hand 
beaters  come  in  different  grades.  Get  the 
best  you  can  afford  and  see  how  much 
i)ettei-  the  job  Is  done.  The  mixing  bowl 
should  be  large  enough  to  do  thorough 
mixing  without  spilling  over.  We  all  have 
our  pet  spoons.  For  cakes  1  like  the  short 
wooden  one  that  comes  in  a  popular  pre- 
l>ared  flour.  A  spoon  with  a  large  flat 
bowl  mixes  quickly.  The  pan  size  Is  an- 
other important  item.  The  recipe  that  calls 
for  an  S-inch  pan  makes  a  nuich  thinner 
cake  when  spread  over  a  it-inch  pan.  .So 
if  you  do  not  have  that  natural  gift  of 
"feel"  for  cookery,  be  accurate  in  recipes 
as  given,  and  better  succe.ss  in  baking  and 
cooking  will   result.

Yes,  von  >aii  with  mote  ease  and  real 
.njovrueiit  if  all  is  in  readiness.  The  rush 
of  summer  guests,  outdoor  social  affairs 
and  many  interferences  around  canning; 
season,  leads  us  to  urge  all  canners  to 
have  their  working  utensils  and  canning 
equipment   right  at  hand. 

Che.k  closely  on  the  newest  and  best. 
aiouK  with  the  old  true  and  tried  tools. 
Knives  should  be  sharp,  and  of  the  right 
si/e.  .\  supply  of  colanders  and  br.wls. 
both  large  and  small  is  always  reiiuireil. 
A  jelly  strainer,  measuring  cups  of  \arious 
sizes,  and  spoons  all  types  and  length.^ 
are  needed  accessories.  Kettle  spoons  and 
ladles  that  have  hooked  ends  to  hang  on 
the  side  of  the  kettle  are  a  special  con- 
venieiu-e.  Do  not  overlook  the  usefulness 
of  a  skimmer  with  perforated  bowl.  It 
comes  In  a  large,  round  size,  of  aluminum, 
and  is  a  great  help  in  skimiuing  Itoiling 
jellv.  .\ot  a  drop  is  wasted,  for  the  syrup 
all  drips  back  into  the  kettle  and  the  scum 
.lings  to  the  skimmer,  i  »o  you  have  plenty 
of  large  jians  and  containers  for  the 
fruit  preparation  ami  those  bulky  vege- 
tables.' 

A  cheery  beginning  (which  Is  half  the 
battle  in  any  undertaking)  is  assured 
when  bright  new  pans  and  kettles  and 
those  adorable  white  |>orielain  ytaus  are 
all  in  order.  A  final  caution:  Follow  to 
the  letter  all  rules  and  directions  for 
steatners,  jars,  etc.  Here's  wishing  you  a 
sticcessful  caiuiing  season.

Tlie  32nd  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Poultry  Science 
.Association  took  place  at  Cornell  University, 
June  26  to  iit,  1940.  Of  the  many  papers  pre- 
sented, some  of  more  immediate  concern  to  the 
practical  poultry  producer  are  herewith  reviewed. 


All-iilffht  lights,  as  affecting  Leghorn 
l)unets  and  hens,  were  studied  over  a 
period  of  10  years  by  R.  Penquite  and 
R.  U.  Thomp.son,  Oklahoma  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College.  It  was  observed 
that  all-night  lights  neither  increased  nor 
decrea.sed  the  yearly  egg  production  of 
hens  or  pullets,  but  a  definite  increase  in 
all  but  one  of  the  10  years  occurred  during 
November  and  December,  while  during 
March,  April  and  May  production  was 
lower  than  that  of  the  not-lighted  control 
lots.  The  response  to  all-night  lights  was 
greater  in  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber among  the  yearlings  than  the  pullets. 

All-night  lights  had  no  injurious  effect 
on  hatehability  or  adult  health  or  livabil- 
ity.  No  significant  difference  in  the  annual 
feed  con.sumption  between  lighted  and 
non-light  lots  was  recorded.  The  data  in- 
dicate, but  not  conclusively,  that  all-night 
lights  might  be  of  benefit  during  the  hot 
weather  months  i.e.  July,  August  and 
September.

The  Effect  of  Shipping  and  of  Time  of 

Feeding  of  Chicks  is  still  one  of  the  prac- 
tical problems  confronting  producers  and 
purchasers  alike.  M.  W.  Olsen  and  B. 
Winton  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture observed  various  shipments,  made 
at  different  seasons  of  the  year,  having 
been  "on  the  road"  without  feed  for  about 
24,  4S,  72  and  96  hours.  They  report  that 
"eiiviroiiniental  conditions  during  transit, 
the  length  of  time  without  feed,  and  the 
distance  shipped  were  important  factors 
iiiMuencing  subsequent  growth  and  livabil- 
ity  of  the  chick." 

The  survivors  of  one  series  of  shipments 
were  studied  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks. 
The  group  having  lost  the  most  weight  in 
transit  gradually  overcame  this  handicap, 
but  at  eight  weeks  they  still  were  but  95 
per  cent  as  heavy  as  the  lot  which  weighed 
most  at  first  feeding. 

•  •         • 

Jlow  Ueliuble  Is  Candling!  N.  G.  Paul- 
hus  and  J.  M.  Gwin  of  the  University  of 
Maryland  find  that  "candled  appearance 
is  not  as  reliable  a  measure  of  interior 
finality  as  broken-out  observations  made 
with  day-old  eggs."  Candling  api)earance 
dropped  sharply  during  April  and  declined 
slowly  thereafter  until   December. 

The  percentage  of  thick  white  declined 
rapidly  in  May,  with  a  further  decrease 
in  June;  thereafter,  a  gradual  improve- 
ment was  ob.served.  As  expected,  the 
height  of  the  yolk  followed  quite  closely 
the  condition  of  the  white.  Wide  differ- 
ences in  all  of  the  various  measures  of 
egg  <iuality  o<-curred  between  the  pens  and 
many   of  the  individuals  of  each  pen. 

•  •         • 

(>izzurd  erosions,  of  varying  degrees  of 
severity,  were  observed  in  virtually  all  of 
1,73"  day  old  chicks  studied  by  A.  E. 
Tepi>er  and  II.  R.  Bird  at  the  University 
of  Maryland.  These  chicks  represented  62 
hat<-heries,  seven  breeds  and  12  different 
states.  Xot  a  single  lot  of  chicks  examined 
was  found  to  be  free  of  gizzard  lesions. 
Growth  and  livability  were  excellent  in  all 
ca.ses.  These  investigators  concluded  that 
with  good  care  and  management,  gizzard 
erosions  do  not  impair  growth  and  livabil- 
ity. 

•  •        • 

Kgrg  weight,  as  influenced  by  the  date  of 
hatch,  has  been  subjected  to  an  inquiry  by 
F.  P.  Jeffrey.  New  Jersey  Agricultural 
Experiment     Station.     He     observed     that 


November  and  January  hatched  pullets 
produced  more  small  eggs  than  did  pullets 
hatched  in  April,  June  and  September.  A 
high  percentage  of  medium  sized  eggs 
was  produced  by  June  and  September 
hatched  pullets,  and  a  high  percentage  of 
large  eggs  was  recorded  for  the  January 
and  April  hatched  birds.  Rate  of  egg  pro- 
duction did  not  appear  to  affect  egg  weight 
very  significantly.  An  interaction  of 
temperature,  of  age  and  of  size  of  the 
birds  seeined   to  determine  egg  weight. 

•  •        • 

Factors  affecting  poultry  profits  were 
surveyed  by  P.  L.  Putnam  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Connecticut.  This  study  covered 
a  period  of  seven  years  and  125  commer- 
cial  poultry    plants.    Quoting   the   author: 

"These  studies  indicate  that  in  Connec- 
ticut six  factors  are  most  important  for 
successful  operation  of  a  poultry  business. 
They  are:  yearly  egg  production  per  bird, 
fall  egg  production,  mortality,  labor 
efllciency,  overhead  costs,  and  volume  of 
business.  These  factors  serve  as  a  method 
of  checking  efllciency  and  indicate  to  poul- 
trymen  the  important  problems  that  re- 
quire special  study. 

"Most  poultrymen  are  efficient  in  some 
parts  of  the  business,  but  this  efficiency  is 
offset  frequently  by  poor  results  in  other 
phases.  For  exatnple  :  Some  are  especially 
skilled  in  management  and  feeding  prac- 
tices which  result  in  good  egg  production, 
but  tend  to  use  more  labor  than  needed 
in  caring  for  the  flock.  Each  of  these  six 
factors  has  a  direct  bearing  on  earnings, 
but  a  poultryman  with  high  efficiency  ii.j 
only  one  or  two  factors  cannot  expect  a' 
good  icnome.  A  well  rounded  farm  busi- 
ness with  fair  elficiency  in  all  six  factors 
is  essential  in  securing  large  earnings." 

*  •         * 
Inheritanre  of  egg  size  has  been  studied 

by  F.  A.  Hays  of  the  Massachusetts  Ex- 
periment Station.  The  results  of  a  series 
of  well  planned  tests  indicate  that,  in 
general,  the  sire  influences  egg  size  to  the 
same  extent  as  does  the  dam.

Make  October  Profitable 

October  is  a  month  of  opportunity 
and  worry  for  all  of  us.  Pullets  have 
just  been  housed,  they're  ready  to 
shell  out  the  eggs  at  a  time  wher 
prices  are  increasing,  and  they  can 
return  a  sizeable  portion  of  the  in- 
vestment in  them  if  they  are  properly 
handled. 

Newly  housed  pullets  must  be  care- 
fully watched  for  cannibalism.  Study 
everything  you  can  find  on  fall  pro- 
duction so  as  to  be  ready  to  meet 
any  emergency  that  arises.  Better  lay 
in  a  supply  of  anti-pick  devices,  just 
in  case  trouble  starts. 

Watch  the  W'aterers 

Check  the  waterers  often  during 
the  next  few  weeks.  There  will  be 
several  hot  days  and  a  few  hours 
without  water  may  be  responsible  for 
lowered  production  just  when  you 
want  it  most.  Keep  the  fountains 
clean  and  make  sure  that  the  area 
around  them  is  always  dry.  Mount 
them  on  a  hardware  cloth  platform  if 
you're  troubled  with  soggy  litter. 

Watch  Bod>  Weights 

Don't  let  the  pullets  lose  weight 
after  they  get  into  production.  It  is  a 
good  idea  to  band  about  10  per  cent 
of  the  birds,  then  weigh  them  about 
every  10  days.  If  they  are  losing,  you 
may  have  one  of  those  costly  pullet 
molts  on  your  hands  in  a  few  weeks. 
Do  something  to  step  up  feed  intake. 

Fresh  Feed  Aids  Appetites 

One  way  to  make  sure  that  the  pul- 
lets will  consume  enough  mash  is  to 
see   that   they   get    fresh   feed   every

raiser  in  the  North-

An  event  such  as  this  gives  the 
pouUryman  an  opportunity  to  rub 
shoulders  with  others  in  the  same 
business,  to  exchange  experiences  and 
to  obtain  ideas  that  can  be  put  into 
practice  with  profit.  At  the  Neppco 
Exposition,  it  will  be  possible  in  a 
short  time  to  see  a  wide  variety  of 
equipment.  On  the  speaking  program, 
which  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
well-known  authorities  will  give  their 
views  on  topics  of  particular  interest 
to  the  poultry  industry  at  this  time. 

So,  if  at  all  possible,  attend  the 
Neppco  Poultry  Industry  Exposition. 


What's  Your  In  this  issue  of 

Efficiency  Score'     Everybodys,  Mor- 

ley  A.  Jull,  head 
of  the  poultry  department  at  the 
Univeisity  of  Maryland,  lists  some 
efficiency  factors  that  we'll  all  do 
well  to  check  up  on.  With  an  in- 
definite future  ahead,  we'd  better 
know  pretty  well  where  we're  going 
and  how  we're  going  to  get  there 
before  starting  down   the   road. 

Dr.  Jull  lists  four  major  factors 
with  which  we  need  be  most  con- 
cerned in  determining  efficiency: 
Number  of  eggs  produced  in  October 


and  November;  150  eggs  per  bird  per 
year;  proper  cuUin'^,  and  persistency. 
If  you  can't  figure  all  these  thin-^s 
out  in  your  head,  get  a  pencil  and 
paper,  and  see  how  your  production 
and  management  compare  with  Jull's 
minimum,  requirements. 

Are  the  pullets  shelling  out  an  egg 
every  two  days  for  each  bird?  If  not, 
let's  find  out  why  they're  not.  Perhaps 
we  can't  do  anything  about  it  this 
year,  but  make  sure  that  the  chicks 
you  buy  in  a  few  months  have  the 
inherent  ability  to  start  producing  a 
large  number  of  eggs  in  the  fall 
months. 

Did  the  hens  average  150  eggs  each 
this  past  year?  If  they  didn't,  was  it 
the  hens,  or  lack  of  culling  and  im- 
proper management  that  was  re- 
sponsible? You  wouldn't  keep  a  hired 
hand  that  only  did  a  half-way  job.  If 
a  hen  isn't  doing  her  share,  you're 
better  off  to  get  her  into  the  kettle. 

Are  you  culling  regularly  ?  Day-by- 
day  removal  of  non-producers  will 
save  both  feed  and  time. 

Are  the  hens  laying  regularly  and 
persistently?  If  there  are  a  few  old 
birds  that  lay  four  eggs  one  week  and 
then  take  a  two  week's  vacation, 
you'll  do  well  to  put  them  in  the 
stew  pot  with  the  birds  that  aren't 
laying  at  all.  Dr.  Jull's  banding  sug- 
gestions tell  you  just  how  to  know 
what  birds  aren't  steady  layers. 

This  war  and  the  influence  it  has 
on  our  economic  situation  may  or 
may  not  have  a  serious  effect  on  the 
egg  producing  business.  The  chances 
are,  however,  that  profits  for  1940, 
1941,  and  years  following  will  be  re- 
lated to  airplane  production,  as  Dr. 
Jull  points  out. 

At  any  rate,  it's  October,  crisp 
breezes  blow,  leaves  are  in  the  air, 
and  we're  entering  another  phase  of 
the  business.  It's  a  natural  time  to 
check  up.  What's  your  efficiency 
score  ?

Meet  Increased  Costs  With   .   .  . 

More  Efficiency

Present  upset  conditions  throughout  the  world  today 
make  it  necessary  that  poultrynien  plan  to  meet  the 
higher  operating  costs  ahead  with  better  management. 


THERE  are  probably  few  poultry- 
men  who  realize  that  one  of  the 
inevitable  consequences  of  the 
present  European  war  will  be  a  more 
urgent  need  for  greater  efficiency  in 
production  in  the  poultry  industry.  It 
is  true,  of  course,  that  in  ordinary 
times  the  amount  of  labor  income  is 
controlled  largely  by  the  degree  of 
efficiency  in  market  egg  production. 
Major  wars  have  a  depressing  affect 
on  all  industries,  however,  so  that 
during  the  period  of  economic  de- 
pression following  a  major  conflict,  all 
operations  must  be  carried  on  more 
efficiently  than  ever. 

The  economic  depression  which 
overtook  the  world  in  1932  was  really 
an  aftermath  of  the  World  War  and 
all  poultrymen  know  that  the  effects 
of  the  depression  on  the  poultry  in- 
dustry were  quite  serious.  The  feed- 
egg  price  ratio  was  lower  from  1910 
to  1914  than  from  1935  to  1940.  so 
that  during  the  latter  period  produc- 
tion had  to  be  carried  on  more  effi- 
ciently in  order  to  make  the  same 
labor  income  as  in  the  prewar  period. 
It  is  authoritatively  stated  that  the 
World  War  cost  189  billion  dollars, 
but  this  actual  cost  was  small  com- 
pared with  the  loss  of  production,  de- 
struction of  property,  interruption  of 
trade  and  other  losses  directly  and 
indirectly  traceable  to  that  conflict. 
But  that  situation,  bad  as  it  proved 
to  be,  will  likely  be  small  in  compari- 
son to  the  devastation  now  being 
wrought. 

That  is  not  a  very  pleasant  picture, 
but  when  probabilities  become  real- 
ities, they  have  to  be  faced. 

In  the  United  States,  the  prepared- 
ness program  of  the  national  defense 
scheme  will  employ  much  labor  and 
otherwise    stimulate    greater   activity 


in  business  and  industry.  But  in  the 
long  run  it  cannot  be  expected  to  be 
a  very  good  investment,  as  far  as 
economic  returns  are  concerned,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  manufacturing 
implements  for  dropping  bombs  and 
shooting  shells  doesn't  make  for  pros- 
perity. Carrying  out  the  preparedness 
program  will  mean  huge  outlays  of 
money,  increa.sed  taxes,  and  probably 
an  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  The 
cost  of  the  preparedness  program  will 
represent  an  added  "overhead"  ex- 
pense. 

Greater   Efficiency   Needed 

The  general  affect  of  all  this  on  the 
poultry  industry  will  be  the  need  for 
operating;  more  efficiently  than  ever 
in  order  to  make  a  reasonable  labor 
income. 

Many  poultry  producers  are  pro- 
ducing eggs  at  a  loss,  even  if  they 
don't  know  it.  Under  normal  condi- 
tions, a  hen  must  lay  about  100  eggs 
in  a  year  to  pay  for  her  feed  bill. 
Increasing  the  level  of  egg  production 
reduces  the  feed  cost  of  producing 
eggs,  and  that  is  very  important  for 
the  simple  reason  that  the  cost  of 
feeding  laying  hens  represents  about 
one-half  of  the  total  cost  of  producing 
eggs. 

During  recent  years,  farmers  have 
been  urged  and  paid  to  conserve  soil 
fertility  and  produce  better  crops,  but 
very  little  has  been  done  by  the 
Federal  government  to  encourage  the 
breeding  of  better  quality  farm  live- 
stock, including  poultry.  Since  by  far 
the  major  portion  of  the  grain  and 
green  crops  grown  are  used  by  live- 
stock to  produce  foods  of  animal 
origin  for  humans,  it  becomes  per- 
fectly    apparent     that     one     of     the

Poultry 


Pennsylvania  Poultry  Association  members  see  how  Eastern 
Shore    producers    turn    out    millions   of    broilers    annually.

TWO  highly  profitable  days  were 
spent  by  poultrymen  from  34 
Pennsylvania  counties,  New  York, 
Delaware,  Maryland.  New  Jersey.  Il- 
linois, and  the  District  of  Columbia 
on  August  21  and  22,  touring  the 
Del-Mar-Va  peninsula  on  the  1940 
Pennsylvania  State  Poultry  Associa- 
tion tour.  Ten  stops  were  made  on 
the  tour  and  the  more  than  450  poul- 
trymen had  opportunities  to  observe 
operations  on  many  types  of  poultry 
farms  and  allied  businesses. 

Oliver  Suddard,  at  Newark,  Del., 
was  the  first  poultryman  to  entertain 
the  travelers.  He  winters  4,000  White 
Leghorns  annually  and  has  a  highly 
successful  farm,  despite  of  the  fact 
that  some  of  his  practices  are  not  en- 
tirely in  agreement  with  those  in 
common  usage.  Suddard  puts  chicken 
manure  on  the  ground  around  range 
houses  when  the  grass  gets  thin,  a 
seeming  violation  of  sanitation  rules, 
but  a  practice  that  works  out  well  in 
rejuvenating  ranges.  His  chicks  are 
brooded  on  sawdust  and  laying  houses 
have  dirt  floors,  with  the  sand  over 
the  dirt  being  changed  once  a  year. 

A  lesson  in  disease  control  was 
learned  a  few  years  ago  when  Sud- 
dard    tried     to     get     along     without 
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vaccination.  He  now  vaccinates  regu- 
larly. 

Making  Hatching  Eggs  Pay 

A  chance  to  look  over  the  farm  of 
a  crossbred  hatching  egg  producer 
was  given  the  tour  members  when 
they  stopped  in  at  Hoke  Palmer's 
place  near  Gla.sgow,  Del. 

"If  you  get  less  than  15  cents 
premium  above  the  highest  price  for 
brown  eggs,  you'd  better  produce 
white  market  eggs."  said  Palmer,  in 
driving  home  the  point  that  produc- 
tion of  hatching  eggs  was  extremely 
expensive.  The  necessity  of  Pullorum 
testing,  proving  all  male  birds  before 
extensive  use,  and  other  special  re- 
quirements increase  hatching  egg 
costs.  Records  prove  that  it  costs  at 
least  $10.00  for  each  male  bird  that 
finally  makes  the  grade  and  gets  into 
active  breeding. 

Palmer's  experience  has  indicated 
that  red  birds  are  more  resistant  to 
fowl  paralysis  than  are  Leghorns,  but 
Leghorns  require  less  coddling  than 
Reds.  The  Reds  seem  to  be  more 
sensitive  to  temperature  changes. 

A  plant  turning  out  more  than 
100,000  roasting  chickens  annually  is 
that  of  William  Haas,  at  Dover,  Del.

Haas  puts  in  12.000  chicks  a  week  for 
3  weeks,  runs  them  through  the  plant 
in  3  months,  then  starts  another  batch. 
Twenty-five  to  30  acres  of  Kale  are 
planted  annually  on  the  Haas  farm. 
It  is  fed  to  chicks,  and  seems  to  help 
control  fighting  among  cockerels. 

Keeping  Overhead  Costs  Down 

All  houses  and  most  of  the  equip- 
ment used  on  the  farm  are  as  inex- 
pensive as  it  is  possible  to  have  them 
and  still  manage  the  birds  properly. 
There  are  no  ranges,  the  birds  being 
raised    entirely     in    confinement.     A 
concrete   platform   in   front   of   each 
building    afTords   exercise   space   and 
opportunity  for  the  birds  to  get  plenty 
of  sunshine.  Roosts  have  been  elimi- 
nated from  all  the  houses  to  prevent 
crooked  breasts.  Ammonia  in  manure 
is  credited   with   being   partially   re- 
sponsible for  breast  blister  trouble  by 
Haas'   two  sons  who  assist   in  man- 
aging    the     business.     Keeping     the 
houses  dry  is  also  a  big  help  in  con- 
trolling the  blisters.  Fresh  air,  sun- 
shine, and  proper  ventilation  do  much 
to  keep  down  colds. 

Over  a  period  of  years,  Haas  has 
found  the  roasters  for  the  Easter 
season  to  be  the  most  profitable  lot. 
The  birds  are  sold  by  the  house. 
Buyers  come  in  and  bid  on  5,000  birds

UNDER  the  existing  economic 
conditions  of  the  poultry  indus- 
try, every  poultryman  realizes 
the  necessity  for  havin^?  either  a  bar- 
racks house  or  some  laying  shelters 
to  accommodate  the  old  hens  when 
pullets  are  ready  to  go  into  the  laying 
houses. 

With  early-hatched  pullets  coming 
into  production  in  July  and  with  the 
old  hens  still  held  in  production 
through  the  fall  months,  it  is  possible 
to  get  two  seasons  of  high  egg  price 
and  one  season  of  low  egg  price  out 
of  the  first  laying  year.  Following  this 
practice  means  keeping  more  layinn; 
hens  and  getting  greater  volume  of 
egg  production  from  July  1  to  January 
1  than  from  January  1  to  July  1 — a 
practice  which  spells  profit  accordin-;; 
to  farm  management  studies. 

Uses  of  All-Season   Shelter 

Those  who  have  a  large  permanent 
brooder  house,  that  is  suitable  for  a 
laying  house  during  the  fall  months, 
have  little  need  for  laying  shelters, 
but  many  who  are  not  in  that  position 
are  forced  to  allow  pullets  to  lay  on 
range  or  sell  the  old  hens  while  they 
are  still  in  profitable  production.  Lay- 
ing shelters  are  the  answer  to  this 
problem. 


A  laying  shelter  must,  first  of  all, 
be  a  low  co.st  structure  else  one  might 
better  build  a  barracks  house  which 
can  be  used  the  year  'round.  The  lay- 
ing shelter  most  commonly  used  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  usually  has  an 
even-span  roof  with  wire  sides.  The 
season  of  u.se  is  from  June  to  October. 

The  Connecticut  All-Season  Laying 
Shelter  has  been  developed  to  provide 
a  longer  season  of  use  which  may 
start  with  finishing  broilers  from 
March  on  and  it  may  be  used  for 
laying  birds  from  June  until  Decem- 
ber. It  may  even  be  used  for  housing 
surplus  breeding  cockerels  during  the 
entire  winter,  giving  it  year  'round 
use. 

The  cost  is  as  low  as  a  building 
suitable  for  long-season  use  can  be 
constructed.  The  size  is  24  x  24  feet. 
The  roof,  which  is  even-span,  can  be 
boarded  and  papered  or  covered  with 
galvanized  iron.  Under  New  England 
conditions,  where  much  hurricane 
lumber  is  available,  boards  and  paper 
are  considerably  cheaper.  Eighteen- 
inch  blind-nailed  paper  is  advi.sed. 

This  shelter  has  adjustable  sides 
which  can  be  opened  and  closed  read- 
ily when  necessary. 

The  roosting  pit  is  placed  across 
the  back  of  the  pen,  the  nests  are  on

the  side  walls  and  the  entire  floor  is 
free  for  feeders. 

Holds  300  Hens 

This  shelter  will  accommodate  a 
maximum  of  300  hens.  The  cost  of 
material  is  about  $150.  It  should  be 
fastened  down  with  concrete  posts 
and  should  be  supplied  with  running 
water  and  electric  lights.  The  shelter 
may  be  operated  with  or  without  a 
yard.  A  yard  is  not  advisable  unless 
a  large  area  is  available.  The  ad- 
justable sides  provide  ideal  summer 
conditions,  protection  from  the  sun 
and  heat  with  a  constant  movement 
of  air. 

The  long  season  of  use  and  the 
greater  comfort  of  the  birds  justify 
the  additional  expense  compared  to 
the  ordinary  laying  shelter  with  wire 
sides  only. 

Building   Instructions 

Th<-  Cimiiecticut  Colli  Wi-atluT  24  ft.  x 
21  ft.  Layliip  Shelter  with  adjustable  sides 
is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
ordinary  summer  laying  shelter  plus  pro- 
t(  rtion  early  in  the  spring  and  late  in  the 
fall  for  yomiK  stofk,  laying  hens  or  sur- 
plus males.  I'sitis:  wire  only  on  the  sides 
and  nsinn  esu  cases  or  oranse  boxes  for 
nests  will  reduce  the  cost  about  2.")  per 
cent  but  the  length  of  serviie  per  year 
will   J>e   reduced  about   .")0  per  cent. 

FoiiiKlHtioii  —  Concrete  blocks  with 
aiiihor  bolts  at  the  corners,  the  center  of 
each  side  and  beneath  the  center  po-t, 
are  supgested  for  the  foundation  of  the 
shelter.

NKW  YORK.  X.  Y.,  .Inly  30— At 
.")  :30  this  afternoon,  the  City  <V)uncll 
passed  a  law  "to  amend  the  ad- 
ministrative code  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  relation  to  poultry." 


Thu.s  was  completed  the  legislative 
program  believed  nece.ssary  for  the 
construction  of  a  modern  central  live 
poultry  marketing  terminal  in  New 
York  City  and  the  operation  of  such 
a  terminal  in  the  interest  of  the 
entire  poultry  industry.  Preceding  this 
local  law,  an  enabling  act  was  passed 
at  the  1940  winter  session  of  the  New 
York  State  Legislature. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Mayor's  Live 
Poultry  Terminal  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  representatives  of  producers, 
country  point  shippers,  receivers, 
wholesale  slaughterhouse  and  retail 
slaughterhouse  operators,  had  fre- 
quent meetings  with  City  Market 
Commissioner.  William  Fellowes 
Morgan.  Jr.  and  his  associates  relative 
to  the  construction  and  operation  of 
such  a  market.  Also,  the  city  budgeted 
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center.  That  factor  will  contribute  to 
cheaper  distribution. 

Of  course,  some  objections  can  be 
raised  to  this  site.  All  rail  shipments 
must  be  delivered  by  lighter.  On  .some 
days.  Mother  Nature  will  take  a  hand 
in  the  proceedings,  with  her  fog,  wind, 
and  ice.  making  deliveries  impo.ssible. 
The  Weather  Bureau,  however,  states 
that  this  happens  on  the  average  of 
only  four  days  a  year.  When  qne 
figures  that  such  a  situation  may 
occur  on  light  or  non-market  days, 
with  no  rail  deliveries  to  be  made,  or 
studies  the  advantages  of  ample 
.space  for  all  modern  facilities  and 
expansion,  centralization  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  wholesale  trade,  and  the 
expediting  of  motor  deliveries  and 
distribution,  this  objection  is  incon- 
sequential. 

Will   Centralize    Marketing 

After  considering  every  known 
factor,  the  Mayor's  Committee  ap- 
proved this  site  as  the  best  available, 
and  their  minds  were  on  improvement 
and  efiiciency  in  the  marketing  pro- 
cess. 

A  New  York  City  central  live  poul- 
try terminal  has  been  a  dream  for 
years.  Much  effort  has  been  expended 
toward  that  end  in  past  without  avail. 
Today,  carlot  shipments  of  live  poul- 
try are  received  at  the  60th  Street 
market  in  Manhattan.  Some  four 
miles  south  is  West  Washington  Mar- 
ket, a  city-owned  facility,  where  the 
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half  a  million  dol- 
lars for  use  in  con- 
structing such  a  ter- 
minal. A  few  thou- 
sand dollars  of  this 
sum  were  made 
available  immediate- 
ly so  architects 
could  proceed  with 
construction  plans. 

Plans  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  Live 
Poultry  Marketing  Terminal  have 
already  been  turned  over  to  Commis- 
sioner Morgan  for  approval.  At  the 
new  terminal,  all  live  poultry  entering 
the  city  will  be  received,  whether  it 
takes  its  last  ride  from  the  producing 
area  by  motor  truck,  in  a  chicken 
pullman.  through  the  air.  or  over  the 
water.  It  will  be  a  union  terminal  in 
every  respect.  Here,  too,  all  live  poul- 
try offered  for  sale  for  human  con- 
sumption to  the  more  than  7.000.000 
people  inhabiting  New  York  City  will 
receive  a  final  inspection  for  health 
and  condition. 

Site  Chosen 

A  site  sufficient  in  size  to  meet  the 
present  and  future  needs  of  such  a 
market  has  already  been  selected.  It 
is  advantageous  from  both  a  receiving 
and  distributing  standpoint  as  it  is  on 
the  water,  at  Newton  Creek  where  it 
joins  the  East  River. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  wholesale 
slaughterhouses  operating  within  the 
city  limits  are  within  2'o  miles  of  this 


^ 
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bulk  of  trucked-in  poultry  is  received. 
In  addition,  there  are  15  or  20  other 
points  in  the  city  which  receive  live 
poultry  by  truck. 

With  unforeseen  and  sometimes  un- 
known arrivals  at  such  .scattered  re- 
ceiving points,  the  difficulty  in  arriv- 
ing at  fair  market  prices  from  day 
to  day  is  obvious.  The  unknowns  in 
the  price-making  structure  present 
risks  to  the  producer  and  the 
trade.  Many  times  these  risks  are 
translated  into  losses.  The  fact  that 
this  situation  will  be  entirely  over- 
come when  trading  starts  on  the  new 
terminal  is  in  itself  sufficient  justifica- 
tion for  the  construction  of  the  new 
market.  Market  supplies  and  condi- 
tions may  be  definitely  ascertained, 
and  more  order  and  more  stability  in 
the  marketing  procedure  will  result. 

Highly  Unionized  Business 
Poultry  markets  of  New  York  City 
are  highly  unionized.  A  truck-riding 
chicken,  on  arrival  at  a  receiving 
market  in  New  York  City,  will  first 
go  into  the  hands  of  a  member  of  the 
Carmen  and  Handlers  Union  who  will 
place  the  coop  on  a  truck.  Here  a 
member  of  the  International  Brother- 
hood of  Teamsters,  ChaufTeurs. 
Stablemen  and  Helpers  Union  known 
as  a  "stand  man"  will  take  over, 
transferring  said  chicken  to  the  re- 
ceiver's coop  and  then  placing  the 
coop  on  a  scale  to  be  weighed  by  a 
member  of  the  Weighmasters  Union. 
Thereafter,  the  "stand  man'  again 
takes  charge. 

If  the  chicken  is  destined  for  a 
kosher  slaughterhouse,  it  will  again 
come  in  contact  with  members  of  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Team- 
sters. ChaufTeurs,  Stablemen  and 
Helpers  Union  as  well  as  a  member 
of  the  Schochtim  Union  who  does  the 
slaughtering.  A  member  of  the  Plum- 
bcerer's  Union  will  attach  a  metal  tag 
known  as  a  "plumba"  to  the  chicken's 
leg  identifying  it  as  kosher-killed.  In 
addition,  there  is  the  Poultry  Worker's 
Union  to  which  pluckers,  office  work- 
ers, and  salesmen  belong. 

Until  the  advent  of  Mayor  La  Guar- 
dia.  Commi.ssioner  Morgan,  and  Dis- 
trict Attorney  Dewey,  this  complete 
organization  seemed  to  bo  a  stumbling 
block  in  the  path  of  live  poultry 
marketing  progress.  Ihis  trio  did  a 
remarkable  clean-up  job.  The  new 
freedom  of  labor,  the  provisions  of  the 
new  administrative  code  in  relation 
to  poultry,  and  an  altcmpt  at  co- 
operation between  the  factors  of  the 
live  poultry  industry,  when  once  the 
new  live  poultry  marketing  terminal 
is  in  operation,  should  lead  to  an 
improved  labor  situation.  For  one 
thing,  it  is  certain  that  it  will  bring 
about  a  much  shorter,  faster  market, 
saving  many  hours  of  overtime  each 
Market  day.

Home-Mixing   Feeds 

Q. — Plea.se  send  m*  a  copy  of  the  feed 
fornuila  used  in  one  of  the  epK  layinp 
contests.  I  am  now  usinp  a  ready-mixed 
feed,  but  would  like  to  try  mixing  toy 
own. — I...   K.,   Pa. 

.\,  —  You  can  probably  obtain  such  a 
formula  by  writing  the  offlcial  epK  layinp 
contest  of  this  state,  but  I  do  not  recom- 
mend home  mixinpr.  The  majority  of  suc- 
cessful poultry  farms  use  manufactureil 
feeds  as  they  .seem  to  obtain  better  results 
with  carefully  mixed,  properly  balanced 
conunercial   feeds. 

The  yardstick  by   which  to  measure  the 
value    of    a    feed    is    not    the    initial    price, 
but   the  profit   which  it  can  make  for  you. 
.\  conunercial ly   mixed   feed   may  cost  you 
a  little  more  per  pound,  but   will  probably 
>tive  you  more  epfff  production,  thus  lower- 
ing  the    cost    of    produ»-inK   a    dozen    e^jcs. 
If    you    try    to   buy    your   own    iuKredients 
ami  compound    your   ration   at    home,    you 
have    no    assurance    that    you    will    have 
uniform    cpiality    of    tho.se    ingredients    or 
tl\at     your    feed     will    be    properly     mixed.

October  2 — This  is  the  month  when 
I  usually  house  the  pullets,  but  unless 
the  weather  turns  cooler  I  think  the 
birds  are  better  off  out  doors.  It  is  so 
warm  that  they  will  Ret  into  mischief 
■f  confined  to  the  laying  houses.  And 
by  mischief  I  mean  Ihcy  will  start  to 
pull  feathers.  This  is  really  just  a 
plajful  act.  One  b-rd  rushes  up  to 
another  and  firab',  a  beakful  of 
feathers.  It  corresponds  to  tweaking  a 
r^irl's  hair— a  school  kid  trick.  But  if 
the  feather  follicle  starts  to  bleed, 
the  playful  act  .soon  develops  into  an 
act  of  pure  cu.ssedness.  This  cannibal- 
ism is  one  thing  that  I  am  afraid  of 
when  once  it  gets  started 

October  3 — Wc  are  going  to  start  in 
wiih  our  regular  fall  work.  When  the 
weather  turns  cooler  we  will  take 
care  of  the  pullets.  This  afternoon  we 
ground  several  tons  of  corn  cobs.  Geo. 
Grosjean's  portable  hammermill  came 
out  to  do  the  work.  One  of  the  bins 
in  the  wooden  garage  is  just  about 
full.  The  estimated  capacity  is  five 
Ions.  The  ground  cobs  are  used  behind 
the  cows,  in  the  long  house  manure 
carriers  and  on  the  dropping  boards. 
There  is  nothing  like  having  a  lot  of 
dry  something  to  use  in  the  winter 
even  if  it  is  ground  corn  cobs.  The 
warehouses  bring  the  cobs  out  gratis, 
but  the  grinding  costs  8  cents  a 
minute.  But  it  only  costs  about  $1.00 
a  ton  to  grind  them,  so  the  cost  isn't 
excessive  at  that. 

October  4 — Did  some  patching  on 
the  east  house  roof.  This  dry  weather 
has  played  heck  with  the  composition 
roof.  There  were  a  few  patches  to  put 
on,  nails  to  drive  down,  and  plastic 
cement  to  trowel  over  weak  spots.  The 
patches  are  cut  in  the  shape  of  a 
triangle,  cemented  down  with  one  of 
the  points  towards  the  peak  of  the 
roof.  I  suppose  that  when  it  rains, 
and  it  probably  will  soon,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  go  over  the  whole  roof 
again.  Composition  roofing  may  be 
guaranteed  for  16  years,  but  it  has 
been  my  experience  that  it  starts 
being  shot  full  of  holes  at  about  10 
years.  I  wrestle  with  it  for  a  couple 
of  years  and  then  replace  with  a 
galvanized  roof.  Then  in  a  couple  of 
years  it  needs  pain'.  Such  is  life  on  a 
chicken  ranch. 

October  5  —  Picked  up  a  few  odds 
and  ends  of  running  gears  for  today's 
sale  on  the  auction.  They  do  continue 
to  crop  out  occasionally,  in  fact,  every 
time  I  open  the  block  hou.sc  door  a 
couple  of   them   loom  up   before   me 


like  a  family  ghost  in  a  closet.  There 
are  still  a  few  husky  cockerels  that 
are  roosting  high,  wide,  and  handsome 
in  the  trees.  They  are  too  foxy  to  be 
caught  in  the  houses  and  they  can 
spot  a  catching  hook  as  if  it  were  an 
airplane  flying  low. 

October  7  —  Visitors  this  morning, 
and  Saturday  at  that.  Fortunately,  we 
were  well  up  with  the  work  and,  with 
Donnie  at  home,  there  was  no  hard- 
ship on  us.  About  this  time  of  the 
year  folks  begin  to  get  the  chicken 
fever.  They  get  to  thinking  about 
winter  eggs  and  how  nice  it  will  be  to 
go  out  in  the  laying  house  and  gather 
huge  baskets  of  them.  Yes,  I  like  to 
build  air  castles,  too.  It  is  fine  for  the 
imaginative  brain,  but  I  learned  long 
years  ago  that  there  is  a  whole  lot 
that  comes  before  one  can  go  out  in 
the  coop  and  gather  baskets  of  eggs.

I  guess  this  just  about  closes  that 
grand  and  glorious  event,  the  Seventh 
World's  Poultry  Congress.  It  was 
probably  the  one  and  only  chicken 
congress  that  1  will  ever  see,  but  the 
memory  will  linger  long.  Nancy  Jane 
has  spoken  .several  times  about  Junior 
Pack  Horse.  He  is  the  hi^h  spot  in 
iier  memory. 

October  11 — I  think  that  in  about 
another  week  we  had  better  start 
bringing  in  the  pullets.  It  is  getting 
that  time  of  year  when  I  start  to  get 
uneasy.  In  the  spring  I  get  uneasy 
about  getting  the  chicks  started  and 
in  the  fall  it  is  still  quite  warm,  but 
on  the  other  hand  almost  anything 
can  happen.  If  it  should,  by  any 
chance,  turn  off  cold  and  wet.  pullet 
housing  would  be  a  major  problem. 
We  could  catch  them  ea.sy  enough, 
but  it  wouldn't  be  very  pleasant 
handling  them  in  the  rain.  Also,  there 
is  the  danger  of  them  catching  cold. 
The  houses  are  all  ready  to  start 
filling,  but  I  believe  it  will  be  best  to 
wait  a  few  days.

October  12  —  The  rye,  which  was 
sowed  when  the  sweet  corn  was  cut  i 
the  truck  patch,  is  growing  well.  Bu' 
in  order  to  make  it  grow  even  better 
we  gave  it  a  top  dressing  of  manure 
today.  The  pits  in  the  block  hou.se 
were  cleaned  and  the  proceeds  plas-

tered  on  the  rye.  Ground  corn  cobs 
were  scattered  on  the  pit  floor  after 
cleaning. 

October  14 — This  idea  of  having  a 
radio  in  the  egg  room  is  pretty  nice. 
What  it  takes  to  candle  eggs  by  jazz 
music:  Well.  I  have  it.  But  this 
"Grand  Old  Opery"  from  Nashville 
came  very  near  being  my  undoing 
tonight.  I  like  to  "rech"  down  in  a 
case  and  pick  up  36  eggs,  in  flat  and 
filler,  at  one  time.  That  is  the  way 
the  auction  candlers  handle  them. 
Well.  I  was  waltzing  the  length  of  the 
egg  room  to  the  strains  of  "Turkey  in 
the  Straw"  with  a  filler  of  eggs  when 
something  happened  to  the  filler.  It 
appears  that  it  simply  folded  up.  I 
rather  think  the  filler  was  humidified 
so  highly  that  it  had  lost  its  rigidity. 
Anyway.  I  was  humiliated. 
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"IM<I  some  luifeliliii;  on  the  ea^t 
house  roof.  This  ilrj  ueatlier  has

October  17  —  The  weather  has 
turned  cooler,  so  I  think  we  had 
better  start  moving  in  the  pullets.  It 
will  take  several  weeks  to  get  them 
all  hou.sed  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it 
is  getting  about  time  to  start.  The 
pox  vaccine  came  .several  days  ago. 
The  pigeon  strain  will  be  u.sed  again 
this  year.  Some  folks  say  that  the 
lasting  effects  of  the  pigeon  strain  are 
too  short,  but  there  has  never  been 
an  outbreak  in  the  eight  or  nine  years 
I  have  been  using  it.  The  vaccinating 
table  has  been  dusted  ofT  and  a  supply 
of  hog  rings  has  been  bought.  Hog 
rings  make  a  leg  band  that  stay  put, 
and  there  is  no  question  about  it. 

October  18 — We  cleared  the  three 
bended  bow  rafter  brooder  houses  to- 
day. 125  birds  in  all.  Tomorrow  it  will 
be  No's.  1.  2  and  3  in  the  woods; 
Thursday  No's.  4.  5  and  6.  I  don't  be- 
lieve in  going  about  this  housing  too 
fast.  It  saves  much  time  and  patience 
if  the  laying  houses  are  filled  slowly 
becau.se  the  older  birds  show  the 
newcomers  where  the  water,  feed  and 
perches  are. 

October  19 — Eighty-five  birds  were 
roosting  in  the  three  houses.  Twenty 
were  held  over  in  the  battery  from 
\esterday.  I  buy  the  vaccine  in  100- 
lose  vials  and  we  vaccinate  in  units 
of  around  100.  The  directions  say  not 
to  u.se  the  vaccine  after  it  has  been 
mixed  over  12  hours,  so  the  100  dose 
unit  seems  to  be  about  right  for  our 
conditions.    The    local    cider    presses

days, I  spent  all  afternoon  getting 
cider  for  Monday  night's  meeting. 
Walter  Buss  furnished  the  apples  and 
I  did  the  hauling.  Ru.s.sel  Chance  did 
the  squeezing,  and  I  came  away  with 
37  gallons. 

October  20 — All  the  brooder  houses 
have  been  cleared,  and  any  bird  that 
we  catch  from  now  on  is  one  that  has 
been  roosting  in  the  trees.  Altogether, 
we  have  vaccinated  and  housed  295 
and  there  are  8  in  the  battery.  I  didn't 
want  to  mix  another  batch  of  vaccine 
just  for  them,  so  they  will  be  held 
over  until  Monday.  It  is  Donnie's  job 
to  see  that  all  the  pullets  are  on  the 
perches  at  night.  The  easy  way  to 
train  those  that  are  not  yet  housed  is 
to  train  those  that  are  housed.  If  the 
ones  we  have  caught  know  where  the 
perches  are,  the  new  arrivals  will 
naturally  follow  the  leaders  when 
they  go  to  roost.

October  21  —  Today  was  cleaning 
and  catch-up-in-general  day.  I  think 
it  has  been  a  rather  successful  week. 
While  we  didn't  get  so  many  pullets 
vaccinated,  we  did  get  started.  That 
is  the  big  idea  around  here  —  to  get 
started.  Those  birds  that  we  did  house 
are  becoming  acclimated.  They  don't 
wander  around  any  more  with  that 
lost  attitude.  When  they  get  hungry, 
they  go  to  the  feeders  and  eat.  They 
have  ceased  to  explore;  they  seem  to 
know  what  it  is  all  about.  And  that  is 
more  than  I  know  about  this  chicken 
business.  I  can  figure  out  on  paper 
how  I  can  retire  in  10  years,  but  it 
doesn't  seem  to  work  that  way  in 
reality. 

October  24 — For  the  last  few  days 
Ralph  Sheppard  and  I  had  been 
dickering  with  a  comedian  for 
the  auction  meeting.  His  entry  and 
argument  with  Dr.  Gerlaugh  ( last 
night's  chairman)  almost  broke  up 
the  meeting.  This  feature  was  a  com- 
plete surprise  to  all.  "Dusty"  Miller 
was  the  headliner  and  lived  up  to  his 
reputation  as  Ohio's  premier  humorist. 
He  kept  the  crowd  in  good  spirits  all 
tl-'e  time.  We  always  end  our  meetings 
with  a  lunch  and  folks  are  usually 
good  natured  during  this  period,  but 
last  night  everybody  seemed  to  be  in 
good  spirits  all  the  time.

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October  25  —  We  made  a  "blitz- 
kreig"  on  the  pullets.  We  really  went 
places  and  did  things,  housing  218  and 
have  69  in  the  battery  to  start  on  to- 
morrow. Ten  big  cockerels  were  also 
caught,  but  they  don't  count  as  laying 
stock.  Several  others  have  been  picked 
up  during  the  last  few  days  and  all 
will  be  sold  tomorrow.  There  will  also 
be  a  coop  of  cull  pullets  to  sell.  They 
are  little  ratty  fellows  that  I  don't 
think  it  will  pay  to  keep. 

October  26 — The  battery  is  all  clear 
and  we  are  ready  to  start  housing 
again  tomorrow.  All  of  the  cull  birds 
were  sold  this  morning.  This  after- 
noon we  caught  enough  birds  to  take 
a  batch  of  vaccine  with  the  hold-over 
from  yesterday. 

October  27 — I  don't  understand  why 
an  electric  lamp  will  burn  out  when 
not  in  use,  but  that  is  what  apparently 
has  happened.  They  were  all  right  a 
few  weeks  ago  when  the  three  north 
houses  were  cleaned  but  4  of  the  15 
were  on  the  blink  today.  I  have  made 
it  a  rule  to  keep  a  stock  on  hand  all 
the  time,  so  it  was  just  a  question  of 
replacement.  The  pullets  will  get  "lit 
up"  tomorrow  at  4:00  a.m.  The  lights 
ought  to  pep  up  egg  production.  There 
is  no  question  about  my  needing  more 
eggs.  I  never  complain  about  over- 
production. 

October  28 — Donnie  spent  most  of 
the  day  on  the  ran:5e  catching  pullets. 
I  can't  see  to  save  my  life  why  the 
birds  have  so  much  curiosity  about 
the  colony  houses.  I  guess  it  must  be 
feminine  curiosity  for  10  or  12  will 
go  inside  at  a  time.  Donnie  will  rush 
up,  close  the  door  and  put  them  in  a 
coop.  Then,  while  he  goes  on  to  an- 
other house,  more  will  go  in.  He  uses 
a  wheel  barrow  to  bring  them  to  a 
central  point  and  the  coops  are  loaded 
on  the  truck.  Grading,  vaccination, 
banding  and  distribution  to  the  three 
laying  houses  are  the  next  steps.

October  31 — Here  it  is  the  last  day 
of  the  month  and  tomorrow  I  am 
going  to  get  a  shower  of  mail.  I 
always  dread  the  first  day  of  the 
month  because  the  surprises  are 
always  so  costly.  If  these  pullets  are 
not  housed  and  some  residue  left  in 
the  nests,  there  won't  be  very  much 
where-with-all  to  meet  the  obligations.

the  improvements  in  the  marketing 
procedure  that  the  new  terminal  will 
bring.  Is  there  anything  that  has  been 
cussed  or  discussed  more?  The  city's 
new  poultry  code  provides  for  the 
licensing  of  weighmasters  and  for 
rules  and  regulations  governing  their 
operation. 

Commissioner  Morgan  indicated  at 
a  recent  meeting  of  the  Mayor's  Com- 
mittee that  the  terminal  would  be 
equipped  with  a  new  type  of  scale  not 
so  susceptible  to  manipulation  by 
weighma.sters.  He  is  quoted  as  saying 
in  a  recent  speech,  "I  can  guarantee 
that,  under  the  terminal  plan,  there 
will  be  no  gypping  on  the  scales,  as 
every  weighmaster  will  be  licensed  by 
this  Department.  If  we  catch  him 
cheating,  his  license  will  be  revoked 
and  he  will  be  out  of  a  job." 

Of  course,  the  new  market  will  be 
declared  a  live  poultry  marketing 
terminal  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Federal  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act. 

The  regulatory  features  of  this  act, 
especially  those  concerning  rates  and 
trading  practices,  will  assist  in  main- 
taining an  efTicient,  reasonable  opera- 
tion, free  from  the  rascalities  of  an 
earlier  day.  This  act  is  administered 
by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. 

To  Have  Advisory  Council 
The  operating  plans  call  for  the  or- 
ganization of  an  advi.sory  council  with 
a  membership  consisting  of  represen- 
tatives of  producers,  country-point 
shippers,  receivers,  slaughterhouse 
operators  and,  perhaps,  labor,  to  meet 
from  time  to  time  with  the  Com- 
missioner of  Markets  of  the  City  of 
New  York  to  consider  matters  per- 
taining to  the  operation  of  the  ter- 
minal. This  advisory  council  should 
prove  a  constructive,  rectifying,  sta- 
bilizing force  which,  in  conjunction 
with  the  various  laws,  can  assure  a 
well  conducted  live  poultry  market  in 
the  City  of  New  York. 

Under  the  administration  of  Mayor 
La  Guardia.  New  York  City  has  wit- 
nessed the  greatest  improvement  in  its 
agricultural  marketing  facilities  in  de- 
cades. Commissioner  of  Markets  Wil- 
liam Fellowes  Morgan,  Jr.,  has  suc- 
ceeded in  improving  facilities  and 
market  operation.  The  new  live  poul- 
try marketing  terminal  can  be  attri- 
buted to  their  foresight  and  eagemes.s 
to  improve  the  marketing  situation  in 
New  York  City  for  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  of  that  City  and  those  en- 
gaged in  the  production  and  market- 
ing of  live  poultry.

day.  Don't  keep  adding  mash  on  top 
of  that  which  is  already  in  the  feeder. 
Wait  until  the  feeder  is  almost  empty 
before  adding  more  mash. 

If  you  run  your  hand  through  the 
mash  in  feeders  as  you  go  through 
the  pens,  you'll  find  that  the  birds 
will  perk  up  and  show  a  new  interest 
in  the  feeders. 

Stepping  Up  Feed  Intake 

There  are  various  ways  in  which 
the  pullets  can  be  encouraged  to  eat 
more  feed.  You'll  have  to  pick  the 
method  best  .suited  to  your  own  needs. 
Here  arc  some  of  them:  <gf 

1.  The    regular     mash    moistened  #7^ 
until  crumbly  and  fed  at  noon  in  an 
amount   that  the  birds  will  clean  up 

in  a  half  hour. 

2.  Fleshing  pellets.  One  concern 
recommends  feeding  as  much  as  the 
birds  will  clear  up  in  one  hour  at 
noon.  Pullets  in  50  per  cent  produc- 
tion should  have  about  4  pounds  to 
ICO  birds  daily;  pullets  in  70  per  cent 
production,  7  pounds  of  fleshing  pel- 
let r.  per  day. 

3.  Condensed  buttermilk,  about  2 
pounds  to  100  layers,  diluted  in  water 
to  a  consistency  of  cream  and  poured 
over  the  laying  mash  in  hoppers  once 
a  day.  Some  poultrymcn  feed  con- 
densed buttermilk  as  it  comes  from 
the  container  by  smearing  it  on  the 
wall  of  the  pens. 

4.  Condensed  distillers  grains,  about 
2  pounds  to  100  birds  daily,  diluted 
r.nd  fed  on  top  of  the  mash. 

Plant  1941  Range  Now 

It's  neither  too  early  nor  too  late 
to  plan;  the  range  for  the  1941  pullet 
crop.  Sow  Italian  rye  grass  and 
crim.son  clover  together  for  a  good 
mi.xed  crop  which  will  provide  early 
grazing  for  birds  next  spring.  If 
normal  weather  prevails,  early  Octo- 
ber is  a  .satisfactory  time  in  which  to 
r.eed  thir.  mixture. 


Don't  Frighten  Layers 

Did  you  ever  have  someone  walk 
up  behind  you  and  shout  "Boo"  when 
you  were  absorbed  in  work  or  read- 
ing? Jumped,  didn't  you?  When  you 
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walk  into  a  house  full  of  pullets  with- 
out rapping  on  the  door,  it's  just  the 
same  as  saying  "Boo"  to  them.  They'll 
jump  and  fly  around,  too,  and  every 
little  scare  cuts  down  production.  It's 
worth  money  to  rap  on  the  door  and 
speak  to  the  birds  before  entering  a 
pen  and  to  keep  talking  to  them  while 
you're  working. 

Check  the  Lights 

If  you  are  using  lights,  make  sure 
reflectors  are  clean  and  properly 
adjusted  so  as  to  illuminate  the  floor 
without  shedding  too  much  light  on 
the  roosts.  For  folks  who  don't  like 
early  rising  to  turn  lights  on  or  off 
(depending  on  what  system  you  u.se) 
there  are  automatic  clocks  which  will 
do  the  job,  allowing  you  to  get  those 
40  winks  while  the  birds  work. 

Bring  in  the  Shelters 

As  soon  as  the  pullets  are  housed, 
clean  and  disinfect  the  range  shelters 
and  move  them  to  .some  piotected 
place.  Snow,  sleet,  and  cold  weather 
are  hard  on  shelters,  and  many  extra 
seasons'  use  may  be  had  from  them 
if  they're  properly  taken  care  of. 
Raise  them  off  the  ground  by  setting 
them  on  stones  or  logs  if  they  aren't 
on  skids. 

Water  \\  arniers  Valnable 

These  temperamental  hens.  A  month 
^  ago  they  wanted  cool  water.  By  the 
W"  end  of  October  they'll  be  wanting  us 
to  warm  the  water  for  them.  But 
they'll  pay  for  the  warmers  with  extra 
eggs,  so  it's  best  to  humor  them.  Oil 
and  electric  heaters  are  available.  If 
you  don't  have  a  supply,  better  get 
some.  But  make  sure  they're  easily 
cleaned.  Bugs  thrive  on  accumulations 
around  fountains,  especially  if  the 
water  is  warm. 


In  N.  Y.  City,  they  sent  to  the  Psy- 
chopathic ward,  a  fellow  who  was 
giving  away  600  chickens.

Control  Stampeding 

Slight  noises  or  prouiiriK  animal.^  often 
cause  stampeding  of  turkeys  on  raiiKe. 
Many  >;ro\vers  are  well  aware  of  the 
tieineiuUms  loss  by  this  uiuisual  hal)it  of 
tuikey  flocks.  I.,iKhts  on  the  raiitff 
especially  near  the  roosting  ciuarters  will 
have  a  tendency  to  prevent  this  trouble, 
.^onie  growers  will  find  the  ordinary  road 
flares  used  by  contractors,  placed  at  the 
four  corners  of  the  roosting?  (|uarters,  pre- 
vent  tills  trouble. 

Roosts  for  Growing  Turkeys 

.\s  ttu-  urowiiipf  season  advances,  care- 
ful tliou^lit  shouljl  be  driven  to  the  rof)sts 
of  th»»  KrowiiiK  turkeys.  Without  <|ues- 
lion,  improper  roosts  ilo  cause  a  i-ertain 
percentage  of  crooked  breast  bones.  Kx- 
perienced  tuikey  s:rowirs  find  that  roost - 
ins  poles  raiiKins  from  2'ij  to  4  inches  in 
ilianieter  make  satisfactory  roosts.  Such 
roosts,  placed  on  a  level  approximately  :' 
to  4  feet  above  the  cround  with  sub- 
stantial runways  up  to  the  roosts,  pro- 
vide ideal  roostitiK  facilities  for  the  Krow- 
\\\\x.  birds.  Roosts  should  be  spaced  ap- 
proximately 2  feet  apart   on  center. 

Feed   Hoppers  On   Range 

Hoppers  used  for  turkeys  on  ranne 
should  be  so  constructed  that  little  or  no 
food  is  wasted  and  should  also  juotect  tin- 
feed  from  the  weather.  These  two  essen- 
tials are  nenerally  met  l)y  most  feeil 
hoppers.  A  very  important  point,  how- 
ever, is  the  amount  of  hopi)er  si)ace  for 
the  raiiKf.  West  VirRinia  Station  recom- 
mends at  least  fi  feet  of  hopper  space  for 
each  "lO  turkeys.  This  space  to  be  doubled 
when  whole  ^lain  is  hni)per  fed.  The  sta- 
tion als<i  recommends  that  an  S  to  10- 
nailon  capacity  fountain  should  be  located 
near  tlie  end  of  ea«'h  hopper.  These  simple 
management  practices  are  too  often  over- 
looked. 

Pendulous  Crop 

I>urinK  tile  urowin^  season,  there  are 
always  some  turkeys  in  the  flock  that  de- 
velop what  is  known  as  "ijendulous  crop," 
sometimes  called  "baK^Ry  crop."  This  is  a 
condition  wiiere  the  crop  becomes  en- 
larjietl  and  ban^s  ilown  in  front  of  the 
bird. 

It  is  not  definitely  known  just  wliat  tlie 
cause  or  remedy  for  this  condition  minht 
be.  Research  work  in  California  has  in- 
<licated  that  it  is  brousht  on  in  extremely 
hot,  dry  weather.  There  is  evidence  that 
this  (ondition  is  an  inherited  <haracter- 
istic.    An.\    bird    showing?   this   tendenc>    of

f)endulous  crop  should  be  identified  and 
removed  from  the  flock.  No  birds  or 
families  with  this  characteristic  should 
be  used  in  the  breeding  pens.  Itirds  af- 
fected with  this  condition  sof)ii  become 
emaciated  and  unfit    for  market. 

Blood  Testing  for  Pullorum  Disease 

i'ulloi'um  disease,  coinmonl.v  referred  to 
as  IJ.W.I).,  cau.ses  heavy  losses  In  turkey 
poults.  Turkey  lireeders  should  plan  to 
have  their  breeding  flocks  tested  for  this 
disease  so  as  to  remove  the  |)ossible 
carriers.  The  rapid  test  or  whole  blood 
test  was  found  to  be  only  .")0  per  cent  as 
efficient  when  compared  with  the  agglu- 
tination tube  test  for  the  detection  of 
l>ullorum  disease  in  turkeys.  This  ttndinn 
is  the  result  of  careful  comparison  be- 
tween the  tube  and  whole  blootl  test  for 
detection  of  pullorum  disease  in  turkeys 
as  carried  on  by  workers  at  the  California 
station.  These  results  indicate  that  to  be 
on  the  safe  side,  the  tube  test  should  be 
used  when  lest  inn  for  pullorum  disease 
in  turkeys. 

Select  Breeders  Early 

Sebctiim  of  turkey  breeders  should  be 
done  before  any  bir<ls  are  marketed.  It  is 
the  early  maturing:,  rapid  srowiiiK  and 
rapid  feathering  birds  that  are  wanted 
for  breeders.  Such  birds  should  be  se- 
lected at  24  weeks  of  aue  from  the  kiow- 
iiiK  flock.  More  birds  than  are  a<tually 
nee<led  for  breeding  |iuri)oses  shf>uld  be 
selected  at  this  time.  I'rior  to  the 
Christmas  marketing:  season,  another  se- 
lection of  breeders  should  be  made  from 
this  first  selected  Mock,  retaining  the  best 
from  the  standpoint  of  body  conformation 
and   breed   and    variety  characteristics. 

Advertise  Your  Turkeys 

Have  you  planned  an  advertising  iiro- 
trram  for  the  sale  of  your  turkeys?  This 
is  especially  important  if  y«)u  are  .sellin^i 
at  retail.  An  attractive  si^n  at  your  farm 
entrance  will  start  your  program.  Thi.s 
could  be  followed  up  by  mailing  post 
car<ls  to  your  last  year's  customers  ami 
other  prospects  for  the  cominjf  year.  IVr- 
hai)s  an  early  turkey  dinner  spon.sored  by 
your  service  club  will  also  help  in  your 
.sales  program.  The.se  few  suKKestions  can 
be  eidar^ed  upon  and  should  prove  help- 
ful in  developintr  a  market  for  your  birds. 
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Poultry  Tour

in  a  house  and  are  respon.sible  for  the 
birds  after  they  are  weighed  out  to 
them  right  on  the  farm.  This  type  of 
marketing  is  very  common  in  the 
Peninsula  broiler  and  roaster  produc- 
tion area. 

Broilers  Pay  at  15  Cents 
The  answer  to  a  question  many 
broiler  producers  were  interested  in 
was  given  by  Irwin  Steele,  pinch- 
hitting  for  State  Senator  Wilmer 
Steele,  when  he  said  "Our  records 
show  that,  at  present  costs,  we  can 
sell  broilers  at  15  cents  a  pound  and 
still  make  a  little  money."  All  costs 
were  figured  in  this  estimate,  not  only 
chick,  fuel,  and  feed  charges. 

Disease  is  Steele's  biggest  prob'em. 
with  coccidiosis  responsible  for  a  high 
percentage  of  the  losses  on  the  Ocean 
View,  Md.,  farm.  The  average  mor- 
tality runs  around  10  per  cent.  Ro-  J||| 
commended  to  hold  down  coccidiosis  ^ 
losses  were  the  following  steps: 

1.  Put  less  chicks  to  each  stove. 

2.  Never  u.se  sand  for  litter. 


3.   If   coccidiosis  does  get  started, 

use  flushes. 
^        A   new  slant  on   the  use  of  lights 
^    was  given  by  Steele  when  he  stated 

that  lights  were  used  only  when  rats 

were  a  problem. 

10  Chicks   Per   Egg  Capacity 

Final  stop  on  the  first  day  was  at 
Harold  Morris'  Hatchery,  at  Bishop- 
ville,  Md.  The  Morris  plant  turns  out 
IC  chicks  annually  for  each  egg  of 
incubating  capacity.  Morris  has  an 
air-conditioned  holding  room  for  baby 
chicks  which  helps  to  give  his  birds  a 
head  start  before  they  are  carried  to 
buyer's  farms  by  Morris  Hatchery 
trucks. 

Diversification  Spreads  the  Risk 

A  combination  turkey-broiler-hatch- 
ing egg-chick-vegetable  farm  was 
visited  as  the  group  began  the  second 
day  of  travel.  Norman  Whitington 
combines  the  production  of  crossbred 
eggs  and  chicks  with  broiler  and  tur- 
key raisinf^,  and  adds  diversity  by 
truck  cropping  a  large  farm  near 
Marion  Station,  Md.  The  visitors 
were  surprised  to  learn  that  hatch- 
ability  of  turkey  eggs  declines  from 
75  per  cent  at  the  start  of  the  season 
to  45  per  cent  by  the  time  hatching  is 
finished.  Turkeys  are  produced  in  in- 
expensive houses  under  a  combined 
range-confinement  system.  Most 
troublesome  diseases  on  the  Whit- 
tle ingion  farm  arc  coccidiosis  and 
mycosis.  Milk  flushes  are  used  to 
combat  old  "coxey."  while  copper  sul- 
phate has  been  found  to  be  most 
effective  in  controlling  mycosis. 

Chickens  put  out  in  July  and  early 
August  can  be  raised  with  1  pound 
less  feed  than  birds  started  at  any 
other  time  of  the  year,  said  H.  H. 
Rieck,  when  the  group  visited  his 
farm  at  Preston,  Md.  March  and  April 
chicks  are  more  expensive  because 
feed  consumption  varies  with  tem- 
perature, and  weight  goes  up  and 
down  with  feed  consumption.  August 
broilers  go  through  in  10  days  to  2 
weeks  less  time.

Rieck's  favorite  litter  material  is 
peat  moss,  but  since  that  material  is 
becoming  scarce,  he  is  "cutting"  it 
with  other  products.  Concrete  floors 
are  used  in  all  brooder  houses  in 
preference  to  other  types  because 
they  eliminate  rats  and  are  more 
sanitary.  The  common  problems  of 
breast  blisters  and  crooked  breast 
bones  are  minimized  by  selling  broilers 
at  3  pounds  and  eliminating  roosts. 

Lights    Make   Broilers   Eat 

To  keep  up  feed  consumption,  Rieck 
uses  lights,  starting  them  at  4:30  a.m. 
the  year  around.  If  coccidiosis 
threatens,  he  is  careful  not  to  give 
the  birds  any  new  feed  until  all  the 
old  feed  is  consumed. 

After  some  trouble  with  bare  backs, 
Rieck  reduced  the  number  of  chicks 
per  stove  from  500  down  to  350  and 
eliminated  the  problem.  All  individual 
colony  coal  brooder  stoves  are  used 
at  Rieck's,  as  well  as  at  most  other 
large  broiler  producing  plants  on  the 
eastern  shore. 

Interesting  information  on  hatching 
egg  production  was  ofTered  at  the  O. 
A.  Newton  and  Son  farm  at  Bridge- 
ville,  Del.,  where  the  group  wound  up 
the  tour.  Breeding  birds  in  the  New- 
ton set-up  have  been  rcbred  for  six 
years.  Breeding  stock  for  the  horn? 
place  and  other  farms  where  hatching 
eggs  for  Newton  incubators  are  pro- 
duced is  raised  on  their  own  farm. 

The  Newtons  have  found  dirt  floors 
to  be  satisfactory  and  have  dirt  floors 
in  their  range  shelters  and  also  brood 
on  it.  Soil  is  brought  in  and  filled  in 
to  a  level  over  that  of  the  ground 
surrounding  the  houses.  Shelters  arc 
moved  once  or  twice  a  year  and  new 
ground  is  added  each  time.  A  com- 
bination brooder  hou.se  and  summer 
shelter  is  used  to  cut  down  costs.  Rats 
are  controlled  by  burying  a  wire- 
mesh  screen  about  a  foot  below  the 
ground  and  turning  it  out  to  discour- 
age tunneling.  The  chicken  stealing 
iTienace  is  defeated  by  placing  an  iron 
bar  around  the  center  of  the  ventilat- 
ing window. 

Controlling  Fowl   Paralysis 

By  raising  chicks  away  from 
houses  of  mature  birds  and  by  putting 
fewer  chicks  in  each  house,  fowl 
paralysis  is  satisfactorily  controlled. 

After  two  strenuous  days  of  driving, 
hiking  and  discussing  poultry  prob- 
lems, the  poultrymen  disbanded  to  go 
their  various  ways.  Carl  Dossin  and 
co-workers  from  Penn  State,  along 
with  extension  workers  and  county 
agents  from  the  areas  visited,  judged 
the  1940  tour  to  be  outstanding,  from 
an  attendance  as  well  as  an  educa- 
tional standpoint.  Plans  are  already 
under  way  for  the  1941  tour  through 
Pennsylvania.

More  Efficiency

greatest  needs  is  to  improve  livestock 
so  that  it  will  utilize  more  efficiently 
the  improved  crops  that  arc  produced. 
Better  bred  laying  stock  that  will 
utilize  feed  more  efllciently  in  produc- 
ing eggs  is  one  of  the  poultry  indus- 
try's outstanding  needs. 

A  Leghorn  hen  weighing  about  3VL. 
pounds  uses  about  55  pounds  of  feed 
for  maintenance,  just  to  keep  her 
body  functioning,  and  a  Plymouth 
Rock  or  New  Hampshire  hen  weigh- 
ing about  5I2  pounds  uses  about  65 
pounds  of  feed  for  maintenance. 
Beyond  the  maintenance  require- 
ments, the  extra  feed  is  used  for  egg 
production. 

When  a  hen  lays  only  50  eggs  in  a 
year,  the  feed  cost  of  producing  eggs 
is  15  pounds  per  dozen.  When  a  hen 
lays  ICO  eggs,  the  feed  cost  is  8.3 
pounds  per  dozen.  When  a  hen  lays 
20c  eggs,  the  feed  cost  is  only  5 
pounds  per  dozen  eggs. 

Cost  of  Feed 

Since  many  flocks  lay  an  average 
of  only  110  eggs  per  bird,  it  is  clear 
that  the  feed  cost  of  producing  these 
eggs  amounts  to  about  16  cents  per 
dozen,  assuming  feed  to  bo  worth 
about  $40.00  per  ton.  To  the  feed 
cost  must  be  added  other  costs,  such 
as  for  labor,  housing,  and  interest  on 
investment,  in  arriving  at  the  total 
cost  of  producing  eggs. 

Turning  the  problem  around,  it  may 
be  said  that  the  average  Leghorn  lay- 
ing hen  consumes  about  80  pounds  of 
feed  per  year,  and  the  average  Ply- 
mouth Rock  and  New  Hampshire 
laying  hen  consumes  about  90  to  95 
pounds  of  feed  per  year.  At  2  cents  a 
pound  for  feed,  it  costs  about  $1.60 
per  year  to  feed  the  average  Leghorn 
and  about  $1.80  to  $1.90  to  feed  the 
average  Plymouth  Rock  or  New 
Hampshire  hen.  In  the  case  of  a  Leg- 
horn laying  only  110  eggs  in  a  year, 
her  eggs  would  have  to  sell  for  an 
average  of  about  17.5  cents  a  dozen 
to  pay  for  the  feed.  The  eggs  of  a 
Plymouth  Rock  or  New  Hampshire 
hen  laying  only  110  eggs  in  a  year 
would  have  to  sell  for  about  19  cents 
p  dozen  to  pay  for  the  feed. 

At  Least  150  Eggs  Per  Year 

In  order  to  make  <i  reasonable  labor 
income,  the  laying  flo^k  should  lay  an 
average  of  at  least  150  eggs  per  bird 
per  year.  That  level  of  production 
could  be  secured  by  breeding  or 
obtaining  the  right  kind  of  stock. 
Record  of  Performance  breeders  are 
developing  good  laying  strains  by 
following  good  breeding  and  selection 
methods.  Breeding  cockerels  secured 
from  'hese  breeders  should  be  of  con- 
sidorab'e  value  in  raising  the  level  of 
egg  production  in  farm  and  commer- 
ci:il  flocks. 

At  the  same  time,  the  average  flock 
owner  could   do   much   to   make   his

flock  more  efficient  in  the  utilization 
of  feed  in  producing  eggs  by  adopting 
a  sound  culling  and  selection  program. 
Leghorn  pullets  should  begin  laying 
at  about  160  to  170  days  of  age.  and 
Plymouth  Rock  and  other  general- 
purpose  pullets  should  begin  laying 
at  about  180  to  190  days  of  age. 

Every  flock  owner  should  know 
when  his  pullets  were  hatched  and  it 
is  a  simple  matter  to  identify  the 
early  laying  pullets  by  ob.serving  the 
development  of  the  comb  and  wattles, 
and  the  spread  of  the  pubic  bones. 
The  early  laying  pullets  should  be 
banded  with  red  celluloid  legbands— 
they  are  the  birds  that  will  lay  b3st 
throughout  the  year  and  sliould  be 
kept  as  breeders  the  next  year.  Leg- 
horn pullets  should  be  hatched  before 
the  first  of  May.  and  general-purpose 
pullets  before  the  first  of  April.  Pul- 
lets of  all  breeds  should  commence 
laying  in  September  or  early  October. 

Good   Fall    Production    Necessary 

Since  the  average  price  of  eggs  is 
higher  from  July  1  to  December  31 
than  from  January  1  to  June  30.  it  is 
necessary  to  secure  good  egg  produc- 
tion during  the  fall  months.  In  a 
recent  Connecticut  survey  of  factors 
affecting  labor  income  in  market  egg 
production,  it  was  found  that  the 
higher  the  average  egg  production  of 
pullets  and  hens  during  Octobc'r  and 
November,  the  greater  the  labor  in- 
come per  flock.  Here  are  the  results:

Moreover,  the  Connecticut  survey 
showed  that  the  higher  the  per  cent 
of  pullets  in  the  flock,  the  greater  the 
labor  income  per  flock,  on  the  aver- 
age. 

After  the  flock  has  been  in  produc- 
tion for  about  six  weeks,  observations 
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should  be  made  on  the  depigmentation 
of  the  beaks,  shanks,  and  vents.  After 
about  six  weeks  of  continuous  pro- 
duction, these  parts  have  the  normal 
yellow  pigment  well  bleached  out.  as 
the  pigment  is  transferred  to  the 
yolks  of  the  eggs.  During  the  winter 
months,  therefore,  it  is  possible,  by 
applying  the  pigmentation  test  at 
least  twice,  to  pick  out  the  best  layers. 

They  should  be  banded  with  white 
celluloid  bands  because  they  are  the 
ones  in  the  flock  that  will  lay  best 
for  the  rest  of  the  year  and  should  be 
kept  as  breeders  the  next  year. 

All  birds  that  become  broody 
should  be  banded  with  black  celluloid 
bands.  Broodiness  cuts  down  egg  pro- 
duction and  it  is  a  bad  policy  to  breed 
from  hens  that  become  broody.  A 
black  legband  indicates  that  the  hen 
is  to  be  removed  from  the  flock. 

Persistent  Producers 
Toward  the  end  of  the  first  laying 
year  (in  July  or  August),  the  flock 
should  be  examined  again  to  pick  out 
birds  that  have  laid  the  longest.  The 
birds  with  the  whitest  beaks  and 
shanks  are  those  that  have  been  lay- 
ing the  best  and.  in  addition,  they  are 
the  ones  that  molt  the  latest.  The 
early  molters  that  start  their  first 
annual  molt  in  July  are  the  poorest 
producers.  The  late  molters.  or  per- 
sistent producers,  should  be  banded 
with  blue  celluloid  bands.  They  are 
the  most  profitable  producers. 

By  following  this  simple,  though 
practical,  culling  and  selection  pro- 
gram, the  average  flock  owner  could 
soon  increase  the  level  of  egg  produc- 
tion in  his  flock  from  year  to  year. 

Red  for  early  sexual  maturity 
— to  be  kept  for  breeding. 

White  for  high  rate  of  laying 
— to  be  kept  for  breeding. 

Black  for  broodiness  —  to  be 
discarded. 

Blue    for  persistence   of   pro- 
duction— to  be  kept  for  breed- 
ing. 
The  birds  with  red,  white,  and  blue 
bands  at  the  end  of  the  first  laying 
year  are  the  ones  that  have  been  the 
most    profitable    producers    and    are 
the    ones    that    should    be    kept    for 
breeding   purposes   the   next   year   to 
build  up  the  efTiciency  of   the  flock, 
so  that  fewer  pounds  of  feed  will  be 
required    to    produce   each   dozen    of 
eggs  laid.

Are  Yon  a  Disease  Carrier? 

Ever  notice  how  some  disease  which 
starts  in  one  pen  or  house  quickly 
travels  to  all  the  birds  on  the  place? 
Maybe  you're  the  carrier.  A  metal 
foot  scraper  on  which  you  can  clean 
your  shoes  so  as  not  to  carry  manure 
and  mud  from  one  house  to  another 
is  a  home-made  gadget  that  may  save 
lots  of  work  and  worry.  Better  yet. 
wear  boots  and  immerse  them  in  a 
pan  of  disinfectant  solution  kept  just 
inside  the  door  of  any  house  or  pen 
in  which  there  are  sick  birds. 
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side  2x4   beint?  spiked    onto  the 
the  ridpe  board. 

Hra«'«*s — The  braces  are  i)!ared  on  eaiii 
side  of  the  conier  posts.  These  braces  may 
i)e  cut,  allowini;  the  studdiiiK  to  run 
straiiurht   through. 

KIbhon  li(»ards — 2  x  4  rilibon  boards  cut 
I  in.  into  the  studding  are  used  to  support 
the  rafters.  The  ribbon  boards  extend  2  ft. 
»)eyond  each  corner  supporting  the  rafter 
l)etieath   the   projection. 

Kartern — The  rafters  are  2  x  4's.  14  ft. 
lonn  set  3  ft.  apart  on  centers  with  the 
end   piojections  extending  out   2   ft. 

Kldire  Hoard — The  rid^e  hoard  is  a  2 
X  S  placed  l>etv\een  the  rafters  becau.se  the 
full  rafter  length  is  needed  to  obtain 
surticient  overhang  to  protect  the  ventilat- 
ing boards  on  the  sides. 

Roof  Hoards — The  roof  niav  be  boanled 
with  ordinary  roofing  cohered  with  paper 
or  with  boards  v>taced  about  :?  ft.  ai>art 
on  the  rafters  for  the  puri»ose  of  sut>port- 
ing  corrugated  iron  in  <-ase  the  iron  roof 
is  preferred. 

Roof  Paper — Kighteen-inch  blind-nailed 
l)aner  is  advised  for  the  roof.  This  paper 
withstood  the  hurricane  in  exposed  posi- 
tions and  promises  to  be  most  satisfactory 
for  this  particular  type  of   roof. 

Ventilation  Boards — Ventilation  boards 
on  the  side  walls  and  rear  end  are  12  in. 
boards  12  ft.  long  hinged  at  the  top  to 
swing  out.  The  boards  are  sui>i)orted  in 
an  open  pc»sltion  by  a  4  in.  hfM)k  fastening 
the  top  board  to  the  rafter,  and  10  in. 
hooks  betweeti  each  ventilating  board  be- 
low. When  putting  on  the  side  walls,  the 
wire  should  be  nailed  to  the  studs  first. 
1  x  4's  should  be  nailed  in  horizontal 
position  with  1  x  2's  on  the  1  x  4  nro- 
vicling  a  closely  fitting  joint  c)f  the  ven- 
tilating boards   when   closed. 

The  ventilator  board  construction  at  the 
rear  end  is  the  same  except  that    two  !»  ft 
Itoards   and   one    12    ft.    Imard    have    to    be 
uved    at    the    top    because    of   the    slanting 
roof. 

(  orner  Finish — I'.ecause  of  the  fact  that 
tlie  sides  and  back  are  24  ft.  long  and  the 
two  ventilator  boards  are  24  ft.  long,  a 
piece  of  2  in.  x  2  in.  T.  ft.  long  should  be 
naik-d  onto  each  outside  rear  corner  for 
finish. 

Side  Wall  Hoarding  —  Mat  bed  boards 
mav  be  u.sed  for  the  lower  part  of  the 
wall  on  the  sides,  the  front,  and  t'le  rear, 
also  for  the  top  of  the  rear  wall  at  the 
peak  of  the  roof.

THE  program  that  will  be  offered 
at  the  fifth  Poultry  Industries 
Exposition  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J..

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Ways  to  Control 

Cannibalism 


When  pullets  are  taken  off  the 
range  and  put  into  laying  houses, 
trouble  with  cannibalism  is  liable  to 
occur.  Practical  solutions  to  the  can- 
nibalism problem  are  many  and 
varied.  Here  are  the  answers  given  to 
the  question  "What  do  you  do  about 
cannibalism?"  by  several  New  Jersey 
poultrymen. 

Lack  of  sufficient  roughage  is  re- 
sponsible for  much  of  the  trouble, 
according  to  George  Pearce,  White- 
house  Station.  He  keeps  a  careful 
watch  on  all  pens  and  puts  anti-pick 
devices  on  birds  when  any  picking 
starts.  Four  out  of  five  pens  may  go 
through  a  laying  season  without  any 
trouble  and  he  sees  no  reason  to  use 
the  metal  guards  on  all  birds. 

Charles  Cane,  Rosemont,  uses  me- 
chanical picking  preventatives  on  all 
his  birds,  figuring  that  it's  better  to 
control  the  trouble  in  that  way  than 
to  risk  upsetting  the  feeding  schedule 
of  heavy  layers. 

Economy  in  the  use  of  mechanical 
devices  is  brought  about  by  Max  Dc- 
Jonge,  of  Ringoes.  He  uses  the  guards 
year  after  year,  buying  new  pins 
whenever  necessary. 

"Birds  start  picking  for  want  of 
anything  else  to  do."  says  Wallace 
Suydam,  Quakertown.  He  believes 
that  cannibalism  is  a  management 
problem.  A  regular  schedule  of  feed- 
ing, gathering,  watering  and  cleaning 
is  helpful  and  will  solve  the  problem, 
he  contends.  He  thinks  that  excessive 
corn  makes  birds  pick  themselves, 
thus     inviting     trouble     from     other 


birds.  He  starts  the  feeding  schedule 
with  a  high  percentage  of  corn  and 
then  reduces  it  from  2-3  down  to  50, 
40,  or  even  30  per  cent  to  eliminate 
cannibalism. 

The  way  to  control  picking  among 
birds,  according  to  Judd  Hackett, 
Hampton,  is  to  "Keep  them  content 
through  proper  feeding."  He  has  an 
idea  that  cannibalism  may  be  heredi- 
tary, and  is  careful  to  keep  the  same 
strain  of  layers  year  after  year.  He 
feeds  1-3  oats,  1-3  mash,  and  1-3 
whole  corn  and  wheat,  mixing  the 
latter  50:50  in  winter  and  using  more 
wheat  in  summer.  He  feeds  no  greens, 
but  makes  sure  that  hens  get  plenty 
of  granite  grit  and  oyster  shell.

Save  with  a  Farm  Shop 

Considerable  savings  in  time  and 
money  can  be  made  by  investing  a 
few  dollars  in  tools  and  learning  how 
to  use  them  in  repairing  various  pieces 
of  equipment  about  the  farm. 

With  the  village  blacksmith  and 
harness  shop  disappearing,  it  becomes 
more  necessary  that  every  farmer 
acquire  tools  which  will  enable  him  to 
do  minor  repair  jobs  without  having 
to  take  equipment  to  town  or  wait  for 
a  mechanic  to  make  a  trip. 

On  poultry  farms,  a  soldering  iron 
with  proper  fluxes,  a  saw,  a  good  vise, 
hammers,  and  other  inexpensive  tools 
can  pay  for  themselves  in  short  order,  jj^ 
And  when  you  get  the  tools,  keep 
them  free  from  rust  and  in  good 
working  order.  A  saw  that  spends  a 
winter  under  an  apple  tree,  following 
fall  pruning,  isn't  going  to  be  much 
good  for  making  range  shelters  the 
next  spring. 

Check  up  on  the  tools  and  equip- 
ment. Coat  all  equipment  that  isn't 
going  to  be  used  again  until  next 
spring  with  grease,  set  aside  anything 
in  need  of  repair  for  the  winter  days, 
and  look  over  the  entire  farm  to  see 
that  there  isn't  anything  out-of-doors 
that  will  rot  or  rust  this  winter. 

A  penny  saved  is  a  penny  earned, 
and  when  you  can  save  a  penny's 
worth  of  time  in  addition  to  me- 
chanic's labor  costs,  you're  2  cents 
ahead.

Watch  the  Grain 

When  feed  prices  are  high,  there's 
a  tendency  to  overfeed  laying  flocks 
on  grain,  and  excessive  grain  feeding 
usually  fattens  the  laying  hen.  Fat 
birds  do  not  lay  well.  High  mash  con- 
sumption should  be  maintained,  says 
A.  E.  Tomhave,  of  the  Delaware  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station. 

When  mash  hoppers  are  allowed  to 
remain  empty  for  long  periods  of 
time,  proper  feeding  of  the  birds  is  ^ 
stopped,  and  egg  production  drops. 
Grains,  alone,  do  not  supply  food 
nutrients  necessary  for  high  egg  pro- 
duction and  healthy  birds.

MarylantI  Ptmltry  Income — The  value  of 
poultry  and  eggs  produced  in  Maryland  in 
lIKJit  was  approximately  $l.').0iiO.0OO.  ac- 
cording to  Morley  A.  .lull,  head  of  the 
poultry  department  at  the  University  of 
Maryland. 

This  makes  poultry  products  the  .second 
most  important  single  branch  of  agricul- 
ture in  the  state.  Mary'a'i*!  's  still  a 
deficit-producing  state,  however,  as  3 
million  dollars  worth  of  eggs  and  a  mil- 
lion dollars  worth  of  poultry  meat  were 
brought   into  the  state  last   year.

Modern  Corn  Bread  or  Muffins 

Cool  October  evenings  remind  us  to 
include  corn  meal  in  our  grocery  order. 
Corn  pone  was  one  of  our  supi'er  treats  in 
childhood,  but  the  variation  of  making 
corn  bread  or  mufrms  is  in  keeping  with 
modern  cookery. 

P.  T.  Barnum.  the  famous  circus  man, 
is  responsible  for  the  popularity  of  i)ea- 
nuts.  It  was  he  who  introduced  them  as 
a  part  of  circus  amusement.  I'ntil  then, 
no  nutritive  value  had  been  placed  on  the 
peanut,  nor  had  it  been  developed  com- 
mercially. Now  peanuts  and  peanut  butter 
are  quite  important  in  many  delicious 
recipes. 

The  following  mixture  can  be  baked 
either  as  a  (juick  bread  or  in  muffin  tins. 
The  loaf  will  make  delicious  sandwiches 
for  that  ever  present  lunch  box. 
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Combine  and  sift  \Tt  cup  of  corn  meal. 
1  cup  of  flour.  I'i  teaspoonfuls  of  baking 
powder.  1  tablespoonful  t)f  sugar  and  \^ 
teaspoonful  of  salt.  .Add  «  tablespoonfuls 
of  peanut  butter,  'H  cup  of  milk  an<l  1 
well  beaten  egg,  stirring  just  enough  to 
make  a  smooth  batter.  For  a  pleasing  top 
decoration,  sprinkle  with  chopped  bits  of 
bacon.  Bake  In  a  ((uick  oven  for  45 
minutes. 

School  Time 

What  to  put  in  the  chihlren's  lunch 
boxes  is  a  real  problem  after  the  novelty 
of  eating  at  school  has  worn  off. 

As  the  weather  grows  cooler,  more  meat 
Is  served  at  our  regular  meals,  ^^-old  meat 
bits,  ground  with  pickles,  give  a  new 
smack  to  .sandwiches.  Another  "si)eciar' 
filling  is  made  by  mixing  jelly  with  cream 
or  cottage  cheese.  Peanut  butter,  chopped 
nuts,  and  grated  raw  vegetables  will 
.sharpen  school  day  appetites.  The  raw- 
vegetables  can  be  moistened  with  a 
variety  of  dressings  and  seasonings. 

Here  is  something  that  will  stand  jounc- 
ing in  the  lunch  box  and  will  replace  the 
usual  cookie  or  drop  cake.  Butter  a  thin 
slice  of  bread,  fit  into  a  muffin  tin,  and 
bake  until  light  brown.  Remove  from  the 
oven  and  fill  with  a  jelly  and  cheese 
mixture. 

Don't  forget  a  piece  of  candy,  or  a 
candy  bar,  as  a  wholesome  surprl.se  when 
appetites  begin  to  lag. 

Egg  On  Tomato 

Have  you  tried  serving  eggs  baked  in 
tomatoes'.'  The  dish  is  most  attractive  and 
delicious.  Scoop  out  the  centers  and  .slice 
off  the  bottoms  of  the  tomatoes  and  they 
will  stand.  Place  on  a  pan  or  ovenware 
platter  and  dot  the  tops  with  chunks  of 
butter  and  seasoning.   Break  an   egg  into 


tach  tomato  and  bake  until  the  egg  is 
cooked.  Surround  the  egg-tomato  with 
bacon  strips  and  your  treat  will  be  com- 
plete. 

Parsley   Dumplings 

Before  Jack  Frost  ruins  the  parsley 
bed,  we  always  have  a  stew  and  parsley 
dumplings.  The  base  of  the  stew  varies. 
We  use  chicken  leftovers  from  Sunday 
dinner,  or  pork  or  beef  broth.  No  matter 
which  base  is  used,  the  dinner  always  hits 
the  spot,  according  to  our  men.  hungry 
from  potato  digging. 

Heat  the  broth  and  add  raw  sliced 
potatoes.  Season  well,  add  .some  extra 
fat  (if  necessary),  and  sprinkle  liberally 
with  chopped  parsley.  When  the  moisture 
comes  to  a  rolling  boil,  lower  the  flame 
and  drop  spoonfuls  of  the  dumpling  mix- 
ture over  the  potatoes.  Give  a  final  de- 
coration of  parsley  before  covering  with 
a  tight  lid.   Steam  for  20  minutes. 

A  tried  and  sure  dumpling  recipe  is  as 
follows: 

2  cups  of  flour,  2  teaspoonfuls  of  baking 
powder,  'a  teaspoonful  of  salt  and  enough 
milk  to  make  a  rather  stiff  batter.  The 
addition  of  an  egg  yolk  or  two  is  optional. 

Crunchy  Topping 

A  1940  fad  Is  the  use  of  crunchy  top- 
ping on  coffee  cake,  to  be  .served  warm  at 
breakfast.  Spread  your  favorite  biscuit 
dough  in  a  9-inch  pan,  making  a  layer  Wit 
inches  thick.  Roll  1  Vss  cups  of  corn  flakes 
lightly,  mix  with  4  tablespoonfuls  of 
brown  sugar.  3  tablespoonfuls  of  melted 
butter,  and  one  teaspoonful  of  cinnamon. 
.Sprinkle  this  crunch  over  the  dough  and 
bake  in  a  tjuick  oven  for  30  minutes.  Call 
the  family  early,  for  coffee  cake  is  best 
wl-.en  served  piping  hot. 

Quick  Work 

Klectricity  has  worked  wonders  for  the 
home  and  has  accomplished  miracles  in 
the  kitchen.  Now  that  rural  electrification 
is  becoming  general,  extra  money  is  used 
to  buy  electrical  appliances  for  tne 
kitchen.  New  irons  are  easy  to  lift  and 
are  always  hot.  The  grill,  on  which  the 
breakfast  coffee  can  be  made,  and  eggs 
cooked,  all  in  the  length  of  time  necessary 
tf>  make  the  kitchen  coal  fire,  occupies 
only  a  square  foot  of  table  top.  The  wacfle 
iron,  toaster,  and  beater  are  inexpensive 
gadgets  that  make  mother's  day  easier. 
A  former  novelty  that  is  now  a  necessity 
is  the  vacuum-type  coffee  maker.  With  their 
own  little  electric  stoves,  the.se  gleaming 
utensils  eliminate  all  the  messiness  of 
coffee  making.

Tlif     protein     reqiilrenieiils     of     itoultry 

were  re\  iewed  by  (1,  H,  Heu.ser  of  Cornell 
Iniversity.  The  abstract  of  this  paper,  as 
prejiared  by  Dr.  Heu.»*er,  summarize.s  the 
ueiierall.v  accepted  facts  so  well  and  so 
briefly  that  the  editor  of  this  department 
hesitates  to  abridse  these  conclusions, 
hence  they  are  ffiven  verbatim. 

"The  first  few  weeks  of  a  chick's  life 
represent  a  period  of  rapid  growth  which 
calls  for  relatively  larjje  amounts  of 
protein.  As  the  chick  prows  older  the 
rapidity  of  growth  decreases  and  with  it 
the  need  for  protein.  In  general,  it  can  1  e 
i-oncluded  that  a  considerable  ranne  in 
the  protein  level  of  the  Krowins  ration  is 
possible.  KfiK  size  in  |>ullets  is  related  to 
some  extent  to  body  weight  but  to  a 
Kieater  decree  with  atn'  of  sexual  ma- 
turity. With  a  sufliciency  of  the  various 
nutritive  factors,  higher  protein  levels  are 
not  harmfid  and  are  to  be  preferred  to 
low  protein  rations  which  will  retanl 
Krowth.  There  is  general  agreement  in 
experimental  results  that  chicks  will  be 
supplied  enough  protein  at  the  start  with 
a  ration  containing  approximately  IS  to 
:iO  per  cent  protein  and  that  this  can  be 
redu  "ed  as  the  chicks  ki"*>w  older. 

"For  hens,  in  order  to  promote  .satisfac- 
tory fKK  production,  to  maintain  body 
weiuht  and  to  .secure  good  hatchability 
and  e^fu:  size  the  ratioi  should  provifle  the 
amounts  r)f  protein  which  woulil  ordinarily 
be  supplied  by  a  ration  containing  1')  to 
1<>   per  cent    protein."

Hii^an  aiul  co-workers,  ITniversity  of 
Missouri,  report  that  an  insufficiency  of 
the  fa<'tor  causes  loss  of  appetite,  muscular 
weakne.ss  and  etnaciation.  In  the  advanced 
stages  the  head  lies  on  the  floor  and  leps 
and  winjfs  tremble  shortly  before  death. 
For  normal  growth  and  development, 
chicks  require  about  1,800  micro-grams 
of  Bii  per  pound  of  feed.

Before  the  weather  gets  too  bad, 
it's  a  good  plan  to  give  all  the  houses 
one  last  going  over.  See  that  all 
brooder  and  range  houses  are  clean.

The  hens  you  expect  to  use  for 
breeders  next  spring  should  be  given 
their  vacation  now.  Allow  them  to  go 
into  a  molt  and  don't  rush  them  back 
into  production.  Don't  use  artificial 
lights  on  the  breeders  between  now 
and  the  start  of  the  hatching  season. 
High  production,  good  hatchability, 
and  strong  chicks  for  next  spring  are 
dependent  upon  proper  care  of  breed- 
ing birds  this  fall  and  early  winter. 

Watch  Egg  Quality 

Even  though  both  prices  and  pro- 
duction are  up,  you  won't  get  full 
benefit  of  improved  conditions  unless 
you  take  pains  to  maintain  high  egg 
quality.  Summer  temperatures  were 
hard  on  the  eggs,  but  low  humidity  in 
the  winter  may  be  just  as  bad.  It  is 
still  important  to  get  the  eggs 
thoroughly  cooled  before  packing 
them  and  to  keep  them  under  cool, 
humid  conditions  until  they're  sold. 

Keep  an  eye  on  the  nesting  ma- 
terial and  replace  it  frequently  so  as

Can  We  Meet         The    suggestion 

An  Emergency?    "^  ^  ^J  recently  at 
°  the    Neppco    expo- 

sition by  W.  D.  Termohlen  of  the 
Surplus  Marketing  Administration, 
Washington,  D.  C,  that  the  poultry 
industry  should  be  better  organized 
on  a  national  scale  ought  to  receive 
earnest  consideration  by  poultry 
leaders. 

We  are  living  in  an  upset  world, 
and  while  the  American  people  do  not 
wish  to  become  active  participants  in 
the  European  conflagration,  we  have 
no  way  of  knowing  now  when  the 
poultry  industry  might  be  called  upon 
to  meet  some  national  emergency. 
Should  that  time  come,  it  would  be  a 
simple  matter  for  a  national  organiza- 
tion to  swing  into  action  quickly. 


There  are  a  number  of  specialized 
and  regional  organizations  which  have 
been  doing  a  good  job  for  a  long  time. 
In  many  instances,  they  have  success- 
fully fought  the  legislative  battles 
which  affected  not  only  their  par- 
ticular groups,  but  the  entire  industry 
as  well. 

To  achieve  a  national  organization 
of  such  stature  that  it  can  speak  for 
producers  requires  the  support  of  all 
producer  groups.  The  National  Poul- 
try Producers  Federation  is  an  at- 
tempt to  bring  all  producer  elements 
together,  but  it  hasn't  had  all  the 
support  it  needed.  Petty  jealousies 
and  group  politics  have  cropped  out 
too  often.  In  fact,  the  continuance  of 
the  Federation  was  at  times  uncertain, 
but  it  appears  now  that  it  may  be 
able  to  play  the  role  for  which  it  was 
originally  intended. 

And  the  way  to  make  the  National 
Poultry  Producers  Federation  strong 
nationally  is  for  every  state,  regional 
or  specialized  group  to  give  its  whole- 
hearted support  to  it.

crops  out  the  idea  that  all  our  egg 
marketing  troubles  could  be  overcome 
if  we  had  compulsory  grading  of  eggs 
administered  by  the  Federal  govern- 
ment. There  would  be  no  bad  eggs 
offered  for  sale,  the  consumer  would 
be  protected  and  the  producer  would 
receive  a  just  return,  so  the  idea  runs. 

Before  giving  any  serious  thought 
to  compulsory  egg  grading,  the  vari- 
ous egg  laws  on  the  statute  books  in 
the  different  states  should  be  given  a 
fair  trial.  The  "fresh  egg"  laws  which 
exist  in  many  of  the  northeastern 
states  embody  a  sound  principle, 
namely,  eggs  must  meet  certain  stand-

A  bit  of  wheat  and  a  bit  of  com 
A  bit  of  grass  and  a  bus  or  two, 

A  bit  of  grit  and  a  bit  of  shell 
A  bit  of  a  hen  and  an  egg  for  you. 


Often  I've  repeated  this  little  ditty 
and  I  like  it,  but  when  it  comes  to 
getting  fall  eggs  from  a  flock  of  hens, 
it  isn't  quite  as  easy  as  the  poet  makes 
it  seem.  Things  have  to  click  about 
right  or  there  isn't  that  "egg  for  you." 

Of  the  things  that  can  send  a  pro- 
gram haywire,  feeding  is  about  the 
most  important.  Ventilation,  disease, 
age  of  birds,  use  of  lights,  water  sup- 
ply, and  breeding  are  to  be  considered, 
however. 

What  to  Feed 
This  sounds  like  quite  an  assign- 
ment, but  it  isn't  really  so  bad.  There 
are  thousands  of  farms  where  the 
production  runs  60  per  cent  or  better 
during  the  fall  and  winter. 


There  isn't  any  f,'reat  difference  in 
results  from  the  three  common  feed- 
ing methods.  The  self  feeding  of  the 
mash  and  the  controlled  or  hand  feed- 
ing of  the  grain  is  the  most  commonly 
used  system.  Cornell  University  has 
made  recommendations  on  the  amount 
of  grain  to  feed.  They  are  given  in  the 
accompanying  table. 

Better  bone  growth,  better  shells, 
and  less  cannibalism  are  all  advan- 
tages of  self-feeding  oats.  Even  when 
you  control  the  amount  of  corn,  it 
is  possible  to  self-feed  the  oats.  When 
the  birds  have  all  the  oats  they  want 
in  an  open  hopper,  they  will  eat  about 
35  per  cent  oats-  about  one-third  of 
their  ration. 

How  to  Feed 

With  the  all-mash  sy.stem  (keepin,'? 
mash  before  the  birds  at  all  times) 
or  the  free  choice  system  for  both 
grain  and  mash,  it  is  supplemental 
feeding  that  usually  counts  most  in 
getting  fall  eg<;s.  In  cold  wea'.her, 
hens  have  extreme  dilTiculty  in  eating 
large  quantities  of  very  finely  ground 
feeds.  They  cannot  eat  them  without 
large  amounts  of  water  and  it  is  very 
hard  for  them  to  drink  enou'i:h  water 
to  wash  the  finely  ground  feed  down. 
Their  feed  consumption  is  increased 
by  the  use  of  coarse  feeds  or  grain 
and  by  the  use  of  pellets  or  wet  mash. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  high  fall  and 
winter    production    can    be    attained

without  supplemental  feeding,  but 
most  flocks  are  benefited  by  supple- 
mental feeds  that  are  palatable  and 
easy  for  birds  to  eat. 

Watch  the  Weights 
Scales  for  weighing  both  birds  and 
feed  are  very  desirable.  Heavy  pro- 
duction during  the  fall  and  winter 
depends  very  much  upon  a  small  gain 
in  body  weight  during  the  period. 
Mark  10  or  12  birds  with  leg  bands 
and  weigh  them  at  monthly  or  bi- 
monthly intervals.  Records  of  daily 
feed  consumption  can  be  kept  easily 
if  scales  are  at  hand.  When  the  con- 
sumption drops  noticeably,  it  can 
often  be  brought  back  with  wet  mash 
feeding,  pellets,  condensed  or  liquid 
milk,  distillers  by-products,  or  other 
highly  palatable  feeds. 

Even  the  type  of  hopper  greatly  in- 
fluences the  feed  consumption.  A  "V" 
shaped  trough  with  a  spread  of  6  to  8  r^- 
inches  at  the  top  and  a  reel  over  it  is  ^^ 
well-liked  by  hens.  Fresh  mash  should 
be  added  to  it  almost  daily.  Mash 
should  be  raked  to  one  end  so  that  it

IHIRTEEN  White  Leghorn 
hens  sent  by  J.  A.  Hanson, 
of  Corvallis,  Ore.,  to  the 
Storrs  Laying  Test  stole  the 
show  during  the  1939-40  test 
run.  These  birds  broke  into  the 
lead  early  in  the  year  and  never 
relinquished  their  foremost  posi- 
tion. They  pushed  out  4,041  eggs, 
good  for  4,283.25  points,  during 
the  51  weeks,  beating  last  year's 
winner  by  some  185  points  and 
250  eggs,  and  establishing  a  new 
world's  record  for  an  entry  of 
13  birds  in  any  breed. 

What  makes  Hanson's  ac- 
complishment even  more  sig- 
nificant is  that  his  second  pen  at 
Storrs  romped  in  to  take  second 
high  place  among  all  standard 
test  pens.  And  all  26  of  these 
birds  finished  the  year.  That's 
100  per  cent  livability! 

Third  highest  pen  is  the  Wm. 
L.  Gilbert  Home's  entry  of  Leg- 
horns at  Storrs.  Erath  Egg 
Farm  and  Horseshoe  Poultry 
Ranch  follow  with  fourth  and 
fifth  best  teams  respectively. 

Hanson    Hen   on   Top 

Oddly  enough,  Hanson's  top 
hen  at  Storrs  and  E.  B.  Par- 
menter's  best  Red  hen  at  Rhode 
Island  earned  identical  scores 
for  their  year's  production;  but 
►  because  she  shelled  out  3  more 
eggs,  Hanson's  bird  wins  the 
blue  ribbon  for  the  most  out- 
standing individual  performance. 
Other    top-notch    hens    include 


Pearce's  bird  at  Passaic,  cham- 
pion of  all  New  Hampshires; 
Amidon's  hen  at  Pennsylvania, 
trailblazer  for  the  Barred  Rocks; 
and  Dunham's  bird  at  Georgia, 
leader  for  the  White  Rocks.  T. 
D.  Brown's  White  Minorca  at 
Texas  deserves  recognition  for 
having  topped  the  old  high  score 
in  her  breed.  Pearce's  New 
Hampshire  set  a  new  record,  too, 
as  did  H.  E.  Taylor's  White 
Wyandotte  at  Texas,  and  Iowa 
Master  Breeders'  Buff  Orping- 
ton at  Missouri. 

Amidon  Rocks  Set  Record 

A  noteworthy  accomplishment 
among  Barred  Rocks  is  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  new  high 
record  by  Amidon's  pen  at  Penn- 
sylvania. Riley  Poultry  Farm's 
team  of  White  Rocks  also  pushed 
all  former  records  aside  in  their 
breed.  Likewise,  Harvey  E. 
Taylor's  White  Wyandottes  at 
Texas  broke  all  records  in  their 
class.  Those  birds  added  nearly 
400  points  to  the  former  high 
score  for  White  Wyandottes. 
Another  record-smashing  team 
was  E.  J.  Covey's  Black  Minor- 
cas  at  Texas.  Harry  Phillips  has 
a  new  high  record  team  of 
Columbian  Rocks  by  virtue  of 
their  fine  performance  at  Mis- 
souri. Cedarlaid  Brown  Leg- 
horns also  are  new  champions 
in  their  breed.

y   OF   A   POULTRYMAN* 


By  PERCY  S.  WHITE 


EDITOR'S  NOTK:  Mr.  White  operates  a 
commercial  poultry  farm  of  4,r>00-layer 
capacity  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio.  Keep 
in  mind  that  hi.s  diary  i.s  published  a 
year  after  the  event.s  described  therein 
occurred. 


November  1  —  Estimated  count  of 
350  pullets  still  out  on  the  range. 
Same  day  last  year,  the  estimate  was 
1.000  birds.  In  other  words,  we  are 
ahead  of  the  game  this  year.  But  the 
easy  part  of  the  job  of  housing  them 
has  been  done.  From  now  on  it  is 
going  to  be  a  battle  to  catch  semi- 
wild  stock  roosting  40  feet  high  in 
trees. 

November  2 — It  was  a  little  winter- 
ish  around  these  parts  this  morning. 
I  spent  the  forenoon  cleaning  out  the 
ditch  around  the  block  house.  Twice 
a  year,  spring  and  fall,  all  the  road 
and  patch  ditches  on  the  ranch  are 
cleaned.  If  this  policy  is  strictly 
adhered  to,  it  really  does  not  take 
very  long  to  do  the  work.  It  was 
rather  fortunate  that  I  started  on  the 
ditch  at  the  block  house,  for  the  waste 
water  drain  would  have  become 
clogged  in  a  few  more  days.  Then  we 
would  have  been  in  a  mess,  for  the 
water  would  have  backed  up  on  the 
floor  of  the  house;  which  would  mean 
only  one  thing. 

November  3  —  Kid  White  rode 
along  with  me  when  I  took  the  eggs 
to  the  auction  this  morning.  Seventeen 
years  ago  it  would  have  been  quite  a 
wallop  to  have  her  ride  i-^  a  true!; 
with  me.  But  today  it  was  just  two 
old  folks  goin^  to  town  to  do  some 
trading.  And  both  of  us  were  wonder- 
ing if  we  had  enough  of  the  where- 
with-all to  buy  what  we  needed. 
Journeying   together   down   the    long 


road  of   life;   that's  Kid  White   and 
the  Old  Man. 

This  afternoon  I  hauled  in  120 
bushels  of  ear  corn  from  Cal  Ebert's 
farm.  Cal  has  more  corn  than  he  can 
shake  a  stick  at  cribs  overflowing: 
so  I  bought  the  overflow. 

November  4 — The  range  pullets  are 
getting  quite  shy.  Whenever  one  of 
us  goes  out  there,  they  begin  to 
.scatter  to  the  four  winds.  Donnie 
spent  most  of  the  day  trapping  them 
in  the  house  and  managed  to  catch 
75.  With  the  holdovers  in  the  battery, 
we  were  able  to  use  more  vaccine. 
The  battery  is  clear  now  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  market  birds. 

November  6 — The  water  barrel  on 
the  range  and  all  the  fountains  have 
been  filled.  I  have  wondered  for 
several  days  if  it  wouldn't  be  a  good 
policy  to  take  up  the  water  supply 
line.  But  that  is  off  of  my  mind  now, 
for  we  took  up  the  pipe  today.  The 
joints  of  pipe  have  been  piled  together, 
the  threads  painted  with  heavy  crank 
case  oil  and  then  wrapped  with  a  bur- 
lap bag.  Then  oil  was  poured  all  over 
the  burlap.  The  threads  ought  to  be 
in  good  shape  for  next  year. 

November  7  —  All  mash  hoppers 
have  been  collected  from  the  range 
with  the  exception  of  two  at  each 
house.  The.se  were  placed  inside  in 
order  to  entice  the  birds  to  go  in  to 
eat.  Of  course,  we  scattered  grain  in 
front  of  each  house  as  a  bait.  We  are 
going  to  discontinue  housing  for  a  few 
days,  so  that  the  pullets  won't  be  so 
suspicious.  They'll  get  used  to  going 
inside  to  eat  and  then  if  we  should 
happen  to  have  rain,  we  will  get  most 
of  them  in  short  order. 

November  9  —  There  was  only  one 
coop  of  market  birds,  but  I  took  them 
in  to  the  auction  just  to  get  rid  of 
them.  This  cleans  the  battery  for  the 
second  time  in  the  last  few  weeks. 
They  were  all  little  ratty  pullets  that 
had  best  be  sold.  There  is  usually 
enough  running  gear  stock  around 
without  cultivating  it.  Several  sassy 
young  roosters  are  still  on  the  range; 
their  time  will  come  later. 

November  11 — Donnie  White  picked 
up  85  pullets  on  the  range  during  the 
day.  While  it  didn't  take  the  full 
dosage  of  a  bottle  of  vaccine,  I  figured 
that  it  would  be  better  to  waste  a  wee 
bit  than  to  hold  the  birds  in  the  bat- 
tery. The  loss  of  a  few  cents  worth  of 
vaccine  was  over-balanced  by  the  con- 
venience of  handling  them  only  one 
time.  The  pullets  are  stepping  right 
along  in  production,  especially  those 
in  the  east  house.  The  north  house 


birds  are  beginning  to  eat  much  bet- 
ter during  the  last  few  days. 

November  15 — Kid  White  has  gone 
on  the  warpath  again.  She  doesn't  like 
these  imported  -  in  -  empty  -  egg  -  case 
cockroaches.  She  sprays  a  little  dope 
here  and  a  little  there.  Then  we  don't 
see  any  roaches  for  a  few  days,  but 
only  for  a  few  days.  She  seems  to 
think  I  am  responsible.  But  how  am 
I  to  know  there  is  a  cockroach  in  the 
empty  cases?  I  am  just  a  dumb 
chicken  man.  The  only  source  of 
knowledge  I  have  is  to  get  in  an  argu- 
ment with  someone  and  find  out  what 
he  knows  about  the  subject.  I  know 
everything  Kid  White  knows  about 
roaches. 

November  16 — Something  has  evi- 
dently happened  to  the  tanks  in  the 
waterers.  All  of  a  sudden  pits  or  rust 
spots  have  appeared  in  the  bottoms 
of  all  the  waterers  in  the  three  north 
houses.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  was 
only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  they  were 
replaced,  but  on  second  thought,  it 
was  a  couple  of  years  ago.  I  have  two 
new  ones  on  hand,  but  I  ordered  six 
replacements  today.  This  afternoon^J^ 
Harold  and  I  replaced  one  in  the  east 
house.  Tomorrow  we  will  re-equip 
the  worst  waterer  in  the  west  house.

November  17 — Egg  size,  as  far  as 
the  pullets  are  concerned,  is  on  the 
up  and  up.  Of  course,  there  are  pee- 
wees  and  pullet  size  eggs,  but  the 
birds  are  just  commencing  to  lay.  I 
am  also  getting  lots  of  mediums  and 
large  eggs.  The  large  eggs  are  not 
quite  in  the  majority,  but  size  is  in- 
creasing. Shell  texture  is  exceptional- 
ly good.  Of  course,  this  isn't  necessar- 
ily a  crowing  point,  because  it  should 
be  good  for  no  longer  than  the  birds 
have  been  laying.  Next  August  and 
September  will  be  a  better  time  to 
crow — if  there  is  any  shell  texture  to^ 
crow  about  at  that  time.  W"

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Poultry  Industry  of  Northeast 
Puts  on  Four-Day  Display  at 
Atlantic  Citv,  October  1  to  4 


A  THREE-RING  circus  has  noth- 
ing on  the  Fifth  Neppco  Exposi- 
tion held  at  Atlantic  City. 
October  1  to  4.  With  a  large  number 
of  exhibits  in  the  arena  of  Atlantic 
City's  gigantic  auditorium,  a  full 
schedule  of  meetings  throughout  the 
day,  and  entertainment  and  demon- 
strations until  late  evening,  even 
visitors  who  stayed  the  entire  four 
days  didn't  see  and  hear  everything. 

Neppco  and  Co-ops  Merge 

Big  news  at  the  event  was  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Northeastern  Federa- 
tion of  Egg  and  Poultry  Cooperatives 
.with  the  Northeastern  Poultry  Pro- 
^ducers  Council  (Neppco).  Regarding 
the  merger,  Robert  F.  Thurrell,  Fed- 
eration president,  said: 

"This     consolidation     permits     the 
entire  Northeastern  Poultry  Industry 


to  operate  as  one  organized  unit  .  .  . 
Neppco  will  become  more  powerful 
than  ever  in  advancing  the  interests 
of  all  in  our  industry." 

Also  of  interest  is  the  announce- 
ment made  at  the  Exposition  that 
members  of  the  National  Poultry  and 
Egg  Board,  headed  by  Homer  Hunt- 
ington, had  already  rolled  up  their 
sleeves  and  were  digging  in  at  the 
job  of  promoting  the  use  of  poultry 
products.  The  first  drive,  already 
under  way,  is  pushing  the  sale  of  the 
record  breaking  turkey  crop.  Kathryn 
B.  Niles,  Chicago,  well-known  home 
economist,  has  been  hired  to  supervise 
the  board's  home  economics  activities. 

Many  outstanding  poultry  educators 
and  research  men  participated  in  the 
discussions  and  presented  talks  at  the 
educational  meetings. 

Gives  Hints  on  Vaccination 

Dr.  F.  R.  Beaudette.  New  Jersey 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  dis- 
cussed the  use  and  misuse  of  fowl 
pox  and  laryngotracheitis  vaccine.  Two 
precautions  which  should  be  observed

in  the  use  of  laryngotracheitis  vaccine, 
he  said,  are  to  make  certain  that  vac- 
cine is  potent  enough  and  to  refrain 
from  applying  laryngotracheitis  vac- 
cine with  a  needle.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  vaccine  is  apt  to  be  deposited 
in  a  place  where  it  can  give  no  im- 
munity and  that  the  dosage  is 
stretched  beyond  all  recommendations 
when  such  methods  are  used.  Six 
major  precautions  in  the  use  of  vac- 
cines, as  outlined  by  Dr.  Beaudette. 

are: 

1.  Vaccinate  all  susceptibles  at  one  time 
or  else  afford  ample  isolation  for  non- 
vaccinated  birds. 

2.  Do  not  stretch  dosage  beyond  a  rea- 
.sonable   limit. 

3.  Use  vaccine  before  expiration  date  and 
keep  in  an  icebox  until  used. 

4.  Use  vaccine  within  a  relatively  short 
time  after  it  is  mixed. 

5.  Don't  spill  vaccine  or  get  it  around 
the  head  of  the  bird. 

6.  Read  or  check  birds  on  the  fifth  day 
so  that  you  can  re-vaccinate  if  necessary.

Jeffrey,  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station,  stated  that  simple, 
non-forcing  systems  of  mana^^ement 
have  proven  most  desirable.  He 
recommended  the  hopper  feeding  of 
corn,  oats,  and  laying  mash  as  prac- 
tices found  to  be  inexpensive  and 
labor  saving.  Fall-hatched  birds,  he 
said,  should  not  receive  artificial  light 
until  August  or  early  September. 

Walter  J.  Birdsall.  chairman,  Nep- 
pco  New  York  Live  Poultry  Terminal 
Committee,  reported  that  the  terminal 
is  assured  and  will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy about  April.  1941.  (See 
Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine  for 
October.  1940). 

Information  on  the  principal  poul- 
try diseases  was  given  by  Dr.  Erwin 
Jungherr,  Connecticut  State  Experi- 
ment Station,  chairman  of  the  Poultry 
Disease  Committee,  who  reported  on 
that  committee's  work  during  the  last 
year.  A  report  on  blue  comb,  or  pullet 
disease,  attracted  much  interest  from 
exposition  visitors.  Said  Dr.  Jungherr: 

"This  disease  of  newly-housed  lay- 
ing birds  has  been  a  troublesome 
problem  in  the  northeastern  states 
for  over  a  decade.  It  is  important  to 
differentiate  this  disease,  by  accurate 
laboratory  diagnosis,  from  infectious 
diseases  such  as  fowl  cholera  and  pul- 


lorum  disease,  which  may  be  similar 
in  clinical  appearance.  Studies  .  .  . 
tend  to  show  that  the  disease  is  non- 
infectious and  is  due  to  a  sudden 
upset  of  the  chemistry  of  the  body, 
that  is,  a  so-called  metabolic  disease 
like  milk  fever  in  cattle. 

"Bluishness  of  the  comb  seems  to  be 
due  to  a  disturbance  of  the  blood  cir- 
culation and  the  elimination  of  kidney 
and  liver  products.  Careful  manage- 
ment designed  to  ease  the  abrupt 
change  from  range  to  housing  con- 
ditions may  prove  to  be  of  importance 
in  the  control  of  so-called  pullet 
disease." 

Feed  Outlook  Remains  Good 
Dr.  L.  C.  Norris,  chairman  of 
Neppco's  nutrition  committee,  stated 
that  the  supplies  of  feedstuffs  for 
poultry  seem  to  be  sufficient  and  that 
it  was  his  opinion  that  prices  prob- 
ably would  not  increase  radically 
within  the  next  nine  months.  He  stated 
that  the  general  price  level  will  prob- 
ably go  up,  however,  carrying  grain 
prices  up  gradually.  Supplies  of  dry 
milk  and  other  milk  products  seem  to 
be  sufllcient  at  this  time,  according  to 
Dr.  Norris. 

Chick  Sexing  Discussed 
Opinions  on  "The  Future  of  Chick 
Sexing"  were  given  by  several 
hatcherymen,  egg  producers,  and 
broiler  producers,  who  participated  in 
a  discussion  on  that  subject.  Although 
no  definite  conclusions  were  reached, 
it  was  the  concensus  of  opinion  that 
each  individual  would  have  to  deter- 
mine how  best  to  take  advantage  or 
how  to  protect  himself  from  the  dis- 
advantages of  chick  sexing,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Fred  Bray,  Hamilton.  Ontario, 
hatcheryman,  voiced  the  opinion  that 
chick  sexing  is  here  to  stay  and  that 
the  question  i^evolves  around  the 
problem  of  adjusting  the  industry  to 
the  new  situation.  Most  important 
questions,  he  said,  are  concerned  with 
cutting  the  cost  of  sexing  and  reduc- 
ing errors  at  the  time  of  operation. 
He  advised  hatcherymen  to  hold  their 
sexing  guarantee  down  to  90  per  cent 
accuracy,  stating  that  a  90  per  cent

guarantee  could  be  met  on  a  profitable 
basis  without  objection  from  chick 
buyers.  Statements  by  producers  indi- 
cated that  it  was  not  profitable,  in  all 
cases,  to  buy  sexed  chicks,  but  that,  in 
some  instances,  money  could  be  saved 
by  purchasing  only  pullets. 

Better  Organization  Needed 
A  nation-wide  organization  of  all 
poultry  groups  was  advocated  by  W. 
D.  Termohlen,  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service.  Washington.  D.  C.  It  is  his 
opinion  that  only  through  complete 
^  organization  of  the  industry  can  all 
•  poultry  problems  be  effectively  met. 
He  also  pointed  out  the  need  for  more 
research  on  the  economic  aspects  of 
the  industry;  encouragement  of 
greater  efficiency  in  production  and 
marketing  methods;  the  assurance  of 
representation  and  consideration  of 
national  and  state  programs  relating 
to  agriculture,  and  the  development 
of  new  uses  for  the  products  of  the 
industry. 

Turkeys  Sent  to  President 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  exposition, 
Neppco  President  Grant  Jasper  wrote 
President  Roosevelt,  suggesting  that 
two  National  Thanksgiving  holidays 
would  greatly  increase  turkey  con- 
sumption, and  followed  up  the  sugges- 
tion by  sending  two  prize-winning 
White  Holland  gobblers  to  the  White 
House.  The  poultry  used  in  the 
various  exhibits  was  donated  to  two 
crippled  children's  homes  at  Atlantic 
City. 

Two  informal  poultry  picking  con- 
tests were  held  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  nights.  On  Tuesday  night. 
a  group  of  poultry  producers  out- 
picked  a  select  group  of  college  pro- 
fessors, and  on  Thursday  night  an- 
other group  of  producers  completed 
their  birds  in  record  time  to  win  over 
a  poultry  editor's  group.

High  Average  Egg  Production 
Necessary  for  Hen  Profits 

You  can't  expect  to  make  money 
from  chickens  unless  you  get  high 
average  egg  production.  The  19.^9 
report  on  the  Minnesota  record  flocks 
brings  this  out. 

The  16  high  producing  flocks  had  an 
average  yield  of  190  eggs  per  bird  for 
the  year.  The  labor  return  above  feed 
cost  was  $1.73  per  bird.  In  the  15  low 
producing  flocks,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  average  yield  was  only  124  eggs 
per  hen,  while  the  labor  return 
amounted  to  just  77  cents  per  bird.

Nearliy  white  specials  were 
selling  at  34»4-3.5>/j,  as  compared  to  32 
cents  on   the  same  day   in   1939. 

V.gg  receipts  at  the  four  leading  markets 
(New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  and 
Boston)  were  9  per  cent  above  those  of 
1939  during  the  4-week  period  ending 
October  12.  September  production  of  epgs 
for  the  country  was  estimated  at  2,.')01 
million  eggs — 6  per  cent  larger  than  last 
year  and  9  per  cent  over  the  10-year 
average. 

Cold  Htorairc  holdings  of  eggs  (frozen 
and  shell  combined)  wore  about  10  per 
cent  larger  than  a  year  ago,  on  October  1. 

Poultry  in  storage  on  October  1  aggre 
gated  about  90  million  pounds,  43  per  cent 
^  more  than  a  year  ago.  Storage  holdings 
of  turkeys  were  15  million  poun(L«  and, 
although  having  been  decreased  by  fi 
million  pounds  during  September,  wire 
almost  twice  as  large  as  on  October  1,  19:!9.

Hens  Dying  from  Roup 

Q. — A  lot  of  my  hens  have  swollen  eyes. 
Several  of  them  have  died.  Can  you  give 
any  information  as  to  what  the  trouble  Is 
and  what  I  can  do  for  it?— W.  B.  H.,  Pa. 

A. — Colds  and  roup  are  the  troubles 
which  are  responsible  for  the  swollen  eyes. 
You  will  find  much  helpful  information  in 
Everybodys  Brleflet  D-1,  "Respiratory

I  suggest  that  you  check  your  housing, 
making  sure  that  ventilation  and  circula- 
tion of  air  are  satisfactory.  Find  and 
eliminate  any  drafts  that  may  be  on  the 
roosts  or  across  the  feeders.  Keep  the 
litter  dry  and  reasonably  clean. 

Scalding  Temperatures 

Q. — What  is  the  right  temperature  for 
.scalding  the  various  types  of  poultry? — 
W.  R.   L..  O. 

A.  —  Hard  scalding  of  birds  requires 
temperatures  between  170  and  180  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  For  soft  or  semi-scalding, 
hold  the  water  at  125  to  130  degrees. 

Worming  Pullets 

Q. — Give  me  directions  for  worming  pul- 
lets before  housing  them  for  the  winter. — 
N.  T.  N.,  X.  Y. 

A.  —  The  three  common  methods  of 
worming  pullets  are :  Catch  each  bird  and 
administer  a  worm  capsule ;  catch  each 
bird  and  dose  with  an  iodine  compound  ; 
mix  worm  expeller  with  the  mash. 

Some  poultrymen  prefer  to  give  in- 
dividual  doses,   thus  making  certain   that 


every  bird  gets  plenty  of  worm  medicine. 
Others  believe  that  there  is  little  to  be 
gained  by  individual  treatment  and  prefer 
the  more  simple  method  of  mixing  medi- 
cines with  the  mash.  All  of  the  three 
methods  are  satisfactory,  however,  and 
will  give  good  results  if  you  follow  the 
recommendations  of  the  firm  manufactur- 
ing the  worm  remedy  you  use.  Look  over 
the  advertisements  in  Everybodys  for  the 
names  of  reliable  products  manufactured 
by  guaranteed  advertisers. 

Egg-Eating  Hens 

Q. — Please  tell  me  what  causes  my  hens 
to  eat  eggs  and  what  I  can  do  to  break 
them  of  this  vice.— H.  T.  A.,  Pa. 

A. — It  is  hard  to  tell  exactly  what  may 
have  started  this  trouble.  It  usually  starts, 
however,  when  an  egg  gets  broken  acci- 
dentally and  hens  eat  it.  A  lack  of  lime 
in  the  ration  is  also  believed  to  be  a  cause 
in  some  cases.  The  vice  is  more  prevalent 
among  birds  which  lay  a  high  percentage 
of  eggs  on  the  floor. 

There  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  stop 
this  habit.  If  you  can  find  the  birds  that 
are  eating  eggs,  market  them.  Naturally, 
the  best  thing  to  do  is  to  keep  the  birds 
from  ever  starting  the  vice — by  encourag- 
ing the  use  of  nests  and  keeping  oyster 
shell  before  them  at  all  times. 

Keep  an  eye  open  for  floor  eggs  and 
remove  them  promptly.  Gather  eggs  more 
frequently  after  pullets  have  been  brought 
into  laying  hou.ses.  Cover  the  dropping 
boards  with  wire  netting,  fastened  under 
the  roosts,  so  eggs  dropped  during  the 
night  cannot  be  reached  by  birds.  Keep  an 
adequate  supply  of  nesting  material  in 
nests  and  keep  the  nests  dark  so  that 
broken  eggs  can't  be  seen  too  readily. 

Wood  Shavings  as  Litter 

Q. — Please  give  me  some  information  on 
the  value  of  wood  shavings  as  litter  for 
the  floor  of  my  poultry  houses. — T.  I.  A., 
N.   H. 

A. — The  two  most  favorable  qualities  of 
wood  shavings  as  litter  are  that  they  are 
cheap  and  can  be  obtained  almost  any- 
where. Those  are  economic  considerations, 
however.  From  a  practical  standpoint,  there 
isn't  much  to  be  said  for  shavings  as 
litter.  They  aren't  absorbent,  that  is,  they 
will  not  absorb  much  moisture,  so  will  not 
help  much  in  keeping  the  house  clean  or 
dry.  In  damp  weather,  when  the  humidity 
in  a  house  is  high,  this  factor  is  par- 
ticularly   objectionable. 

Another  objection  is  that  shavings  do 
not  make  good  fertilizer.  They  require  a 
long  time  to  rot  and  may  have  a  toxic 
effect  on  some  plants.  Manured  shavings 
have  little  value  as  a  mulch. 

It  would  be  best  to  use  any  shavings 
you  have  as  nesting  material  and  use 
peat,  straw,  or  some  other  litter  which 
will  take  up  more  moisture  and  will  make 
good  fertilizer.  A  commercial  product  de- 
rived from  dried  sugar  cane  is  being  used 
extensively  now.

the  west  house  sprung  a  leak.  Guess 
we  didn't  replace  the  worst  one  after 
all.  Anyway,  the  new  tanks  should 
be  here  the  first  of  the  week  and  my 
soldering  job  should  hold  that  long.  I 
ordered  a  couple  of  new  lamps  to 
replace  ones  that  had  caught  on  fire 
and  melted  the  burner  off  of  the  oil 
container.  I  would  be  liable  to  have  a 
fire  if  the  old  ones  were  used  much 
longer.  When  a  piece  of  equipment  is 
unsound,  it  is  a  good  policy  to  replace 
it. 

November  20 — A  few  more  pullets 
were  brought  in  from  the  range,  but 
we  still  do  not  have  enough  to  vacci- 
nate so  they  are  being  held  over  in 
the  battery.  The  new  tanks  came  on 
the  noon  mail,  and  that  was  too  late 
to  do  anything  with  them  today.

November  22  —  It  is  cleaning  time 
for  brooder  houses.  There  are  still  a 
few  birds  out  on  the  range,  but  I  feel 
that  I  shouldn't  delay  any  longer  with 
the  cleaning.  I  am  a  strong  believer 
in  cleaning  up  the  houses,  dousing 
them  with  creosote  and  letting  them 
stand  idle  for  several  months.  This 
standing  idle  has  a  good  moral  effect 
on  any  bugs  which  might  be  sticking 
around.  And  —  to  be  perfectly  frank 
about  it — I  dare  say  that  there  are  a 
couple  or  so  on  the  ranch.  I  have 
been  looking  at  this  year's  young 
stock  with  a  skeptical  eye,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  I  am  beginning  to 
see  things  that  are  not  pleasant  to 
think  about. 

November  23 — The  old  hens  are  be- 
ginning to  slow  down.  But  it  is  getting 
time  for  them  to  slack  off  and  get 
some  warm  clothes  on  for  winter.  It  is 
a  cold  sight  to  see  a  bunch  of  molting 
birds  bunching  together  to  keep  warm 
in  the  dead  of  winter.  I  get  cold  my- 
self just  looking  at  them.  The  pullets 
are  coming  along  in  good  shape, 
probably,  I  should  say,  fair  to 
middling.  Production  still  continues 
on  the  up  and  up  and  egg  size  is 
steadily  increasing.  I  haven't  made  a 
count  to  determine  percentages  of 
each  size — large,  medium,  pullet  and 
pee-wee,  but  I  know  that  the  average 
size  is  increasing. 

November  25 — The  pullet  crop  has 
been  harvested.   All  available  hands 


MARY:  This  folder  says  that  a  laying  mash  should  help  hens  make  the 
most  of  their  inherited  ability.  Maybe  our  feed  doesn't  do  that,  John. 
Maybe  it  lacks  something  that  hens  need  for  top  production. 

JOHN :  Perhaps  you're  right.  We've  got  some  mighty  nice  birds,  but  they 
certainly  aren't  laying  the  way  I  think  they  should. 

MARY:  Read  this  all  the  way  through,  John.  It  sounds  like  good  common 
sense  to  me.

November  27 — Harold  happened  to 
see  the  lone  pullet  ease  into  one  of 
the  colony  houses  while  he  was 
cleaning  today.

The  by-products  are 
blood  spot,  cracked,  and  double  yolked 
eggs.  They  just  don't  rank  as  a  top 
grade  product  and  it  is  easy  to  put 
them  aside.  The  residue  had  become 
.so  large  that  something  had  to  be 
done.  I  sold  everything  that  would 
stand  hauling  to  the  auction.  Of 
course,  the  spots  and  doubles  had 
sound  shells,  but  a  few  of  the  cracks 
were  not  so  well  preserved.  "Kid" 
White  tries  to  keep  the  cracked  eggs 
worked  up  in  home  products,  but 
oftentimes  they  get  ahead  of  her.  The 
volume  in  all  grades  of  eggs  is  stead- 
ily increasing  on  the  auction. 

November  30 — Thanksgiving  Day- 
again — and  another  holiday.

Maiuifacture  of  Poultry  Equipment 
Shows  Increased  Value  in  1939 

Poultry  farm  equipment  manu- 
factured in  1939  was  greater  in  quan- 
tity and  value  than  the  output  of 
1938  or  1937,  a  report  from  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  shows.  Pro- 
duction dipped  between  1937  and  1938. 
but  last  year's  gain  brings  totals 
above  the  1937  level. 

Last  year's  output  included  134,254 
oil  brooders,  valued  at  $1,157,537,  as 
compared  with  89,969  valued  at 
$801,696  in  1938,  and  127,328  with  a 
value  of  $1,392,275  in  1937. 

Electric  brooders  produced  in  1939 
numbered  98,357  with  a  value  of 
$1,012,546,  against  60,893  valued  at 
$625,660  in  1938  and  66,017  valued  at 
$704,468  in  1937. 

Coal  brooders  totaled  42,646  with  a 
value  of  $470,847  in  1939,  against 
27.503  valued  at  $317,926  in  1938  and 
41,779  valued  at  $451,807  in  1937. 

There  were  4,621  gas  brooders  pro- 
duced in  1939,  with  a  value  of  $52,527. 
compared  with  2.393  valued  at  $17,717 
in  1938  and  2,345  in  1937  valued  at 
$17,239. 

Production  in  1939  of  commercial 
type  incubators,  those  with  more  than 
1,000  egg  capacity,  had  a  total  ca- 
pacity of  28.783,295  eggs,  against 
21,356,558  in   1938   and  24,963,760   in 

1937.  Their  value  in  1939  was  $2,506,- 
855,  compared  with  $1,943,737  in  1938 
and  $1,984,670  in  1937. 

Many  Small  Incubators  Still  Sold 
Lamp  type  incubators  produced  in 
1939,  those  with  1,000  egg  and  smaller 
capacity,  had  a  total  capacity  of 
1,957,220  eggs.  In  previous  years  they 
were  reported  by  number  of  incu- 
bators, the  1938  total  being  10.483  and 
the  1937  figure  24,148.  Value  of  lamp 
type  incubators  made  last  year  was 
$182,920,  against  $203,188  in  1938  and 
$311,473  in  1937. 

There  were  3,400,653  poultry  feeders 
made  last  year,  against  2,414,718  in 
1938  and  2,718,094  in  1937.  Their  value 
was   $1,039,366   in    1939,   $708,449   in 

1938,  and  $930,955  in  1937. 

Poultry  waterers  numbered  4,638,577 
in  1939,  compared  with  2,552,210  in 
1938  and  2,752,795  in  1937.  They  had 
a  value  of  $1,014,288  in  1939,  against 
$629,197  in  1938  and  $723,188  in  1937. 
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Keep  Litter  Dry 

For  the  health  of  your  birds  of  all 
ages,  keep  the  litter  dry.  Stir  it  daily. 
Have  pans  under  the  fountains  to 
catch  the  water  which  drips  from  the 
birds'  beaks.  Change  the  litter  at 
once  when  it  becomes  wet,  and  use  a 
litter  which  absorbs  much  moisture. 
It  pays. 
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"Run    tell   your  Mother  I'm   staying   for 
dinner  with   Farmer  Jones  and  family!" 


Use  of  Glass  Substitutes 

An  increased  knowledge  of  the 
transmission  of  a  large  percentage  of 
the  sun's  ultra  violet  rays  is  respon- 
sible for  a  wider  acceptance  of  glass 
substitutes  among  poultrymen.  The 
necessity  of  a  sufficient  amount  of 
vitamin  D  in  the  ration  in  order  that 
healthy  chicks  may  be  developed  and 
high  egg  production  may  be  main- 
tained is  well  known.  An  abundance 
of  ultra  violet  rays  means  an  abund- 
ance of  vitamin  D. 

The  application  of  glass  substitutes 
is  quite  simple.  They  can  be  cut  with 
a  regular  shears  to  required  sizes  and 
easily  applied  with  hammer  and  tacks. 
Some  types  require  the  use  of  wood 
strips  along  the  side,  but  none  call 
for  the  use  of  putty  or  other  such 
materials. 

As  common  glass  requires  occasion- 
al washing,  so  do  glass  substitutes 
need  cleaning.  Ultra  violet  ray  trans- 
mission is  cut  down  by  accumulations 
of  dirt  and  dust.  Frequent  washing 
will  assure  the  maximum  amount  of 
ray  transmission. 

Glass  substitutes  are  easily  repaired 
in  case  of  punctures  or  breaks.  In 
many  cases,  only  the  area  immediate- 
ly surrounding  the  break  will  need 
mending.  Glass  substitutes  are  suit- 
able for  use  on  any  tj^je  of  poultry 
building. 


Fermented  Mash  for  Layers 

Stepping  up  the  feed  intake  is  often 
a  serious  problem  at  this  time  of  year. 
Here's  how  one  poultryman  does  it. 

Wm.  Scheibe,  manager  of  the  Han- 
key  Farms,  near  Pittsburgh.  Pa.,  has 
found  that  feed  intake  can  be  appre- 
ciably increased  by  feeding  fermented 
mash  twice  daily.  A  yeast  product  is 
mixed  with  the  regular  mash  and  al- 
lowed to  ferment.  It  is  Scheibe's 
opinion  that  the  fermentation  process 
A  partially  predigests  the  mash,  making 
it  easier  for  hen  to  digest  larger 
amounts  of  feed. 

The  same  system  has  been  used  for 
turkeys,  with  good  results  reported.

TURKEYS  and  chickens  can  be 
raised  successfully  on  the  same 
farm.  This  statement  seems  to 
contradict  an  old  poultry-keeping 
axiom,  but  many  eastern  poultrymen 
have  proven,  in  recent  years,  that  both 
turkeys  and  chickens  can  be  produced 
successfully  on  the  same  farm.  Of 
course,  there  are  several  precautions 
which  must  be  observed  when  these 
two  types  of  fowl  are  raised  together. 
Sanitation  is  the  main  worry  of 
poultrymen  who  try  to  combine 
chickens  and  turkeys.  On  one  farm 
where  both  turkeys  and  chickens  have 
been  raised  for  several  years,  workers 
are  required  to  change  shoes  and 
clothes  before  going  from  the  chicken 
flock  to  the  turkey  flock,  or  vice  versa. 
To  avoid  the  necessity  of  frequent 
changes,  the  same  man  seldom  works 
with  two  kinds  of  poultry  on  any  one 
day. 

Clean   Ground   Essential 

The  use  of  clean  ground  for  ranges 
is  a  "must."  Birds  may  be  placed  on 
any  good  range  that  has  not  been 
used  by  other  poultry  for  at  least  two 
years.  Apparently,  the  kind  of  soil  has 


something  to  do  with  the  length  of 
time  it  takes  to  have  parasites  killed. 
Heavy  clay  soils  require  at  least  three 
years  for  certain  sanitation.  Sandy 
soils  respond  quickly  to  plowing  and 
liming.  One  crop  on  sandy  soils  will 
destroy  all  traces  of  disease.  Never 
put  birds  back  on  a  range  where  the 
droppings  are  still  visible  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground. 

A  system  which  does  not  make  it 
necessary  for  the  ground  to  be  used 
more  than  every  third  or  fourth  year 
will  be  found  best.  If  range  is  limited, 
it  is  possible  to  run  the  birds  on  alter- 
nate years.  In  order  to  do  this,  the 
ground  should  be  plowed  in  the  fall 
after  birds  have  been  ranged  on  it 
and  then  planted  to  winter  rye.  Lim- 
ing is  helpful  in  destroying  impurities. 
If  rye  gets  a  good  start  in  the  fall, 
the  fields  may  be  plowed  the  following 
spring  and  the  ground  used  for  almost 
any  crop.  Crops  requiring  cultivation 
are  preferred.  Another  seeding  of  rye 
should  be  made  in  the  fall  after  the 
crop  is  taken  off.  Poultry  may  be 
ranged  on  the  rye  the  following  spring. 

The  question  of  how  far  apart  tur-  % 
keys  and  chickens  must  be  kept  has 
caused  some  disagreement.  It  seems 
that  there  is  no  definite  answer  that 
will  be  correct  for  all  types  of  land. 


Sometimes  infection  or  parasitic  in- 
festation results  when  birds  are 
ranged  on  land  which  absorbs  run- 
off water  from  fields  which  have  been 
recently  used  for  range.  This  is  par- 
ticularly true  in  a  wet  season  when 
there  is  much  surface  drainage. 

Hatch  Poults  With  Chickens 
The  hatching  and  brooding  of  tur- 
keys is  not  a  serious  problem.  If  a 
farmer  has  chicken-egg  incubators,  he 
can  use  them  for  turkey  eggs  with  a 
little  regulation.  An  easier  way  to  get 
started  is  to  purchase  turkey  poults 
from  a  hatchery. 

With  the  growing  demand  for  small 
turkeys  during  the  holiday  season, 
birds  hatched  as  late  as  August  find  a 
ready  market.  Such  birds  require  but 
little  brooding.  Some  supplementary 
heat  may  be  required  for  the  first 
week  or  two  after  the  poults  are 
hatched,  but  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  any  length  of  time. 

Young  turkeys  should  be  placed  in 
a  warm  brooder  house  on  arrival. 
Poults  will  require  a  little  education 
at  first  in  the  way  of  teaching  them 
where  the  feed  is  placed  and  where 
heat  originates,  but  they  will  soon 
learn  to  take  care  of  themselves. 

Keep  Poults  Dry 

It  is  essential  that  young  turkeys 
be  kept  dry.  Serious  trouble  will  re- 
sult if  they  are  allowed  to  range  on 
wet  grass  before  they  are  two  months 
old.  It  is  probable  that  wild  turkeys 
do  become  wet  and  still  survive,  but 
domesticated  birds  suffer  greatly  from 
getting  soaked  while  they  are  still  at 
an  early  age.  The  use  of  wire  plat- 
forms in  brooding  turkeys  has  done 
much  to  eliminate  disease  problems. 
They  should  be  kept  on  wire  until 
they  are  at  least  two  months  old. 

A  poultryman  who  has  a  retail 
trade  for  dressed  chicken  can  often 
raise  a  small  flock  of  turkeys  and  in- 
crease his  income  considerably.  Al- 
though turkeys  are  now  a  year  'round 
commodity,  there  is  still  something  of 
a  novelty  to  having  turkey  on  the 
dinner  table  and  often  times  a  house- 
wife will  buy  a  plump  young  turkey 
when  she  would  not  purchase  other 
poultry  meat.  Chickens  and  turkeys 
can  be  raised  on  the  same  farm- 
profitably,  too!

Better  Roosting  Quarters 

Check  over  your  roosting  quarters 
now  that  the  fall  season  has  arrived 
and  the  birds  are  spending  more  time 
on  the  roosts.  See  that  ventilation  and 
temperature  are  uniform  over  all 
parts  of  the  roosts.

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Necrosis  Caused  bv  Feed 
Sticking  to  the  Beak 

Necrosis  of  the  beak,  a  condition 
characterized  by  death  of  a  portion 
of  either  the  lower  or  upper  beak,  is 
caused  by  finely  ground  feed  sticking 
to  the  beak  and  producing  inflamma- 
tion there.  In  some  cases,  either  or 
both  portions  of  the  beak  have  been 
lost. 

Only  the  males  seem  to  be  affected 
in  some  flocks,  and  one  observant 
poultryman,  according  to  K.  L.  Bullis 
of  Massachusetts  State  College,  found 
that  necrosis  developed  because  his 
males  were  unable  to  rinse  their  beaks 
while  drinking.  By  using  fountains 
whereby  the  birds  could  wash  the 
feed  from  their  beaks,  he  was  able  to 
prevent  further  trouble.  Feed  hoppers 
which  allow  birds  to  scrape  feed  off 
the  beaks  also  probably  help  in  pre- 
venting beak  necrosis. 

When  the  necrotic  material  is  re- 
moved, the  exposed  surface  painted 
with  tincture  of  iodine,  and  free  access 
to  water,  mash  and  scratch  grain 
provided,  Bullis  reports  that  the 
trouble  has  ceased  and  the  beaks  have 
healed  satisfactorily.

to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  cleaning 
eggs.  There  are  much  more  interesting 
ways  to  spend  these  evenings  than  at 
egg  polishing. 

Warm  the  Water 

Polar  bear  swimming  clubs  delight 
in  chopping  holes  in  the  ice  and  taking 
a  mid-winter  swim.  Chickens,  how- 
ever aren't  that  enthused  about  ice 
water.  From  now  on  through  the  rest 
of  the  winter,  it'll  pay  you  to  take 
the  chill  off  the  water.  Birds  will 
drink  more,  it  will  take  less  body 
heat  and,  thus,  less  feed,  and  egg 
production  will  increase,  if  you  will 
use  a  water  warmer. 

Feed  for  Fat 

If  the  roasters  and  capons  don't 
have  quite  the  finish  you  desire,  take 
them  off  free  range  and  give  them  a 
wet  mash  composed  of  equal  parts  of 
condensed  buttermilk  (or  skim  milk) 
and  ground  yellow  corn  meal.  Fed 
once  a  day,  this  mash  will  increase 
consumption  of  other  feeds  and  will 
result  in  more  fat  in  the  flesh. 

Buy  Fall  Chicks 

The  pullets  should  be  producing 
Ijretty  well  by  this  time,  the  old  hens 
ought  to  be  back  in  production  for  a 
^  fmal  spurt,  and  it's  the  time  of  year 
to  think  of  flock  replacements.  Chicks 
bought  now  will  be  in  the  peak  of 
production  during  the  fall  months 
next  year.  Buy  good  chicks,  handle 
them  carefully,  and  they  may  make 
the  most  profitable  hens  in  your  flock.

a.s  "fresh,"   otherwise,  they  must   be 
.sold  just  as  eggs. 

Several  states  are  doing  a  good  job 
of  enforcing  their  "fresh  egg"  laws, 
but  most  of  them  are  handicapped  by 
lack  of  funds  and  personnel  sufficient 
to  conduct  an  educational  program 
among  retailers.  And  producers  must 
do  a  better  job  of  marketing  quality 
eggs  if  these  laws  are  to  prove  of  any 
benefit. 

Any  kind  of  national  legislation  re- 
quiring compulsory  grading  of  eggs 
would  need  a  new  army  of  employees 
to  enforce  it.  It  is  too  much  like  the 
European  system,  and  the  cost  of  such 
a  system  is  likely  to  outweigh  the  ad- 
vantages. 

We  believe  voluntary  egg  grading 
as  permitted  under  the  "fresh  egg" 
laws  in  various  states  is  truly  Ameri- 
can in  principle.  Anyone  with  the 
initiative  can  profit  by  the  system. 
What  is  needed,  however,  is  more 
widespread  enforcement  and  public- 
izing of  the  program.

How  to  Prepare  Turkey  Steaks 

Turkey  steak  is  gaining  favor  in 
Missouri  hotels  and  other  dininr; 
places  following  its  development  by 
Col.  Paul  V.  Renz,  Missouri  Farm 
Commissioner,  and  brothers  W.  R. 
and  Tom  Clark,  turkey  raisers,  who 
have  perfected  the  method  of  pre- 
paring the  turkey  dinner  de  luxe. 

The  method  of  dressing  and  cook- 
ing now  in  use  at  the  Daniel  Boone 
Hotel,  Columbia,  Mo.,   is  as  follows: 

Select  a  grain-fed.  fat,  young  tur- 
key, not  larger  than  15  or  16  pounds. 
Remove  the  bones  by  starting  at  the 
point  of  the  breast  bone,  taking  half 
the  breast  off  at  a  time,  and  keeping 
the  meat  in  one  piece.  Bone  the  legs 
and  remove  all  tendons.  Remove  all 
the  skin  and  fat  from  the  meat  thus 
obtained. 

Cut  the  meat  across  the  grain,  slices 
not  to  exceed  IV2  inches  in  thickness. 
The  Daniel  Boone  chef  usually  gets 
about  three  orders  from  each  pound 
of  meat. 

Beat  the  turkey  steak  with  a  cleaver 
or  tenderizer  against  the  grain  but 
don't  pound  excessively. 

Season  with  salt  and  plenty  of 
pepper.  Drop  each  piece  into  an  "egg 
wash"  and  roll  in  flour.  Fry  in  about 
the  same  way  as  you  would  chicken, 
cooking  very,  very  slowly  in  pure 
lard.  Remove  the  steak  from  the 
skillet  when  the  meat  turns  golden 
brown.  Steam  the  pieces  for  20 
minutes  before  serving. 

A  special  turkey  gravy  has  been 
concocted  for  use  with  turkey  steak. 
It  is  prepared  by  pouring  off  most  of 
the  fat,  leaving  the  brown  crumbs  in 
the  bottom  of  the  pan  in  which  the 
steak  has  been  cooked;  putting  in 
flour  and  browning  over  the  flame; 
pouring  in  a  rich  turkey  stock,  and 
heating  the  mixture  until  it  thickens. 
This  is  to  be  seasoned  and  sei'ved 
separately  or  with  turkey  on  toast, 
along  with  some  kind  of  spiced  fruit. 
Missourians,  traditional  "show-me" 
folk,  have  tested  and  approved  turkey 
steak.  Try  it  in  your  own  home  for  a 
special  treat  during  the  coming  holi- 
day sea.son.

Birds  to  Market 

The  marketing  .season  is  just  around 
the  corner.  The  wise  grower  carefully 
selects  his  birds  for  market,  whether  to  be 
sold  alive  or  dressed.  Bird.s  marketed 
should  be  in  pood  health,  free  from  pin 
feathers  and  well-fleshed.  The  well-fleshed 
condition  of  a  top-notch  bird  is  Indicated 
by  a  full  breast,  well-padded  over  the  tail 
and  back  and  in  the  abdomen.  There  is 
also  no  blood  showing  in  the  quills  of  the 
feathers.  Such  a  bird  is  prime  for  killing 
or  market inpr. 

No  birds  should  be  marketed  which 
have  not  passed  their  period  of  rapid 
prrowth  whi<'h  means  somewhere  between 
24  and  26  weeks  of  ape.  Up  until  thl.n 
time,  yonr  birds  are  makinp  rapid  weekly 
pains  anywhere  from  one-half  to  two-third 
of  a  pound,  while  after  this  period  the 
pains  in  weipht  drop  from  one-fourth  to 
one-third  of  a  pound  per  week. 

Handling  the   Birds 

fJreat  care  should  be  exercised  in  catch- 
inp  and  handlinp  the  birds  to  be  marketed 
and  killed  to  prevent  bruisinp.  Where 
larpe  flocks  are  to  be  canpht,  small  hold- 
ing pens  should  be  used  drivinp  the  tur- 
keys in  a  few  at  a  time,  beinp  sure  that 
they  are  not  crowded.  In  small  flocks  a 
hook  or  net  is  used  (a  net  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred rather  than  a  hook)  do  not  pull 
the  bird  toward  you  after  catchinp  It  but 
walk  up  to  it  and  pick  it  up.  It  Is  a  little 
Ihinp  but  it  reduces  bruised  birds  to  a 
minimum. 

Killing   Equipment 

Growers  who  market  their  birds  dressed 
should  check  up  on  all  killinp  equipment 
atid  their  killinp  room  and  have  every- 
thinp  in  readiness  for  a  lot  of  work  must 
be  done  in  a  short  time.  Your  killinp  knife, 
the  blade  of  which  should  be  approximate- 
ly three-eiphth  of  an  inch  wide  by  4  to 
4'i  inches  lonp.  should  be  sharpened. 
Don't  be  content  with  one,  but  have  three 
or  four  around  and  be  sure  they  are  all 
sharp.  Several  6  to  7-pound  weights  with 
a  hook  in  one  end  for  hanpinp  in  the 
lower  bill  or  nose  of  the  turkey  should  be 
available.  Several  New  .Jersey  growers  use 
ordinary  sash  weights  and  find  them  very 
satisfactf>ry. 

r.y  all  means  use  a  shackle  for  hanging 
your  birds  up  to  be  killed.  These  shackles 
are  not  expensive.  They  kold  the  bird 
without  danger  of  falling  and  extend  the 
legs,  thus  making  it  easier  to  pick  them. 
A  well-equipped  killing  room  with  every- 
thing in  readiness  lightens  (he  chores  of 
killing. 

Preparation  for  Killing 

One  outstanding  thought  should  be  up- 
permost in  mind  in  marketing  your  tur- 
key crop  and  that  is  "quality."  Proper 
preparation  of  the  birds  for  killing  means 
that  (luality  of  the  dressed  car<;ass  will 
stand  up  longer  after  it  leaves  your  farm. 
.Ml  birds  to  be  killed  should  be  starved 
for  18  to  24  hours.  This  means  no  grain 
or  mash  during  this  period  ;  only  water. 
Poorly  starved  birds  cause  rapid  deterio- 
ration of  the  carcass.  Where  birds  are  to 
be  used  for  immediate  consumjition,  this 
starving  period  can  be  reduced  to  12  hours, 
especially  if  uo  hard  grain  has  been  given 
the  birds  two  or  three  days  previously. 

The  practice  of  lo'king  the  wings  o^ 
holding  the  wing.s  while  the  bird  Is  bleed^ 
ing  is  not  considered  a  very  good  i)ractice 
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as  it  is  apt  to  cause  poor  bleeding,  break- 
ing of  the  wings  and  possible  bruising. 

Methods  of   Picking 

Four  method  of  picking  turkeys  are 
available;  hot  scald,  semi-scald,  dry  pick- 
ing and  the  wax  method.  Most  growers 
seem  to  prefer  the  dry  picking.  It  requires 
no  special  equipment,  and  as  one  becomes 
experienced  with  picking  birds  dry,  he  can 
develop  considerable  speed.  When  using 
dry  picking  the  tail  feathers  are  pulled 
first,  followed  by  the  wing  feathers,  then 
the  body  feathers,  starting  with  the  breast 
and  working  around  to  the  back  and  to 
the  thighs.  The  ease  and  .success  of  dry 
picking  depends  upon  getting  the  proper 
stick  in  killing  the  bird. 

The  hot  scald  method  is  practically 
extinct  as  far  as  up-to-date  growers  are 
concerned.  The  risk  of  having  scald  spots 
on  the  carcass  Is  too  great  to  consider  this 
method  of  dressing. 

The  .semi-scald  method  of  using  water 
at  a  temperature  of  128  to  i:?0  degrees 
and  moving  the  carcass  around  In  the 
water  for  approximately  150  seconds  is 
u.sed  by  some.  The  success  of  this  method 
is  determined  by  judging  the  amount  of 
time  the  carca.ss  should  be  moved  around 
in  the  water  in  order  to  loosen  the  feathers 
sufficiently  for  pulling. 

The  wax  method  of  i)icking  Is  gaining  in 
popularity  with  the  smaller  producers  due 
to  the  recent  develojiment  of  efllclent 
equipment  for  holding  the  wax  at  right 
temperatures.  Success  with  any  of  the 
methods  mentioned  depends  upon  experi- 
ence and  attention  to  details. 

Dressing   Loss 

A  10  to  12  per  cent  loss  in  weight  will 
result  when  birds  are  blood  and  feather 
dressed.  If  birds  are  starved  from  18  to  24 
hours,  the  loss  will  be  the  higher  figure 
as  a  general  rule.  When  carcasses  are 
full  drawn  the  loss  ranges  from  23  to  25 
per  cent  of  the  live  weight. 

Cooling   Dressed   Turkeys 

It  is  important  In  maintaining  quality 
to  remove  the  animal  heat  from  the 
dressed  carcass  as  soon  as  po.sslble.  Birds 
should  be  hung  up  far  enough  ai)art  so 
that  a  free  circulation  of  air  passes  around 
the  carca.ss.  In  a  temperature  of  approxi- 
mately 34  to  40  degrees,  the  carcass  will 
be  chilled  In  about  15  to  20  hours,  depend- 
ing on  the  size  of  the  bird.  If  the  weather 
is  warm,  it  will  be  necessary  to  chill  in 
ice  water  and  pack  in  ice  for  delivery.

will  be  eaten  before  becoming  stale. 
The  "V"  feeder  is  considerably  better 
than  other  types  as  it  has  less  corners 
in  which  feed  can  become  stale.  This 
feeder  also  works  well  for  the  feeding 
of  wet  mash,  made  by  sprinkling  dry 
mash  with  water  or  milk.  Run  the 
hand  through  the  feed  in  the  hopper 
occasionally.  This  attracts  attention  to 
the  feed  and  increases  consumption.  It 
also  helps  to  control  cannibalism. 

Keeping  Down  Disease 

Outbreaks  of  colds,  bronchitis, 
coryza  and  laryngotracheitis  are  com- 
mon and  greatly  retard  egg  produc- 
tion. Drops  in  production  are  usually 
inevitable  when  di.sease  strikes,  but 
feeding  influences  the  length  of  the 
pause.  Any  feeds  that  are  readily 
eaten  are  good.  Extra  fish  oil  supplies 
vitamins,  which  are  badly  needed  for 
recovery  from  respiratory  diseases, 
and  improved  egg  shells,  which  are 
affected  by  these  diseases. 

Fish  oils  are  often  added  to  the 
wet  mash.  Feed  3  pounds  of  laying 
mash  and  1  pint  of  fortified  cod  liver 
oil  to  100  hens.  This  quantity  of  oil 
is  sufficient  to  dampen  the  mash  with- 
out the  addition  of  water  or  milk.  It 
should  be  fed  once  a  week  as  long  as 
colds  continue.  Oil  is  sometimes  self- 
fed  in  open  pans  or  on  the  top  of 
drinking  water  when  birds  have  colds. 

Artificial  lights  have  been  used  so 
long  as  a  stimulant  for  production 
that  they  hardly  need  be  mentioned. 
E.xperiments  have  indicated  a  superi- 
ority for  all-night  lights  over  other 
plans  in  bringing  back  a  flock  of  hens 
following  a  molt.  For  other  poultry, 
there  has  been  little  difference  be- 
tween lighting  methods.  For  early- 
hatched  pullets  that  are  likely  to 
molt,  and  for  late-hatched  pullets  that 
are  slow  in  coming  into  laying,  lights 
are  valuable. 

Controlling  Cannibalism 

Cannibalism,  feather  eating,  and 
pickouts  are  difficult  to  break  up.  The 
feeding  of  oats  and  a  good  manage- 
ment program  that  keeps  the  flock 
busy  help  prevent  it.  Anti-pick  devices 
are  good,  are  much  more  effective  if 
put  on  the  flock  when  they  first  come 
into  laying. 

Recently,  salt  has  been  suggested 
as  a  corrective  for  cannibalism.  Quan- 
tities up  to  3  or  5  per  cent  of  the 
mash,  by  weight,  have  been  recom- 
mended for  a  few  days  of  feeding. 
Experiments  with  salt  feeding  have 
given  favorable  results  without  any 
danger  of  poisoning  when  salt  is  fed 
for  short  periods  of  time. 

Even  the  type  of  nest  has  con- 
siderable influence  on  cannibalism 
and  pickouts.  A  nest  with  a  dark  front, 
rear  entrance  and  hinged  boards  in 
front  for  gathering  eggs  has  cut 
cannibalism    considerably.    The    nest

may  be  built  with  partitions  14  inches 
apart  or  with  compartments  4  feet 
wide. 

Litter  Management 

Dry  litter  is  very  desirable  in  any 
poultry  house,  but  it  is  not  easy  to 
have  unless  the  house  is  properly  in- 
sulated. In  such  a  house,  the  ventila- 
tion can  be  greatly  restricted  and  a 
temperature  above  freezing  main- 
tained regardless  of  outside  weather. 
Proper  management  of  litter  is  also 
important.  In  a  climate  of  high  humid- 
ity it  is  foolish  to  change  litter  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  winter. 
Spread  a  moderate  amount  of  litter 
over  the  floor  at  housing  time.  It  is 
absolutely  wrong  to  change  litter  in 
bad  weather  because  it  is  a  little 
dirty.  It  should  be  added  to,  rather 
than  changed,  and  raked  and  forked 
over  from  time  to  time  as  it  becomes 
packed.  It  is  now  a  common  practice 
to  change  litter  only  once  a  year;  just 
previous  to  housing  time. 

The  water  supply  is  extremely  im- 
portant. Automatic  fountains  are  most 
satisfactory.  They  should  not  freeze 
at  nights,  should  be  ready  for  the 
birds  as  they  come  from  the  roosts  in 
the  mornings,  and  should  be  con- 
structed so  that  most  of  the  water 
thrown  from  the  beaks  of  the  hens 
will  be  caught  and  carried  out  of  the 
room  into  a  dry  well  or  drain  and  not 
thrown  on  the  floor  to  dampen  the 
litter. 

Follow  a  Schedule 

Here  is  a  daily  management 
schedule  which  meets  fall  and  winter 
requirements. 

4  a.  m.  until  dawn— Artificial  lights. 
10  a.  m. — Feed  green  feed,  not  over 

3  pounds  to  100  hens.  Gather  eggs. 

12  noon — Feed  wet  mash  or  pellets. 
Gather  eggs. 

2  p.  m. — Check  up  trip.  Feed  a  few 
handfuls  of  grain  in  the  litter  and  run 
a  hand  through  the  mash. 

5  p.  m. — Feed  grain,  fill  mash  hop- 
pers and  check  the  water  supply  for 
morning.  Gather  eggs  and  record 
day's  total.

2.  Make  changes  to  make  it  possible  for 
dealers  to  participate,  using  oflticial  dealer 
labels  on  chicks  shipped  direct  from  the 
hatchery  to  poultry  raiser.  Dealers  would 
have  to  limit  purchase  of  chicks  for  sale 
in  his  retail  store  to  tho.se  produced  by 
supervised  hatcheries. 

3.  Same  as  No.  2,  except  that  dealer 
would  not  be  required  to  limit  his  purchase 
of  chicks  for  retail  store  sale  to  those  pro- 
duced  under  supervision   of  plan.

Just  Turkeys 

Thanksgiving  Day  of  1940  ought  to  be  a 
traditional  celebration,  and  tradition 
places    the    turkey    at    the    head    of    the 

menu. 

\o  matter  how  choice  the  turkey,  or 
how  carefully  it  has  been  fed  and  fattened, 
thi'  main  objective  of  the  festive  dinner  is 
disappointing  unless  it  is  properly  cooked. 
We  do  not  all  agree  on  the  best  way  of 
cooking  the  turkey,  but  in  one  particular 
we  are  of  a  common  mind.  That  is  in  a 
careful  selection,  whether  the  bird  comes 
from  your  own  flock  or  from  the  counter 
of  a  butcher  shop. 

Of  all  fillings,  my  choice  is  old  fashioned 
bread  stuffing.  Turkeys,  you  know,  rarely 
have  surplus  fat  through  the  muscle  part 
of  the  body  at  this  season  of  the  year.  In 
preparing  fillings  use  a  generous  amount 
of  butter  to  keep  from  having  dry,  crumbly 
stuffing.  Melt  the  butter  along  with  the 
water  and  seasoning,  chopped  parsley,  or 
celerv,  and  heat  to  the  boiling  point.  Pour 
this  liquid  over  the  finely  cut  bread  cubes 
and  toss  about  lightly.  Don't  use  too  much 
pressure  when  stuffing  the  bird. 

We  no  longer  wrestle  with  a  needle  and 
thread  inclosing  the  bird.  Long  aluminum 
pins  or  tooth  picks  are  pushed  through  the 
skin  on  each  side  of  the  opening  and  are 
laced  with  a  heavy  cord.  When  the  bird 
f.  is  put  on  the  platter,  it  is  a  simple  matter 
'  to  draw  out  the  tooth  picks,  remove  the 
cord,  and  leave  a  very  neat  opening  from 
which  the  host  may  dip  the  filling. 

Mint-Apple  Jelly 

This  year  a  heavy  tart  mint-apple  jelly 
will  be  served  with  our  Thanksgiving  tur- 
kev.  Jelly  glasses  will  be  dipped  into  hot 
water  until  the  jelly  drops  out  of  its  own 
weight  when  inverted.  The  Jelly  will  be 
sliced  and  centered  on  a  platter. 

Do  I  hear  someone  say  that  Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner  is  not  complete  without  cran- 
berries? A  can  of  cranberries  can  doubt- 
le.ss  be  given  the  same  dipping  in  hot 
water,  and  be  turned  out  and  sliced.  In 
fact,  slices  of  green  mint  jelly  and  red 
cranberries  can  be  served  from  the  same 
platter.  Who  calls  out  Christmas  colors  at 
Thanksgiving  !  Repeat  for  Santa  day.

Recipe  Contest 

Christmas  means  rush  —  and  the 
December  contest  fits  right  into  the 
busy  schedule  with  a  One-Dish 
Dinner!

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Are  You  a  Recipe  Clipper? 

Are  you  a  recipe  clipper?  Do  you  tuck 
recipes  into  a  book  or  file,  planning  to  re- 
read and  test  them  at  some  future  date? 
One  methodical  woman  suggests  having  a 
large  envelope  with  the  words  "To  Test" 
written  plainly  across  the  front.  Into  this 
envelope  should  go  all  recipes  that  are 
attractive  enough  to  clip.  When  she  has 
leisure,  it  is  only  a  matter  of  minutes  to 
take  this  envelope  from  its  accustomed 
place  in  the  kitchen  cabinet,  and  hastily 
leaf  through  its  contents  and  select  an 
attractive  recipe  to  test.  Following  the 
test,  if  it  proves  successful,  the  recipe  is 
given  a  permanent  place  in  the  file.  Other- 
wise, it  goes  into  the  waste  basket. 

The  selection  of  new  recipes  for  ordinary 
foodstuffs  should  be  based  on  the  healthful 
minerals  and  vitamins  suggested  in  the 
recipe.  Another  good  test  is  whether  or 
not  vou  can  make  use  of  foods  right  at 
hand  Finallv,  does  the  dish  look  attractive 
when  finished  and  Is  it  of  really  good 
flavor?  Recipes  published  today  call  for 
level  measurements,  and  directions  are 
clear  and  simple  to  follow.  Do  not  get  into 
a  recipe  rut,  it  is  fun  to  experiment  wsth 
the  garden  truck  and  foods  stored  for 
winter  A  combination  from  the  cellar 
shelves  and  the  storage  bins  makes  up 
the  most  healthful  items  possible  for  our 
three  meals  each  day. 

After  the  recipe  is  pasted  in  your  file 
card,  cover  it  with  cellophane.  This  in- 
sures a  clean  card  which  may  be  handled 
with  moist  fingers  without  messing  it  up. 
One  person  I  know  has  a  wire  holder 
above  her  work  table  where  each  recipe 
card  may  be  placed  during  the  mixing 
process. 

A  Tomato   Hint 

Steaming  kettles  of  tomato  juice  are  still 
fresh  in  our  memories.  I^ast  year's  tomato 
juice  was  the  base  of  many  delicious 
dishes  throughout  the  late  fall  and  winter. 
Tomato  juice  combined  with  left-over 
meals  and  vegetables  makes  a  man-sized 
dish  for  dinner  or  supper.  Combine  toinato 
juice  with  potatoes,  beans,  scalloped  vege- 
tables or  baked  mixtures  and  enjoy  a 
snappy  new  flavor  In  old-stand-by  foods.

The  causative  orfrnnism  of  pulloriim 
disease,  S.  Pullorum,  has  remained  alive 
in  a  dry  piece  of  cloth  for  a  period  of 
seven  years,  states  Ma':sachusetts  Bulletin 
No.  369.  This  statement  is  accomjianied 
by  the  comment  that  "the  remarkable 
ability  of  this  germ  to  remain  alive  over 
such  a  long  period  may  give  an  insight 
into  some  of  the  practical  eradication  and 
prevention  problems  of  pullorum  disease." 

•  •         • 

Feed  roiisumption  is  dependent  not  only 
upon  the  needs  of  the  flock,  the  feeding 
method,  the  appetite  of  the  birds  and  the 
palatability  of  the  feed,  but  also  upon  the 
innate  comiirehension  of  the  birds  to 
recognize  feedstuffs.  This  point  is  well 
illustrated  by  an  observation,  authenti- 
cated by  the  American  Wildlife  Institute. 
Quail  in  Florida  and  (leorgia  took  several 
years  to  discover  that  millet  and  other 
grains  planted  for  them  were  good  to  eat. 
They  actually  starved  in  the  midst  of 
plenty. 

In  domesticated  poultry,  the  wisdom  to 
recognize  feedstuffs  is  better  developed, 
yet  there  are  cases  on  record  where  cer- 
tain flocks  will  disregard  certain  grain.s. 
Soine  of  these  cases  can  well  be  explained 
on  the  grounds  that  the  birds  are  not 
familiar  with  this  grain  and  that  they 
are  not  going  to  take  a  chance  oti  eating 
what  they  do  not  know.  For  the  same 
reason,  pellets  are  sometimes  slighted  by 
the  flock  or  by  individuals   in   the  flock. 

•  *         • 

Fowl  purulysis  was  eliminated  from  a 
strain  of  badly  infected  stock  by  sys- 
tematic, selective  inbreeding.  In  this  con- 
nection Dr.  F.  Blakemore,  who  conducted 
the  experimental  project  in  quest  ion,  made 
the  interesting  and  exceedingly  important 
ol).servation  that  the  progeny  of  the  stock 
from  which  fowl  paralysis  was  eliminated 
through  breeding,  was  still  highly  suscep- 
tible as  shown  by  the  occurrence  of  the 
disease  following  injection  of  tissues  from 
natural  cases  and  exposure  to  natural  in- 
fection. This  is  in  agreement  with  this 
reviewer's  observation  to  the  effect  that  a 
strain  of  chickens  which  has  performed 
very  satisfactorily  as  regards  freedom 
from  the  paralysis  complex  on  the  original 
I)remises,  does  not  necessarily  give  assur- 
ance that  it  shall  perform  as  well  on 
other  premises  or  under  other  circum- 
stances. 

Dr.  Blakemore  leaves  little  doubt  con- 
cerning the  infective  nature  of  this  disease 
complex,  which  is  often  overlooked,  but  a 
point  which  must  be  taken  into  account 
when  setting  up  control  measures.  (Jour- 
nal of  Comparative  Pathology  and  Ther- 
apeutics, Vol.  52,  p.  144).

Tapeworms  require  an  intermediate  host 
to  complete  their  life  cycle.  Certain  flies, 
snails  and  beetles  have  long  been  known 
to  play  a  part  In  tapeworm  infestation 
among  poultry.  Jones  and  Horsfall  in  the 
Journal  of  Parasitology  (Vol.  21,  p.  442) 
submit  evidence  that  ants  must  be  con- 
sidered intermediate  hosts  of  at  least  two 
species  of  tapeworms. 

•  *         • 

Fowl  cholera  carriers  can  now  be  de- 
tected by  blood  testing,  using  an  antigen 
developed  by  Drs.  W.  B.  Shook  and  H. 
Bunyea  of  the  U.S.D.A.  Fortunately,  fowl 
cholera  is  still  to  be  considered  one  of 
the  rare  diseases,  although  some  less  viru- 
lent forms  of  it  seem  to  be  on  the  in- 
crea.se.  The  rapid  whole-blood  test  here 
mentioned      affords     a     control     measure 


similar    to    the    blood    test     for    pullorum 

disease.

Artificial  Light  has  no  effect  on  blind 
folded  birds.  Light  stimulated  the  activity 
of  the  sperm-jiroducing  organs  and  the 
ovaries.  Thus,  A.  R.  Ringoen  and  A. 
Kirschbaum  of  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota iiroduced  evidence  confirming  Rowan's 
observation  that  light,  through  the  retina 
of  the  eye,  stimulates  pituitary  activity 
which  in  turn  mobilizes  production  of  eggs 
and  general  activity  of  the  sex  glands. 
(Journal  of  Kxperimental  Zoology,  Vol. 
SO.  p.   173.) 

*  •         • 

1'tillzatioii  of  lactose  by  poultry  was 
investigated  by  Drs.  W.  I.,enkert  and  M. 
Becker  of  the  German  Institute  for  Animal 
Nutrition  (Jl.  for  Animal  Nutrition.  Vol 
2,  p.  15).  It  was  found  that  more  than 
half  of  the  lactose  is  excreted  unchanged  ; 
a  large  part  of  the  rest  is  disposed  of  by 
the  enhanced  bacterial  fermentation,  re- 
sulting chiefly  in  conversion  to  lactic  acid. 
The  use  in  poultry  feeds  of  products  high 
in   lacto.se   is  deprecated   by   the  authors.

Gizzard  erosions  are  widespread  in  oc- 
currence in  Great  Britain  among  chicks  2 
to  8  weeks  of  age,  according  to  Dr.  W.  P. 
Blount,  who  concludes  in  the  Veterinarv 
Journal  (Vol.  95,  p.  30)  that,  somewhat 
contrary  to  results  obtained  by  the  Cali- 
fornia group,  a  ration  containing  20  per 
cent  bran,  12  per  cent  alfalfa  and  3  per 
cent  dried  grass  had  no  protective  effect.  M 
No  relation  was  found  between  gizzard  ^' 
erosions  and  body  weight,  gizzard  weight, 
gizzard:  body  weight  ratio,  and  the  num- 
ber or  degree  of  erosions,  nor  was  any 
evidence  obtained  that  giz^zard  erosions 
render  chicks  more  susceptible  to  coc- 
cidiosis. 

•  *         • 

ilHtchabliity  and  specific  gravity  of  the 
egg  are  significantly  related,  according  to 
investigations  by  S.  S.  Munro  of  the 
Dominion  Experimental  Farms,  Ottawa, 
Canada.  Hatchability  and,  to  a  lesser  ex- 
tent, fertility  tends  to  decrease  with  the 
specific  gravity.  The  latter  is  determined 
by  floating  the  eggs  in  .salt  solutions  of 
varying  concentrations.  The  findings  are 
probably  only  of  academic  interest,  since 
it  would  hardly  be  feasible  to  test  under 
practical  hatchery  operations.

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California's 
Laying  Test 


In  using  net  income 
as  the  basis  for 
awards,  the  California 
Official  Egg  Laying  Test,  which  began 
operation  on  October  1,  may  be  laying 
the  groundwork  for  a  new  method  of 
determining  the  winners  in  laying 
tests  a  few  years  hence.  After  all,  the 
worth  of  any  strain  of  chickens  lies 
in  the  profit  which  it  returns  to  the 
flock  owner. 

At  the  California  Test,  for  the  first 
time  in  any  laying  test,  every  egg  laid 
is  candled  and  graded  on  the  basis  of 
market  value.  The  income  that  would 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  those  eggs 
at  current  market  prices  is  deter- 
mined. From  this  is  subtracted  the 
cost  of  feed  for  the  pen  to  get  the  net 
income  over  feed  cost. 

Figures  compiled  on  the  first  15 
days  of  the  test  indicate  that  it  is  not 
always  the  heaviest  laying  pen  which 
is  the  most  profitable.  A  pen  of  26- 
birds  laying  292  eggs  in  that  period 
showed  a  net  income  of  $4.04  com- 
I pared  to  $3.95  for  a  pen  which  laid 
298  eggs  in  the  same  time.  The  differ- 
ence was  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that 
the  second  pen  produced  more  eggs 
which  graded  low. 

If  the  California  test  meets  with 
favor,  it  is  highly  probable  that  the 
standard  laying  tests  may  eventually 
have  to  consider  net  income  as  the 
b£isis  for  making  awards. 


Record  Rate 
of  Production 


Egg  production 
during  October,  ac- 
cording to  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  was  the 
largest  production  on  record  for  that 
month.  It  was  8  per  cent  larger  than 
a  year  ago  and  18  per  cent  above  the 
10-year  average  for  October.  The 
number  of  layers  in  flocks  this 
October  was  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 


This  rise  in  rate  of  production  re- 
veals the  progress  which  has  been 
made  in  breeding  and  managing  poul- 
try for  maximum  egg  production. 
Unusual  weather  and  poor  feed  con- 
ditions have  interfered  with  this  rise 
at  times,  but  the  trend  has  been  up- 
ward over  quite  a  few  years. 

It  appears  that  this  factor  does  not 
have  as  much  consideration  in  the 
government's  egg  buying  program  as 
it  should  have.  Figures  showing  the 
decline  in  young  birds  on  farms  on 
July  1  are  cited  to  prove  that  there 
has  been  no  expansion  in  number  of 
chickens  raised.  All  good  and  true, 
but  perhaps  there  has  not  been  sufli- 
cient  reduction  in  numbers  raised  to 
compensate  for  the  higher  rate  of 
production. 

In  all  probability,  there  will  be 
fewer  layers  on  hand  on  Jan.  1,  1941, 
than  at  the  beginning  of  1940.  but  it 
will  be  interesting  to  see  whether  the 
government  will  begin  buying  eggs 
again  if  the  rate  of  lay  on  January  1 
should  more  than  make  up  for  the 
reduction  in  flocks.  The  buying  of 
eggs  by  the  government  last  winter 
and  spring  was  instituted  because  of 
the  unusual  increase  in  total  egg 
production  in  November  and  Decem- 
ber. 1939. 

The  government  can  buy  eggs  only 
if  a  surplus  condition  exists.  If  the 
need  for  buying  occurs  early  in  1941. 
it  would  appear  as  though  a  surplus 
condition  has  become  permanent  in 
the  poultry  industry.

to  the  Family  Trade 


Ideas  for  building  a  direct- 
to-consumer  trade  if  you  are 
located  near  such  a  market. 

By  ROSS  L.  HOLMAN 


TAKING  eggs  straight  to  the 
doorstep  of  the  consumer  is  one 
way  to  get  a  better  price  for 
them.  But  it  involves  not  only  more 
time  which  one  must  be  prepared  to 
spend  but  some  important  business 
factors. 

In  promoting  a  family  egg  route, 
you  are  not  only  a  producer.  You  are 
a  salesman.  The  housewife  who 
answers  your  knock  wants  to  know 


why  she  should  buy  your  eggs  at  a 
higher  price  than  she  pays  at  the 
corner  grocery.  She  has  to  go  to  that 
grocery  anyway  to  buy  other  food 
necessities,  so  you  can't  claim  you  are 
saving  her  any  time  by  delivering  at 
her  door. 

Of  course,  you  know  plenty  of 
reasons  why  your  eggs  are  better 
than  those  of  the  average  dealer,  but 
the  test  of  your  salesmanship  comes 
in  presenting  these  facts  to  her  in  such 
a  compelling  manner  she  can't  help 
but  be  convinced. 


Uses  the  Dated  Egg  Idea 

One    southern   producer   who 


was 


struggling  with  a  family  egg  route  hit 
upon  an  idea  that  speeded  up  his  sales 
immensely.  He,  himself,  had  been 
using  a  famous  brand  of  coffee  be- 
cause   it   was   widely    advertised    as 


being    "dated."    Every    package    heljf 
bought  bore  a  date  line  showing  when 
it  had  been  stocked  so  the  purchaser 
would  be  convinced  of  its  freshness. 

If  a  brand  of  coffee  had  made  such 
a  smashing  success  because  of  the 
emphasis  laid  on  its  freshness,  why 
hadn't  the  same  consumers  been  more 
thoroughly  convinced  of  that  need  in 
eggs  where  that  quality  is  more 
important  ? 

So  he  built  his  sales  psychology 
around  the  same  approach  except  that 
he  went  a  step  further.  He  guaranteed 
all  eggs  not  to  be  over  24  hours  old 
at  time  of  delivery  and  gave  them  the 
trade  name  "Yesterlaid  Eggs,"  which 
suggested  that  fact.  He  then  had  each 
egg  stamped  with  the  trade  mark  and 
date  laid. 

This  producer  didn't  start  anything 
new  in  the  sale  of  dated  eggs,  but 
he  did  use  a  new  approach  to  empha- 
size their  value.  He  played  heavily  on 
the  relative  need  of  fresh  eggs  as 
compared  with  fresh  coffees,  cereals 
and  fruits  that  the  same  consumers 
were  buying  because  of  the  persistent 
advertising  of  that  quality. 

Must  Live   Up  to  Claims 

To  sell  quality  eggs  one  must,  of 
course,  produce  them.  The  most 
efficient  salesmanship  falls  down 
when  one  or  two  family  egg  deliveries^ 
fail  to  come  up  to  claims.  In  this  re-W 
spect  it  is  sometimes  good  business  to 
give  the  customer  more  than  you 
offer,  especially  in  egg  weight.  A 
pleasant  surprise  is  a  lot  more 
effective  in  getting  repeat  orders 
than  the  unpleasant  disappointment. 
One  egg  producer  near  Nashville,  who 
sells  the  output  of  1,500  Leghorns, 
promises  his  patrons  24  ounces  to  the 
dozen  and  delivers  26.  He  breeds  for 
an  egg  size  of  that  average  and  has  a 
bigger  demand  than  he  can  supply. 

Another  poultryman  in  a  southern 
state  made  it  a  point  to  display 
samples  of  his  eggs  and  take  orders 
for  family  deliveries  at  fairs,  cooking 
demonstrations  and  other  meetings 
that  consuming  housewives  attended. 
With  a  crowd  of  them  gathered 
around  him  he  showed  contrsist  car- 
tons of  his  own  eggs  and  egg  secured 
from  retail  stocks.  He  weighed  them, 
emphasized  the  fresh  bloom,  uniform- 
ity of  size,  color,  etc.  Then  he  broke 
a  few  of  each  so  they  could  see  the 
marked  contrast  in  yolks.  He  took 
names  and  orders  for  trial  deliveries 
and  added  a  number  of  permanent 
customers  this  way. 

Room  for  Good  Sales  Talk 

There  is  no  product  on  earth  that 
lends  itself  to  more  convincing  sales 
talk  than  that  of  quality  eggs.  After  ^ 
all,  the  average  consumer  doesn't  ^f 
need  more  than  a  reminder  to  be  con- 
vinced there  is  no  more  sense  in 
selling  eggs  by  the  dozen  than  there

Hatchability  at  Massachusetts  State  College  jumped  from 
57  to  86  per  cent  through  careful  selection  of  breeders. 


WE  have  only  to  study  family 
hatchability  records  in  poultry 
to  see  that  breeding  is  only 
one  of  the  several  factors  that  in- 
fluence it.  When  the  sisters  in  one 
family  give  an  average  hatch  of  92 
per  cent  of  the  fertile  eggs  and  the 
sisters  in  another  family  average  57 
per  cent  under  identical  housing, 
feeding  and  management  conditions, 
it  suggests  that  heredity  is  playing  its 
part.  Heredity  seems  inescapable  even 
in  hatchability,  and  poor  hatches  of 
mediocrity  are  transmitted  just  as 
well  as  hatchability  of  85  per  cent  or 
better. 

Trapnesting  Necessary 

The  progeny  or  family  basis  is  the 
best  way  of  studying  hatchability. 
Trapnesting  and  pedigreeing  is,  of 
course,  quite  essential.  As  eggs  are 
taken  from  the  trapnest,  they  are 
marked  with  the  leg  band  number  of 
the  hen.  The  eggs  from  an  individual 
hen  are  hatched  in  a  tray,  a  basket  or 
a  mesh  bag  which  can  be  securely 
closed.  With  wing  bands  and  adequate 
record  forms,  the  chicks  are  identified 
throughout  their  life.  Their  produc- 
tion, hatchability  and  performance  is 
)  then  made  possible  for  study  and 
selection. 

There  seems  to  be  little  if  any 
hereditary  relationships  between  fer- 
tility    and     hatchability     from     our 


studies  at  Massachusetts  State  Col- 
lege. Hatchability  is  very  definitely 
inherited,  but  breeding  seems  to  have 
little  influence  on  fertility  unless  it  be 
that  inbreeding  lowers  it. 

High  hatchability,  medium  and  low 
are  definitely  suggested  in  our  studies. 
These  are  expressed  in  terms  of  hatch- 
ability  percentages  of  fertile  eggs 
which  have  been  arbitrarily  set  as 
low — less  than  55  per  cent;  medium — 
55  to  84  per  cent;  high — above  85  per 
cent. 

Selecting  for  Hatchability 
The  application  of  this  program  has 
been  to  select  for  use  in  the  breeding 
pens,  males  from  dams  that  gave  85 
per  cent  hatches  and  to  mate  these  to 
pullets  of  similar  breeding  or  to  hens 
that  have  proven  their  value  in  this 
respect.  This  program  applied  to  the 
experimental  flock  at  Massachusetts 
State  College  has  given  very  satis- 
factory results.  The  year  to  year 
variation  in  hatchability  of  fertile 
eggs  follows —

This  program  has  been  very  suc- 
cessfully followed  by  poultry  breeders 
in  Massachusetts.  In  1937  the  R.  O.  P. 


flock  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricul- 
tural School  gave  a  fertility  test  of 
91.9  per  cent,  a  hatchability  of  87.9 
per  cent  of  fertile  eggs.  Ten  pens  of 
advanced  R.  O.  P.  hens  (240  eggs  or 
more)  mated  10  to  15  hens  and  one 
male  gave  an  average  of  87.7  per  cent 
fertility,  80.0  per  cent  hatchability  of 
all  eggs  set,  and  91.2  per  cent  hatch 
of  the  fertile  eggs.  These  results  were 
obtained  in  the  comparatively  short 
period  of  three  or  four  years  of  breed- 
ing work. 

At  the  Crooks  Farm  in  Massachu- 
setts, hatchability  increased  from  66 
per  cent  of  all  eggs  set  in  1930  to 
82.2  per  cent  in  1939  and  hatchability 
of  fertile  eggs  reached  88.5  per  cent 
in  1938.  In  1939  this  flock  gave  a 
hatch  of  82.2  per  cent  of  107,250  eggs 
set. 

Fertility  Better  on  Pullets 
There  is  but  little  difference  in 
hatchability  of  the  different  age 
mothers.  Fertility,  however,  averages 
from  5  to  8  per  cent  higher  from 
pullet  than  from  older  mothers.  A 
summary  of  fertility  and  hatchability 
shows  the  following  differences  for 
pullets,  yearlings  and  older  breeders.

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What  it  Takes  to  Succeed  With 

Laying  Cages 


By  A.  TRIPPITELLI 


IT  has  been  definitely  estabUshed 
that  poultry  will  grow,  live,  and 
produce  efficiently  in  batteries.  The 
growth  of  broilers  is  faster.  Livability 
among  layers  varies  with  strains,  but. 
in  general,  it  is  just  as  good.  Produc- 
tion is  slightly  better  and  feed  con- 
sumption is  less,  per  dozen  eggs,  than 
under  the  floor  system. 

Under  these  conditions,  when  should 
a  poultryman  or  beginner  go  in  for 
batteries?  There  is  a  defmite  and 
broad  line  between  the  operation  of 
the  two  systems,  and  in  the  type  of 
marketing  to  be  followed. 

Let  us  start  with  the  individual 
who  is  considering  batteries.  He  must 
be  able  to  answer  the  following  ques- 
tions in  the  affirmative.  Do  you  have 
a  definite  liking  and  ability  for  record 
keeping?  Do  you  have  the  stick-to- 
itiveness  to  follow  these  records 
through,  with  the  continuous  check-up 
and  culling,  week  after  week,  with  as 
much  meticulous   care   after  months

and  years  of  operation  ?  Do  you  have 
a  natural  scrupulous  sense  of  sanita- 
tion and  cleanliness?  Are  you  one  of 
those  individuals  with  an  inborn  sense 
for  methodical  attention  to  details, 
both  large  and  small? 

These  requisites  also  pertain  to  the 
floor  system,  but  many  floor  plants 
succeed,  to  a  certain  extent,  while 
still  lacking  some  of  the  above  essen- 
tials, whereas  the  permanent  success 
of  a  battery  plant  depends  directly  on 
the  operator's  having  each  and  every 
one  of  the  above  requisites. 

Seek  Retail   Markets 

Now,  if  the  prospect,  after  measur- 
ing himself   by   the  above  standard, 


finds  that  he  has  the  definite  qualifica- 
tions  for  batteries  by  nature,  he  is 
ready  for  the  next  question. 

In  what  direction  does  his  inclina- 
tion lie  as  regards  the  type  of  mar- 

keting '  j 

If  he  has  a  decided  bearin'T  toward 
wholesaling  his  eggs,  the  battery 
system  is  still  too  young  to  compete 
with  the  floor  system  and  he  had 
better  wait  to  see  what   the   future 

brings.  ^  .., 

If   he   is   inclined   toward   a   retail 
business,  he  must  have  no  repulsion 
but  rather  a  liking,   for,  the   .lob  of 
dressing  and  preparing  birds.  Under 
the   battery   system   the   operator  is 
going  to  have  available  good  market 
birds  which  have  dropped  below  the 
production  standard  or  have  finished 
their  production  and  started  a  molt. 
These  birds  must  be  sold  immediately 
so  that  their  space  may  be  taken  by 
new  producers,   and  they   should  be 
sold  at  retail  so  that  the  returns  will 
pay  for  the  new  pullet  and  leave  a 
profit.  To  sell  these  birds  wholesale 
as  soon  as  they  are  available  is  incon- 
venient, because  there  will  be  too  few 
of  them  at  a  time  and  the  returns  are 
smaller  per  pound.  |^ 

The  battery  operator  should  have  w 
the  business  ability  to  secure  quick 
turnover,  that  is,  he  should  be  ready 
to  sell,  on  demand,  a  broiler,  roaster, 
fowl  or  fricassee.  Even  if  he  has  to 
kill  a  fair  layer,  there  is,  or  should  be. 
a  pullet  to  take  her  place,  and  the 
turnover  means  a  profit. 

Sales  Ability  Essential 

The  battery  operator  must  have  a 
keen  sense  of  salesmanship  coupled 
with  ability  to  recognize  and  take  ad- 
vantage of  all  the  possible  angles  of 
publicity  available  with  batteries  for 
the  sale  of  his  products.  This  has 
been  shown  to  be  a  very  valuable 
asset  of  the  battery  system  over  the 
floor  system. 

One  battery  operator  solves  the 
problem  of  the  percentage  of  pullet 
eggs  the  year  round  due  to  replace- 
ments by  developing  a  profitable  sale 
for  them.  He  displays  them  along 
with  canned  baby  foods  in  the  stores 
of  a  large  city,  calling  them  "Infer- 
tile Battery  Baby  Eggs."  He  adver- 
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The  battery  operator  must  have  a  keen  sense  of  salesmanship 
coupled  with  ability  to  recognize  and  take  advantage  of  all  the 
possible  angles  of  publicity  available  with  batteries  for  the  sale  of 
his  products.

KDITOR'S  NOTK:  Mr.  White  operates  a 
commercial  poultry  farm  of  4,50n-layer 
capacity  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio.  Keep 
in  mind  that  his  diary  is  published  a 
year  after  the  events  described  therein 
occurred. 


Dec.  1  —  These  sick  chickens  sit 
around  on  the  perches  like  criminals 
waiting  in  Death  Row.  And  like 
criminals,  as  soon  as  this  batch  is  dis- 
pensed with,  there  will  be  plenty  of 
others  to  take  their  place.  If  a  bird  is 
upright  and  lays  accordingly,  she  is 
very  apt  to  have  her  innards  torn  out. 
If.  by  any  chance,  she  should  happen 
to  have  a  slight  disagreement  with 
her  neighbor  and  hair  pulling  starts  in 
the  form  of  a  picked  comb,  she  is 
likely  to  lose  so  much  blood  that  she 
will  die.  They  work  for  their  room 
and  board,  and  if  they  won't  work, 
they  grace  the  table,  in  short  order. 
Anyway  the  game  is  figured,  they  are 
beat  from  the  day  of  hatching. 

Dec.  2 — I  thought  we  would  get  a 
^  lot  of  work  done  today  while  Donnie 
was  home  from  school.  Somehow  or 
other  we  just  couldn't  get  started.  We 
finally  did  manage  to  stagger  through 
with  the  regular  work,  but  no  new 
projects  were  developed.  I  packed 
eggs  to  the  music  of  the  Indianapolis 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  it  seemed 
to  lift  me  up  and  out  of  the  humdrum 
of  no.se  grinding.  A  radio  in  the  egg 
room  is  a  great  institution. 

Dec.  4 — A  new  day  and  a  new  week 
ahead.  We  went  places  and  did  things 
today.  All  the  nests  have  been  re- 
newed with  excelsior;  the  mash  bins 
have  been  replenished,  and  I  have  150 
bushels  of  shelled  corn  ordered.  It 
will  be  delivered  tomorrow  if  the 
weather  permits.  I  hope  it  does,  for 
the  corn  is  getting  a  wee  bit  low. 

Sometimes  it  seems  as  if  I  run  short 
of  everything  at  one  time.  Feed, 
oyster  shell,  coal,  excelsior  and  egg 
cases  all  played  out  at  the  same  time. 
Tomorrow  I  am  going  to  bring  home 
a  load  of  cases.  If  I  could  only  take 
in  as  many  full  cases  as  I  am  going 
to  bring  home  empties,  I  would  be 
sitting  Jake. 

Dec.  6  —  These  new  floats  in  the 
waterers  are  perfection  personified. 
They  are  really  not  new,  but  are  the 
old  ones  made  over.  Old  ones  of  one 
manufacturer,  revamped,  and  put  in 
W  the  tank  of  a  different  make.  The 
water  flows  out  across  the  bottom  of 
the  tank  without  splashing  a  drop  on 
the  floor  litter.  The  flat  type  float 
allows  the  water  to  be  only  about  Vi- 


inch  deep  in  the  tank.  This  allows  that 
little  bead  of  water  to  drop  off  the 
beak  and  into  the  tank  as  the  bird 
raises  her  head.  I  think  that  our 
floors  are  deeper  this  winter  than  they 
have  been  for  several  years.  That  is. 
so  far  this  year,  for  the  winter  isn't 
over  yet. 

Dec.  7 — Quite  a  few  months  ago  I 
made  mental  note  of  the  fact  that 
three  egg  cases  were  filled  simultan- 
eously, plink.  plink,  plink,  and  all 
were  filled  with  the  360th  egg.  To- 
night the  same  thing  happened  again 
while  packing  eggs,  except  this  time 
it  was  the  fourth  layer  in  each  case, 
large,  medium  and  ungraded.  Each 
egg  completed  the  27th  dozen  in  each 
case.  Such  experiences  happen  so  few 
and  far  between  that  it  is  well  worth 
noticing.  It  has  happened  only  twice 
in  15  years  that  I  can  recall.  If  the 
mortality  happened  as  infrequently, 
life  would  be  sweet. 

Dec.  8 — The  birds  are  getting  the 
works  as  far  as  lights  are  concerned. 
They  come  on  at  4  a.m.  and  are 
turned  off  when  it  is  light  enough  to 
see  well.  I  learned  a  lesson  several 
years  ago  about  turning  the  lights  off 
too  early  in  the  morning.  If  the  birds 
can't  .see  very  well,  they  start  poking 
around.  Then  they  get  scared  and 
stampede,  and  this  stampede  is  apt  to 
cause  a  ruptured  blood  vessel.  There 
is  no  cure  for  a  ruptured  blood  vessel; 
the  bird  bleeds  to  death  internally.  A 
laying  bird  is  chuck  full  of  blood  and, 
often  times,  it  doesn't  take  very  much 
of  a  blow  to  do  serious  injury.

Dec.  9  —  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
weeks  slip  by  pretty  fast.  Here  it  is 
Saturday  night  again,  and  I  am  all 
cleaned  up  and  shaved  as  slick  as  a 
peeled  onion.  I  don't  know  that  .so 
much  has  been  accomplished  during 
the  week,  but  the  regular  work  has 
been  done  on  schedule.  There  are  no 
manure  piles  or  piles  of  litter  around 
the  houses. 

Yesterday  I  was  out  over  the  area 
in  the  car  and  I  saw  several  poultry 
houses  with  piles  of  litter  in  front  of

Dec.  11— The  Old  Man  fell  out  of 
the  block  house  feed  room  door  to- 
night and  well  nigh  broke  his  back.  I 
don't  know  when  I  have  had  such  a 
constitutional  jar.  The  door  sill  is 
only  about  4  inches  above  the  drive- 
way level,  but  there  was  a  step-up  of 
around  2  inches  from  a  flagstone 
stoop.  Well,  the  flagstone  had 
"hooved"  to  such  an  extent  that  we 
had  to  remove  it.  And  I  forgot  about 
removing  it.  So  I  came  out  the  door- 
way, high,  wide,  and  handsome  and 
stepped  down  only  2  inches  more  than 
I  had  anticipated.  But  what  a  2  inches! 

Dec.  12  —  Five-gallon  paint  cans 
make  dandy  feed  buckets.  We  use 
them  altogether  for  mash.  There  are 
two  in  the  west  house,  two  in  the 
block  house  and  two  in  the  bam.  One 
of  the  block  house  buckets  has  had  a 
leaky  bottom  for  several  days.  Dave 
Harris,  down  at  the  paint  company, 
gave  me  a  couple  that  had  contained 
roofing  paint.  I  brought  them  home 
on  the  return  load.  Scraping  the 
paint  out  with  a  putty  knife  was  too 
slow,  so  I  conceived  the  bright  idea  of 
burning  it  out.  The  net  result — loss  of 
time,  a  burned  finger  and  a  still  dirty 
bucket.  The  proverb  of  the  hare  and 
the  tortoise  still  holds  true. 

Dec.  13  —  I  can't  quite  understand 
why  these  birds  would  rather  lay  on 
the  floor  and  the  perch  screens  than 
in  a  nice  clean  excelsior-lined  nest. 
But  it  is  a  fact  that  some  of  them  do, 
and  it  is  also  a  fact  that  such  a  prac- 
tice is  a  nuisance.  The  old  hens  are 
worse  than  the  pullets.  They  seem  to 
take  delight  in  laying  all  over  the 
floor,  just  any  old  place.  Of  course, 
the  eggs  get  dirty.  Then  the  girls 
growl  about  cleaning  tliem  and  In- 
spector Harold  Sidle  growls  about 
washed  eggs.  And  it  all  goes  back  to 
the  fact  that  the  birds  like  to  lay  on 
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the  floor.  If  I  could  only  reason  with 
them,  it  might  be  a  different  story. 

Dec.  15—1  saw  something  tonight 
that  I  have  never  seen  before  —  two 
air  cells  in  the  same  egg.  I  have  seen 
irregular  air  cells,  but  this  egg  had 
two  distinct  air  cells,  one  on  each  side 
of  the  large  end.  Each  air  cell  was 
about  the  size  of  the  normal  24-hour- 
old  egg.  Occasionally,  an  egg  is  found 
with  the  air  cell  in  the  small  end, 
but  this  is  rather  rare.  Double  yolks 
are  beginning  to  pile  up.  I  am  saving 
them  for  Christmas  presents.  A  dozen 
double  yolk  eggs  make  a  rather  nice 
present  a  few  days  before  Christmas 
when  heavy  baking  is  the  order  of 
the  day.

Oec.  19  —  1  cleaned  up  in  the  egg     - 
room  last  night.  About  every  so  often  ^ 
it  needs  a  good  "redding"  up.  All  offal  "^ 
eggs,  blood  spots,  cracks  and  doubles 
were  sold  on  today's  auction.  There 
should  have  been  about  $5.00  worth 
and  I  think  that  this  can  be  considered 
as  pin  money  in  a  way.  Such  grades 
are  considered  as  by-products.  Every- 
one gets  a  few.  at  least,  of  all  three 
grades,  in  spite  of  everything  that  can 
be  done. 

Dec.  20 — The  clean-up  in  the  woods 
is  coming  along  in  good  shape.  There 
are  several  large  piles  of  brush  to 
burn,  but  I  think  it  will  be  better  to 
wait  until  chick  brooding  time  to  burn 
them.  The  range  will  look  better  this 
spring  than  it  ever  has.  Tomorrow  I 
am  going  to  take  a  couple  of  short 
maple  saw  logs  down  to  Guy  Keister 
at  Millbrook.  He  saws  with  water 
power.  Had  to  make  a  special  trip  to 
town  this  morning  for  com  and  oats. 
Yesterday's  return  load  was  empty 
cases. 

Dec.  21 — White  pine  shavings  make 
better  nesting  material  for  the  tunnel 
type  nests  than  oak  shavings.  We 
have  had  to  take  out  all  of  the  oak 
shavings  because  the  eggs  became 
soiled.  It  was  impossible  to  get  them 
clean.  If  the  shavings  happen  to  get 
damp  from  occasional  droppings  or 
broken  eggs,  the  eggs  become  stained. 
White  pine  shavings,  on  the  other  ^ 
hand,  won't  stain  the  eggs,  even  if^^ 
they  do  get  damp. 

Dec.  22 — I  went  all  over  the  ranch 
this  morning  with  a  large  putty  knife 
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and  scraped  the  mash  feeders  and 
waterer  running  boards.  About  every 
so  often,  droppings  accumulate  on 
them.  I  think  that  some  of  the  litter 
clings  to  the  bird's  feet  and  becomes 
cemented  down.  It  doesn't  take  very 
long  to  do  such  work  and  it  certainly 
does  pay  big  dividends  in  appearances 
and,  I  hope,  comfort  to  the  birds. 

Dec.  25 — There  wasn't  much  sleep 
in  this  household  last  night  and  not 
very  much  rest  for  the  Old  Man  to- 
day. But  it  has  been  a  grand  and 
glorious  day.  Donnie  and  I  carried  on 
the  regular  work,  only  doing  that 
which  was  absolutely  essential.  No 
new  projects  were  undertaken  and  we 
didn't  complete  any  unfinished  jobs. 
The  stock  was  not  neglected,  however. 
All  the  chickens,  cows  and  sheep  had 
their  meals  on  time  and  their  drinking 
water  was  warm.  Kid  White  had  an- 
other baked  trout  with  oyster  dress- 
ing, cranberry  sauce  and  other  fixings 
for  dinner.  And  so  has  passed  another 
Yule  Tide. 

Dec.  26—1  think  everyone  on  the 
ranch  feels  a  trifle  let  down  today. 
Suppose  it  was  two  big  meals  yester- 
day. The  work  went  a  little  slow  this 
morning,  but  towards  sunset  we  all 
perked  up  a  wee  bit.  I  guess  we  were 
like  a  mule  that  plods  along  all  day, 
but  when  quitting  time  comes  wants 
to  run  to  the  barn.  There  seemed  to 
be  a  lot  of  cracked  eggs  today.  I  can't 
quite  understand  why,  but  the  fact 
remains  that  there  were.  Probably  we 
had  better  put  on  another  campaign 
for  the  prevention  of  cracked  eggs. 

Dec.  27 — Water  wells  in  this  area 
are  getting  low  due  to  lack  of  rain. 
Even  springs  that  have  never  been 
known  to  go  dry  have  ceased  to  flow. 
Fortunately,  we  have  plenty  of  water; 
at  least,  so  far. 

Dec.  29  —  I  met  an  enterprising 
chicken  man  at  the  auction  this  morn- 
ing. He  said  that  his  birds  were  not 
doing  very  well  this  winter.  The  pul- 
lets started  off  very  well  last  fall,  but 
they  began  to  slow  down  in  produc- 
tion. Feed  was  high  and  the  eggs 
didn't  bring  very  much,  so  he  had  to 
reduce  expenses.  His  homemade  mash 
is  composed  of  ground  oats  and  corn 
and  cob  meal.  The  grain  mixture  is 
corn  and  whole  oats.  Said  it  didn't 
seem  to  do  any  good  to  turn  lights  on 
them,  so  he  reduced  expenses  still 
further.  He  is  culling  them,  sold  three 
coops  on  yesterday's  sale. 

Dec.  30 — This  night  work  is  quite 
a  chore  at  that.  Before  going  to  bed,  I 
always  go  out  and  look  over  the 
ranch.  I  take  two  buckets  of  hot 
water  from  the  house  to  the  cows.  I 
dilute  it  with  cold  water  at  the  barn 
and  also  give  the  cows  some  hay.  Then 
)  I  go  to  the  block  house  and  the  west 
house  to  look  at  the  stoves.  Kid  White 
prepares  a  light  lunch  which  she 
leaves  on  the  dining  room  table.  After 
partaking,  I  am  ready  for  bed.

THIS  MONTH 


It's  the  Humidity 

Cold  weather  isn't  necessarily  going 
to  keep  eggs  nest-frcsh  for  long.  Low 
temperatures  take  the  moisture  out  of 
the  air,  and  dry  air  is  responsible  for 
evaporation,  leading  to  large  air  cells. 
Of  course,  you  won't  hold  eggs  in  a 
heated  grading  or  packing  room,  but 
that  precaution  isn't  enough.  Moisten 
the  floor  and  walls  of  the  holding 
room,  and  continue  to  gather  eggs 
frequently.  Quality  still  pays. 

Keep  Eggs  Clean 

Cleaning  of  eggs  isn't  pleasant, 
summer  or  winter.  By  keeping  plenty 
of  nesting  material  in  the  nests  and 
gathering  eggs  frequently,  you  will 
eliminate  the  necessity  of  using  a 
cleaner.  A  few  dirty  eggs  will  lower 
the  grade  on  a  whole  case. 

Scatter  Fresh  Litter 

Dirty,  damp  litter  is  also  responsible 
for  soiled  eggs.  The  addition  of  fresh 
litter  every  week  or  two  will  help  to 
keep  the  birds'  feet  clean.  Deep  litter 
will  be  of  value  in  controlling  disease, 
too.  As  the  birds  scratch  litter  away, 
add  new  material  and  fill  in  the  holes. 
A  wire  platform  around  the  waterers 
will  do  much  in  keeping  litter  dry. 
and  will  retard  the  spread  of  any 
disease  germs  that  may  get  a  start. 

Warm  the  Water 

You  can  heat  the  drinking  water 
more  economically  with  an  electric  or 
coal  heater  than  the  hens  can  by 
burning  feed  in  their  bodies.  Warm 
water  prevents  shocking  sensitive 
systems,  too.  Birds  will  drink  more 
when  water  is  warmed  for  them  and, 
as  eggs  are  65  per  cent  water,  high 
water  consumption  is  necessary  for 
high  egg  production. 

Watch  for  Sick  Birds 

Every  time  you  step  into  a  laying 
house,  look  around  for  any  birds 
which  may  have  a  droopy  appearance. 
If  you  see  any  such  individuals,  re- 
move them  immediately  and  put  them 
in  a  coop  away  from  other  birds. 
Examine  the  sick  fowls  for  any  sign 
of  disease.  Very  often  an  epidemic 
can  be  prevented  by  removing  one 
sick  bird  and  disinfecting  the  house. 
If  you  suspect  disease,  clean  off  the 
lighting  boards  around  the  feeders 
and  waterers  daily.  But  first  remove 
sick  individuals.

and  parasites,  any  disease  that  strikes 
now  may  be  serious.  We  need  to  be 
especially  careful  to  avoid  respiratory 
troubles.  Use  of  an  inhalant  or  spray 
will  retard  the  spread  of  contagious 
infections  and  will  loosen  up  the 
mucous  if  any  birds  have  colds.  Dis- 
infecting the  drinking  water  with  any 
of  the  standard  disinfectants  will  also 
be  beneficial. 

Prepare  for  the  Chicks 

It's  a  good  time,  right  now,  to  check 
over  the  brooder  stove.  See  if  any  new 
parts  are  needed.  If  so.  send  in  your 
order  soon  so  as  to  have  everything 
on  hand  when  the  time  comes  for 
starting  chicks.  Test  the  thermostat 
to  see  that  it  functions  properly,  and 
replace  all  faulty,  leaky  pipes.  While 
the  stove  is  out,  give  it  a  good  clean- 
ing and  wipe  it  off  with  a  disinfectant- 
soaked  rag.  You  can't  be  too  thorough 
in  chick  disease  prevention. 

Do  Your  Chick  Shopping  Early 

The  papers  give  you  the  number  of 
shopping  days  until  Christmas.  Shop- 
ping days  until  chick  starting  time 
are  limited,  too.  If  you  haven't  already 
made  up  your  mind  as  to  where  you 
will  buy  chicks,  now  is  the  time  to 
write  for  hatchery  catalogs.  Hatchery- 
men  often  offer  reduced  prices  for 
orders  which  are  booked  early.  Get 
your  catalogs,  have  plenty  of  time  in 
which  to  decide  what  you  want,  and 
then  order  early  enough  to  insure 
getting  chicks  when  you  want  them.

Disinfectant   Mats 

Q, — I  have  heard  that  a  mat  soaked 
with  disinfectant  and  put  outside  the 
doors  to  all  my  houses  will  help  to  keep 
disease  from  .spreading  through  my  whole 
fiock.  I  can't  find  any  such  mats  here  in 
town.  Please  tell  me  how  to  make  such  a 
mat  or  where  I  can  buy  one. — A.  S.  R., 
N.  J. 

A.  —  Such  mats  afford  real  protection, 
and  although  they  cannot  be  expected  to 
do  the  whcle  job,  they  do  cut  off  a  fre- 
quent source  of  infection — tracking  germs 
fiom  one  house  to  another.  .So  far  as  I 
know,  there  is  no  equipment  manufacturer 
who  makes  these  mats  especially  for  poul- 
trymen.  You  will  find  that  a  burlap  sack 
folded  and  placed  In  a  shallow  pan  will 
work  satisfactorily.  Use  only  enough  dis- 
infectant to  keep  the  mats  moist.  Place 
foot  scrapers  near  the  mats  to  help  in 
keeping  the  material  clean.  Any  roal  tar 
disinfectant  will  be  satisfactory'  for  these 
mats. 

Vent  Gleet 

Q. — Some  of  my  hens  seem  to  have  an 
infection  in  their  vents.  I  don't  think  it 
is  prolapsus,  as  there  is  a  very  foul  odor 
and  it  doesn't  have  the  appearance  of  a 
protruding  oviduct.  On  a  few  of  the  birds, 
the  vent  is  red  and  inflamed,  and  on 
others  the  redness  Isn't  as  bad,  but  there 
seems  to  be  a  lot  of  dead  tissue  around 
and  the  smell  is  worse.  Is  there  any  way 
to  treat  this,  or  must  I  kill  all  the  birds? — 
S.   B.  S..  Md. 

.\. — The  symptoms  you  describe  seem  to 
be  those  of  vent  gleet.  This  is  an  in- 
fectious disease  of  the  vent  which  spreads 
rapidly  through  the  flock,  especially  when 
there  are  roosters  with  the  hens.  The  first 
thing  to  do  is  to  remove  all  male  birds. 
Next  clean  out  the  old  litter  and  disinfect

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the  house.  Whether  you  want  to  treat  the 
"birds  or  get  rid  of  them  will  depend  upon 
the  value  of  the  hens.  I  recommend  that 
unless  the  birds  are  needed  for  breeders 
you  sell  off  all  of  the  birds  showing  dead 
tissue  and  having  the  foul  odor.  Treat  the 
others  (those  just  becoming  infected) 
with  a  mild  disinfectant.  Wa.sh  the  vent 
and  surrounding  area  frequently  until  the 
trouble  is  cleared  up.  A  20  per  cent  argyrol 
solution  makes  a  good  disinfectant  for 
this  purpose.  Treat  the  male  birds  the 
same  as  the  hens. 

Treating   Cropbound   Birds 

Q. — Since  housing  my  pullets,  I  have 
been  troubled  with  some  of  them  getting 
what  I  would  call  cropbound.  Their  crops 
seem  to  be  full  all  of  the  time  and  the 
birds  don't  eat.  Some  of  them  get  thin 
and  then  die.  They  seem  to  starve  to 
death,  even  though  the  crop  is  full.  Plea.se 
let  me  know  if  there  is  any  treatment  for 
this  condition.— A.  G.   S.,  N.  Y. 

A.  —  Your  birds  are  crop  bound.  Evi- 
dently they  have  been  eating  the  litter, 
get  too  hungry  and  then  eat  coarse  grains 
without  enough  water,  or  are  getting  too 
high  a  percentage  of  coarse,  fibrous  feeds. 
Try  flushing  out  the  crops  by  means  of  a 
bulb  syringe,  warm  water,  and  a  soft 
rubber  tube.  Massage  the  crop  as  you 
force  in  the  water. 

If  this  doesn't  help,  and  if  the  birds  are 
valuable,  you  may  have  to  operate.  Don't 
cut  through  the  outer  skin  and  crop  at  the 
same  place.  Slide  the  skin  to  one  side,  cut 
a  three-quarter-inch  incision,  slide  the 
skin  back  to  the  normal  position,  and  cut 
through  the  crop.  A  sharp  razor  blade  is 
better  than  a  knife  for  this  purpose.  Pick 
out  all  of  the  impacted  material  with  a 
tweezers  and  flush  out  the  crop  with  a 
mild  disinfectant  solution.  Sew  up  the  in- 
cisions with  iodine-soaked  silk  thread. 
Keep  the  bird  or  birds  isolated  until  the 
outer  incision  is  healed  and  feed  them 
on  soft  feed  for  a  few  days. 

Potatoes  for  Layers 

Q. — We  have  a  lot  of  small  potatoes  on 
our  place  that  won't  bring  much  if  we  sell 
them.  I  have  heard  about  feeding  potatoes 
to  layers.  Is  this  all  right?  If  so,  how  do 
you  get  the  birds  to  eat  the  potatoes? — 
T.  I.  F..  O. 

A.  —  Although  a  good  laying  mash  is 
much  to  be  preferred,  potatoes  can  be  fed 
to  layers  in  limited  amounts.  Boil  the 
potatoes,  skins  and  all,  mash  them  until 
all  lumps  are  broken,  and  mix  with  an 
equal  amount  of  laying  mash.  This  mix- 
ture should  be  fed  warm,  either  at  noon 
or  night.  About  6  to  8  pounds  of  potatoes 
will  be  consumed  daily  by  each  100  birds 
when  fed  in  this  way. 
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This  24  I)}  60-root  poultry  house  on  tJie 
farm  of  Earl  H.  Keller,  Montandon,  Pa., 
l8  an  adaptation  of  the  plans  for  the 
Connecticut  house  appearing  In  the  book, 
"Poultry  House  Blue  Prints,"  published 
by  Everybodys  Poultry  Magazine.  There 
are  four  24  by  24  pens,  two  on  each  floor. 
On  the  first  floor  Is  a  12-foot  feed  room, 
while  directly  over  It  Is  a  12  by  24-foot 
room  whiih  can  he  used  for  starting  and 
growing  chicks.  One  change  froni  the 
original  plans  was  the  Installation  of  roof 
ventilators.  Sheet  metal  Is  used  for  the 
roof,  while  the  siding  consists  of  asbestos 
shingles.  Subscriber  Keller  reports  that 
he  has  no  trouble  keeping  the  litter  do.

Selling  to  the  Family  Trade 

[Condensed  from  page  4) 

is  in  marketing  potatoes  by  the  dozen. 
That  an  egg  laid  today  is  higher  in 
quality  than  one  laid  a  week  before 
last  Friday. 

Sometimes  one  can  add  new  family 
customers  to  his  egg  route  by  show- 
ing that  he  already  has  among  his 
patrons  a  few  doctors  or  dietitians 
who  know  the  importance  of  egg 
quality.  A  Leghorn  producer  near 
Nashville  was  able  to  get  a  premium 
not  only  for  his  best  grade  eggs,  but 
also  for  his  seconds,  by  breaking  in 
on  a  hospital  trade. 

The  hospital  was  already  buying 
heavily  from  other  sources  and 
couldn't  use  many  of  his  eggs,  but 
after  proving  their  value  for  use 
among  the  patients,  he  started  getting 
orders  right  and  left  from  the  phy- 
sicians who  served  the  patients  there. 
They  bought  them  for  their  family 
use.  He  got  family  orders  from  the 
nurses,  the  internes  and  members  of 
the  hospital  staff. 

The  fact  that  his  product  was  used 
at  an  institution  where  extreme 
vdieta^  precautions  are  necessary 
gave  him  material  for  one  of  the  best 
sales  talks  on  the  importance  of  egg 
quality  he  could  have  desired. 

One  Customer  Leads  to  Another 

Incidentally,  this  hospital  experience 
suggested  another  piece  of  business 
strategy.  By  getting  a  few  dozen  cus- 
tomers at  one  institution,  he  made 
that  many  family  deliveries  at  one 
spot  and  saved  himself  the  time  and 
expense  of  that  many  house-to-house 
calls.  He  pursued  the  idea  further  by 
tackling  the  occupants  of  a  few  office 
buildings  in  Nashville,  building  up  a 
list  of  customers  in  each,  and  de- 
livering all  their  family  needs  at  their 
place  of  business.

it  sold.  You  sell  your  first  dozen  on 
quality.  That  quality  must  be  main- 
tained or  your  technique  in  gettin*; 
customers  will  lose  its  value.  That 
means  a  production  that  spells  a  con- 
tinuity of  quality. 

When  flocl<  production  drops,  it  is  a 
great  temptation  to  put  in  a  few  eggs 
that  would  otherwise  grade  as  seconds. 
You  are  also  tempted  to  splice  out 
your  orders  with  eggs  bought  from 
other  producers.  This  may  be  all 
right  if  you  expect  to  become  a 
dealer,  but  your  customers  will  quicl<- 
ly  lose  confidence  if  you  have  secured 
their  patronage  on  the  strength  of 
supplying  them  with  producer  eggs. 

Regular  delivery  promises  should  be 
geared  to  a  reasonable  certainty  of 
what  your  flock  will  produce. 


Rest  the  Breeders 

Give  your  breeders  at  least  four  or 
five  weeks  to  rest  before  the  coming 
hatching  season  starts.  This  rest 
period  allows  the  birds  to  put  on  a 
little  weight  and  regain  strength  so 
as  to  do  a  better  job  during  the  com- 
ing months.  Chicks  produced  also  will 
be  stronger,  more  vigorous.

BRIEFLY  REVIEWED 

Egg  prices  held  firm  until  early  Novem- 
ber after  which  a  slight  decline  began  to 
occur.  On  November  20  mixed  color 
graded  firsts  were  quoted  at  23  cents  at 
New  York,  as  compared  to  23^)4  cents  a 
year  ago.  Nearby  white  specials  were  sell- 
ing at  3314  cents,  as  compared  to  31-31^2 
cents  on   the  same  day   in   1939. 

Egg  receipts  at  the  four  leading  markets 
(New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  and 
Boston)  were  13  per  cent  above  those  of 
1939  during  the  4-week  period  ending 
November  16.  October  production  of  eggs 
for  the  country  was  estimated  at  2,215 
million  egg.s — 8  per  cent  larger  than  last 
year  and  18  per  cent  above  the  10-year 
average. 

(old  storage  holdings  of  eggs  (frozen 
and  shell  combined)  were  about  13  per 
cent  larger  than  a  year  ago  on  November 
1.  Commercially  held  shell  egg  stocks 
alone  were  2  per  cent  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Poultry  In  storage  on  November  1  was 
about  45  per  cent  larger  than  a  year  ago. 
The  total  on  that  date  was  115  million 
pounds,  25  million  pounds  over  October  1 
holdings.  Storage  stocks  of  turkeys  were 
decrea.sed  about  23  per  cent  during 
October,  but  were  still  46  per  cent  larger 
than  turkey  stocks  on  November  1,  1939. 
Storage  slocks  of  hens  (fowls)  totaled 
about  29  million  pound.s— 84  per  cent  larger 
than  last  year  and  twice  as  large  as  tne 
5-year  average.

Laying  Cages

tises  the  purity,  vitamin  content  and, 
most  important,  the  atmosphere  in 
which  these  eggs  are  produced.  This 
is  just  one  example— there  are  many 
more  which  capture  the  imagination 
of  the  consuming  public.  The  trouble, 
in  most  cases,  has  been  the  lack  of 
this  ability  in  the  battery  operator. 

Since  the  requirements  of  the  in- 
dividual seem  to  be  much  higher  with 
the  battery  system  than  the  floor 
system,  most  of  the  extremely  large 
battery  plants  have  been  dealt  fatal  • 
blows  due  to  the  fact  that  the  owner 
had  to  depend  on  inexperienced  help 
or  managers.  By  inexperience.  I  mean 
inexperience  with  the  battery  prin- 
ciples. It  seems  that  it  is  much  harder 
for  an  experienced  floor  poultryman 
to  master  the  management  of  a  bat- 
tery system  than  for  a  person  who 
has  never  had  any  experience  with 
birds  before.  It  brings  to  mind  the 
old  axiom,  "You  can't  teach  an  old 
dog  new  tricks."  This  is  only  one  of 
the  reasons  that  the  small  or  mod- 
erate-sized battery  plant,  supervised 
and  managed  directly  by  the  owner, 
who  understands  the  principles  of  the 
battery  system,  has  been  more  suc- 
cessful. 

Location  of  a  Battery  Plant 
Location  of  the  plant  is  the  last 
factor  to  consider.  Retail  selling  is 
important  to  insure  success  with  the 
batteries.  Where  else  but  on  the  out- 
skirts of  a  large  town  or  city  would 
one  get  the  consuming  public  to  drive 
in  and  get  the  products?  What  other 
location  would  enable  quick  deliveries 
of  either  a  small  or  large  order  at  a 
profit  ? 

If  you  are  miles  from  such  a  market 
consider  twice  before  you  make  your 
decision.  If  you  do  not  already  own 
your  land  and  wish  to  buy  to  start  a 
battery  plant,  do  not  be  influenced  by 
the  cheapness  of  the  land  farther  out. 
In  the  battery  system,  practically  the 
only  land  needed  is  the  ground  on 
which  the  building  is  to  stand.  The 
complete  poultry  business  will  be  in- 
corporated in  this  building.  The  size 


of  the  plant  should  be  kept  in  line, 
as  nearly  as  possible,  with  the  capacity 
to  which  a  retail  trade  can  be  de- 
veloped in  your  community. 

The  battery  system  is  today  in  its 
infancy.  Considering  the  tremendous 
progress  already  made  by  the  battery 
manufacturers,  the  feed  companies, 
and  the  research  stations,  it  is  pos- 
sible that  the  future  may  bring  this 
system  more  and  more  closely  into 
competition  with  the  commercial 
floor-type  plants. 

A  successful  battery  plant  is  not 
merely  making  a  profit,  but  is  showing 
a  greater  return  per  labor  hour  and 
per  dollar  invested  than  could  a  floor 
system  in  the  same  location  under 
the  same  conditions. 

No   Place  for  Carelessness 

The  most  discouraging  problem  in 
work  with  battery  plants  has  been 
the  carelessness  with  which  people 
have  bought  and  installed  battery 
equipment.  They  have  put  it  in  build- 
ings of  all  sizes  and  shapes,  in  utter 
disregard  of  proper  lighting  and 
proper  ventilation. 

We  need  eight  complete  changes  of 
air  per  hour  in  a  battery  laying  room.

These  points  have 
become  so  well  recognized  that  some 
of  the  better  battery  manufacturers 
refuse  to  make  a  sale  unless  the 
proper  conditions  are  available  for  the 
installation  of  their  equipment.

When  pedigree  breeding  is  followed 
on  a  large  scale,  the  labor  involved  in 
taking  care  of  many  of  these  small 
units  becomes  a  matter  of  importance. 
The  accompanying  illustration  shows 
how  this  problem  is  solved  at  Mosher 
Pedigreed  Leghorn  Farm.  A  row  of 
single  male  bird  pens  are  placed  side 
by  side  with  the  trapnests  at  the  rear 
of  each  pen  along  the  aisle.  The  rear 
of  the  nest  for  each  pen  is  closed  by  a 
door,  and  under  the  nests,  another 
door  gives  access  to  feed  and  water. 

This  arrangement  makes  for  more 
efficient  handling  of  the  pedigree 
matings.  Since  there  is  no  door  be- 
tween pens,  the  danger  of  birds  slip- 
ping from  one  pen  to  the  next  when 
the  door  is  opened  is  eliminated. 

The  attendant  can  easily  observe 
any  nests  that  are  occupied  from  the 
rear,  and  as  soon  as  a  bird  has  de- 
posited her  egg,  he  can  release  her 
through  the  door  at  the  back  of  the 
nest  and  drop  her  back  into  the  pen 
through  the  lower  door.  All  feeding 
and  watering  of  birds  is  done  from 
outside  the  pens. 

This  plan  cuts  the  amount  of  time 
required  to  service  the  pens,  elimi- 
nates incorrect  pedigrees  and  allows 
the  breeder  to  progeny  test  a  larger 
number  of  birds  with  the  same 
amount  of  labor.  —  H.  Lyle  Mosher, 
New  York.

Final  Breeder  Selection 

Good  inanagrement  requires  another  se- 
lection of  breeders  before  marketing  the 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  birds.  Keei)  in 
mind  when  making  your  selection  of 
breeders  that  turkeys  are  grown  for  meat. 

Birds  selected  for  the  1941  breeding  i)ens 
should  have  backs  that  are  wide  and  flat  ; 
the  width  should  start  at  the  wings  and 
carry  through  to  the  tail.  Keel  bones 
should  be  moderately  long,  with  slight 
curve  upward  at  rear  ;  no  door  knobs  on 
front  end  of  keel.  I..egs  should  be  short 
and  set  well  apart.  Avoid  heavy  boned 
legs  ;  they  indicate  coarseness.  The  breast 
should  be  broad,  well-rounded  and  fully 
Heshed. 

These  conditions  apply  to  the  birds  that 
have  already  passed  the  rigid  test  of 
health,  early  maturity  and  rapid  feather- 
ing. 

Pullets  as  Breeders 

Experimental  results  obtained  at  the 
Kan.sas  Experiment  Station  indicate  that 
pullets  are  more  desirable  than  hens  as 
breeders.  The  luillets  lay  earlier  in  the 
season.  There  is  no  significant  difference 
in  fertility.  Hatchability  of  pullet  eggs  is 
higher  than  hens,  rullet  eggs  are  smaller 
and  poults  are  smaller,  but  .size  of  poults 
is  the  same  as  poults  from  hen  breeder 
by  the  fourth  week.  H.  Y.  Smith,  poultry 
specialist  at  Cornell  University  ."ays,  "By 
using  early  hatched  and  well-matured  pul- 
lets, as  good  results  may  be  obtained  as 
with   old    hens." 

Breeding  Sires 

Select  early  maturing,  rapid  feathering 
young  toms  to  head  the  breeding  pens. 
They  are  more  active,  cause  less  injury 
to  the  females  and  produce  results.  When 
young  toms  are  used,  12  to  15  females  can 
be  placed  in  the  breeding  pen.  With  old 
toms,  the  number  must  be  reduced  to  six 
or  eight.  Yearling  toms  can  handle  10  to 
12.  When  large  breeding  flocks  are  used, 
it  is  a  good  plan  to  alternate  the  males. 
Place  half  the  required  number  in  the 
pen  for  one  or  two  days,  then  remove 
them  and   put   in   the  others. 

Saddles  for  Breeders 

Injuries  to  the  females  In  the  breeding 
pen  cause  a  heavy  loss  in  many  flocks 
every  year.  This  loss  is  caused  by  heavy 
toms  tearing  the  backs  of  the  females  with 
toe  nails  and  spurs.  Use  canvas  saddles 
on  the  backs  of  the  female  breeders.  The 
saddle  fits  over  the  back  of  the  breeder 
and  is  fastened  with  tapes  under  the 
wings.  Buy  your  supply  now  and  be  pre- 
pared for  the  breeding  season. 

Manicure  the  Toms 

Although  saddles  are  used  on  the  backs 
of  the  breeders,  it  is  a  good  practice  to 
cut  the  toe  nails  and  spurs  of  toms  head- 
ing the  breeding  pen.  This  operation 
should  be  done  just  prior  to  the  breeding 
season  and  repeated  as  needed. 

Artificial  Lights  for  Breeders 

If  early  eggs  are  wanted  from  the 
breeders,  they  should  be  housed,  lighted 
and  well-fed.  Turkeys  can  stay  outdoors 
all  winter  without  injury,  but  under  such 
conditions  will  not  lay  until  late  spring. 
Colony  houses  of  small  breeding  pens,  or 
open  sheds  for  large  flocks,  are  satisfac- 
tory   houses.    They    should    be    housed    at

least  two  months  prior  to  the  time  hatch- 
ing eggs  are  wanted. 

Artificial  lights  should  be  started  about 
30  days  later,  giving  not  more  than  12  to 
13-hour  day.  A  good  breeder  ration  of  high 
quality  Ingredients  should  be  fed  at  the 
time  the  lights  are  started.  If  the  flock 
has  had  only  grain  prior  to  housing,  It 
would  be  a  good  practice  to  start  the 
breeder  ration  at  housing  time. 

"Billings"   Dressing 

That  well-known  turkey  authority  In 
the  west,  W.  A.  Billings,  University  of 
Minnesot.a,  gives  the  following  recipe  for 
turkey  dressing  :  "Take  enough  yesterday's 
bread  and  cut  off  the  crusts.  With  a  fairly 
coarse  grater,  the  bread  Is  finely  crumbed 
Into  a  dishpan.  This  will  leave  it  nice  and 
fluffy.  It  will  take  perhaps  three  loaves  of 
bread  for  a  15-pound  bird.  Have  someone 
who  doesn't  cry  easily  chop  a  medium 
sized  Bermuda  onion  Into  very  fine  par- 
ticles (not  hunks).  One  onion  Is  oodles. 
Stir  the  chopped  onion  evenly  Into  the 
bread  and  shake  In  enough  .salt  to  taste 
right.  Got  that?  All  rightee.  Now  then, 
add  powdered  sage  .  .  .  shaking  It  on  as 
you  stir  .  .  .  Just  enough  to  taste,  but  not 
gag  you.  Melt  a  pound  of  butter  (yes,  a 
whole  pound  and  don't  be  Sco'ch)  and 
have  your  helper  potir  this  over  the  bread 
while  you  stir  it  in  evenly.  That's  all  there 
I.H  to  It.  Have  the  helpless  bird  tilted  up 
on  the  back  of  his  neck,  and  spoon  in  the 
dressing.  Do  not  pack  It  In  the  bird  with 
a  ramrod.  When  the  cavity  Is  comfortably 
full,  sew  up  the  'Incision'  and  you  are  all 
done." 

Try  It  In  your  Christmas  turkey  and  you 
will  be  convinced  that  Billings  knows  the 
consumption  end  zm  well  as  the  production.

A  good  way  to  keep  from  running 
short  of  such  essentials  as  egg  case 
nails,  fillers,  flats,  cases,  cartons  and 
the  many  other  little  necessities  re- 
quired on  the  fKjultry  farm  is  to  take 
inventory  of  such  items  every  three 
or  four  weeks.  Keep  suflficient  supplies 
on  hand  at  all  times.

Collects  Egg  Case  Labels  as  Hobby 

One  New  England  poultryman  has 
developed  a  unique,  but  very  inex- 
pensive, hobby.  He  collects  egg  case 
labels.  An  Idaho  label  which  reached 
his  Maine  plant,  about  a  year  ago  first 
attracted  his  attention  and  became 
the  start  of  a  collection  that  has 
grown  to  half  a  hundred.  Some  of 
them  are  of  artistic  interest  and  merit, 
some  of  geographic  interest,  and  some 
are  just  labels. 

The  incoming  supply  of  egg  cases  is 
carefully  scanned,  each  week,  for 
possible  addiUons,  and  when  a  new 
label  is  found,  the  case  is  set  aside 
until  the  label  can  be  removed— 
which  sometimes  entails  a  rather 
lengthy  soaking  process.  Then  each 
label  is  mounted  on  a  plain  cardboard 
flat,  such  is  a  part  of  every  poultry- 
man's  equipment.  Sometimes  the 
labels  are  destined  to  make  a  frieze 
for  the  grain  room,  but,  until  that 
time,  they  are  just  a  collection. — 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Schoppe,  Maine.

Figure  Future  Egg  Yield  When 
Buying  Your  Chicks 

It  is  wise  for  the  chick  purchaser 
to  figure  how  many  extra  eggs  he 
would  have  to  get  from  a  good  pullet 
to  pay  for  the  increased  cost  of  the 
chick,  says  C.  S.  Williams,  poultry 
specialist  at  the  University  of  Mary- 
land. 

With  eggs  at  30  cents  a  dozen, 
four  extra  eggs  from  a  pullet  means 
he  can  afford  to  pay  as  much  as  10 
cenU  more  for  the  chick.  However, 
such  high  quaUty.  vigorous  pullets 
will  produce  more  than  just  four 
extra  eggs,  which  will  increase  the 
profit  from  the  bird.  That  the  best 
costs  less  certainly  is  true.  Williams 
claims,  when  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  chicks.

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About  this  time  of  year  I  »>«8ln  think- 
ing  about  my  garden.  It  «e«';«%^f»V  " 
takes  lots  of  Just  sitting  and  thinking 
before  I  can  get  out  to  do  any  real  work^ 
I  get  my  garden  meditating  out  of  the 
way  early  so  as  to  be  ready  to  get  to 
work  as  soon  as  the  frost  Is  out  of  the 
ground. 

Making  plans  for  the  garden  «aon« 
Job  that  I  can  do  right  now.  and  I  dont 
have  to  go  outside  to  do  It,  either.  I  have 
a  record  of  how  the  patch  was  planted 
laat  year,  so  I'm  going  to  get  that  out 
and  study  U  over  before  sketching  this 
year's  garden  lay-out.  Didn't  have  much 
trouble  with  bugs  last  summer,  but  there  a 
no  use  encouraging  the  beetles,  thrips.  and 
other  such  parasites  by  planting  the  vege- 
tables in  the  same  place.  Deep  plowing 
helps  a  lot  m  keeping  disease  troubles 
down,  and  that  may  be  one  reason  why  I 
never  have  much  cause  to  worry  about 
bugs  eating  up  my  truck.

Plan  yonr  flower  garden. 


A  pencil  and  paper  are  the  g  a  r  d  e  r* 
tools  I  like  to  use  ttrst.  I  do  plenty  of 
thinking,  then  plenty  of  figuring,  and  It 
seems  that  I  don't  forget  much  when  It 
comes  to  doing  the  actual  planting.  I've 
sketched  out  a  little  garden  planting  plan 
which  I  will  use  In  ordering  seeds  .  and 
when  planting  time  comes.  A  little  bit  of 
planning  now  saves  lots  of  time  later  on. 
Gives  better  gardens,  too. 

it'g  belt  to  keep  garden  space  in  use^ 
all  the  time  as  the  weeds  don't  get  much 
of  a  chance  that  way.  so  I  usually  put 
something  In  right  away  when  I  take  out 
the  early  plants.  Things  like  bush  beans, 
beeta.  cabbage,  radishes,  carrots,  onions, 
and  early  corn  can  be  followed  by  a 
second  crop  of  the  same  plant  or  some- 
thing that  can  stay  In  the  ground  late  In 
the  fall.  We  had  some  carrots  at  Thanks- 
giving time  that  I  had  Just  dug. 

A  aood  heavy  dose  of  manure,  put  on 
the  ground  now.  Is  about  the  best  treat- 
ment you  can  give  a  garden.  There  Isn't 
much  danger  of  getting  a  truck  patch  too 
rich  and  turning  the  ground  over  next 
spring  will  keep  the  stuff  from  burning 
the  plant*.  Some  wood  ashes  put  on  top  , 
of  the  snow  are  pretty  good  for  gardens.  V*' 
too.  ■  \ 

Get  some  penny  post  cards  »"^,;f  »■»}« 
the  seed  companies  for  catalogs  I  like  to 
look  at  the  pictures  a  while  and  then  get 
all  my  ordering  done  early.  If  all  the 
seeds    are    out     In    the    shed,    there  s    no 
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danger  of  getting  caught  with  a  sunshiny 
day,  the  ground  nice  and  warm  and  moist, 
and   no  seeds   on   hand. 

Strawberry  plants  ought  to  be  ordered 
now,  too.  If  you  write  the  growers,  telling 
them  what  you  want,  they'll  give  you  pref- 
erence when  shipping  time  comes.  I  usually 
split  my  strawberry  plant  order  up  two 
ways.  I  get  one  of  the  old  varieties  that 
I  am  sure  is  going  to  give  me  some  good 
berries,  and  then  I  spend  a  little  money 
on  some  of  the  new  ones.  Usually,  the 
new  ones  do  real  good,  too. 


Although  I'm  interested  mostly  in  vege- 
table gardens.  I  always  have  some  flowers 
around  the  place.  Flowers  are  mighty  nice 
to  have  around  when  folks  are  sick  or 
there's  something  special  on  at  church. 
It's  sort  of  pretty  to  have  some  iris  and 
gladioli  and  roses  out  along  the  walk.  too. 
just  to  look  at  yourself.  A  sketch  for  a 
flower  garden  is  good — just  as  good  as  for 
vegetables.  Figure  out  when  each  flower 
is  going  to  bloom  and  what  the  color  Is 
going  to  be,  and  then  arrange  the  garden 
or  row  so  that  you  won't  have  any  vacant 
spots  from  the  time  the  crocu.ses  start 
blooming  in  early  spring  until  the  fall 
flowers   are   gone. 

The  whole  question  of  getting  good 
flowers  and  vegetables  is  tied  up  with 
having  good  seeds  or  plants  to  start  with, 
properly  preparing  the  ground,  and  keep- 
ing down  the  weeds  so  that  every  plant 
will  have  the  best  chance  to  get  a  good 
start  in  life.  I  try  pretty  hard  to  get  the 
best  stock  1  can.  even  if  it  does  cost  a 
little  more,  as  what  I  pay  for  seeds  and 
plants  is  really  a  small  matter  anyhow. 
If  you  will  get  good  seed  and  then  take 
real  good  care  of  your  garden,  you  II 
profit  as  much  as  I  do.  both  from  money 
saved  and  enjoyment.

Cull  the  Old  Hens 

Those  old  hens  that  are  going  into 
their  second  laying  year  can  stand 
some  pretty  severe  culling  from  now 
on.  Keep  the  high  producers,  but  cull 
out  the  marginal  birds  while  they 
still  have  enough  meat  on  them  to 
make  good  soup.  A  laying  house  is  no 
place  for  sentimental  attachment, 
and  even  though  the  hens  made  money 
for  you  last  year,  you  can't  keep  them 
around  on  the  basis  of  past  perform- 
ance. Go  over  the  flock,  pick  out  the 
birds  that  are  broody,  those  with 
little  spread  between  the  keel  bones, 
and  anv  having  bright  combs.  If  a 
last  year's  pullet  is  laying,  her  comb 
will  be  much  lighter  than  are  those  of 
birds  in  the  pullet  house  now.

Capon  production  figures  always  seem 
to  be  of  interest  to  those  looking  for  a 
"side-line."  The  summary  of  the  records 
of  numerous  4-H  Clubs  in  Pennsylvania, 
comprising  4,045  birds  and  covering  a 
period  of  5  months,  shows  the  following 
facts :  Mortality  8.6  per  cent,  including 
operation  losses ;  "slips"  21.4  per  cent ; 
average  initial  weight  when  caponized  1.6 
lbs.  ;  average  weight  when  marketed  7.4 
lbs.  ;  per  pound  of  gain  5.8  lbs.  of  feed 
were  required,  feed  costing  $2.32  per  100 
lbs.  ;  average  sales  price  per  lb.  of  capon 
25  cents ;  returns  above  cost  of  cockerels 
and  feed  70  cents  which  is  equivalent  to 
a  feed  plus  cockerel  cost  of  15V4  cents 
per  lb. 

These  data  permit  you  to  figure  out 
whether  capon  production  is  sufllciently 
attractive.  For  more  detailed  facts  refer 
to  Pennsylvania  Circular  182  (Revised 
Edition),  by  H.  H.  Kaufman  and  F.  H. 
Leuschner,  available  upon  request  to 
Pennsylvania  State  College,  State  College, 
Pa. 


Vaccination  for  colds  with  avian  mixed 
bacterin  is  a  question  which  frequently 
comes  up  for  discussion.  Drs.  J.  R.  Beach 
and  R.  A.  Bankowski  of  the  University  of 
California,  reporting  in  the  Journal  of  the 
Am.  Vet.  Med.  Ass'n.  (Vol.  97,  No.  763, 
1940)  observed  that  "the  administration  of 
three  doses  of  avian-mixed  bacterin  to  a 
flock  of  pullets  among  which  infectious 
coryza  had  been  present  for  two  months 
did  not  have  any  curative  effect  on  birds 
already  infected  nor  did  it  give  protection 
to  the  birds  which  were  non-infected  at 
the  time  of  vaccination.  Neither  did  the 
treatment  influence  mortality  or  the  num- 
ber of  birds  culled  because  of  poor  phy- 
sical condition." 

Dr.  Beach  also  states  that  "These  re- 
sults do  not  necessarily  indicate  that 
bacterin  treatment  would  not  be  more 
effective  under  more  propitious  circum- 
stances, such  as  preceding  or  immediately 
after  the  appearance  of  the  first  few  cases 
of  the  di.sease   in  a  flock." 


"Progeny-test  Breeding"  is  the  title  of  a 
booklet  discussing  frankly,  even  bluntly, 
but  authoritatively,  the  history,  prin- 
ciples and  practices  of  progeny  testing. 
Provocative  as  it  might  be  to  some  readers, 
the  facts  as  stated  nevertheless  represent 
good  genetics.  The  booklet  is  published  by 
Mount  Hope  Farm,  Williamstown,  Mass.. 
and  it  can  probably  be  obtained  free  of 
charge. 

The  booklet  is  written  by  one  who  !s 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  theory 
and  practice  of  genetics.  The  author's 
name  is  not  given,  but  the  bulletin  is 
copyrighted  by  Dr.  H,  D.  Goodale.

Christmas  Salad 

At  Christmas  we  all  like  to  think  of 
some  special  foods  fitting  the  season. 
Clusters  of  rod  Malaga  or  Tokay  grapes 
make  a  festive  display  for  the  holiday 
season.  Years  ago,  green  fresh  grapes  were 
unknown  to  most  of  us  but  now  the  big 
clusters  lie  next  to  paper  bags  of  potatoes 
and   cellophane-wrappt'd  bread. 

This  special  salad  calls  for  small  sized 
pears  as  a  base.  Drain  the  pears  and 
place  them  on  a  tea  towel  or  paper  towel. 
Spread  cream  cheese  on  the  rounded  side 
of  each  pear.  Cover  this  with  halves  of 
green  or  red  grapes  from  which  the  seeds 
have  been  removed.  To  have  the  stem 
appear  natural,  use  a  strip  of  green 
pepper  or  strip  the  leaves  off  a  branch  of 
parsley.  Shredded  lettuce  is  preferred  to  a 
whole  lettuce  leaf  for  this  salad.  This 
prevents  the  pear  from  slipping  when  it 
is  cut  with  a  fork.  A  spoonful  of  mayon- 
naise on  the  side,  sprinkled  with  nuts, 
gives  the  air  of  "take  it  or  leave  it,"  but 
pleases  each  guest. 

Chicken   Loaf 

Departing  from  the  usual  custom  of 
giving  Christmas  Day  recipes,  we  think 
ahead  one  day  and  suggest  a  delicious 
dinner  from  the  chicken  or  turkey  "pick- 
ings." When  you  have  finished  the  loaf 
and  have  it  ready  for  the  platter,  I  think 
you  will  agree  it  is  about  as  atractive  in 
appearance  as  the  Christmas  day   fowl. 

Some  vegetables  seem  in  greater  favor 
when  served  with  chicken  than  others. 
For  example,  peas  are  invariably  on  the 
chicken  menu.  They  are  not  expensive, 
they  have  a  delicate  flavor,  and  make  a 
nice  serving  with  a  special  menu  or  just 
an  ordinary  dinner. 

A  chicken  loaf  recipe  which  is  always 
a  favorite  is  as  follows :  2  cups  cooked 
diced  chicken  or  chicken  bits ;  2  cups 
cooked  peas ;  1  cup  soft  bread  crumbs ; 
V4  cup  chicken  broth  or  milk  ;  2  eggs 
slightly  beaten  ;  1V4  teaspoon  salt  ;  1  table- 
spoon mashed  onion  (if  you  like  the  onion 
flavor)  ;  a  dash  of  celery  salt,  and  a 
generous  dash  of  paprika.  Combine  all  the 
ingredients  and  pack  them  lightly  into  a 
greased  baking  dish.  Sprinkle  with  bread 
crumbs,  dot  with  butter,  and  bake  at  350 
degrees  for  one-half  hour.  Unmold  on  a 
serving  platter  if  you  wish  to  serve 
warm,  and  cover  with  reheated  gravy  or 
an  addition  of  sauteed  mushrooms.  This 
makes  about  eight  good  portions. 

Christmas  Cookie  Package 

If  the  cookie  gifts  are  to  be  packaged, 
why  not  be  original  and  make  the  most 
of  a  few  sheets  of  cellophane  wrappings 
and  cardboard  or  corrugated  board?  Cor- 
rugated board  is  heavier  and  makes  a 
more  substantial  tray.  Cut  the  cardboard 
into  any  desired  shape  to  form  tlie  bottom 
of  the  package.  The  edges  can  be  bent 
up  to  form  a  low  rim.  The  covering  of 
colored  cellophane  will  fold  around  easily. 
Fill  with  the  cookies  and  cover  with  a 
clear  cellophane  sheet,  either  bringing  it 
to  the  center  and  bunching  it  up  to  be 
tied  with  a  narrow  band  of  the  cellophane 
tape,  or  folding  it  down  flat  and  tying 
with  loops  of  the  ribbon  tape.
